THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
sent  13  of  her  daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil; 
4  to  Korea;  and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  wives  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  have  gone  with  their 
husbands  to  their  appointments  in  the  foreign  countries  where  our  church  is 
established:  1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa 
(Congo  Beige).  In  our  own  land,  12  have  served  as  deaconess,  city  missionary, 
or  contract  worker  in  our  various  institutions  in  the  different  types  of  service 
undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

This  year  there  are  reported  for  193  6,  396  adult  auxiliaries,  with  12,531 
members,  including  1,598  young  women  in  85  Young  Women's  Circles;  and  97 
auxiliaries  promoting  Baby  Specials.  The  Children's  Divisions,  except  the  babies, 
are  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  but  from  their 
fourth  Sunday  offerings,  the  amount  of  $587.66  was  reported  as  the  Council's 
share  of  their  total  contributions,  while  the  babies  paid  $599.84  to  our  conference 
treasurer.  Since  1878,  all  the  auxiliaries  of  our  conference  societies  have  raised 
a  grand  total  of  $1,412,245.87  for  missionary  work  in  home  and  foreign  lands; 
and  $912,184.42  for  local  work.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  19,  1938 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  convened  at  2:00  o'clock,  Tuesday, 
April  19,  at  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  Greenville,  with  the  president, 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  presiding. 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  "God  of  Grace  and  God 
of  Glory,"  conference  hymn. 

For  the  opening  worship  service  of  the  conference,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb  offered  prayer  and  spoke  on  the  need  of  consecration  to  the 
work  of  bringing  souls  to  Christ. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Karsnak  fittingly  closed  the  worship  with  a  solo  by 
Clara  Edwards,  "A  Prayer." 

For  the  Greenville  ladies,  Mrs.  Hortense  Moye  most  graciously 
greeted  the  delegates  and  visitors. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond  responded  for  guests,  telling  of  the  pleasure 
of  all  in  being  in  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  for  the  days  of  the  confer- 
ence. 

Mrs.  Gates  inquired  how  many  of  those  present  had  never  before 
attended  an  annual  meeting,  to  find  that  there  were  64. 

Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  recording  secretary,  read  her  report  for  the 
year  1937.* 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  vice-president,  spoke  kind  words  of  apprecia- 
tion of  the  ten  years'  service  of  the  retiring  recording  secretary. 

The  conference  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  read  her  annual 
message  to  the  gathering. 

The  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  made  her  report. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  conference  treasurer,  made  an  informal 
report,  pointing  out  important  items  in  her  annual  summaries.  She 
announced  that  Durham  district  led  in  several  items  of  amounts  sent 
to  the  treasurer.  New  Bern  district  made  the  largest  increase  in  money 
sent  to  the  treasurer. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  called  to  the  platform  representatives  of  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  Committee,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  made 
the  first  report  for  the  committee.  She  then  read  the  recommendations 
of  this  department.

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Sections  1 — General,  and  2 — Christian  Citizenship  and  Law  Ob- 
servance, were  unanimously  adopted. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Baum  then  read  recommendation  section  3  of  the 
report,  that  on  Interracial  Co-operation,  which  was  adopted,  after 
remarks  by  Mrs.  Baum. 

Mrs.  Hillman  read  section  4  on  Industrial  Relations,  which  also 
was  adopted. 

The  section  5,  on  Rural  Development,  was  read  and  spoken  to  by 
Mrs.  Gates,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

Item  6,  on  International  Relations  and  World  Peace,  was  read 
and  spoken  to  by  Mrs.  Hillman.  It  was  then  adopted. 

A  telegram  from  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  was  read,  expressing  her 
regret  at  not  being  able  to  be  present  to  talk  about  a  rural  worker. 

A  song,  "In  Christ  There  Is  Not  East  or  West,"  was  sung. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Kittrell,  chairman  of  the  hostesses,  of  Greenville,  made 
announcements. 

Mrs.  Gates  then  read  committees  as  follows:  for  the  Resolutions 
Committee,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Breedlove,  Miss  Lizzie  Dell  Sutton,  and  Mrs. 
G.  Y.  Jones. 

The  Courtesies  Committee,  with  Mrs.  Milton  White  and  Mrs. 
Judson  Blount,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight. 

To  examine  the  minutes,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison. 

Mrs.  William  R.  Nesbitt,  an  evangelist  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
then  led  the  group  in  a  period  of  worship.  She  took  for  a  scripture 
basis  the  eleventh  chapter  of  Hebrews,  emphasizing  prayer  and  its 
subtle  force  in  the  world.  She  also  stressed  the  practicality  of  prayer 
and  of  the  obstacles  that  are  often  in  the  way  of  praying,  as  well  as 
the  advantage  of  having  a  regular  plan  for  prayer. 

After  Mrs.  Nesbitt  had  offered  prayer,  Mrs.  Gates  called  the 
voting  body  into  executive  session  and  spoke  of  the  election  of  officers 
to  be  held  on  Wednesday.  She  announced  that  she  could  not  be  con- 
sidered being  re-elected  as  president,  and  called  upon  Mrs.  Matthews 
to  read  suggestions  for  officers  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  time  of  election. 

The  session  closed  with  a  benediction  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stevenson. 

TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  Tuesday  evening  session  was  opened  with  an  organ  prelude 
played  by  the  church  organist,  Mrs.  George  B.  W.  Hadley.  The  con- 
ference sang,  "Oh,  For  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing."  An  Alders- 
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gate  Pageant  was  presented  by  the  young  people  of  the  college  with 
Sarah  Ann  Maxwell  reading  the  life  of  John  Wesley.  Charles  Wes- 
ley's best  loved  hymn,  "Jesus,  Lover  of  My  Soul,"  was  sung  by  Mrs. 
Helene   Kirkpatrick,   both   reading   and   singing   being   pantomimed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  T.  M.  Grant  led  in  prayer,  after  which  the  Jarvis 
Memorial  choir  beautifully  rendered  the  anthem,  "I  Heard  the  Voice 
of  Jesus  Say,"  by  F.  G.  Rathbun. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  the  Rev.  R.  Dwight  Ware,  of  Rocky 
Mount,  who  preached  the  Aldersgate  sermon. 

"The  Lord's  Prayer,"  arranged  as  a  solo  by  A.  H.  Malotte,  was 
sung  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Parkinson. 

The  conference  sang  "Break  Thou  the  Bread  of  Life,"  and  then 
joined  in  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  was  administered 
by  our  presiding  elder,  Dr.  E.  L.  Hillman,  assisted  by  Rev.  T.  M. 
Grant,  Rev.  W.  L.  Clegg,  Rev.  E.  R.  Clegg,  Rev.  M.  O.  Stevenson, 
and  Rev.  Leroy  Harris. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  20,  1938 

Mrs.  B.  D.  Johnson  sang  a  solo,  "I  Come  to  Thee,"  by  E.  Car- 
roma,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Wednesday  morning  session. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  the  morning  devotional,  opening  with  a 
prayer  and  speaking  briefly  on  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  cleanse 
our  lives.  Mrs.  Gates  read  the  scripture:  I  Corinthians  2:9-14,  repeat- 
ing verse   12.  The  conference  sang  "Holy  Spirit,  Truth  Divine." 

Announcements  were  made  and  Mrs.  Gates  called  attention  to 
several  especially  good  books  which  are  available  in  the  Book  Room. 

Mrs.  Robert  Haywood  was  appointed  to  review  the  minutes  in  the 
place  of  Mrs.  McKinne,  who  was  absent. 

The  secretaries'  hour  was  called  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  con- 
ference secretary,  took  charge  with  the  district  secretaries  assisting. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  gave  some  interesting  facts  about  our  work 
last  year,  announcing  that  we  had  404  auxiliaries  with  13,723  mem- 
bers. There  were  22  new  auxiliaries  organized  and  we  had  1,349 
new  members.  Raleigh  district  led  in  new  members.  She  offered  as  a 
motto  for  every  delegate:  "In  every  charge  a  missionary  society  and 
every  woman  a  worker." 

Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney  spoke  of  the  work  with  young  women.  She 
reported  91  Young  Women's  Circles  with  1,647  members  besides  a 
large  number  of  young  women  working  in  auxiliaries.  Durham  district 
led  in  Young;  Women's  Circles. 
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Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  talked  about  our  Baby  Specials.  125  auxiliaries 
promoted  Baby  Specials.  Wilmington  district  won  the  banner  for  the 
largest  amount  sent  in  and  Grace  Church  led  all  other  churches  in 
1936.  The  banner  for  1937  goes  to  the  Durham  district. 

Mrs.  Dan  C.  Lawrence  spoke  for  the  World  Outlook,  urging  all 
auxiliaries  to  increase  subscriptions,  suggesting  that  two  or  four  mem- 
bers subscribe  together.  She  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Out- 
look is  the  magazine  of  the  whole  church.  Durham  district  led  in  num- 
ber of  subscriptions.  Mrs.  Fred  Johnson  talked  about  Spiritual  Life 
Groups.  Rocky  Mount  district  led  with  29  Spiritual  Life  Groups  and 
Durham  district  followed  with  27.  Durham  district  led  in  Week  of 
Prayer  observance  with  48  auxiliaries  observing.  Rocky  Mount  fol- 
lowed with  45. 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  presented  the  Efficiency  Aim.  43  auxili- 
aries made  the  Aim,  with  Durham  district  leading  with  9.  Only  6 
conferences  had  more  auxiliaries  making  the  Aim  than  we  had. 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  reported  on  finances.  Durham  district  led 
in  amount  sent  in  for  adult  auxiliaries,  Baby  Specials,  and  Week  of 
Prayer  offerings.  New  Bern  district  led  in  Life  Memberships.  There 
were  36  adult  and  75  Children  Life  Memberships  given  in  the  con- 
ference. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad  wick  called  attention  to  the  increases  in  the 
various  phases  of  the  work. 

Mrs.  Matthews  then  presented  Mrs.  Gates  with  an  Honorary  Life 
Membership  from  the  New  Bern  district. 

The  Korean  urn,  awarded  because  the  district  had  the  largest  num- 
ber of  auxiliaries  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim,  was  presented  to  Miss 
Florine  Robertson  for  the  Durham  district  by  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  a 
visiting  missionary  from  Korea. 

The  time  for  the  election  of  officers  having  arrived,  the  voting 
delegates  were  counted  and  found  to  number  222.  The  following 
were  appointed  as  tellers:  Mrs.  J.  M.  Lilly,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  Miss 
Helen  White,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Brown,  and  Mrs. 
John  Covington. 

Before  the  vote  for  president  was  called  for,  Mrs.  Gates  announced 
her  decision  not  to  stand  for  re-election  for  another  term  of  office, 
giving  as  one  reason  the  fact  that  she  wished  to  have  a  third  represen- 
tative from  the  North  Carolina  Conference  in  the  Council,  as  there 
would  be  if  there  were  a  new  president  and  Mrs.  Gates  there  as  the 
recently  appointed  calendar  clerk  of  the  Council.  She  expressed  sorrow 
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at  giving  up  her  office  after  twelve  years  as  president,  and  appreciation 
of  the  fine  co-operation  given  her  during  these  years. 

From  this  point  on,  at  intervals  throughout  the  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  sessions,  ballots  were  cast  for  all  the  officers,  resulting  in  the 
following  elections:

After  the  presidential  ballot  had  been  declared  official  for  Mrs. 
Hillman,  Mrs.  Gates  turned  over  to  her  the  gavel,  which  was  accepted 
by  Mrs.  Hillman  with  a  gracious  speech. 

The  conference  sang  Charles  Wesley's  first  hymn,  "Where  Shall 
My  Wondering  Soul  Begin?" 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  who  spoke  briefly  about 
Korea  and  the  Koreans.  Miss  Hankins  is  principal  of  Mary  Helm 
School  in  Songdo,  Korea,  and  co-pastor  of  the  church  there. 

Miss  Euline  Smith,  also  of  Korea,  was  introduced  and  told  of  the 
autonomous  church  in  Korea. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  gave  her  report  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study. 
She  said  our  conference  stands  sixth  in  the  Council  in  Mission  and 
Bible  Study.  The  Study  Jewel  was  won  by  the  Durham  district. 

A  motion  was  made  to  send  a  message  to  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett 
and  it  was  so  ordered. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Parker  spoke  on  "Why  Study  India?"  Mrs.  Parker 
was  a  missionary  in  India  many  years  and  spoke  with  authority. 

The  following  guests  were  introduced:  Mrs.  Charles  Early,  a 
former  conference  president;  Dr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson;  all 
visiting  ministers;  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott;  Mrs.  Paul  Kern;  Miss  Hankins; 
Miss  Smith;  Mrs.  R.  H.  Willis;  and  Miss  Helen  White. 

Mrs.   Kittrell  made  announcements. 

A  duet,  "Crucifix,"  by  Faure,  was  sung  by  Mrs.  Helene  Kirk- 
patrick  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Simpson,  Jr. 
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Mrs.  William  R.  Nesbitt  held  the  noon  devotional,  offering  a  prayer 
and  reading  from  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah.  She  spoke  on  "The  Art  of 
Praise,"  enjoining  all  Christians  to  live  a  radiant  life,  looking  always 
up  and  never  down;  always  praising  and  never  criticising.  And  urging 
everyone  to  sing  through  the  hard  places. 

The  service  closed  with  the  singing  of  the  Doxology.  Dr.  N.  H. 
D.  Wilson  pronounced  the  benediction, 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  20,  1938 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  convened  and  sang  "Jesus, 
Lover  of  My  Soul." 

Mrs.  Fred  Johnson  led  the  devotional,  reading  Luke  19:12,  and 
speaking  on  the  difference  between  Christian  and  non-Christian  lives, 
emphasizing  our  obligation  to  use  God's  gifts  to  us,  in  His  service. 

Messages  were  read  from  Miss  Sarah  McCracken  and  Mrs.  J. 
LeGrand  Everett. 

The  secretary  announced  232  delegates  to  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Boone  gave  the  recommendations  for  the  Committee  on 
Mission  and  Bible  Study,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  gave  the  "Highlights  of  the  Council." 

By  special  request  Mrs.  J.  Wesley  Foreman  sang  "The  Lord's 
Prayer." 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  announced  awards  in  Children's  Work  as 
follows:  to  Rocky  Mount  district  for  number  of  reports  and  regular- 
ity and  accuracy  in  reporting,  Chinese  banner;  Edenton  Street,  Ral- 
eigh, and  Duke  Memorial,  Durham,  Primary  and  Junior  Department, 
for  best  work  as  revealed  in  activities,  Korean  banner. 

She  then  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Chil- 
dren's Work,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis  spoke  of  our  Student  Center  at  East  Caro- 
lina Teachers'  College,  and  invited  the  conference  to  tea  at  the  Center 
at  the  close  of  the  session.  Miss  Davis  told  about  student  activities.  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Wooten  spoke  of  the  financial  support  of  the  Center,  saying  that 
all  districts  had  given  liberally  to  its  support,  and  asking  continued 
support  for  maintenance. 

Miss  Sarah  Ann  Maxwell,  a  college  student,  told  something  of 
what  the  Center  means  to  the  students. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  read  the  Recommendations  for  Promotion  of 
Work  and  Finance.  Mrs.  McKinne  spoke  to  the  recommendation  on 
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the  Scholarship  Fund,  and  the  pledge.  The  recommendations  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  presented  a  life  membership  to  Mrs.  C.  M.  Early 
for  the  conference,  in  recognition  of  her  service  as  a  former  president 
of  the  conference.  Mrs.  Early  responded  with  an  inspiring  talk  on 
the  opportunity  for  service  offered  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.

Mrs.  Gates  dismissed  the  session  with  a  prayer. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

Mrs.  George  W.  B.  Hadley  opened  the  Wednesday  evening  service 
with  an  organ  prelude. 

The  conference  sang,  "Are  Ye  Able?" 

An  anthem,  "Open  Our  Eyes,"  by  MacFarlane,  was  sung  by  the 
choir. 

Mrs.  William  R.  Nesbitt  read  the  scripture  and  led  the  prayer. 

Mrs.  Gates  introduced  Dr.  H.  Shelton  Smith,  of  Duke  University, 
who  preached  on  "The  Redemptive  Action  of  the  Church."  He  said 
God  saves  us  through  Christ;  we  cannot  save  ourselves,  no  matter 
how  hard  we  may  try.  He  urged  the  placing  of  the  Church  Universal 
above  nationalism. 

The  hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation,"  was  sung,  and  Dr. 
Smith  pronounced  the  benediction. 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  21,  1938

Miss  Lamb  led  the  morning  worship,  pleading  with  every  Chris- 
tian not  to  rest  until  every  person  in  her  community  is  converted. 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  reported  the  minutes  correct. 

Miss  Lamb  presented  the  Recommendations  for  Spiritual  Life 
Groups,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Supplies 
and  read  the  recommendations  for  her  department,  which  were  adopt- 
ed, after  they  had  been  commented  upon  by  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs. 
Knight. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Pub- 
licity and  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department,  which  were 
adopted. 
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Dr.  Walter  Patten  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Gates,  and  spoke  on 
the  challenge  of  Louisburg  College. 

Miss  Ida  Hankins  then  told  of  some  of  the  problems  of  a  mission- 
ary's life  in  following  manners  and  customs  in  Korea.  She  thanked 
the  conference  for  allowing  her  to  be  its  representative  in  the  Orient. 

Mrs.  Gates  called  upon  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  to  present  the 
babies  who  were  to  receive  life  memberships  from  the  conference.  She 
presented  them  as  follows:  Milton  Edward  Foley;  James  Paul  Brown, 
son  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Adrian  Brown;  Ann  Best  Hamric,  Martha  Emily 
Moye  Hadley,  and  Nina  James  Skinner. 

Mrs.  Wilson  then  presented  the  Chinese  banner  for  the  best  baby 
work  to  Miss  Florine  Robertson  for  the  Durham  district. 

Miss  Euline  Smith  told  of  rural  work  in  Korea,  and  the  life  of  a 
rural  missionary  among  the  country  people  of  that  land. 

The  report  of  the  Candidate  Committee  was  read  by  Mrs.  Gates, 
which  stated  that  there  had  been  no  applications  for  scholarships  until 
lately,  when  a  young  lady  had  been  nominated  as  a  possible  student 
at  Scarritt  in  a  summer  session. 

Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  made  reports  as  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page 
in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  as  chairman  of  the 
Historical  Committee.  She  read  a  report  from  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Ever- 
ett, former  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee,  describing  the 
historical  material  of  the  conference  now  stored  in  the  Duke  Uni- 
versity Library. 

Mrs.  Plyler  spoke  words  of  appreciation  of  the  wonderful  work 
that  Mrs.  Everett  had  done  through  the  years  in  collecting  historical 
data  for  the  archives  of  our  missionary  conference. 

It  was  voted  to  place  on  file  Mrs.  Everett's  paper  and  refer  for 
consideration  to  the  Executive  Committee  the  several  suggestions  made 
by  Mrs.  Everett. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  read  a  report  as  chairman  of  the  Scarritt  College 
Associates  and  the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  which  were 
adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Chadwick  for  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Fannie  Vann  Simmons. 

The  group  stood  and  sang  a  hymn,  "God  of  Grace  and  God  of 
Glory." 

Invitations  were  requested  for  a  hostess  society  for  conference  year, 
and  a  most  gracious  invitation  was  extended  by  the  auxiliary  of  Wash- 
ington. This  was  accepted  by  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation. 
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For  the  Raleigh  Orphanage,  Mrs.  Wooten  spoke  a  short  message 
of  greeting  from  Mr.  Barnes. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  for  district  secretaries  reported 
that  there  were  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of  that  group  and  the 
same  district  secretaries  were  declared  elected. 

Alternate  delegates  to  Council  were  elected  as  follows:  for  the 
president,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone;  for  the  conference  secretary,  Mrs.  J.  L. 
DeLaney. 

As  a  woman  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bur- 
well  was  nominated. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs. 
B.  F.  Boone. 

Mrs.  Young  made  an  announcement  about  the  contents  of  the 
Book  Room. 

At  this  point,  Miss  Lamb,  with  gracious  words,  presented  for  the 
conference  a  gift  of  a  silver  water  pitcher  to  Mrs.  Gates,  and  a  silver 
syrup  pot  to  Mrs.  Patten,  as  they  retired  after  twelve  and  ten  years 
of  service,  respectively.  These  ladies  spoke  feeling  words  of  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  these  love  gifts. 

A  telegram  from  Miss  Jennie  Congleton  was  read,  and  an  answer 
ordered  sent  to  her,  as  well  as  to  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  and  Miss  Sara 
McCracken. 

By  common  consent,  the  minutes  for  the  morning's  session  were 
referred  to  the  committee  appointed  for  this  purpose. 

The  new  officers,  Mrs.  Hillman,  Mrs.  Temple,  and  Mrs.  Boone, 
were  called  to  the  platform  and  presented  to  the  conference. 

The  Memorial  Service  was  entered  into  and  led  by  Mrs.  George 
Hawkins,  who  made  appreciative  reference  to  those  members  of  the 
society  who  had  passed  on  during  the  past  year.  She  then  read  the 
names,  and  called  upon  Mrs.  Charles  Early  to  offer  prayer. 

A  beautiful  solo  was  rendered  by  Mrs.  Herbert  Waldrop. 

As  a  closing  worship  meditation,  Mrs.  Nesbitt  spoke  on  "The  Art 
of  Personal  Witnessing,"  suggesting  ways  of  carrying  the  message  of 
Christ  to  individuals,  and  closing  with  an  appeal  for  renewed  consecra- 
tion from  each  person  present  and  offering  prayer. 

Mrs.  Gates  declared  the  twenty-sixth  annual  meeting  adjourned.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

THEN  AND  NOW 

1878-1938.  Sixty  years  of  organized  missionary  activity! 

The  North  Carolina  Conference,  at  this  the  opening  session  of  its  annual 
meeting,  pauses  to  give  humble  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His  guiding  pres- 
ence through  the  years,  and  to  speak  with  reverent  appreciation  of  those  pioneers, 
who  sixty  years  ago  led  the  way  when  there  was  no  way.  They  dreamed  dreams 
and  saw  visions  which  have  become  realities  beyond  their  hopes  and  now  two 
generations  later  the  missionary  society  gives  them  loving  praise. 

Our  conference  has  always  achieved  success  in  every  department  of  the  or- 
ganization program,  taking  high  rank  in  the  roll  of  conferences.  The  report 
made  in  Wilson  at  the  first  annual  meeting  in  connection  with  the  annual  con- 
ference of  1879,  on  the  5th  of  December,  reads  as  follows:  "Six  women  and 
certain  pastors,  widely  scattered  throughout  the  state,  have  organized  20  auxili- 
aries, which,  with  their  450  members,  contributed  to  the  cause  of  missions 
$45  3.55."  This  was  an  excellent  report. 

At  the  close  of  192  8,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization,  our  report 
showed  319  adult  auxiliaries,  with  8,762  members.  The  total  amount  of  money 
contributed  for  missions  by  the  Foreign  Society,  the  Home  Society  and  the 
United  Society  during  these  fifty  years  was  $1,054,519.30,  and  for  Local  Work, 
$605,099.86,  making  a  grand  total  from    1878   to   1928   of  $1,659,619.16. 

The  decade  through  which  we  have  just  passed  since  the  Jubilee  meeting  in 
1928  includes  the  lean  years  of  the  depression.  They  have  been  hard  years, 
full  of  fears  and  uncertainties,  but  they  have  not  been  years  of  stagnation  or 
defeat.  Within  this  period  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  has 
been  developed  and  through  its  five-fold  program  we  are  learning  how  to 
apply  Christ's  way  of  life  to  every  major  social  problem. 

Without  doubt  the  most  significant  development  of  the  last  ten  years  has 
been  the  Spiritual  Life  and  Message  Committee  and  its  Prayer  Groups,  which 
have  undergirded  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  missionary  society  and  the  church. 
As  we  review  the  seemingly  impossible  situations  which  have  confronted  the 
Christian  church  during  the  years,  we  shrink  from  the  thought  of  what  might 
have  been  the  result  but  for  the  earnest  souls,  who,  with  confidence  and  faith, 
coupled  with  prayer  and  creative  living,  have  enabled  us  to  overcome  difficulties 
and  continue  to  carry  on  the  missionary  enterprise.  There  should  be  no  church 
without  a  Prayer  Group. 

Every  department  of  our  organization  has  been  strengthened  and  the  report 
of  our  conference  secretary  for  the  year  193  7  will  show  a  gain  during  these 
ten  years  of  93  auxiliaries  and  4,930  members,  or  an  average  per  vear  of  9  3/10 
auxiliaries  and  493  members.  During  these  ten  years  our  adult  members  have 
contributed  to  the  connectional  work  of  the  Council  a  grand  total  of  $396,- 
743.47.  Our  largest  contribution  was  in    1928,  when  we  gave   $47,808.26.  Our 
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lowest  record  came  in  193  3,  when  our  total  was  $32,835.10.  Our  per  capita  gift 
in  1928  was  $5.4-5  while  our  per  capita  gift  last  year  was  only  $2.99.  We  are 
grateful  for  our  increased  membership  and  the  loyalty  of  our  women  to  the 
program  of  work,  but  we  are  deeply  concerned  over  the  constant  decrease  in 
our  per  capita  giving. 

We  need  to  impress  our  membership  with  the  fact  that  we  contribute  to  a 
cause  and  not  to  a  budget ;  consequently,  the  scope  of  the  missionary  work  which 
can  be  covered  by  the  appropriations  next  year  will  depend  absolutely  on  the 
contributions  that  we  make  this  year.  A  splendid  gain  for  each  auxiliary  would 
be  a  substantial  increase  in  our  per  capita  giving. 

SOME   SIGNIFICANT  TRENDS   TOWARD   CHRISTIAN    UNITY 

The  changes  which  are  shaking  the  world  to  its  very  center  have  brought 
to  the  church  everywhere  new  problems  and  new  opportunities,  which  cannot 
be  met  by  old  methods.  Face  to  face  with  this  fact,  Christian  men  and  women 
are  increasingly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  working  together.  Each  successive 
year  records  new  co-operative  activities.  This  is  one  of  the  most  significant 
aspects  of  the  Christian  enterprise  and  gives  assurance,  by  the  growing  oneness 
in  the  program  of  the  churches,  that  those  engaged  in  it  are  approaching  more 
nearly  the  ideal  set  for  us  by  our  Master. 

At  the  Oxford  and  Edinburgh  Conferences  last  summer,  hundreds  of  dele- 
gates, who  were  officially  representing  the  Christian  churches  of  many  lands 
and  denominations,  found  that,  although  they  began  by  talking  about  "the 
churches,"  they  ended  by  talking  about  "the  church."  They  caught  a  fresh  vision 
of  the  profound  significance  of  Christian  faith  in  the  life  of  an  individual  and 
the  race,  and  they  took  definite  steps  toward  a  united  advance  upon  militant 
paganism  and  other  evil  forces  which  are  rampant  in  our  day. 

THE  UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH 

Since  the  Oxford  and  Edinburgh  Conferences  some  matters  of  great  signifi- 
cance have  taken  place.  In  the  United  States  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
has  officially  approached  the  Presbyterian  Church  with  a  proposal  to  achieve 
a  definite  union.  In  England  an  official  committee  of  highly  representative  lead- 
ers has  published  a  "reunion  plan"  which  involves  the  Quaker,  the  Presbyterian, 
the   Methodist,  the   Congregational,  the   Baptist,   and  the  Anglican   Churches. 

Several  years  ago  the  unification  of  at  least  one  branch  of  the  Christian 
Church  with  the  Congregational  Church  was  consummated  in  the  United  States. 

These  movements  help  us  to  understand  that  the  formation  of  the  Methodist 
Church  by  uniting  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  will  be,  when  consummated, 
just  one  more  evidence  that  the  Christian  world  has  come  to  realize  the  truth 
of  the  statement  of  Bishop  William  T.  Manning,  who  says:  "If  the  Christian 
church  is  to  do  the  work  in  Christ's  name  for  which  it  is  sent,  if  it  is  to  meet 
the  need  and  the  hope  of  the  world,  it  must  find  the  way  to  heal  its  own  divi- 
sions." 

Again  we  hear  the  voice  of  the  Christ  as  he  prays  for  his  church, 
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"As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also  sent  them 
into  the  world  ....  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Father,  art 
in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us;  that  the  ivorld  may 
believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me." — St.  John   17:18  and  21. 

In  December  of  this  present  year,  193  8,  four  hundred  and  fifty  people  from 
every  nation,  in  which  the  Christian  church  exists,  will  meet  in  Madras,  India, 
for  the  decennial  meeting  of  the  International  Christian  Council.  Just  as  ten 
years  ago  they  spent  Easter  in  Jerusalem,  so  this  year  they  will  spend  Christmas 
in  Madras.  Together  they  will  consider  five  specific  topics: 

1.  "Faith,  by  Which  the  Church  Lives." 

2.  "The  Witness  of  the  Church  to  its  Faith." 

3.  "The  Inner  Life  of  the  Church." 

4.  "The  Church  and  its  Environment." 

5.  "The  Necessity  of  Closer  Fellowship  and  Co-operation  Among  Christians." 
When  have  church  leaders  before  given  themselves  to  the  inner  meaning  of  such 
vital  and  fundamental  questions  as  these? 

Their  purpose  will  be  to  turn  the  hazy  dream  of  a  world-wide  fellowship 
of  Christians  into  a  substantial  reality.  They  will  go  to  this  conference  with  the 
realization  that  upon  them  rests  the  necessity  of  re-shaping  some  of  the  major 
strategies  of  the  world  church. 

But  we  who  remain  at  home  are  also  the  world  church.  Its  strategies  are  in 
the  hands  of  all  of  us,  so  that  we  must  share  in  thought,  action  and  prayer  with 
Christians  around  the  world.  By  studying  the  streams  of  thought  which  will 
filter  through  Madras,  we  shall  gain  the  new  conception  of  the  world  mission 
of  a  world  church. 

We  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  are  to  have  an  intimate  link  with 
this  meeting  of  the  International  Missionary  Council,  because  the  only  delegate 
from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  will  be  our  own  beloved  Miss 
Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon.  Let  us  look  forward  with  praver  and  earnest  expectation 
that  God,  our  Father,  will  speak  again  to  His  followers,  when  the  ends  of  the 
earth  meet  face  to  face  in  Madras  this  coming  Christmastide. 

"ARE  YE  ABLE?" 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  in  her  message  to  Council,  directs  our  attention  to  the 
fact  that  "The  greatest  contribution  of  the  missionary  society  to  the  church 
and  to  the  world  has  not  been  the  money  collected,  but  its  most  vital  contribution 
has  been  the  pouring  out  of  life  in  prayer  and  service."  Since  this  is  true,  the 
urgent  call  for  new  missionaries  for  practically  every  field  and  many  types  of 
service,  in  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of  the  Mission  Boards, 
should  give  us  pause.  Miss  Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon  closed  her  report  on  Foreign 
Fields  at  Council  with  the  statement  that  "the  most  urgent  need  of  our  work 
is  for  new  missionaries  prepared  in  mind  and  spirit  to  carry  the  triumphant 
message  to  a  desperate  world."  Dr.  John  R.  Mott  recently  declared  that  he  had 
not  visited  a  hospital,  a  Christian  college,  or  a  field  open  to  evangelism  which 
he  considered  adequately  manned.  "It  is  solemnizing,"  he  said,  "to  see  how 
many  posts  of  major   importance   are   unfilled,   and  this   at   the   last  time   when 
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such  should  be  the  case.  Many  more  are  needed  who  will  put  themselves  in 
preparation  to  provide  a  worthy  succession  to  faithful  workers,  who,  as  a  result 
of  age  and  failing  strength,  must  all  too  soon  hand  over  their  great  trusts  to 
younger  men  and_women." 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs,  Executive  secretary  of  our  own  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  says  that  at  least  fifteen  new  workers  are  needed  for  appointment  this 
year.  There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  church  workers  and  community  workers 
in  the  Home  Department.  There  is  also  a  call  for  rural  workers  from  a  number 
of  conferences. 

The  forms  of  service  may  change  in  the  lifetime  of  a  missionary,  but  for 
the  able  person,  who  so  shares  with  Jesus  the  longing  for  the  Kingdom  of  God 
that  she  is  willing  to  give  her  life  for  its  coming,  the  mission  field  offers  in- 
creasingly satisfying  and  meaningful  service. 

In  the  light  of  this  desperate  need  we  must  face  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  ten  years  only  two  North  Carolina  Conference  women  have  been  consecrated 
for  work  in  foreign  fields,  and  three  have  entered  the  home  mission  work. 

We  are  now  supporting  a  Korean  student  at  Scarritt  College  and  a  negro 
student  at  Paine  College.  Both  of  these  women  are  preparing  to  do  mission 
work  among  their  own  people.  We  have  no  young  women  applying  for  scholar- 
ships and  none  volunteering  for  work   under  the   Council  from   our  conference. 

Do  you  know  one  or  more  strong,  capable,  trained  young  persons,  who  have 
the  ability  to  co-operate  and  to  live  graciously  with  other  people — who,  above 
all,  have  such  a  faith  in  God  and  in  His  love  for  every  individual  that  they 
would  be  able  to  lose  themselves  in  winning  others  to  His  way  of  life? 

Could  you  win  one  such  person  to  this  sort  of  consecration? 

If  not,  why  not?  If  you  can,  why  not  do  so  at  ance?  The  King's  business 
requires  haste. 

THE  ALDERSGATE  COMMEMORATION 

No  better  preparation  for  the  accomplishment  of  our  high  purpose  in  for- 
warding the  work  of  missions  can  be  found  than  that  which  is  available  to  us 
through  the  Aldersgate  Commemoration.  Let  us  earnestly  seek  to  recapture  the 
spirit,  which  empowered  the  early  Christians,  the  Wesleys,  and  the  heroes  of 
the  missionary  movement,  and  let  us  interpret  it  in  terms  of  our  throbbing  life 
today. 

The  remark  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  concerning  a  portrait  of  Robert  Burns  is 
applicable  to  the  church  today.  "The  luster,"  said  Sir  Walter,  "is  there,  but  it 
is  not  lighted  up."  Lives  made  rich  and  radiant  by  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ 
are  a  type  of  evidence  which  will  convince  even  a  cynical  generation  like  ours. 
Methodism  needs  desperately  a  new  experience,  which  shall  "light  up"  "the 
luster"  which  is  already  there.  Then  we  shall  address  ourselves  to  the  big  task 
of  leading  a  bewildered,  bleeding  world  out  of  its  strife  and  greed  and  war. 

May  we  seek  for  ourselves  and  help  others  attain  the  experience  of  a  warm 
heart;  then  shall  each  of  us  become, 
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"Just  a  channel,  full  of  blessing 
To  the  thirsty  world  around, 
With  no  power  but  as  Thou  givest 
Graciously  with  each  command;    . 
Channels  only,  blessed  Master, 
But  with  all  Thy  wondrous  power 
Flowing  through  us,  Thou  canst  use  us 
Every  day  and  every  hour."

My  duties  as  vice-president  and  as  a  member  of  our  Executive  Committee 
have  taken  me  to  various  places  throughout  the  conference,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  see  the  earnestness  with  which  our  officers  and  members  try  to  work  toward 
the  goals  as  set  forth  by  our  Council;  also,  their  efforts  to  co-operate  with  our 
pastors  in  carrying  out  the  program  of  the  church. 

For  several  years,  many  of  our  congregations  have  been  burdened  with 
building  debts,  but  these  debts  are  being  paid.  And  we  sincerely  trust  that  our 
missionary  societies  will  be  able  to  make  more  generous  contributions  to  mission- 
ary work.  Our  offerings  often  seem  pitifully  meager  when  we  remember  the 
urgency  of  our  task. 

Our  records  show  an  increase  in  membership,  but  a  decrease  in  per  capita 
giving. 

As  we  face  this  year  let  us  remember  that  "The  King  hath  commanded  us 
a  business"  and  "The  King's  business  requireth  haste."  Our  missionaries  are 
breaking  under  the  heavy  strain  and  are  wondering  why  we  fail  to  send  relief. 

We  need  to  challenge  our  finest  young  women  with  opportunities  for  service.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

Around  the  calendar  of   1937. 

"Old  time's  great  clock  which  never  stops, 
Nor  runs  too  fast  or  slow, 
Hung  up  amid  the  whirling  space 
Where  the  wheeling  planets  glow; 
Its  dial  plate  our  orbit  vast, 
Where  whirls  our  mundane  sphere; 
Has  pushed  its  pointer  back  again 
And  struck  another  year." 

How  swiftly  do  the  days  and  months  and  years  go  by!  It  seems  but  yesterday 
that  I  stood  before  a  conference  body  reporting  the  achievements  of  193  6.  Now 
another  year  has  passed.  As  we  have  gone  around  the  calendar  of  193  7,  God's 
perfect  timepiece  has  made  its  journey  around  the  sun  clicking  off  twelve  months 
with  regularity. 
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As  we  look  at  our  missionary  clock  this  morning,  we  know  that  there  is  a 
mechanism  within  it  that  is  very  intricate.  Continuous  lubrication  with  the  oil 
of  spirituality  is  necessary  and  this  may  be  received  only  through  one  source  of 
supply,  yet  given  ^freely  by  the  hand  of  the  Maker  and  Preserver  of  all  things. 
The  machinery  is  so  built  that  it  requires  daily  winding  with  the  key  of  human 
endeavor. 

How  well  this  clock  of  missions  has  been  cared  for  this  past  year  and  how 
much  service  has  been  rendered  while  it  has  ticked  off  the  hours,  will  be  learned 
as  we  listen  to  the  words  of  the  district  secretaries. 

ORGANIZATIONS  AND  MEMBERS 

We  did  not  have  a  net  gain  in  auxiliaries  this  past  year  although  22  new 
ones  were  added.  In  membership,  however,  there  was  a  net  gain  of  513;  1,349 
new  members  were  reported  during  1937.  Raleigh  district  led  in  this  line,  adding 
3  19  members  during  the  year,  or  having  a  net  gain  of  132.  Fayetteville  district 
did  not  add  as  many  new  members  but  had  a  larger  net  gain,  205.  Elizabeth 
City  district  gained  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries,  6 ;  and  Wilmington  dis- 
trict had  largest  net  gain,  4.  Wilmington  was  also  second  in  number  of  members 
gained,  222. 

We  mention  these  increases  proudly  and  gratefully  for  we  realize  that  it  is 
through  the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  individual  auxiliary  members  that  they 
have  been  gained.  However,  when  we  think  of  the  large  number  of  unenlisted 
women  in  our  churches,  we  realize  that  there  is  a  big  task  ahead  of  us. 

Are  we  preparing  properly  for  the  big  event  of  our  second  quarter — the 
enlistment  of  new  members?  If  the  missionary  society  has  meant  much  in  our 
lives,  let  us  present  this  wonderful  privilege  to  other  women  and  let  us  present 
it  with  all  the  power  we  have,  so  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  resist  our  appeal. 

ENLISTMENT  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN 

The  young  women  of  our  day  have  a  host  of  organizations  and  activities 
bidding  for  their  interest.  We  feel  and  kno*w  that  there  are  none  (as  fine  as  they 
may  be)  that  can  offer  to  them  what  our  own  Woman's  Missionary  Society  can 
give  them  for  the  enrichment  of  their  spiritual  natures  and  for  the  opportunity 
of  service  to  their  day  and  generation.  On  the  other  hand,  as  we  study  this  organi- 
zation and  group  of  members  that  we  love  so  well  and  look  into  the  future, 
we  are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  life  of  our  society  of  tomorrow  depends 
upon  the  enlistment  of  the  young  women  of  today.  Are  we  seeking  to  keep  our 
organization  young  and  throbbing  with  vitality:  Then  we  must  ever  have  a 
constant  stream  of  new  life  flowing  into  our  ranks. 

We  now  have  91  Young  Women's  Circles  with  1,647  members.  We  have  no 
way  of  knowing  though,  through  reports,  the  hundreds  of  young  members  who 
have  joined  our  regular  auxiliaries  during  the  last  year.  Elizabeth  City  district 
is  second  in  number  of  Young  Women's  Circles,  having  14 — but  Durham  dis- 
trict is  first,  having  20  Young  Women's  Circles  and  35  5  members.  Fayetteville 
district  is  second  in  number  of  members,  having  257.  As  we  go  into  our  mem- 
bership campaign  in  this,  the  second  quarter,  let  us  not  forget  to  make  a  special 
effort  to  reach  the  young  women  of  our  church. 
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BABY  SPECIALS 

Of  the  395  auxiliaries  of  our  conference,  only  125,  a  little  over  one-third, 
are  promoting  "Baby  Specials."  In  interesting  the  parents,  relatives  and  friends 
of  little  children  in  missions  and  the  work  done  for  children  of  other  nations, 
we  are  helping  our  missionary  work  and  hastening  the  coming  of  Christ's  King- 
dom, also  sowing  the  seed  of  brotherly  love  and  world  peace  in  the  hearts  of 
our  children.  Who  knows  how  early  in  their  little  hearts  these  thoughts  and 
attitudes  may  be  developed?  With  the  funds  received  through  gift-boxes  (or 
mite-boxes)  and  Baby  Life  members,  kindergartens  for  little  children  around  the 
world  are  being  supported.  $728.84  from  the  auxiliaries  that  have  Baby  Specials 
was  sent  to  the  conference  last  year.  There  is  a  special  packet  of  literature  being 
prepared  by  Council  for  this  department.  If  your  auxiliary  is  not  enrolling  the 
babies,  appoint  a  superintendent,  order  the  literature  for  her,  and  join  the  list 
of  auxiliaries  in  our  conference  that  are  doing  this  fine  work. 

THE  WORLD  OUTLOOK 

There  was  a  small  increase  in  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  last  year — 
190,  as  reported  to  the  district  secretaries.  Of  the  2,2  5+  subscribers,  Durham  dis- 
trict had  468  and  Fayetteville  district,  3  3  7.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  put 
on  interesting  missionary  programs  without  information  about  the  fields  and 
what  is  going  on  in  the  world  of  missions.  Nowhere  can  this  information  be 
obtained  as  well  as  in  the  World  Outlook.  It  is  the  only  missionary  periodical 
published  by  our  church  and  its  high  quality  has  been  recognized  by  people  who 
are  in  close  touch  with  world  conditions  of  today.  We  are  encouraged  by  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  growing  interest  and  appreciation  of  the  World  Outlook 
among  laymen  and  young  people  in  the  church.  It  is  our  duty  and  privilege  as 
missionary  women  to  keep  this  splendid  magazine  before  the  people  of  our 
congregations.  Whether  you  are  the  superintendent  of  your  auxiliary  or  not, 
mention  it  often  to  your  friends,  work  for  it,  and  get  new  subscribers.  That 
will  be  real  missionary  work!  Let  us  have  at  least  2,500  subscribers  by  the  end 
of  193  8.  That  will  mean  about  250  new  ones  in  our  conference.  Surely  we  can 
do  it. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

Twelve  new  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported  in  193  7.  We  believe  that 
many  more  will  be  formed  during  this  Aldersgate  year  and  that  many  members 
of  groups  will  have  their  hearts  "strangely  warmed"  as  they  meet  together  for 
prayer  and  meditation.  At  the  heart  of  our  organization  may  be  found  an  altar 
and  it  is  through  strength  and  power  received  in  the  moments  that  are  spent  in 
this  quiet  place,  in  communion  with  God,  that  enthusiasm  is  generated  for  the 
activities  of  the  work.  We  have  been  told  by  the  leaders  of  the  Council  that 
during  years  of  financial  depression  the  Week  of  Prayer  Offerings  never  decline 
as  much  as  the  regular  offerings.  Evidently  when  women  pray  as  they  give,  the 
Lord  opens  their  hearts  and  their  pocket-books  also.  269  of  our  auxiliaries  re- 
ported that  they  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  last  November.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  the  time  when  one  of  the  districts  will  report  that  every  auxiliary 
in  the  district  observed  the  Week   of  Prayer.   That  happened   in   a   nearby   con- 
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ference  in  1936  and  perhaps  it  has  in  others.  Durham  district  led  in  auxiliaries 
observing  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  in  offerings.  Rocky  Mount  district  was  second 
in  auxiliaries  observing  Week  of  Prayer  and  was  first  in  number  of  Spiritual 
Life  Groups.         i 

EFFICIENCY  AIM 

N.  C.  Conference  had  44  auxiliaries  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  193  7. 
Durham  district  led  with  10  and  thus  will  keep  the  Korean  urn,  which  it  has 
had  for  several  years.  Forty-four  seems  a  small  number  after  the  large  number 
we  used  to  have  on  the  Standard  of  Excellence  (or  Honor  Roll,  as  it  was  often 
called).  We  had  47  in   1936,  so  there  was  a  slight  decrease. 

When  we  take  into  consideration,  though,  that  to  reach  this  Efficiency  Aim, 
16  points  must  be  gained  100  per  cent,  it  is  not  surprising  that  we  have  so  small 
a  number  to  reach  that  high  standard.  Only  six  conferences  had  a  higher  num- 
ber than  ours  and  only  one  had  over  100  societies  on  the  Efficiency  Aim.  We 
are  proud  of  the  forty-four  that  have  attained  this  high  honor  and  hope  that 
many  more  will  reach  it  in  193  8.  Remember!  when  you  work  for  the  Efficiency 
Aim,  you  are  bringing  your  auxiliary  up  to  first-grade  rank  and  also  learning 
thoroughly  the  different  departments  of  work  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

FINANCES  AND  LIFE  MEMBERS 

We  pledged  as  a  conference  to  the  Council  work  in  1937:  $38,000  for 
Adults  and  $500.00  for  Babies.  We  paid  $39,410.00  or  $38,681.16  for  Adults 
and  $728.84  for  Babies.  With  the  fourth  Sunday  offerings  sent  in  for  the  Chil- 
dren's work,  which  amounted  to  $594.73,  the  total  amount  was  $40,004.73.  The 
total  amount  received  by  our  treasurer  was  $41,730.91,  which  was  an  increase 
of  $596.39  over  the  amount  sent  in  in  1936.  Durham  district  sent  the  largest 
amount  to  the  conference  treasurer  and  led  in  amount  for  Babies  and  Week  of 
Prayer  offerings.  New  Bern  district  was  second  in  amount  sent  in,  made  the 
largest  increase  of  the  year,  $550.00,  and  led  in  life  memberships.  All  of  the 
districts  did  well  in  finances  and  we  are  proud  of  their  achievements. 

Thirty-six  Adults  and  75  Children  were  made  life  members  during  1937. 
We  are  among  the  seven  high  conferences  in  Council  in  this  respect.  When  we 
think  of  the  people  who  were  made  happy  by  these  gifts  and  the  amount  of 
money  that  went  to  missions  from  this  fund,  we  realize  what  a  worthwhile 
thing  it  is;  $1,275  from  our  conference  in  1937,  $35,611.25  from  the  whole 
Council,  the  largest  amount  ever  given  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  one  cloud  on  our  horizon  in  finances.  That  is  our  per  capita  gifts. 
Instead  of  increasing  with  the  years,  and  as  our  work  shows  growth,  we  seem 
to  give  less  and  less  as  individual  members  as  the  years  go  by.  Something  is 
wrong.  While  we  do  not  wish  to  keep  women  from  joining  our  societies  who 
are  not  financially  able  to  give  large  amounts,  we  should  strive  earnestly  to 
secure  gifts  from  women  who  are  able  to  contribute  liberally.  "So  let  our  works 
and  gifts  express  the  love  for  missions  we  profess."  Let  us  set  a  goal  of  per 
capita  giving  in  each  auxiliary  and  support  the  work  according  to  our  ability. 
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COMPARISONS 

At  the  end  of  a  quadrennium  it  is  always  interesting  to  look  back  over  the 
way  we  have  come  and  try  to  measure  as  far  as  possible  our  growth.  In  193  + 
we  reported  357  auxiliaries  and  10,617  members.  We  now  have  395  and  13,044 
members  or  a  net  gain  of  3  8  auxiliaries  and  2,427  members.  We  had  60  Young 
Women's  Circles  with  896  members  and  now  we  have  91  circles  with  1,647 
members,  an  increase  of  31  circles  and  751  members.  In  1934  the  Treasurer's 
Report  showed  a  total  of  $41,814  sent  in,  while  in  1937,  $41,730  was  sent,  a 
decrease  of  $84.00. 

We  turn  again  to  our  missionary  clock.  More  than  ever  before  we  realize 
how  important  are  the  minutes  and  hours  that  it  ticks  off!  Time  is  precious  and 
as  we  face  another  year  may  we  each  one  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
and  say  together,  "I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business."

COUNCIL  REPORT 


For  the  second  time  in  its  history  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  met  in 
Tulsa,  Oklahoma.  The  first  time  was  in  1925  and  at  that  meeting  North  Caro- 
lina gave  a  hearty  invitation  to  the  body  to  meet  the  next  year  in  Raleigh.  It 
was  accepted  and  so  in  1926  the  Council  met  in  our  capitol  city.  At  this  second 
meeting  in  Tulsa,  North  Carolina  Conference  representatives  stood  with  their 
sisters  from  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  and  again  gave  the  invita- 
tion to  the  "Old  North  State."  Again  it  was  accepted  and  in  1939,  thirteen  years 
later,  the  Council  will  meet  in  Asheville. 

It  is  quite  fitting  for  the  Council  to  come  back  to  Asheville,  for  it  was  in  this 
mountain  city  of  ours  at  a  meeting  of  the  General  Conference  in  1910  that  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  was  formed,  by  the  uniting  of  the  two  boards — 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home 
Missions. 

Tulsa,  forty  years  ago  a  small  village  used  by  the  Indians  as  a  trading-post, 
is  often  called  the  "Magic  City."  After  oil  was  discovered  in  its  vicinity  it  began 
to  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  now  it  is  a  city  of  160,000  population,  with 
skyscrapers,  beautiful  churches  and  hansome  homes.  It  is  called  the  "Oil  Capital" 
of  the  world. 

Boston  Avenue  Church  with  its  beautiful  tower  which  may  be  seen  for  miles 
around  is  not  only  a  very  handsome  church,  but  a  unique  one.  Planned  by  Dr. 
John  A.  Rice,  who  was  pastor  at  the  time,  and  Miss  Adah  M.  Robinson,  who 
is  not  only  an  architect,  but  an  artist,  it  is,  as  Dr.  R.  S.  Satterfield  says,  "not 
just  a  building,  but  a  creation."  One  knows  instinctively  as  he  gazes  at  the 
beauty  of  the  exterior  and  then  marvels  at  the  spaciousness  and  usefulness  of 
the  interior;  the  stately  corridors,  beautiful  educational  departments,  modern 
dining  halls  and  kitchens  and  then  on  into  the  circular  auditorium  with  its  soft, 
harmonious  coloring  and  on  into  the  even  more  beautiful  chapel  and  has  the 
impelling  desire  to  sit  in  quiet  reverence  or  fall  on  his  knees  to  worship;  one 
wonders,  I  say,  how  they  did  it.  Truly  there  must  be  some  people  with  unusual 
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vision  and  deep  spirituality  in  Boston  Avenue  Church.  One  of  the  women  says: 
"The  first  inspiration  was  a  pastor  who  was  a  seer  and  a  prophet  in  his  genera- 
tion. He  dreamed  of  a  church  that  could  tell  architecturally  all  of  his  aspirations 
for  it."  A  great  leader  he  must  have  been  and  he  must  have  had  a  band  of 
willing,  faithful  followers  who  co-operated  with  him  in  every  detail,  to  bring 
such  a  beautiful  church  building  to  completion.  Dr.  C.  M.  Reeves,  pastor  in 
1929,  said:  "Such  a  building  as  Boston  Avenue  Church  says  something  to  every- 
one who  sees  it." 

Mrs.  Redmon  S.  Cole,  president  of  the  missionary  society  of  Boston  Avenue 
Church,  which  now  has  about  400  active  members,  says  that  one  of  the  mountain- 
top  experiences  of  the  church  was  the  entertainment  of  the  Council  in  1925. 
"Understanding  of  the  Council  work,  loyalty  to  the  leaders,  and  dedication  to 
the  missionary  cause  followed  in  the  wake  of  that  meeting,"  she  states.  Certainly 
there  could  not  have  been  a  more  sincere  welcome  than  was  evident  on  every 
hand  when  the  Council  members  arrived  in  Tulsa.  Mrs.  E.  B.  Dunlap,  conference 
president,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lawhorn,  conference  secretary,  left  no  steps  unturned 
for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  their  delegates  and  visitors.  They  made  splendid 
hostesses.  Dr.  Forney  Hutchinson,  pastor  host,  and  his  assistant,  Rev.  E.  F.  Bohm- 
falk,  were  always  on  hand,  when  needed,  and  by  their  happy  service,  so  gladly 
rendered,  endeared  themselves  to  all  who  were  present.  Dr.  Hutchinson  is  well- 
known  to  all  Council  members,  as  well  as  all  Southern  Methodists.  In  Atlanta  at 
the   1932  session  of  the  Council,  he  led  the  noon-hour  worship  services. 

After  two  days  of  committee  meetings  the  twenty-eighth  session  of  the  Coun- 
cil opened.  The  night  preceding  the  first  business  session  a  beautiful  pageant, 
"Wayside  Inn,"  was  presented  by  the  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  It  depicted,  in 
dramatic  form,  some  of  the  everyday  happenings  in  the  lives  of  these  represen- 
tatives of  the   Council  in  their  work  around  the  world. 

Mrs.  Perry  brought  out,  in  her  message,  some  of  the  early  events  in  the  history 
of  Woman's  Work  in  our  church.  In  this  year  of  1938,  the  sixtieth  anniversary 
of  the  beginning  of  the  organized  work,  there  will  be  over  thirty  women  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Conference  in  Birmingham.  Among  the  number  will  be  a 
delegate  from  the  China  Conference,  "that  land  to  which  our  first  missionary 
was  sent  nearly  sixty  years  ago." 

Mrs.  Perry  also  spoke  of  the  principal  events  in  the  closing  quadrennium.  The 
new  plan  of  co-operative  work  of  the  children  she  described  as  producing  results 
that  have  given  satisfaction.  A  vastly  larger  number  of  the  children  of  the 
church  have  received  definite  missionary  instruction  than  ever  before.  "The 
women  of  the  missionary  society  in  many  places  have  not  realized  the  opportun- 
ity and  obligation  that  is  theirs  in  sharing  in  the  promotion  of  this  plan,  nor 
in  helping  to  promote  the  program  of  missionary  education  of  the  whole  church," 
she  said. 

The  increase  in  membership,  emphasis  given  to  Young  Women's  Circles, 
gradual  advance  in  finances,  the  high  quality  and  increasing  popularity  of  the 
literature  and  great  volume  of  study,  investigation  and  activity  of  the  Bureau 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  were  also  discussed  in  outstanding  achievements  of 
the  last  quadrennium. 

In  facing  the  appalling  needs  and  also  the  great  challenge  of  the  world  of 
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our  generation  there  has  come  to  the  women  of  today  the  realization  that  only 
through  the  help  of  a  Higher  Power  can  the  problems  and  difficulties  be  solved. 
In  answer  to  this  quest  for  spiritual  power  our  Spiritual  Life  Groups  have  arisen. 
"The  greatest  contribution  of  the  missionary  society  to  the  church  and  to  the 
world  has  not  been  the  money  collected,  but  its  most  vital  contribution  has  been 
the  pouring  out  of  life  in  prayer  and  service." 

Reports  from  the  secretaries  of  Education  and  Promotion  and  the  treasurer 
showed  advances  along  all  lines  except  one,  and  that  was  in  per  capita  giving. 
We  now  have  in  Southern  Methodism  8,446  missionary  societies,  with  291,977 
members,  a  net  gain  of  111  societies  and  1,444  members  over  1936.  The  net 
gain  for  the  quadrennium  was  1,103  societies  and  66,69  3  members;  an  average 
increase  for  each  year  of  276  societies  and  16,673  members.  More  than  27,000 
of  the  total  members  reported  are  from  the  Young  Women's  Groups.  New  inter- 
est has  been  shown  in  Baby  Specials,  but  even  then  only  2,354  societies,  less  than 
2  7  per  cent,  report  any  promotion  of  Baby  Specials.  This  represents  a  gain  of 
461    in  the  past  year  and  $2,394  increase  in  gifts. 

1,3  8  8  babies  and  51  juniors  were  made  life  members  in  1937,  bringing  in 
$7,450.  This  was  a  great  year  for  life  memberships,  1,059  Adult  life  member- 
ships or  memorials  having  been  given;  16  honorary  life  memberships;  and  5 
honorary  life  patrons.  This  total  of  2,519,  including  children,  brought  to  the 
Council   treasury   $35,611.25,   the   largest   amount  ever    given    for   that   purpose. 

Mrs.  Fulton  reported  $858,527.27  sent  in  from  the  conferences,  an  increase 
of  $27,75  1.42  over  1936.  The  total  income  for  the  year  was  $1,036,790.54. 
The  three  conferences  making  the  largest  gifts  were  Virginia,  North  Georgia 
and  Western  North  Carolina.  Their  gifts  were:  Virginia,  $52,381.23;  North 
Georgia,  $50,154.46;  and  Western  North  Carolina,  $50,000.  North  Carolina 
Conference  with  its  total  of  $40,004.73  (including  fourth  Sunday  offerings) 
stands  fifth,  as  it  has  for  several  years.  Besides  the  three  conferences  named  above, 
South  Georgia  is  ahead  of  us,  with  $45,118.61   sent  in. 

The  per  capita  giving  continues  to  decrease,  much  to  the  disappointment  of 
Council  leaders.  In  193  6  it  was  $2.99  and  in  1937  it  was  $2.92.  1937  is,  there- 
fore, a  decrease  from  1934  when  per  capita  giving  was  $3.21  of  twenty-nine 
cents. 

The  World  Outlook  retains  its  popularity  and  Miss  Haskin  reported  that 
subscriptions  for  193  7  had  an  increase  of  3,028  over  those  of  193  6,  and  were 
in  January,   1838,   1,442  more  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of   1937. 

"No  part  of  our  task  is  more  important  than  giving  to  our  children  a  basic 
concept  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man,"  said  Miss  Dunn, 
in  reporting  for  the  Children's  Work.  45,954  boys  and  girls  from  the  Primary 
and  Junior  departments  of  our  church  schools  were  enrolled  for  missionary 
study  units. 

In  1937  almost  one-third  of  our  mission  study  classes  were  special  Council 
classes,  600  more  than  in   1936. 

The  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations  continues  to  lead  in  social  thinking 
and  planning  for  our  whole  southland.  It  is  hoped  that  the  women  of  today  will 
be  as  brave  and  steadfast  on  these  frontiers  of  thought,  as  our  pioneer  grand- 
mothers were  on  physical  and  geographical  frontiers. 
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Miss  McKinnon,  in  her  report  on  Foreign  Fields,  told  most  interestingly 
of  her  visit  to  the  Belgian  Congo,  where  she  spent  three  months  during  last 
summer  and  fall.  »Our  mission  there  is  in  the  Province  of  Lusambo  with  the 
Otetela  tribe,  numbering  about  322,8+0  people.  She  also  told  of  the  conditions 
in  the  war-torn  Orient,  where  "every  large  city  in  which  our  church  is  at  work 
has  been  bombed.  Looting  and  desecration,  which  are  the  inevitable  accompani- 
ments of  war,  have  occurred  in  many  of   our  mission  compounds." 

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore,  who  had  just  returned  from  the  Orient,  gave  a 
most  graphic  description  of  what  is  going  on  in  China.  He  said  in  part,  "One 
of  the  terrible  tragedies  of  human  history  is  taking  place  in  China;  terrible  in 
the  breadth  of  its  impact,  terrible  in  its  personal  details.  Two  nations  are  plunged 
into  a  life  and  death  struggle,  the  consequences  of  which  to  humanity  and  to 
civilization  are  certain  to  be  frightful  and  disastrous. 

"Missionaries  will  not  be  withdrawn,  bound  as  they  are  to  their  Chinese 
colleagues  through  a  fellowship  of  suffering;  rather  their  numbers  should  be 
strengthened." 

We  were  told  that  Chinese  and  Japanese  Christians  are  praying  for  each  other 
and  for  peace. 

One  of  the  most  touching  moments  during  the  Council  session  was  one  after- 
noon when  Dr.  Alice  Appenzeller,  president  of  Ewha  College,  in  Korea,  stood 
on  the  platform  with  a  Chinese  girl  on  one  side  and  a  Japanese  on  the  other 
and  the  whole  audience  sang,  "In  Christ  there  is  no  East  or  West."  Before  the 
hymn  was  finished  both  girls  were  in  tears  and  many  in  the  congregation  were 
also. 

Mrs.  Downs,  in  telling  of  the  work  of  the  Home  Field,  touched  on  the 
great  variety  of  work  carried  on  in  the  United  States  by  our  Missionary  Council. 
There  is  a  new  and  increased  interest  in  rural  life,  she  said,  and  the  Council  has 
recently  placed  seventeen  workers  in  ten  states  who  "co-operatively  with  the 
local  church  and  pastor,  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  of  Christian 
Education,  give  their  time  and  effort  in  studying  to  know  the  needs  of  the 
community  and  to  conserve  local  interest." 

This  was  the  year  for  election  of  officers  of  the  Council.  The  only  changes 
were  in  the  offices  of  recording  secretary,  calendar  clerk  and  superintendent  of 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Parker  was  made  secretary  emeritus  and  Mrs.  A.  R.  Walker,  of 
the  St.  Louis  Conference,  was  elected  secretary.  Our  own  president,  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates,  was  elected  calendar  clerk  in  place  of  Mrs.  Nat  Rollins,  and  Miss  Thelma 
Stevens,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  was  elected  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions. Mrs.  W.  A.  Newell,  who  has  been  superintendent,  was  elected  a  member- 
at-large  and  will  be  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Economic  Relations  (for- 
merly Industrial  Relations). 

North  Carolina  Conference  is  very  proud  of  the  privilege  of  furnishing  an 
officer  for  the  Council.  More  than  that,  we  are  grateful  for  what  our  beloved 
president  has  meant  and  will  mean  to  the  missionary  cause.  God  bless  her,  as 
she  takes  up  her  new  duties! 

The  missionaries  and  deaconesses  on  the  program  gave  thrilling  and  vital 
testimonies  of  the  power  of  Christ  as  they  go  about  their  work  in  their  chosen 
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fields  of  labor.  I  wish  that  I  might  bring  to  you  some  of  the  interesting  things 
they  told.  How  proud  we  are  of  these,  our  representatives,  on  the  firing  line ! 

Dr.  Z.  Hinohara,  president  of  Hiroshima  College  in  Japan,  was  present 
several  days.  He  brought  lovely  souvenirs  in  pictorial  form,  for  all  Council 
members,  of  people  and  scenes  of  Hiroshima  College. 

Dr.  Henry  Nelson  Wieman  brought  the  message  at  the  hour  of  worship  and 
meditation  each  morning  at  10:30.  Dr.  Wieman,  who  is  professor  of  the  Phil- 
osophy of  Religion  in  the  Divinity  School  at  Chicago  University,  spoke  on : 
"The  Christian  Way,"  "The  Method  of  the  Way,"  "Fellowship  in  the  Way," 
"Human  Nature  and  the  Christian  Way"  and  on  Sunday  delivered  the  Council 
sermon  on  "Christianity  Faces  the  Dictators." 

This  was  the  Aldersgate  session  of  the  Council  and  Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith, 
who  is  leading  in  this  second  phase  of  the  Bishops'  Crusade,  was  present  and 
conducted  the  consecration  service  of  missionaries  and  deaconesses  on  Sunday 
night.  Thirteen  young  women  were  consecrated,  four  to  go  to  the  Foreign  Field 
and  nine  to  serve  in  the  Home  Field.  Two  missionaries  received  the  emeritus 
relation,  Miss  Eunice  Andrew  and  Miss  Frances  Moling.  There  were  messages 
from  the  emeritus  missionaries,  talks  bv  a  missionary  and  a  deaconess  now  on 
the  field  and  then  several  of  the  candidates  spoke  on  their  purposes  and  expecta- 
tions as  they  entered  this  field  of  service.  Two  of  our  own  missionaries  at  home 
on  furlough,  Miss  Ida  Hankins  and  Miss  Euline  Smith,  both  from  Korea  and 
both  ordained  ministers,  were  present  all  during  the  session  of  Council.  There 
were  also  five  home  workers  there  from  North  Carolina :  Miss  Jennie  Congleton, 
Miss  Mary  Nichols,  Miss  Mary  Freeman,  Miss  Katie  Herndon  and  Miss  Sarah 
McCracken.  Their  presence  added  greatly  to  the  joy  of  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  your  conference.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Cunninggim,  of  Scarritt,  those 
splendid  North  Carolinians  known  and  loved  by  all  of  our  women,  were  on 
hand.  Dr.  Cunninggim  rarely  missed  a  Council  meeting,  but  Mrs.  Cunninggim 
is  not  present  every  year. 

The  first  afternoon  session  of  the  Council  meeting  very  appropriately  opened 
with  Charles  Wesley's  famous  hymn,  "Where  Shall  My  Wandering  Soul  Begin?" 
This  was  the  first  hymn  ever  written  by  Methodism's  famed  poet  and  hymjn- 
writer.  It  has  been  called  the  birth  song  of  the  evangelical  revival.  Mark  Fax, 
head  of  the  Music  Department  of  Paine  College,  Augusta,  Ga.,  has  written  the 
music  for  it. 

Going  back,  in  closing,  to  Mrs.  Perry's  message,  she  says,  in  speaking  of  the 
Aldersgate  Commemoration :  "Nothing  to  which  we  can  give  ourselves  during 
these  months  is  comparable  to  that  of  seeking  with  abandon  a  heart-warming 
experience  akin  to  that  which  sent  the  founder  of  the  Methodist  Church  from 
Aldersgate  into  a  world  parish  with  a  message  of  hope  and  redemption  for  all 
men  and  all  areas  of  life.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Council  is  wholly  committed 
to  this  movement  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  members  of  the  missionary 
society  may  receive  a  richer  Christian  experience  and  may  be  stimulated  to  greater 
activity  in  seeking  to  bring  others  into  such  an  experience."  I  wish  to  close  my 
report,  as  she  did  her  message,  with  this  beautiful  hymn : 
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"O  Master  of  the  waking  world, 
Who  hast  the  nations  in  thy  heart — 
The  heart  that  bled  and  broke  to  send 
God's  lo\'e  to  earth's  remotest  part: 
Show  us  anew  in  Calvary 
The  wonderous  power  that  makes  men  free. 
Thy  witness  in  the  souls  of  men, 
Thy  Spirit's  ceaseless,  brooding  power, 
In  lands  where  shadows  hide  the  light, 
Await  a  new  creative  hour: 
O  mighty  God,  set  us  aflame 
To  show  the  glory  of  Thy  Name."

REPORT  OF  RECORDING  SECRETARY 

As  recording  secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1937: 

The  routine  duties  of  a  secretary's  office  were  performed  last  year  as  they 
came  due,  and  the  minutes  recorded  for  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Fayetteville 
and  of  four  Executive  Committee  meetings.  The  preparation  and  editing  of 
"Statistical  Tables"  and  of  the  "Annual  Report"  was  carried  out  as  usual.  In 
this  connection,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  and  courtesy  given  me 
by  the  printers,  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate.  It  is  with  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  her  long  years  of  service  in  representing  us  as  a  missionary  teacher 
and  preacher  in  Korea  that  we  are  dedicating  the  "Yearbook"  for  193  8  to  Miss 
Ida  Hankins. 

Again,  as  in  former  years,  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  I 
attended  several  zone  meetings  and  the  Wilmington  district  meeting,  trying  to 
interpret  as  best  I  could  any  point  of  our  missionary  work  that  presented  itself 
for  inquiry. 

My  report  this  year  comes  as  an  "Hail"  and  "Farewell,"  for  I  have  definitely 
decided  not  to  allow  my  name  to  be  voted  upon  for  re-election,  if  it  should  be 
proposed.  This  decision  was  reached  after  serious  thought,  as  being  the  right 
and  wise  thing  to  do,  for  the  sake  of  both  my  family  and  the  conference  mission- 
ary cause.  Some  woman  with  younger  hands  and  a  fleeter  brain  must  carry  on 
this  important  task.  The  lovely  thing  about  it  is  that  that  woman  will  gather 
into  her  soul  a  priceless  reward.  I  bid  my  successor  a  confident  "God  speed." 

To  the  president  of  every  auxiliary,  my  final  admonition  is  to  please  make 
good  and  regular  use  of  the  wealth  of  information  and  inspiration  that  is  pre- 
sented to  her  in  the  "Yearbook"  containing  the  annual  reports  each  year,  and 
thus  justify  the  time  and  funds  spent  in  its  preparation. 

After  ten  years  of  happy  and  blessed  association,  I  cannot  step  out  of  the 
official  family  without  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  Christian  consecration 
and  true  wisdom  shown  by  the  members  of  this  Executive  Committee.  I  feel 
sure  that  the  friendships  made  there,  as  well  as  among  other  missionary  groups 
of  our  conference,  will  not  be  affected  by  this  change  in  position.  My  interest 
and  good  wishes  for  you  all  will  remain  constant.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  reports  this  year  show  that  much  interest  is  being  manifested  in  the 
Friendship  Units.  The  quality  of  the  work  improves  with  each  year's  work  and 
I  note  an  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  secretaries  to  prepare  themselves 
for  a  better  understanding  of  this  work  and  to  use  all  available  means  to  make 
the  units  more  interesting  to  the  children  and  their  work  more  effective. 

The  two  studies  this  year  were  "China"  and  "Christmas  Around  the  World." 
In  many  places  there  was  a  very  high  type  of  work  done  which  was  shown  in 
the  activities  developed  therefrom. 

When  the  Chinese  Unit  was  being  studied,  it  seemed  that  our  children  were 
being  immersed  in  Chinese  ways.  There  were  parties  at  which  Chinese  food  was 
served,  Chinese  games  played,  and  Chinese  songs  sung.  Chinese  villages  were 
built  and  Chinese  stories  dramatized.  Maps,  banners,  kites,  lanterns,  scrap  books 
and  posters  were  made.  Boxes  of  gifts  were  sent  to  their  Chinese  friends. 

The  second  unit,  which  came  in  December,  was  pronounced  by  several  teach- 
ers to  be  the  most  interesting  and  delightful  one  we  had  yet  had.  The  Christmas 
Pageant,  a  part  of  the  unit,  seemed  to  be  a  very  popular  feature  of  the  course, 
a  number  of  the  schools  having  presented  it  in  the  church  as  their  Christmas 
service.  The  Spanish  refuges  were  remembered  and  a  suitcase  of  articles  was  sent 
to  a  little  Spanish  boy.  Posters  and  scrap  books  were  made  and  cookies  of  the 
different  countries  were  made  and  eaten. 

One  very  progressive  secretary  had  the  children  present  a  playlet  depicting 
the  work  the  children  had  done  during  the  year.  This  was  given  as  their  part 
of  the  "Harvest  Day"  program. 

A  group  of  thirteen  juniors  made  and  sold  enough  sandwiches  to  place  the 
World  Outlook  in  each  one  of  their  homes. 

Rocky  Mount  district  again  receives  the  Chinese  banner  for  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  reports  and  the  regularity  and  accuracy  of  reporting.  Edenton  Street, 
Raleigh,  and  Duke  Memorial,  Durham,  are  awarded  the  Korean  banner  for  the 
emphasis  placed  upon  the  work  as  expressed  in  their  activities.  The  African  banner 
goes  to  the  Elizabeth  City  district  for  the  greatest  number  of  fourth  Sunday 
offerings  reported.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

To  every  person  who  realizes  the  great  purpose  of  study  and  how  vital  this 
foundation  work  is  to  the  development  and  growth  of  a  missionary  society^ 
reports  of  this  work  are  always  thrilling.  The  figures  do  not  represent  dollars 
and  cents  but  they  stand  for  Christian  women,  young  and  old,  who  have  a 
vision  and  who  have  consecrated  time  and  effort  to  the  expansion  of  this  vision. 
They  are  seeking  to  know  the  needs  of  the  world,  at  home  and  abroad,  that  they 
may  share  the  truth  that  makes  all  men  free. 

The  193  7  record  is  a  splendid  one  and  shows  increases  in  reports,  study 
classes,  class  membership,  reading  circles,  missionary  libraries,  Council  certificates 
received,  Study  Honorable  Mention  certificates  received,  the  percentage  of  auxili- 
aries conducting  one  or  more  classes  and  also  the  percentage  of  auxiliaries  con- 
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ducting  three  classes.  This  fine  record  is  indeed  one  to  be  proud  of.  It  represents 
hours  of  preparation,  much  reading  and  intensive  study  on  the  part  of  women 
from  every  section  of  our^  conference  in  every  district. 

Last  year  there  were  68  3  quarterly  reports  received  from  our  395  auxiliaries, 
an  increase  of  8  5.  There  was  a  total  of  673  study  classes,  an  increase  of  5  classes. 
There  were  10,146  class  members,  an  increase  of  977.  Of  this  number  of  classes, 
40  8  were  Mission  Study  classes  with  6,239  members  and  265  were  Bible  Study 
classes  with  3,907  members.  There  were  7  more  Bible  Study  classes  reported  in 
1936  than  in  193  7  but  this  decrease  really  means  that  a  higher  type  of  work  is 
being  done  in  Bible  Study;  more  realy  studying  is  done  and  there  are  fewer 
circle  classes.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  our-  women  are  realizing  the  value 
of  serious,  well-planned  Bible  Study  classes,  using  our  books  on  the  approved 
list,  devoting  more  time  to  class  sessions  and  meeting  requirements  similar  to 
those  for  Mission  Study.  An  opening  devotional  at  a  circle  meeting  or  at  a 
regular  meeting  does  not  serve  for  a  study  class  and  should  not  be  reported  as 
Bible  Study.  A  thirty  minute  class  session  is  the  shortest  that  is  accepted  and  a 
longer  session  is  recommended  wherever  possible,  if  the  reason  for  having  a 
Bible  Study  is  a  spiritual  achievement  and  not  for  any  external  credit  or  praise. 

The  fact  that  last  year  there  were  122  reading  circles  reported,  an  increase 
of  25  over  the  previous  year,  and  140  missionary  libraries,  an  increase  of  27, 
shows  that  we  are  becoming  more  missionary-minded.  We  cannot  stress  too  much 
the  use  of  missionary  libraries  and  formation  of  reading  circles. 

Our  Council  standing  is  being  raised  each  year.  In  Mission  Study  classes  our 
conference  stands  sixth,  in  membership  of  Mission  Study  classes  we  stand 
eleventh.  We  are  seventh  in  Bible  Study  classes  and  eleventh  in  Bible  Study 
members.  We  stand  thirteenth  in  applications  for  special  Council  certificates 
given  for  advanced  Mission  Study.  115  of  these  certificates  were  received  for 
this  high  type  of  Mission  Study,  New  Bern  district  receiving  the  largest  number, 
28;  Elizabeth  City,  second,  receiving  23;  Raleigh,  third,  receiving  22;  Fayette- 
ville,  fourth,  receiving  15;  Rocky  Mount,  fifth,  receiving  14;  Durham,  sixth, 
receiving  1  1  ;  and  Wilmington,  seventh,  receiving  1  certificate.  Eleven  other 
•classes  making  application,  failed  to  get  the  certificate  because  all  Council  re- 
quirements were  not  met.  (May  I  urge  here  that  these  requirements  be  carefully 
read  before  the  class  is  held  and  that  application  blanks  be  clearly  and  completely 
filled  in). 

Seventeen  auxiliaries  carried  out  the  full  program  of  study  with  all  three 
study  classes  reported  as  standard,  according  to  Council  requirements,  thus 
achieving  our  highest  conference  study  honor,  the  Study  Efficiency  Aim  certificate. 
Seventy-six  auxiliaries  carried  out  the  full  program  of  study,  not  conducting 
standard  classes,  and  received  the  conference  Study  Honorable  Mention  certificate. 

There  were  23  8  auxiliaries  reporting  one  or  more  study  classes,  or  60%, 
which  is  another  increase  over  our  previous  high  record  of  57%  of  the  auxili- 
aries studying.  This  year  149  auxiliaries  reported  three  classes,  two  Mission  Study 
classes  using  the  spring  and  fall  current  books  and  one  Bible  Study  class  using 
approved  current  books.  This  37%  is  also  an  increase  over  our  1936  record  of 
34%  of  the  auxiliaries  reporting  three  classes. 

The    spring    and    fall    Mission    Study    topics,    "Africa"    and    "The    Moslem 
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World,"  were  very  stimulating  and  awoke  new  sympathy  and  interest  in  missions. 
Reports  and  numerous  letters  describe  these  classes  as  the  most  interesting  and 
helpful  classes  ever  held.  "The  Radiant  Heart,"  by  Dr.  Costen  J.  Harrell,  is 
proving  the  most  popular  Bible  Study  we  have  ever  had.  It  is  a  delightful  study 
in  Philippians  and  is  within  the  reach  of  every  woman  in  price.  (Do  not  forget 
that  the  elective  courses  are  no  longer  approved  by  Council  for  Bible  Study,  but 
are  to  be  used  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations). 

The  fall  Coaching  Days  were  well  attended  and  to  district  secretaries  and 
every  woman  who  helped  to  make  these  days  meaningful  by  conducting  demon- 
stration classes,  presenting  skits  or  taking  other  parts  on  the  day's  program,  I 
wish   to  express  my  hearty  appreciation. 

The  district  percentages  of  auxiliaries  reporting  at  least  one  study  class,  are: 
Durham,  taking  first  place  with  67%  plus;  New  Bern,  second,  with  67%  (a 
small  fraction  of  difference);  Raleigh,  third,  with  64%;  Fayetteville,  fourth, 
with  5  8%;  Elizabeth  City,  55%  plus;  Rocky  Mount,  55%;  and  Wilmington, 
54%.

Our  conference  is  unique  in  that  it  has  in  its  possession  a  rare  and  beautiful 
jewel,  a  gift  from  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  "as  a  memorial  forever  of  the 
Golden  Jubilee  Year  in  the  Department  of  Study."  A  full  description  of  this 
jewel  may  be  found  on  pages  429  and  430  of  "Seven  Times  Seven"  by  Mrs. 
J.  LeGrand  Everett.  The  jewel  is  of  pure  gold.  On  the  face  of  it  is  a  shield,  a 
symbol  of  God.  A  torch  of  silver  (or  white  gold)  rests  upon  and  within  the 
shield,  symbolizing  Jesus,  the  Christ,  as  our  Redeemer,  the  Light  of  the  World. 
Surrounding  the  shield  is  a  wreath  of  pomegranate  leaves  in  green  gold  with 
pomegranates  in  natural  color  set  at  intervals  in  it,  symbolic  of  life,  activity, 
and  living  faith  that  manifests  itself  in  service ;  the  pomegranates  themselves 
symbols  of  fruitfulness,  the  results  of  that  activity.  On  the  back  of  this  jewel 
is  the  legend  which  relates  it  to  the  Jubilee  Year  in   our  Conference   Woman's 
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Missionary  Society,  as  well  as  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  our 
Department  of  Study.  The  wreath  representing  life,  activity  and  fruitfulness 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  appears  again,  beginning  and  ending  in  the 
open  book,  which  is  meant  to  suggest  that  our  work  finds  its  inspiration  in  in- 
formation, in  knowledge  that  leads  to  wisdom  from  the  study  of  God's  Word 
and  of  other  books  that  record  the  history  of  the  beginning  and  development 
of  the  Missionarv  Movement  and  the  need  for  the  Redeemer  in  all  lands.  What 
a  wonderful  message  this  jewel  bears.  Since  192  8  it  has  stimulated  interest  in 
the  Department  of  Study.  It  suspends  from  a  chain  and  is  very  proudly  worn 
by  the  secretary  of  the  district  having  the  highest  percentage  of  auxiliaries  con- 
ducting three  study  classes  using  the  current  Council  recommended  text  books,  two 
Mission  Study  classes  (spring  and  fall  topics)  and  a  real  Bible  Study  class.  In 
1928  Rockingham  district,  the  first  to  win  the  jewel,  reported  25  percent  of  its 
auxiliaries  conducting  three  classes.  Last  year  the  Raleigh  district,  with  a  48 
percent,  won  it  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  and  this  year  it  goes  to  a  district 
that  has  always  stressed  "Study."  The  women  of  this  district  are  alert  and  wide- 
awake; they  have  studied,  they  have  achieved.  They  will  be  inspired  to  do  even 
more,  as  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jwel  bears  its  beautiful  message 
to  district,  zone,  and  auxiliary  meetings  throughout  the  year.  With  a  record  of 
48  percent  of  its  auxiliaries  conducting  three  classes,  according  to  requirements, 
Durham  district  wins  the  jewel.  Raleigh  district  stands  second,  with  43  percent; 
Rocky  Mount  district  stands  third,  with  3  8  percent;  Fayetteville  and  New  Bern 
districts  each  have  3  7  percent;  Elizabeth  City  and  Wilmington  districts  each 
have  30  percent. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  fine,  loyal  auxiliary  Study  super- 
intendents and  district  secretaries  for  the  splendid  co-operation  they  have  given 
me  in  promoting  study  throughout  the  conference. 

Let  us  strive  to  hold  high  the  glowing,  gospel  torch,  until  those  who  sit  in 
darkness  have  seen  a  great  light.

The  department  of  Publicity  has  had  a  very  satisfactory  growth  since  our 
last  report. 

Sixty-four  auxiliaries  reported  using  the  Bulletin  three  times  each  quarter, 
which  is  an  increase  of  twenty-four  over  last  year. 

Forty-five  auxiliaries  used  daily  papers  for  publishing  missionary  news  items. 

Very  few  auxiliaries  reported  sending  news  to  our  Woman's  Page  in  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

The  literature  has  grown  in  popularity  and  the  increasing  request  for  more 
attest  to  the  high  quality  of  the  materials  furnished.  The  investment  in  literature 
for  the  societies  is  money  well  spent.  It  comes  back  in  enriched  lives,  more 
efficient  workers  and  enlarged  gifts. 

WORLD  OUTLOOK 

The  World  Outlook,  general  missionary  organ  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  retains  its  popularity  and  continues  in  high  favor  with  our  wo- 
men. 

The  figures  which  have  been  quoted  in  your  hearing  at  this  conference  previ- 
ous to  this  time  and  found  in  your  statistical  report  are  not  the  same  as  those 
coming  from  the  Nashville  office. 

Beginning  January  1st,  1937,  the  office  report  1,905  subscribers;  May  20, 
1937,  1,945;  October  20,  1937,  1,887;  December  21,  1937,  2,022.  Our  goal 
for  the  year  was  100  new  subscribers.  We  actually  gained  117,  which  gave  us 
the  honor  of  being  one  of  the  six  conferences  reaching  their  goals. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  district  secretaries  and  auxiliary  superintendents  of 
World  Outlook  for  their  splendid  efforts  in  helping  to  achieve  this  high  stand- 
ard for  our  conference.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  owes  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
superintendents  of  preceding  years  and  the  committee  chairmen  who  have  laid  a 
broad  and  firm  foundation  for  its  development.  The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Read 
was  a  great  loss  to  all  of  us  for  the  entire  conference  is  indebted  to  her  wise, 
loving,  and  capable  leadership;  but  it  speaks  well  for  her  that  the  auxiliary 
superintendents  have  given  to  her  successor  the  same  loyalty  that  they  gave  to 
Mrs.  Read. 
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Working  on  plans  for  the  various  divisions,  as  recommended  by  the  confer- 
ence of  193  7,  the  auxiliaries  have  had  a  year  marked  bv  real  achievement.  In 
every  field  there  has  been  splendid  co-operation  with  various  government  agencies, 
with  women  of  other  denominations  and  with  other  religious  and  civic  organiza- 
tions. Reports  show  an  increased  consciousness  of  the  true  meaning  of  Christian 
Social  Relations — that  is,  Christian  living  or  Christianity  in  action.  There  is  no 
decrease  in  our  care  for  the  sick,  the  sorrowing  and  the  destitute  but  we  are 
going  farther — trying  to  attack  the  problems  at  their  source  and  lessen  the  causes 
of  disease  and  sin  and  poverty. 

Too  much  has  been  carried  on  to  be  brought  to  your  attention  here  but  we 
cannot  lose  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  a  few  outstanding  facts  revealed  by 
the  reports. 

First,  it  has  been  highly  encouraging  that  some  of  the  finest  reports  have 
come  from  truly  rural  auxiliaries  with  comparatively  small  membership.  The 
women  are  working  with  P.-T.  A.  and  home  demonstration  clubs,  on  community 
projects;  they  are  helping  the  Health  Department  carry  services  into  homes 
where  such  service  is  sorely  needed  and  they  are  working  with  Sunday  schools, 
both  white  and  colored.  Many  blind  people  have  been  guided  to  a  source  of 
help  that  they  would  not  otherwise  have  reached. 

In  the  larger  places  it  has  been  possible  because  of  increased  opportunity  to 
carry  on  wider  fields  of  activity.  It  is  noticeable  that  wherever  there  is  a  Social 
Service  Federation,  Health  Council,  non-denominational  Peace  Council  or  Asso- 
ciated Charities,  that  far  more  effective  work  is  accomplished. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  encouraging  parts  of  the  work  of  1937  was  the 
number  of  delegates  sent  to  the  Institute  for  Negro  Leaders  at  Winston-Salem 
in  June.  The  Methodists  joined  with  the  Presbyterians  and  other  denominations 
in  sending  capable  negro  women  to  be  trained  as  leaders  of  their  own  race  and 
in  every  case  reported  splendid  results  among  the  negroes  and  a  great  blessing 
to  their  own  auxiliaries. 

In  July  the  Methodist  School  for  Negro  Leaders  was  held  in  Durham.  Un- 
fortunately little  was  known  in  time  about  the  school  and  only  a  few  delegates 
were  sent  by  auxiliaries  of  our  conference. 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  service  rendered  by  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Baum,  our  chairman  of  Interracial  Co-operation.  With  only  a  short  time  to  make 
all  arrangements,  Mrs.  Baum  took  the  work  necessarv  to  become  an  accredited 
teacher,  gave  herself  devotedly  to  the  task  and  taught  the  Gilbert-Lambuth 
course.  The  service,  of  course,  was  voluntary  and  without  monetary  compensa- 
tion. This  year  Mrs.  Baum  will  teach  again  in  the  school  which  is  to  be  held 
in  Winston-Salem  in  July  instead  of  in  Durham. 

We  regret  that  due  to  the  pressure  of  many  duties,  Miss  Vara  Herring  has 
asked  to  be  relieved  as  chairman  of  Christian  Citizenship.  All  who  know  Miss 
Vara's  record  as  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  as  chairman 
of  her  department  feel  sincere  regret  that  she  is  withdrawing  from  active  par- 
ticipation on  this  committee  but  we  feel  sure  that  we  may  still  call  on  her  for 
advice.   Her  successor  has  not  yet  been   appointed. 

Recognition  of  special  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations  is  being  given 
to  a  number  of  auxiliaries.   Many  others  have   rendered   outstanding  service  but 
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because    they   had    not    carried    on    the    required    study,    could    not    be    given    the

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

If  we  could  see  and  count  all  achievements  for  193  7  we  do  not  doubt  it 
would  make  a  marvelous  showing  in  Durham  district;  but  we  realize  so  much 
of  our  progress  cannot  be  estimated  in  cold  figures,  but  is  bearing  fruit  in  the 
lives  and  hearts  of  our  women ;  we  consider  these  intangible  results  even  more 
important  than  these  shown  in  figures.  God  has  blessed  us,  and  is  still  blessing  us; 
and  in  His  strength  and  promises  we  are  moving  on  to  an  even  bigger   193  8. 

Our  membership  increased  from  2,133  to  2,222,  although  the  number  of 
auxiliaries  remains  the  same.  Connally's,  Merritt's,  and  Bynum  have  suspended 
operations,  although  we  hope  to  have  them  again.  Buckhorn,  Lebanon,  and 
Warren's  Grove  are  our  new  societies,  and  they  have  started  off  with  goodly 
numbers,  active  officers,  and  bright  prospects. 

We  are  proud  of  21  Young  Women's  Circles,  with  355  members — a  fine 
number  of  eager  young  women  training  for  work  in  His  Kingdom. 

Auxiliaries  having  Baby  Specials  number  25,  an  increase  of  eight  over  the 
previous  year;  gifts  in  this  department  were  $187.00,  including  at  least  27  baby 
life  memberships;  the  previous  year  this  was  $99.00. 

Spiritual  Life  Groups  increased  from  21  to  27,  which  shows  the  trend  for 
the  year  in  a  real  way.  World.  Outlook  subscriptions  increased  from  444  to  468; 
yet  we  are  not  satisfied  with  so  small  a  number! 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  a  wonderful  way  all  over  the  district,  about 
95%  of  the  auxiliaries  having  it;  the  offerings  were  $563.00,  of  which  Mary 
Hambrick  society,  Roxboro,  gave  $163.00,  with  140  members.  That  was  a  good 
district  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Our  auxiliaries  did  not  qualify  so  well 
for  Efficiency  Aim  as  in  1936,  falling  from  15  to  10;  some  misunderstandings 
caused  this,  it  seems. 

We  launched  the  move  to  furnish  the  Student  Center  at  E.  C.  T.  C,  Green- 
ville, and  gave  $95.35  of  the  money  sent  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis;  we  are  happy 
to  have  had  a  hand  in  that.  Our  women  gave  liberally  to  the  various  supplies 
projects,  $142.05,  but  much  of  this  was  not  reported. 

Then  the  district  has  gone  forward  in  Study,  most  of  the  auxiliaries  taking 
one  or  more  studies,  and  they  are  enjoying  them.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Lee  there  has  been  much  activity  in  Christian  Social  Relations;  she  has 
been  untiring  in  presenting  the  work. 

Our  three  specials  have  gone  over  in  a  big  way;  most  auxiliaries  gave  their 
quotas  for  support  of  Mary  Freeman,  deaconess  in  Dallas,  Texas,  and  for  the 
college  course  of  Ruby  Burnette,  negro  girl  from  this  district  in  her  fourth  year 
at  Payne  College.  The  third  special,  a  district  life  membership  fund,  resulted 
in  $55.00  spent  in  these,  one  going  to  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  district  Christian  Social 
Relations  worker,  and  one  each  to  the  following  babies:  Cornelia  Anne  Barker, 
Alamance;  Nancy  Anne  Burke,  Chatham;  Wilbur  Clarence  Stewart  and  Mary 
Ruth    Allen,    Durham;    Joseph    Woods    Compton,    Orange;    and    Patricia    Anne 
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Long-,   Person;    we    delighted   to   honor   these.    Roxboro    presented   a    membership 
to  Miss  Claire  Harris. 

The  following  zone  and  district  leaders  have,  by  their  splendid  co-operation 
and  fine  work,  made  possible  the  results  just  listed:  Mrs.  T.  R.  Jenkins  and  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Alley,  Alamance;  Mrs.  Malcolm  Watlington,  Caswell;  Mrs.  J.  Lee 
Harmon,  Chatham;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Patrick,  Durham;  Mrs.  R.  E.  Warren,  Orange; 
Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox,  Roxboro ;  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  World  Outlook;  Mrs.  W.  W. 
Stedman,  Supplies,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  Christian  Social  Relations.  Our  debt  to 
them  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  our  gratitude  expressed. 

The  district  did  not  make  its  pledge  of  $7,800,  although  it  paid  $7,956;  of 
this  amount,  $187.00  was  baby  gifts  and  could  not  count  on  the  pledge,  so  it 
leaves  a  shortage  of  $31.00;  we  are  happy  to  have  come  so  near,  for  we  know 
much  of  this  giving  was  sacrificial  and  pleasing  to  our  Lord.  Our  women  have 
done  grand  work  the  past  year.  We  thank  every  officer  and  member  for  her 
fine  work,  her  prayers,  her  love,  and  service  in  "our  Father's"  name.  And  we 
hope  for  greater  things  this  year.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

At  the  beginning  of  1937  we,  in  the  Elizabeth  City  district,  chose  as  our 
motto:  vision,  prayer,  action.  The  whole  district  has  worked  with  these  three 
words  in  mind,  and  the  results  have  been  most  gratifying  indeed. 

We  have  paid  our  pledge  with  a  surplus.  New  Hope  auxiliary  has  made  the 
largest  increase  in  finances  in  the  district.

Two  Young  Women's  Circles,  one  at  Hertford  and  one  at  Roxobel,  and  four 
Adult  auxiliaries,  Jamesville,  Wesley  Chapel,  Buxton,  and  Hatteras,  have  been 
organized.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  that  group. 

Three  adult  and  nine  baby  life  memberships  have  been  given.  One  of  the 
adult  life  memberships  was  Mrs.  Uriah  Vaugn,  of  Murfreesboro.  Mrs.  Vaugn 
organized  the  first  missionary  society  in  this  section  of  Elizabeth  City  district. 
This  membership  was  given  by  the  Hertford-Bertie  zone. 

Two  honors  came  to  our  districts  in  193  7.  The  district  secretary  had  the 
honor  of  representing  her  district  at  the  Council  meeting  in  Columbia,  S.  C. 
This  honor  was  given  by  the  conference  to  the  district  making  largest  increase, 
all   points  on   the   Efficiency  Aim   considered   equal.   The   Elizabeth   City    district 
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won.  The  secretary  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  to  the  conference  and  the 
women  of  the  district.  Then  our  193  7  conference  "Yearbook"  was  dedicated  to 
Mrs.   George   Hawkins,  a  beloved  missionary  friend   of   this  district. 

It  was  a  real  joy  and  pleasure  to  have  in  our  district  as  guest  speaker  our 
conference  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and  conference  vice-president,  Mrs.  H. 
J.  Faison;  conference  superintendent  of  Study,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone;  conference 
Spiritual  Life  leader,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb;  and  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  deaconess 
at  Greenville.  Each  of  the  speakers  helped  us  with  their  presence  as  well  as  the 
information  they  brought  us.  One  auxiliary  received  pecans  from  Mrs.  Faison. 
We  thank  Mrs.  Faison  for  this  gift. 

According  to  membership,  Edenton  has  the  largest  number  of  World  Outlook 
subscribers;   Colerain  is  second,  and  Manteo,  third. 

Efficiency  Aim  auxiliaries  are  New  Hope,  City  Road,  Plymouth,  Washington.

To  Mrs.  W.  W.  Trueblood,  who  is  leaving  for  Florida,  and  who  has  been 
my  traveling  companion  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  and  late  hours  at 
night,   I  express  my  appreciation. 

The  district  secretary  is  thankful  to  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  a  co- 
worker with  the  women,  laymen,  pastors,  and  the  presiding  elder  of  the  Eliza- 
beth City  district  in  the  year  1937.

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  write  in  this  report  the  stories  of  sacrifice 
made,  the  time  and  self  given  by  the  women  of  the  district  which  has  made  it 
possible  to  achieve  so  many  fine  things  during   1937. 

The  most  outstanding  accomplishment  was  in  our  finances.  We  were  very 
sorry  to  have  to  report  a  deficit  in  our  pledge  for  193  6.  The  women  were 
brave  enough  to  say  we  will  not  cut  our  pledge  of  $6,300  for  1937,  we  will 
meet  it  and  do  our  best  to  make  up  the  deficit,  $261.00.  They  did  both  and  sent 
in  $29.00  more.  This  we  feel  was  a  fine  thing  and  we  are  most  happy  to  be 
able  to  report  it. 

Forty  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of  $3  80.00, 
an  increase  of  $71.00,  Jarvis  Memorial,  Greenville,  making  the  largest  gift, 
$88.65. 

We  were  very  glad  to  welcome  the  ladies  of  Elm  Street  Church,  Goldsboro, 
as  a  new  auxiliary,  but  are  sorry  to  report  4  auxiliaries  inactive  during  the  year, 
leaving  55  auxiliaries  with  1,998  members.  There  were  149  new  members  re- 
ported. Thirteen   Young   Women's   Circles,   with    250    members,   also   reported. 

Our  zone   meetings,   which   were   held    in    the   spring   and   fall,    were   a   real 
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source  of  inspiration,  the  attendance  was  fine  and  reports  were  unusually  good 
and  given  with  interest  a'nd  much  enthusiasm.  Our  district  meeting  was  held  in 
New  Bern,  May  21st,  with  a  large  attendance.  We  were  happy  to  have  our 
conference  president,  Mrs.  Gates,  to  bring  us  a  most  inspiring  message.  Deacon- 
ess Zoe  Anna  Davis,  of  our  Student  Center  at  E.  C.  T.  C.  in  Greenville,  and 
two  of  the  college  students  brought  interesting  reports  of  the  work  being  done, 
and  the  fine  things  being  accomplished  at  the  Center.  Our  presiding  elder,  Dr. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  brought  a  most  helpful  spiritual  message. 

The  district  led  the  confernece  in  life  memberships  presented:  1  honorary 
adult  life  member,  9  adult  life  members,  and  6  baby  life  members,  a  total  of  1 6 
amounting  to  $355.00.

Mrs.  W.  B.  Bailey,  Wayne  County  Zone;  Mrs.  W.  D.  Rouse,  Central  Zone.

There  were  331  World  Outlook  subscibers  reported;  26  auxiliaries  were  active 
in  Christian  Social  Relations;  29  reported  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  Our 
Study  Training  Day  was  held  in  New  Bern,  with  Mrs.  Boone  leading  the  dis- 
cussions which  were  most  helpful.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


In  reviewing  the  work  for  193  7,  mere  statistics  are  not  entirely  satisfactory; 
for  they  do  not  give  the  human  interest  stories  of  personal  growth  and  develop- 
ment, the  giving — or  lack  of  giving — of  sacrificial  service.  But  they  do  give 
the  trend  of  our  work,  and  in  making  a  compartive  study  with  the  previous 
year,  we  see  points  of  weakness  and  growth.  Incomplete  reports  make  it  difficult 
to  make   an  exact  report;    but   we   have   been    impressed   with   the   fact   that   the 
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women  are  seeking  the  best  way  to  do  their  work  and  to  make  their  activities 
well  rounded. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  32  8  new  members  reported,  5  new  societies 
organized:  Hayes-Barton,  Millbrook,  Knightdale,  Bethel,  and  Pleasant  Grove; 
3  Young  Women's  Circles:  Newton  Grove,  Millbrook,  and  Louisburg.  Our  life 
members  were  Mrs.  H.  O.  Mattox,  of  Dunn;  baby  life  members:  Laura  Eliza- 
beth Sanders,  Glenn  Douglas  Mangum,  Edward  Lee  Hedden,  and  Ann  Thomp- 
son  Cozart. 

Our  membership  has  increased  to  1,80  8  and  of  that  number  22  3  young 
women  are  active  in  10  circles.  They  show  a  zeal  that  is  very  inspiring  to  the 
older  members,  and  we  feel  that  we  may  expect  them  to  develop  into  strong 
leaders  of  the  future.  18  societies  reported  developing  "Baby  Specials,"  and  32 
active  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees.  We  feel  that  the  activities  of  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  are  not  fully  understood;  but  since  the  interests  in 
this  department  are  so  varied  and  so  vital  to  Christian  living,  we  strongly  urge 
each  society  to  make  this  a  special  study  during  1938,  and  to  make  accurate 
reports  of  its  activities. 

There  were  295  World  Outlook  subscribers  reported,  and  16  Spiritual  Life 
Groups;  3  3  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  contributing  $270.47,  and 
12  made  a  study  of  stewardship;  47  participated  in  holding  75  mission  study 
classes  and  35  Bible  classes.  The  greatest  thrill  of  the  last  conference  came  when 
the  district  was  awarded  the  Study  Jewel  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  Five 
societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim :  Garner,  First  Church — Henderson,  Oxford, 
Newton  Grove,  and  Plank  Chapel   (Woman's) . 

During  the  year  we  held  5  zone  meetings,  and  our  district  conference  was 
at  Henderson  in  May  with  Mrs.  E.  B.  Craven  as  our  guest  speaker.  In  the  fall 
.we  made  the  coaching  for  mission  study  the  main  feature  of  our  zone  meetings, 
and  we  believe  the  type  of  work  in  the  study  classes  has  improved. 

We  pledged  $4,600,  but  the  total  amount  sent  the  conference  treasurer  was 
$5', 03 1.70,  thus  making  the  fourth  consecutive  year  we  have  overpaid.  The 
local  work  reported  was  $9,737.57,  making  a  grand  total  of  $14,894.13.  The 
Mary  Pescud  society  was  the  largest  per  capita  given,  averaging  $10.57  in 
membership  giving  and  $.78  in  Week  of  Prayer.  Oxford  made  the  largest 
financial  increase  of  $77.00,  and  in  all,  25  societies  made  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year.  We  are  grateful  for  this  financial  statement,  for  we  believe  our 
women  have  made  a  serious  effort  to  meet  their  obligations. 

Again  we  want  to  thank  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  for  the  pecans  given  to  help 
increase  our  Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  year  have  been  made  possible  by  the  concerted 
effort  of  all  the  women  in  the  district,  and  for  every  effort  put  forth,  we  believe 
there  has  been  enrichment  in  spirit  and  vision.  We  face  193  8  with  the  hope  that 
the  weak  points  may  be  strengthened  and  that  all  phases  of  our  work  may 
reach  new  levels  because  of  our  devotion  to  the  Master's  cause.

As  I  come  to  the  close  of  this  my  first  year  as  district  secretary,  I  feel  that 
it  has  been  one  of  the  happiest  years  of  my  life.  Many  new  and  rich  experiences 
have  been  mine.  It  has  indeed  been  a  real  privilege  to  know  and  work  with 
the  women  of  the  Rocky  Mount  district.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
each  of  them,  our  conference  officers  and  district  secretaries  who  have  been  so 
patient,  sympathetic  and  helpful  to  me  during  these  my  learning  days. 

The  district  meeting  held  in  Tarboro  was  one  of  the  high  lights  of  the 
year.  Mrs.  Knight  and  Mrs.  Rivers  were  the  conference  officers  present.  Miss 
Zoe  Anna  Davis  was  the  main  speaker  and  she,  in  her  usual  way,  won  for 
herself  and  her  work  in  Greenville,  the  hearts  of  our  women. 

A  fitting  climax  to  the  morning  program  was  the  pageant,  "How  Beautiful 
Upon  the  Mountains,"  which  was  so  ably  and  effectively  presented  by  First 
Church,  Rocky  Mount. 

The  secretary  presented  our  work  to  the  preachers'  district  conference,  also. 
Zone  and  auxiliary  meetings  were  attended  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were 
deeply  missionary  in  their  purpose. 

Our  Study  Day  was  well  attended  in  the  fall.  Mrs.  Boone  was  present  and 
laid  plans  for  very  creative  type  of  studying.  Reports  came  from  every  direction 
of  the  interesting  classes  held  later.  The  district,  in  two  years,  has  climbed  all 
the  way  from  the  bottom  to  third  place  in  its  rating.  We  have  pur  eyes  on  the 
Study  Jewel. 

Each  of  the  various  departments  sought  more  earnestly  their  respective  duties 
and  did  them.  We  had  the  largest  increase  of  Christian  Social  Relations  reports 
sent  to  conference  superintendent,  also  the  most  Spiritual  Life  Groups. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  our  Baby  Specials  work  just  now.  We  had 
14  baby  life  members  and  2  names  placed  on  the  memorial  roll.  There  were  3 
adult  life  members,  also.  We  have  a  district  book  and  place  pictures  of  each  in  it. 
Already  new  pages  have  had  to  be  added. 

December  31st  found  us  with  275  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook.  We  are 
hoping  to  swell  this  number  in  the  new  year. 

Forty-five  of  our  auxiliaries  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  and  sent  an  offering 
of  $492.73.  One  zone  reported  100%  observance.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
the  day  when  we  can  say  that  the  district  attains  that  mark.  Prayer  changes 
things;   it  opens  the  heart-strings  and  purse-strings  alike.  Try  it. 

Five  auxiliaries  were  organized  during  the  year,  all  of  which  are  doing 
good  work  for  beginners  right  now. 

We  sent  the  conference  treasurer  $6,248.  These  figures  were  not  equal  to  our 
goal;  however,  we  feel  that  the  best  things  of  life  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars 
and  cents,  nor  can  they  be  recorded  here,  so  after  reading  this  report  you  may 
think  that  we  are  down  but  we  are  not  out,  fellow  workers,  and  when  these 
first  wabbly  steps  have  grown  steady,  I  fear  it  is  going  to  take  some  one  more 
than  Mrs.  Chadwick  to  keep  these  meddlesome  little  fingers  out  of  things.  Adding 
our  local  figures,  we  find  our  grand  total  to  be  $13,668. 

Rich  Square,  Halifax,  Milwaukee,  Providence,  Sarepta  and  Zion  (Norlina) 
attained  the  Efficiency  Standard.  I  would  like  to  mention  Weldon,  Wilson,  First 
Church,    Rocky    Mount,    Seaboard,    Jackson,    Warrenton,    Macon,    and    Conway, 
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for  their  fine  work,  also.  I  hope  each  one  of  them  will  be  added  to  the  first 
list  in  193  8.  For  three  successive  years  our  district  has  held  the  Chinese  banner. 
Though  the  missionary  society  is  not  entirely  responsible  for  the  Children's  pro- 
gram of  work,  but  our  women  are  anxious  about  them  and  help  them  in  every 
way  possible. 

We  do  feel  that  we  are  on  the  upward  road  and,  though  there  is  much  more 
to  be  done,  we  are  indeed  grateful  for  what  has  been  accomplished  in  193  7. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  a  greater  year  in  193  8  than  we  have  ever  known 
before.  I  thank  my  Heavenly  Father  for  being  allowed  to  serve  in  a  small  way 
in  His  vineyard  and  trust  that  I  may  be  able  to  do  more  as  the  years  go  by.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


As  we  compare  our  record  for  1937  with  that  for  the  previous  year,  we  find 
that  we  have  gone  forward  along  many  lines  and  in  at  least  two  achievements 
the  Wilmington  district  stands  not  only  first,  but  alone.  These  achievements  were: 
having  one  name,  Anna  Bryant,  of  Roseboro,  written  in  the  Book  of  Remem- 
brance at  Scarritt  College;  and  having  five  names  of  adults  placed  on  the 
memorial  roll  as  follows:  Mrs.  B.  F.  King,  by  Fifth  Avenue  Auxiliary;  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Burkhead,  by  Whiteville  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  W.  P.  McGlaughan,  by  Trinity 
Auxiliary;  Mrs.  Florence  S.  Brown,  by  Dr.  J.  P.  Brown;  Mrs.  Ida  Lee  Craig, 
by  her  sister. 

We  had  a  net  gain  of  four  auxiliaries — three  having  been  organized  in  193  7 
and  one  organized  in  1936  that  did  not  report  until  193  7.  The  new  auxiliaries 
are:  McGee  in  Union  Zone;  Smith's  in  Lumberton  Zone;  and  Belgrade  in  Ons- 
low-Jones Zone.  Council  auxiliary  in  Columbus  zone  organized  Shiloh  but  they 
united,  giving  us  5  7  auxiliaries  for  the  year.  A  Young  Woman's  Circle,  with 
sixteen  members,  was  organized  at  Warsaw.  These  new  groups  helped  our 
membership  to  show  an  increase  of  79  over  the  previous  year  and  gave  our 
district  second  place  in  this. 

More  auxiliaries  promoted  Baby  Specials  than  in  the  previous  year  but  less 
money  was  sent  in  from  this  source,  so  we  lost  the  Baby  banner  which  we  won 
in  1936  for  having  sent  in  the  largest  amount  of  money  that  year.  We  had  to 
take  second  place  this  time. 

There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Supply  Department,  also  in  local 
funds.  Our  grand  total  showed  an  increase  of  $1,211,  but  we  almost  missed 
paying  our  pledge — having  a  surplus  of  only  sixty-three  cents.  We  sent  the  con- 
ference treasurer   $85.00  less  in   1937  than  in    1936. 

Six  auxiliaries  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim,  namely:  Carver's  Creek,  Fair- 
mont, Richlands,  Whiteville,  Fifth  Avenue  and  Trinity — Wilmington.  Columbus 
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and  New  Hanover  zones  tied  in  winning  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy" — having 
two  auxiliaries  each  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim. 

Five  adult  and  seven  baby  life  members  were  added  to  our  roll:  Mrs.  Vir- 
ginia Griffin,  by  Columbus  Zone;  Mrs.  D.  W.  Galloway,  by  Lumberton  Zone; 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Blalock,  by  Fairmont  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  Dora  Koonce,  by  Onslow- 
Jones  Zone;  Elizabeth  Ellene  Bond,  by  grandfather;  Gurney  Bracy,  Jr.,  by 
Pembroke  Auxiliary;  Willie  Roswell  Stevens,  Jr.,  by  Bladen  Circuit  Auxiliaries; 
Bernice  Leona  Holland,  by  Onslow-Jones  Zone ;  John  Hyce  Barnes,  by  grand- 
mother; Elliott  Earl  Fisher,  by  grandmother;  and  Henry  Alexander  Marks,  Jr., 
by  Trinity  Auxiliary. 

At  the  close  of  1937  we  had  205  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook.  At  the 
1936  conference  the  Wilmington  district  was  awarded  the  prize  of  World  Outlook 
subscriptions  for  having  the  most  new  auxiliaries  organized  since  the  1935  con- 
ference. These  prize  subscriptions  went  to  the  eight  presidents  of  the  new  auxili- 
aries. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Week  of  Prayer  observance  but  the  offering  was 
less  than  that  for  the  previous  year.  With  a  $1.22  per  capita  gift,  Fairmont 
was  the  most  generous.  For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  Fairmont  has  led  in  per 
capita  giving.  This  year  their  average  is  $8.30;  Richlands  is  second  with  $5.31. 
The  per  capita  average  for  the  district  is  $2.65. 

Our  district  meeting  at  Rose  Hill,  October  6,  was  well  attended.  Our  own 
missionary,  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  and  Mrs.  Boone  were  the  guest  speakers.

(d)  That  the  leaflets,  "A  Wise  Investment  of  Life"  and  "Are  Ye  Able"  be 
secured  and  used  in  Young  Women's  groups.  (Order  from  Literature  Headquarters, 
706  Church  St.,  Nashville,  Tenn.) 

IV.  (a)  That  auxiliaries  elect  as  auxiliary  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials 
women  who  are  especially  adapted  to  missionary  work. 

(b)  That  the  packet  of  literature  to  be  provided  by  Council  for  use  in  Baby 
Specials,  be  ordered  and  used  by  each  auxiliary. 

(c)  That  a  larger  use  of  the  Florine  McEachern  gift  boxes  be  made. 

V.  (a)  That  special  talks  be  made  at  district,  zone  and  auxiliary  meetings, 
based  on  information  about  "Our  Dollars  at  Work."  (May  be  secured  from 
Literature   Headquarters)    emphasizing  gifts  to  Missions  rather  than  to  budgets. 

(b)  That  continued  effort  be  made  to  secure  Life  Members,  Honorary  Life

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S  WORK 


The   Committee  on   Children's  Work  recommends: 

GENERAL 

1.  That  early  in  October  the  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  each  church  be  asked  to  consider  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
Children's  Work  one  of  the  following  persons:  a  teacher  or  an  officer  of  the 
primary  or  junior  department  of  the  church  school,  or  some  other  member  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  who  is  vitally  interested  in  the  Children's  Work. 

2.  That  in  addition  to  the  representative  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
on  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  pastor  be  asked  wherever  practicable 
to  appoint  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  as  one  of  the  members  at  large 
and  that  these  two  representatives  of  the  Missionary  Society  keep  the  Board 
well  informed  concerning  missionary  units  in  order  that  provision  for  their 
regular  study  in  the  church  school  may  be  made. 

3.  That  time  be  given  at  district  and  zone  meetings,  at  least  once  during 
the  year,  for  the  presentation  of  the  co-operative  plan  and  current  missionary 
units. 

4.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  co-operate  with  the 
Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  promoting  joint  assembly  camps, 
or  institutes  for  the  children's  workers  throughout  the  conference  and  that 
wherever  possible  the  local  auxiliaries  help  to  provide  funds  to  send  local  secre- 
taries fo  Children's  Work  to  such  meetings. 

SPECIFIC— (For  local  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work) 

1.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  use  all  means  available  to  see  that 
the  fourth  Sunday  missionary  offerings  from  the  whole  church  school  are  properly 
channeled;  that  she  encourage  the  church  school  workers  to  educate  the  chil- 
dren as  to  the  purpose  of  this  special  fund;  and  that  she  keep  her  auxiliary 
informed  as  to  the  amount  given  through  the  fourth  Sunday  offerings  by  all 
divisions  of  the  church  school  throughout  the  year. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  encourage  and  wherever  needed 
assist  in  the  promotion  of  vacation  church  schools,  particularly  when  missionary 
texts  are  used.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  MISSION  AND  BIBLE  STUDY 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  (a)  That  Mission  Study  Classes  be  emphasized  by  each  auxiliary  presi- 
dent as  a  foundation  for  permanent  missionary  interest  and  service. 

(b)  That  two  Mission  Study  Classes  be  conducted  in  each  auxiliary,  using 
the  approved  current  books  recommended  for  spring  and  fall  classes. 
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2.  (a)  That  one  or  more  Bible  Study  Classes  be  conducted  in  each  auxili- 
ary, a  type  that  will  aid  in  deepening  spiritual  experiences  similar  to  that  of 
John  Wesley  at  Aldersgate  when  his  heart  was  strangely  warmed. 

(b)  That  current  Bible  study  texts  be  selected  from  our  approved  list  of 
books,  noting  the  fact  that  elective  courses  are  no  longer  approved  by  Council 
for  Bible  Study,  but  are  to  be  used  as  studies  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social 
Relations. 

3.  That  greater  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  formation  and  use  of  Mis- 
sionary Libraries  in  each  auxiliary  as  an  aid  in  missionary  education. 

4.  That  Reading  circles  be  organized  in  each  auxiliary,  realizing  that  valu- 
able missionary  information  will  be  gained  by  a  continuous  circulation  of  major 
texts  and  supplementary  books. 

5.  That  a  careful  study  of  report  blanks  be  made  and  that  four  clearly 
filled  quarterly  reports  be  sent  the  Conference  Superintendent  of  Study  promptly 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter  in  the  calendar  year. 

6.  That  Study  Superintendents  keep  the  standard  of  work  high,  stressing 
the  council  class  as  the  best  type  of  pattern  class  in  advanced  study  work. 

7.  That  Information  classes  be  conducted  in  auxiliaries  not  so  situated  as  to 
undertake  the   Council  or  Standard   Class. 

8.  That  District  Study  Coaching  Days  be  held  in  September — that  an 
intensive  study  be  made  of  the  definite  objectives  of  this  department. 

9.  That  Study  Superintendents,  wherever  possible,  attend  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  in  June  and  the  Missionary  Conference 
at  Lake  Junaluska,  August   1-7. 

10.  That  we  accept  the  new  study  topics  recommended  by  Council  for  the 
study  year    1938-39,    (Oct.    1,    1938-Oct.    1,    1939.) 

MISSION  STUDY 

a.  Home — Topic:     "The   Church   in   the   City". 

b.  Foreign — Topic:     "India." 

(The  text-books  to  be  announced  in  time  for  the  fall  classes.) 

BIBLE  STUDY 

A  new  Bible  Study  on  the  Psalms.     (To  be  provided  and  announced.)

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICITY  AND 
"WORLD  OUTLOOK" 

Realizing  the  importance  of  our  women  becoming  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  character  of  our  leaflet  literature  and  its  suitability  to  the  need  of  the 
auxiliary,   the  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Program  Committee  be  encouraged  to  give  first  place  to  the 
leaflet  material  when  arranging  programs  for  the  monthly  meetings. 
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2.  That  more  publicity  be  given  the  latest  news  from  the  mission  fields 
as  soon  as  the  Bulletins  are  received.  The  use  of  bulletin  boards,  blackboards, 
posters,  daily  and  weekly  papers  and  our  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  are  effective  ways  of  giving  this  information. 

3.  That  for  the  widest  and  most  varied  missionary  information  we  suggest 
reading  the  World  Outlook,  Missionary  Review  of  the  World,  and  our  general 
missionary  publications. 

4.  That  the  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Publicity  be  made  a  member  of 
the  Program  Committee  and  that  she  own  and  encourage  each  member  of  her 
committee  to  possess  a  copy  of  the  yearbook. 

5.  That  inasmuch  as  a  growing  interest  and  appreciation  of  World  Outlook 
is  evident  among  the  laymen  and  young  people  in  the  church,  it  is  suggested  that 
on  World  Outlook  Day  the  presentation  be  made  bv  a  layman.  And  further,  that 
auxiliaries  be  asked  to  provide  a  subscription  for  the  Young  People's  Depart- 
ment to  give  new  interest  to  this  missionary  program. 

6.  That  the  goal  of  increases  in  the  World  Outlook  subscriptions  for  1938 
be  105.  Each  district  secretary  pledging  herself  to  secure  15  new  subscribers 
in  her  district.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 

RELATIONS 

We  recommend : 

I.     GENERAL 

1.  That  the  general  recommendations  for  1937-38  be  carried  on  for  1938-39. 

2.  That  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  be  emphasized  and  interpreted 
at  a  zone  meeting  during  the  year. 

3.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  make  selections  from  the  list  of  recom- 
mended pamphlets,  packets,  and  books;  that  they  secure  them,  that  the  cost  be  met 
from  local  funds  and  that  they  promote  the  circulation,  reading  and  study  of  the 
materials  by  committee  and  auxiliary  members. 

II.     CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 
We  recommend: 

1.  (a).  That  we  study  the  provisions  made  in  our  state  for  juvenile  courts 
and  co-operate  with  their  local  juvenile  court  officers. 

(b)      That  we  study  the  North  Carolina  parole  system. 

2.  That  we  work  for  the  recommendation  as  outlined  by  the  Association  of 
Southern  Women  for  the  Prevention  of  Lynching,  as  follows: 

(a)  The  education  of  public  opinion. 

(b)  The  prevention  of  lynchings. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  continue  their  work  for  the  removal  of  slot  machines  and 
the  elimination  of  other  gambling  devices. 
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4.  That  we  urge  all  Methodists  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  alcohol  in  any 
form.  That  an  aggressive  study  be  made  of  the  effect  of  alcohol  on  the  body  and 
wide  use  be  made  of  available  statistic  of  accidents  and  deaths  due  to  alcoholism. 
That  we  co-operate  with  the  schools  in  their  required  study  of  alcohol. 

III.     INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  in  order  to  raise  the  standards  of  household  employment,  we  co-operate 
with  the  W.P.A.  and  N.Y.A.  training  projects  for  household  servants  and  with 
Junior  Leagues,  Y.  W.  C.  A.'s  and  Women's  Clubs  in  improving  conditions  of 
household  employment. 

2.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  C.  M.  E.  Church  in  their  program  of  Leader- 
ship Training,  especially  by  assisting  delegates  to  attend  their  Training  School 
in  Winston-Salem,  July  18-2  3,  expense  of  school  except  for  transportation 
being  $3.50. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  continue  the  community  studies  and  activities  in  interracial 
co-operation  begun  with  the  study  of  "A  Preface  to  Racial  Understanding". 

4.  That  auxiliaries  give  assistance  in  conducting  vacation  church  schools  for 
negro  children,  furnishing  materials  when  necessary. 

IV.     INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

Realizing  the  increasing  need  of  a  guide  to  our  thinking  in  the  midst  of  the 
confusion  of  the  industrial  world  today  we  recommend: 

That  auxiliary  committees  make  a  study  of  "Our  Wants  and  How  They  Are 
Satisfied,"  by  Mollie  Ray  Carroll,  using  the  questionnaire  and  study  guide  to  be 
found  at  the  end  of  each  chapter. 

V.     RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  rural  missionary  societies  seek  in  every  way  possible  to  relate  the 
church  to  the  community  needs  and  to  work  for  the  betterment  of  the  community, 
co-operating  with  the  welfare  agencies  in  the  development  of  an  adequate  program 
of  health  education,  economic  life,  etc. 

2.  That  Guide  No.  2  of  the  Rural  Community  series  dealing  with  the 
question  of  Health  be  used  by  rural  missionary  societies.  In  counties  where  there 
are  no  County  Health  Units,  that  missionary  societies  endeavor  to  create  public 
opinion  for  establishment  of  a  Unit. 

3.  That  our  church  women  help  educate  and  encourage  the  local  illiterate 
and  ignorant  women  concerning  the  available  government  aids. 

4.  That  auxiliary  and  conference  superintendent  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
recommendations  to  Congress  from  the  President's  Committee  on  Farm  Tenancy; 
that  they  write  at  once  to  the  National  Resource  Committee,  Washington,  D.  C. 
(care  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Alexander),  and  secure  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Committee; 
that  they  seek  to. promote  the  study  and  discussion  of  the  report;  and  that  they  sup- 
port such  measures  arising  from  the  report  as  are  in  keeping  with  sound  social 
justice  and  Christian  principles. 
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5.  That  women  interested  in  Rural  Development  be  urged  to  attend  the  Semi- 
nars for  Rural  Women  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  missionary  women  seek  to  find  suitable  candidates 
for  home  mission  work  and  urge  them  to  attend  Scarritt  for  the  special  courses  there. 
That  whereas  our  conference  has  many  rural  counties  with  isolated  sections  which 
are  definitely  in  need  of  specialized  trained  Christian  workers  that  we  urge  council 
to  recognize  this  need  and  send  a  deaconess  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for 
rural  work. 

VI.     INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD   PEACE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  during  the  year  193  8  we  lay  major  emphasis  on  the  necessity  of  the 
co-operation  of  the  United  States  with  other  nations  to  eliminate  war  and  to 
establish  and  maintain  peace  with  justice. 

2.  That  the  auxiliary  women  take  the  initiative  in  forming  Peace  Councils 
in  their  communities;  such  councils  to  be  non-denominational. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  make  a  study  of  the  various  bills  coming  before  Congress 
relative  to  International  Relations,  and  register  the  conviction  with  their  Congress- 
men. 

4.  We  recommend  wide  use  of  our  new  Peace  Packet.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  committee  has  continued  the  work  of  determining  the  status  of  women 
in  the  work  of  our  own  church  at  home  and  abroad  in  order  to  discover  and 
define  their  place  of  largest  usefulness  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

They  have  worked  along  two  main  lines:  (l)  To  create  an  interest  in  and 
to  secure  a  larger  number  of  women  in  the  conferences  and  on  the  conference 
quadrennial  boards  and  all  boards  in  the  local  church.  (2)  To  cultivate  the 
idea  and  secure  clergy  rights  for  faithful,  called  and  prepared  women  on  the 
same  basis  granted  faithful,  called  and  prepared  men. 

The  following  questions  have  been  studied: 
The  status  of  women  in  other  denominations. 
The  place  of  women  in  the  ministry  and  evangelism. 

Types  of  skill  open  to  women  in  the   Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 
Woman's  place  in  political,  social,  industrial,  educational   and  religious  life. 
Salaried  positions  open  to  the  women  in  our  church  and  a  comparison  of  wages 

of  men  and  women  engaged  in  the  same  type  of  work  in  business  and  in  the 

church.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CANDIDATE  COMMITTEE 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Candidate  Work  submits  its  annual  report. 
You  will  recall  that  this  committee  is  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  co-operation  and  mutual  helpfulness  in  seeking  out 
and  training  the  best  possible  candidates. 

The  committee  examines  the  credentials  of  all  candidates  and  recommends 
them  to  the  Council  Committee  on  Candidates. 

There  have  been  no  applications  before  us  during  the  past  conference  year, 
either  for  scholarships  or   recommendation   for  appointment  as  missionaries. 

The  full  committee  has  not  had  a  meeting  since  our  last  annual  meeting  in 
Fayetteville,  when  we  met  with  Miss  Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon,  secretary  of  Foreign 
Fields,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  function  and  procedure  of  the  Confer- 
ence Committee. 

In  February,  three  members  of  the  Candidate  Committee  had  lunch  with  Dr. 
Alice  Appenzeller,  president  of  Ehwa  College,  Seoule,  Korea,  to  discuss  with 
her  the  need  of  missionaries  in  Korea. 
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The  Council  Committee  on  Candidate  work  has  made  available  not  more 
than  eight  scholarships  at  Scarritt  College  for  the  summer  quarter  of  193  8. 
"These  persons  are  to  be  selected  from  groups  of  college  graduates  of  exceptional 
ability  and  outstanding  leadership." 

Your  Candidate  Committee  is  recommending  a  young  woman  for  appoint- 
ment to  this  scholarship.  These  scholarships  go  to  volunteer  workers  without 
reference  to  consecration  for  missionary  appointment. 

The  Conference  Committee  also  endorses  the  Council  recommendation  "that 
volunteer  scholarships  for  a  six  weeks'  course  at  Scarritt  College  be  made  avail- 
able this  summer  to  not  more  than  five  maturer  women  of  outstanding  leadership 
from  the  conferences." 

If  there  are  women  who  can  go  at  their  own  expense,  please  get  in  touch 
with  the  Scarritt  College  office  at  once. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  coming  of  Miss  Winnie  Lee  Davis,  the  Per- 
sonnel Worker  for  the  Council  Candidate  Committee,  to  visit  the  colleges  and 
other  organized  groups  of  young  people  in  our  conference.  The  Conference 
Candidate  Committee  will  co-operate  with  Miss  Davis  in  every  possible  way. 
Names  of  trained  capable  young  people  in  the  church  who  might  be  interested 
in  serving  as  missionaries  either  in  the  home  or  foreign  fields  would  be  ap- 
preciated by  this  committee  for  use  in  making  contacts  for  the  Council  Candidate 
Personnel  Worker.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  PLAN 

In  our  Advocate  Board  of  Christian  Education  page  recently  appeared  in- 
formation about  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan. 

I  hope  many  saw  this  article. 

We  have  come  to  a  time  when  Dr.  Cunninggim  urges  the  presentation  of 
the  Associate  Plan  to  the  congregation  of  the  church  as  well  as  to  the  women 
of  the  missionary  societies. 

During  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  accepted 
the  following  recommendation : 

ACTION  OF  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

"Your  board  is  grateful  for  the  work  being  done  by  Scarritt  College. 
We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  through  its  execu- 
tive secretary,  co-operate  in  the  matter  of  securing  Scarritt  Associates  for 
the  college." 

From  time  to  time  information  indicating  how  members  of  our  congregation 
may  assist  in  the  work  this  college  is  trying  to  do  will  appear  in  the  Advocate. 
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A  FEW  FACTS  ABOUT  SCARRITT   COLLEGE— A 
CONNECTIONAL  INSTITUTION 

In  1924  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School  was  removed  from  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  to  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  reorganized  as  Scarritt  College  for 
Christian  Workers.  By  charter  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  new 
institution  was  given  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  South.  The  General  Conference  of  1926  accepted  the  college 
as  "an  institution  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South." 

TYPES  OF  COURSES  OFFERED 

Operating  as  a  senior  college  and  graduate  school,  Scarritt  now  offers 
courses  for  four  general  types  of  workers:  (l)  Those  who  are  primarily 
interested  in  Christian  home-making  and  non-professional  community 
service;  (2)  Christian  social  workers  in  both  urban  and  rural  situations; 
(3)  Those  who  wish  to  prepare  for  some  phase  of  religious  education 
or  teaching;  and   (4)    Missionary  workers  for  foreign  service. 

SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  PLAN 

By  this  plan  it  was  purposed  that  there  should  be  formed  an  ever- 
widening  circle  of  friends  whose  relationship  with  the  college  would  be 
that  of  vital  "association"  with  its  central  plans,  purposes,  and  realiza- 
tions. These  associates  were  to  co-operate  with  the  administrative  staff 
and  the  faculty  through  constant  prayer  for  the  institution,  by  interpreting 
its  spirit  to  their  friends,  and  by  financial  contributions,  however  small, 
toward  its  maintenance.  Thus  was  established  this  personalized  method  of 
building  up  a  living  endowment  for  Scarritt. 

WHAT  CAN  WE  DO? 

The  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  offers  an  opportunity  to  anyone  who  is 
interested  to  have  a  part  in  the  continued  growth  and  effectiveness  of 
Scarritt.  One  dollar — or  more — per  year  enrolls  one  as  a  Scarritt  Associate 
and  unites  one  with  numbers  of  others  throughout  our  church  who  have  a 
vision  of  what  this  institution  is  meaning  and  will  mean  to  our  church.

Scarritt  calls  the  choice  young  life  of  the  church  that  she  may  train 
them — 

To  help  solve  the  social  problems  of  this  era. 

To  be  messengers  of  international  good  will. 

To  help  promote  inter-racial  understanding. 

To  be  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad. 

To  help  interpret  spiritual  longings. 

To  found  Christian  homes. 
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We  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  each  district  secretary  appoint  an  intelligent  and  dependable  woman 
as  district  Scarritt  Associate  representative  to  further  develop  the  plan  through 
the  districts. 

2.  That  at  district  meetings,  soon  to  be  held,  the  secretary  and  representa- 
tive plan  a  Scarritt  display  with  pictures,  posters,  leaflets,  etc. 

3.  That  zone  leaders  appoint  a  Scarritt  representative  to  do  similar  work 
at  zone  meetings  so  that  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  will  reach  the  largest  possible 
number. 

4.  That  every  auxiliary  appoint  a  Scarritt  Associate  representative  to  pre- 
sent to  various  groups  in  church  the  plan  for  endearing  Scarritt  College  to  the 
entire  church,  working  with  the  local  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

5.  That  the  auxiliary  representatives  arrange  to  present  the  plan  to  Young 
People's  Groups,  making  them  acquainted  with  great  work  done  by  Scarritt.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS  RECEIVING 
CERTIFICATES  FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 


A  STANDARD  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small 
group,  with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding 
daily  or  weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion 
group  and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch  so 
that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to  express 
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her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point  for 
discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the  current 
press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures,  and 
curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents  of 
the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

INTERPRETATIONS  OF  SOME  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CLASSES 
APPLYING  FOR  COUNCIL  RECOGNITION 

The  current  book  is  one  on  the  approved  list  for  this  year:  October  1,  1937- 
October  1,   1938. 

Seven  weeks  are  allowed  to  meet  emergencies,  such  as  a  monthly  meeting  or 
other  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  leader. 

One  teacher,  or  leader,  must  have  charge  of  the  class.  She  may  use  others  for 
participation  at  her  discretion,  but  unity  of  purpose  and  plans  depend  on  one 
■person's  guidance. 

Each  member  of  the  enrolled  class  must  read  the  text  and  do  additional  work 
assigned  by  the  leader. 

Seventy-five  percent  attendance  means  an  average  of  6  out  of  8,  18  out  of 
24,  or  45  out  of  60,  etc.,  enrolled  members  of  a  class  present  at  each  session. 

Council  classes  shall  hold  the  four  or  six  sessions  all  together.  Extra  meetings 
may  be  held  in  groups  if  desired  as  outside  work. 

Interesting  outside  work  may  be  explained  on  extra  sheets.  This  will  often 
make  the  report  more  accurate,  and  clear  up  misunderstandings. 

Teachers  who  have  taught  in  Sunday  school  for  eighteen  or  twenty  years 
and  have  not  been  interested  in  attending  district  training  days  for  leaders  of 
study  groups  or  in  taking  one  or  more  mission  courses  in  training  schools  (if 
there  has  been  opportunity) ,  may  not  be  qualified  to  teach  a  mission  study  class 
applying  for  Council  recognition. 

Mission  courses  taken  in  standard  training  schools  which  may  receive  Council 
recognition  are: 
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1.  Missionary  Education  in  the  Local  Church. 

2.  Missionary  Education  of  Children. 

3.  The   World   Mission    of  the   Christian   Religion. 

4.  A  Survey  of  Methodist  Missions. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  the  members  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  must 
take  such  a  course  before  applying  for  Council  recognition. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several 
years  of  experience  in  study  should  endeavor  to  form   standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks  than  if 
it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to  the 
conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  missionary 
education. 


MISSION  AND  BIBLE  STUDY  FACTS  MADE  PLAIN 

1.  What  is  the  work  of  the  auxiliary  Study  superintendent? 

Ans.  The  superintendent  of  Study  should  promote  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment by  carrying  out  the  Conference  Study  Program.  Upon  her  rests  the  respon- 
sibility of  arranging  for  three  courses  of  study  during  the  year.  Two  of  these 
should  be  Mission  courses  and  one  a  Bible  Study  course.  The  order  in  which 
these  courses  are  taken  depends  upon  the  local  situation  but  frequently  a  Bible 
Study  is  taken  early  in  the  year,  followed  by  a  Mission  Study  in  the  spring.  In 
the  fall  societies  have  the  second  Mission  Study,  following  Coaching  Days  held 
in  each  district  in  September.  Other  duties  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  will 
be  found  in  the  answers  to  other  questions  which  follow. 

2.  What  is  the  yearly  Study  Program? 

Ans.     a.  Two  Mission  Study  classes. 

b.  One  Bible  Study  class. 

c.  A  Reading  Circle. 

d.  A  Missionary  Library. 

e.  Four  quarterly  reports  sent  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

Current  books  from  the  approved  list  must  be  used  for  all  study  classes. 

3.  State  briefly  the  difference  between  the  two  types  of  classes  called  a 
Council  class  and  an  Information  class. 

a.  The  Council  class:  This  is  the  advanced  type  of  study  and  is  a  pattern 
class  for  which  a  special  Council  certificate  is  given.  This  certificate  means  "work 
well  done."  For  this  type  of  class  a  well  qualified  leader  is  needed,  one '  who 
will  guide  a  discussion  of  vital  topics  previously  assigned  and  which  will  enable 
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all  the  class  from  time  to  time  to  have  a  part,  so  that  some  problems  will  be 
solved.  This  is  creative  teaching.  Requirements  for  this  class  can  be  found  on 
page  1 2  of  the  Study  Handbook  and  also  on  the  back  of  the  application  blank 
for  a  Council  certificate.  Write  your  conference  superintendent  of  Study  for 
this  special  Council  blank,  but  do  not  confuse  it  with  your  quarterly  report  blanks. 
One  does  not  take  the  place  of  the  other. 

b.  The  Information  class:  Many  auxiliaries  are  not  so  situated  as  to  under- 
take Council  classes.  Where  this  is  true  a  class  of  two  or  three  sessions  or  perhaps 
a  one-day  class  may  be  conducted.  Circuit  classes  are  sometimes  held.  This  may  be 
planned  to  suit  your  particular  group.  The  same  methods  may  be  used  for 
Mission  and  Bible  Study  classes.  Both  the  Council  and  Information  types  are  of 
equal  value  to  their  respective  groups,  provided  a  sincere  effort  is  made  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  of  the  study  program.  Thirty  minutes  is  the  shortest  class  session 
accepted  in  an  Information  class  in  Mission  or  Bible  Study. 

4.  How  often  should  a  book  on  Stewardship  be  used  for  Bible  Study? 
Ans.     This  is  left  with  the  auxiliary.  Stewardship  is  only  one  of  many  Bible 

Study  topics  and  may  be  used  as  often  as  the  group  feels  the  need  of  such  a 
study.  Auxiliaries  are  not  required  to  use  this  topic  for  Bible  Study  every  year; 
use  any  current  book  on  approved  list. 

5.  Are  elective  courses  still  accepted  for  Bible  Study  classes? 

Ans.  No.  The  elective  courses  are  no  longer  approved  by  Council  for  Bible 
Study,  but  are  to  be  used  as  studies  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

6.  Is  there  any  literature   on  Reading  Circles  and   Missionary  Libraries? 
Ans.     There    is   none.    A    Missionary    Library   may   be    assembled    under   the 

leadership  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Study.  Individuals  usually  respond 
to  a  "Missionary  Book  Shower."  Used  study  books,  World  Outlooks  and  other 
missionary  magazines  and  leaflets  may  be  added  each  year  and  if  there  are  funds, 
the  auxiliary  might  buy  books  each  year,  suggested  on  the  approved  list,  for 
the  library.  A  librarian  should  be  appointed  and  prominence  given  to  the  library. 
Every  society  can  have  a  small  one.  A  Reading  Circle  is  the  circulation  of 
missionary  books.  Use  the   Missionary  Libraries  by   forming  Reading   Circles. 

7.  How  many  reports  should  be  sent  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study 
during  a  year  and  where  are  these  blanks  found? 

Ans.  Four  quarterly  reports  should  be  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  in  the  calendar  year,  describing  classes  clearly.  Never  fail  to  give  the 
number  of  members  attending  the  class.  (Do  not  say  "the  entire  auxiliary"  but 
give  the  class  enrollment  in  numbers) .  Classes  should  be  reported  only  once. 
Always  give  the  name  of  your  church  and  district.  These  blanks  are  found  in 
the  back  of  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary's  Record  and  Report  Book. 

8.  What  are  our  Conference  Study  Honors? 

Ans.  There  are  three  Conference  Study  Honors,  the  "Study  Honorable 
Mention  Certificate,"  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim  Certificate,"  and  the  "Lillie 
Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel." 

9.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  Study  Honorable  Mention  Certificate? 
Ans.     To    earn    this   an    auxiliary    must    conduct    two    Mission    Study    classes 

during  the  calendar  year  using  current  spring  and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council; 
one  Bible  Study  using  approved  current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary 
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must  have  a  Missionary  I>ibrary,  a  Reading  Circle  and  four  quarterly  reports 
must  be  sent  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

10.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim"  certificate? 
Ans.     To    earn    this    highest    study    honor,    an    auxiliary    must    conduct    two 

standard  Mission  Study  classes  during  the  calendar  year,  using  current  spring 
and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council;  one  standard  Bible  Study  using  an  approved 
current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary  must  have  a  Missionary  Library, 
a  Reading  Circle  and  four  prompt  quarterly  reports  must  be  sent  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

11.  Since  the  Lillie   Moore  Everett  Jubilee   Study  Jewel   is  a   district  honor, 
explain  how  an  auxiliary  can  help  win  this  for  its  district? 

Ans.  Each  year  the  district  having  the  highest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
reporting  three  study  classes  during  the  year,  two  Mission  Study  classes,  using 
current,  spring  and  fall  texts  from  our  approved  list  and  one  Bible  Study  class, 
using  a  current  text  from  our  approved  list  is  awarded  this  lovely  jewel.  It  is 
not  required  that  the  classes  be  standard.  Any  good  bona  fide  class  is  accepted. 
These  classes  must  be  properly  reported  to  the  conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

12.  What  is  a   Council   Certificate  of  Special  Recognition  and   what  are  the 
requirements  for  this? 

Ans.  It  is  the  certificate  given  by  Council  for  what  is  called  standard  or 
Council  Mission  Study  classes  when  certain  text  books  from  the  approved  list  are 
used.  This  certificate  is  not  given  for  Bible  Study  classes  nor  is  it  given  for  all 
the  texts  on  our  approved  list.  (These  are  always  indicated) .  Write  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Study  for  this  special  report  blank  before  beginning  your 
Council  class  in  order  to  study  carefully  the  requirements  on  the  other  side  of 
the  blank.  Don't  fail  to  fill  in  each  blank  fully  and  completely,  leaving  no  ques- 
tions unanswered.  Always  describe  class  very  clearly. 

A  Council  class  must  have  75%  of  the  enrolled  study  class  members  present 
at  every  session;  there  must  be  four  sessions  of  \]/2  hours  or  six  sessions  of  1  hour; 
each  enrolled  member  of  the  class  must  read  the  text  and  additional  work  must 
be  assigned  by  the  leader;  one  qualified  teacher  must  have  charge  of  the  class, 
using  others  for  participation  in  class  sessions;  other  supplementary  books  and 
materials  in  addition  to  the  text  should  be  used;  a  variety  of  methods  may  be 
used  as  the  aims,  problems  and  materials  may  require  but  assignments  and  dis- 
cussions are  recommended ;  the  class  must  be  conducted  within  the  period  of  six 
weeks;  only  one  class  session  may  be  held  in  a  day.  (See  answer  to  question  3 
on  types  of  classes). 

13.  Explain  the  Mission  Study  year  and  when  is  a  book  current? 

Ans.  The  Study  year  is  from  October  1st  of  one  year  to  October  1st  of  the 
next  year,  because  that  conforms  to  the  school  year  and  also  because  we  are  sure 
of  our  new  current  books  by  then.  Another  reason  is  that  the  summer  missionary 
conferences  and  other  summer  opportunities  are  used  to  prepare  for  the  new- 
fall  studies.  The  fiscal  year  or  calendar  year  is  from  January  to  January  and 
quarterly  reports  and  annual  reports  conform  to  that.  But  current  means,  "on 
the  approved  list  and  studied  between  October  of  one  year  to  October  of  the 
next." 

14.  Where  may  Study  leaders  secure  Study  Handbooks  and  the  approved  book 
lists? 
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Ans.  The  conference  superintendent  of  Study  sends  a  new  approved  book 
list  to  each  auxiliary  Study  superintendent  in  September  each  year.  These  are  to 
be  used  until  a  list  is  sent  the  next  September.  There  are  no  lists  to  be  sent  in 
January.  Newly  elected  superintendents  of  Study  should  ask  the  former  super- 
intendent for  the  Study  Handbook  and  approved  list  of  books,  or  send  five  cents 
in  coin,  for  a  Study  Handbook,  to  Literature  Headquarters,  706  Church  Street, 
Nashville,  Tenn.

Ans.  Order  all  these  books  and  materials  from  The  Methodist  Publishing 
House,  Richmond,  Va. 

1 6.  Are  the  mission  books,  from  the  General  Section  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, which  are  taught  by  the  pastors  each  spring  as  church-wide  Mission  Study 
classes,  accepted  as  "Mission  Study"  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society? 

Ans.  Yes.  If  a  missionary  society  is  not  especially  anxious  to  do  Council 
Recognition  work,  they  may  co-operate  with  the  pastor  in  a  church-wide  class 
if  a  representative  number  of  women  read  the  books  and  participate  in  the  dis- 
cussion and  the  activities,  reporting  this  as  the  spring  Mission  Study  class.  When 
this  is  done,  the  fall  book  must  be  studied  for  your  second  Mission  Study  class 
in  order  to  earn  any  of  our  three  conference  honors.  The  church-wide  class  with 
the  pastor  in  the  spring  and  another  class  using  our  spring  topic  from  the 
Council  approved  list  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  year.  Two  Mission  Study 
classes  means  that  one  spring  topic  and  one  fall  topic  must  be  studied. 
17.  Suggest  ways  for  becoming  a  better  qualified  Study  superintendent. 
Ans.  By  attending  Officers'  Training  Days,  zone,  district,  and  annual  mis- 
sionary meetings  in  the  spring,  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University 
in  June,  Leadership  Schools  and  Missionary  Conferences  at  Lake  Junaluska  in 
August,  District  Coaching  Days  in  September  and  by  using  other  opportunities 
for  special  preparation,  Study  superintendents  will  be  better  prepared  to  direct 
one  of  the  most  fundamental  parts  of  our  woman's  missionary  work  which  is  a 
tremendous  responsibility  but  a  high  privilege.

STANDARDS  FOR  EFFICIENT  RECOGNITION  IN 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Those  auxiliaries  are  entitled  to  especial  Council  recognition  whose  commit- 
tees have  given  evidence  of  marked  progress  in  study  and  service.  This  depart- 
ment can  be  effective  only  when  those  responsible  for  it  in  the  auxiliary  are  both 
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faithful   and   alert   in   the  $tudy   of   social   conditions   in   the    community   and   in 
general. 

(1)  Study  of  this  "Handbook"  by  superintendents  and  committees  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Study  of  a  "packet"  or  pamphlet  on  some  phases  of  social  relations  or 
social  welfare. 

(3)  Definite  service  activity  engaged  in. 

(4)  Four  consecutive  reports  sent  conference  superintendent. 


DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  me?nbership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  formerly 
designated  as  dues,  pledge,   retirement  and   relief,  and  conference  expense   fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials/ which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  wo 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  women, 
and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be  itemized  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be  included  in 
the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  ?nust  be  in  addition  to  the  pledge 
made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other  obligations  already 
assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must  also  be  designated 
in  the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the  person  thus  honored 
from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership   in   the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  auxiliaries, 
Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Education  and  Promotion 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  conferences  and  credited 
to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
when  the  pledge  is  made  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
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funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the 
auxiliary.  Such  money  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  SUPPLIES 


QUOTATION  FROM  THE  "COUNCIL  BULLETIN,"   193  6 

"In  order  not  to  dissipate  our  missionary  funds  and  that  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  keep  within  the  law,  we  recommend  the  following  definite  in- 
terpretation of  the  By-Law  governing  Supplies: 

(1)  'Boxes  of  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  may  include  cash  and  supplies  sent  to  needy  ministers ;  but  they 
must  be  recommended  by  their  presiding  elders.  The  law  does  not  include  dona- 
tions to  ministerial  students,  but  may  include  needy  widows  of  preachers. 

(2)  'Boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  institutions  in  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council'  may  also  include  cash,  provided  this  is  to  be  spent 
for  supplies  needed  in  the  work  of  the  institutions;  but  (a)  not  for  building 
enterprises;  (b)  not  to  pay  off  debts;  (c)  not  for  personal  gifts  to  missionaries, 
deaconesses,  and  Scarritt  scholarship  students;  (d)  not  for  college  education  of 
prospective  candidates." 


PER  CAPITA  BASIS  FOR  EFFICIENCY  AIM,  ITEM  3 

The  auxiliary  per  capita  increase  shall  be  based  upon  all  money  sent  to  the 
conference  treasurer. 


84  Woman's  Missionary  Society 

By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  adult 
auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates, 
together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  and 
the  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting  body 
of  the  conference. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to  con- 
ference, which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from   the  body. 

7.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

8.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at 
the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one 
year  to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected 
to  do  so. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference  Societies 


CONSTITUTION 

1.  In  each  annual  conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  All  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees. 

(4)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  which  includes  wo- 
man's work  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(7)  And  the  following  officers:  A  president,  a  vice-president,  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work;  and  superintendents  of  Study,  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  confer- 
ence shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected 
to  conference  offices.  If  after  such  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  confer- 
ence bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  conference 
office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  from  among  the  district 
secretaries  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  x"\.lternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign 
fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that 
time  in  the  United  States. 

4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 
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7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  to  the 
conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  to  the 
Organization  secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the  preceding  session 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same  on 
record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account  of 
each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  handle 
only  such  funds  as  are. used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the  Council. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the  conference 
secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  trans- 
mitting such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also  send 
an  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups,  in  co-operation  with  district 
secretaries,  shall  through  the  auxiliary  presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young 
Women's  Groups  actively  cultivate  young  women  in  the  conference  for  member- 
ship in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She  shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of 
the  work  to  the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council. 

1  1.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  semi- 
annually to  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible 
Study.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in 
charge  of  Organization. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  secretary  in 
charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  literature 
throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion 
of'  the  World  Outlook.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Education  and 
Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic 
and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the  confer- 
ence into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superin- 
tendent of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintendent  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields'  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  secretary  in  charge  of  Organization. 
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1 6.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  auxiliaries  and  use  every 
available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their 
districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district  conference  and 
may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  zones 
according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The  districts  secre- 
taries shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  auxiliary  societies,  funds  contributed 
to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons  are  a 
part  of  the  general  fund,  which  clnnot  be  directed  by  the  conference. 

19.  Provisions  for  a  conference  expense  fund  shall  be  made  by  each  confer- 
ence according  to  the  requirements.  No  part  of  directed  missionary  offerings  shall 
be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  specific 
objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual 
session. 

2 1 .  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

STANDING  RULES 

1.  The  Woman's  Department  in  each  church  paper  shall  be  edited  by  one 
woman  only.  She  shall  be  selected  by  the  president  and  corresponding  secretary 
of  the  patronizing  conference. 

2.  In  each  Conference  Society  a  committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  conference  secretary,  shall  be  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within  its 
boundary  and  co-operate  with  them  for  the  advancement  of  their  work. 

3.  A  campaign  for  Mission  Study  shall  be  urged  in  October  and  special 
effort  made  to  organize  classes  in  every  auxiliary. 

4.  A  yearbook  of  programs  for  auxiliaries  shall  be  prepared  annually  by  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Literature  and  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

5.  One  handbook  and  one  yearbook  shall  be  furnished  free  to  the  president 
of  each  auxiliary. 

6.  The  week  beginning  with  the  first  Sunday  in  November  shall  be  observed 
as  a  Week  of  Prayer. 

7.  The  following  schedule  of  quarterly  events  shall  be  observed  as  an  annual 
basis  of  cultivation:  (a)  First  Quarter — An  Officers'  Training  Day  in  District  or 
Zone  Groups,  (b)  Second  Quarter — A  Membership  and  Enlistment  Campaign, 
(c) Third  Quarter — A  Training  Day  for  Mission  Study  Leadership,  (d)  Fourth 
Quarter — A  Week  of  Prayer  and  Harvest  Day. 

8.  The  standard  of  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  be:  (a)  The 
sending  of  four  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference  superintendent;  (b)  a  study  of 
the  handbook  for  Superintendents  and  Committees  of  Christian  Social  Relations; 
(c)  definite  service  performed;  (d)  regular  representation  from  the  committee  in 
a  Mission  Study  class;  (e)  the  study  of  one  of  the  special  packets  of  literature 
recommended  by  the  Bureau;   (f)   regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Adult  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided: 

1.  This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 

Church,   auxiliary  to  Conference   Society   of 

the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangel- 
ization of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of 
civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over,  or  one  under  twenty- 
four  years  of  age  who  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  adult  life  through 
marriage  or  vocation  may  become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings,  covering 
relief  and  retirement  and  conference  expense  funds,  free  will  offerings,  and  Scar- 
ritt  maintenance.  Scholarships  for  Scarritt  College  shall  be  raised  as  auxiliary  or 
conference  specials.  An  offering  shall  be  taken  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for 
special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  offer- 
ings to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  individuals  for  the  support  of  special 
work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  member  by  payment  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is 
an  honor  and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  member- 
ship. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Church 
Board  of  Christian  Education   (1934  Discipline  If  42 1    (l)    ). 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  cor- 
responding secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a 
treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer,  and  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials,  of  Study, 
of  Literature  and  Publicity,  of  the  World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations, 
of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 

10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular  monthly 
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meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  At  the  November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  bi- 
ennially, the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held.  Officers  shall  be  installed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church,  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  aux- 
iliary. She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference 
secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of 
their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She 
shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to 
be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the 
chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  or  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  monthly 
and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  semi-annually 
to  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

7.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  parents  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  for  interest  in  and 
contributions  to  the  Kindergarten  and  Child  Welfare  Work  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary. 

(2)  Children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  life  members  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars,  and  their  names  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  for 
five  dollars.  These  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  auxiliary  treasurer  with  her  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

8.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
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Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study  classes.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall 
present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items  to  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference 
superintendents  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
circulation  of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  re- 
newals and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to  present 
the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting,  the 
missionary  society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Publicity. 

11.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by  securing 
the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare  movements  of 
community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and  programs  com- 
mitted to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  re- 
port quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of   Christian   Social   Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintend  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  features 
of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may  have  in  the 
care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Local  Work.

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

Since  1878,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
sent  13  of  her  daughters  as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands:  3  to  China;  5  to  Brazil; 
4  to  Korea;  and  1  to  Mexico.  There  have  been  12  others  who,  as  wives  of  mis- 
sionaries serving  under  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  have  gone  with  their 
husbands  to  their  appointments  in  the  foreign  countries  where  our  church  is 
established:  1  to  China;  2  to  Korea;  4  to  Japan;  3  to  Brazil;  and  2  to  Africa 
(Congo  Beige).  In  our  own  land,  12  have  served  as  deaconess,  city  missionary, 
or  contract  workers  in  our  various  institutions  in  the  different  types  of  service 
undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

In  1938  there  were  409  Adult  Auxiliaries,  with  membership  of  14,480  in 
the  North  Carolina  Conference.  102  Young  Women's  Groups  reported  a  mem- 
bership of  1955,  besides  a  great  number  of  young  women  working  in  the  Adult 
Auxiliaries.  Baby  specials  were  reported  by  144  auxiliaries,  and  the  offering 
from  the  babies  amounted  to  $748.80.  Fourth  Sunday  offerings  for  Missions 
from  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Church  Schools  was  $611.11.

April  21,  1938 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  new  president,  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman.  This  being  a  luncheon  meeting,  little  business  was  tran- 
sacted. Mrs.  Hillman  paid  tribute  to  the  splendid  work  done  in  the 
Conference  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  retiring  president.  She  said  that 
she  was  depending  on  the  old  officers  to  give  the  marching  orders, 
and  the  new  officers  would  follow.  She  asked  that  every  officer 
answer  all  communications  pertaining  to  the  work  within  twenty-four 
hours  of  the  time  they  were  received. 

Chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  were  reappointed,  except  that 
Mrs.  Hillman  will  replace  Mrs.  Gates. 

A  motion  carried  to  continue  sending  free  record  books  to  new 
Auxiliaries.  District  Secretaries  were  asked  to  send  Mrs.  R.  H.  Broom 
a  correct  list  of  Auxiliary  Presidents. 

Requisition  for  stationery  blanks  were  passed  and  filled  out. 

Methodist  Orphanage 
October  6-7,  1938 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  president.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb  led  the  devotional.  The  minutes  of  the  last  Executive  Board 
Meeting  were  read  and  approved.  It  was  voted  to  include  condensed 
minutes  of  Executive  Board  Meetings  in  the  Conference  Journal. 

A  motion  carried  to  send  to  Council  an  application  for  a  Rural 
Deaconess  for  this  Conference.  Miss  Lamb  moved  that  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  act  with  the  Bishop,  the  seven 
Presiding  Elders,  Rev.  Marvin  Ormond,  and  Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw 
to  determine  the  placement  and  duties  of  the  Deaconess  in  case  one 
is  assigned.    The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Hillman  stated  that  our  Paine  College  Scholarship  has  been 
divided  into  two  $100  partial  maintenance  scholarships,  and  that  one 
had  been  awarded  to  Essie  Lee  Frizzelle  of  New  Bern,  and  one  to 
Dorothy  Lee  Thomas  of  Winston-Salem. 

A  gift  of  $50.00  from  Dr.  Vance  Thompson  in  memory  of  her 
mother  was  voted  added  to  the  Scarritt  Scholarship  Loan  Fund. 
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The  Committee  ordered  that  Miss  Viola  Netherly  be  reimbursed 
for  expenses  incurred  by  her  in  the  Negro  Leadership  School  at 
Winston-Salem. 

Zone  Programs  were  discussed  and  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Board 
that  it  is  best  to  use  local  women  on  these  programs  when  possible. 

Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis  led  the  "Good-night"  devotional.

Mrs.  Hillman  urged  every  member  of  the  Board  to  plan  to  attend 
the  school  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  next  summer. 

Mrs.  Rivers  asked  that  Christian  Social  Relations  be  stressed  at 
Officers  Training  Day,  District,  and  Zone  Meetings. 

It  was  voted  that  a  Conference  Program  Committee  be  appointed 
by  the  President. 

Mrs.  Gates,  Chairman  of  the  Conference  Candidate  Committee, 
and  Miss  Winnie  Lee  Davis,  Personnel  Worker  for  the  Council 
Candidate  Committee,  spoke  of  the  need  for  volunteers  for  full  time 
service. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  C. 
January  24,  1939 

The  opening  devotional  was  led  by  the  President. 

Miss  Lamb  repeated  her  request  that  each  District  have  a  District 
Spiritual  Life  Leader. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  that  our  request  for  a  Rural  Deaconess 
had  been  sent  to  Council. 

The  President  nominated  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rivers  and  Mrs.  C.  E. 
Brooks  to  the  Rural  Church  Commission. 

An  invitation  to  Council  Meeting  at  Asheville,  from  the  Western 
N.  C.  Conference  was  read. 

Mrs.  McKinne,  in  her  report,  stated  that  the  $2,000.00  necessary 
for' a  Rural  Deaconess  was  in  hand. 

It  was  voted  to  continue  sending  cash  donations  to  the  Student 
Center  for  Supplies. 

Continued  support  of  the  Negro  Leadership  School  at  Winston- 
Salem  was  assured. 

Mrs.    Boone    announced   that    Council   will    give   credit    for    "In- 
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vincible  Advance"  as  taught  by  the  Pastors,  if  Council  requirements 
are  met. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Gates  was  read,  stating  that  Miss  Viola 
Netherly  had  applied  for  a  scholarship  at  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Hillman  said  that  Spiritual  Life  Groups  are  asked  to  pray  for 
at  least  five  young  women  from  this  Conference  to  volunteer  for 
full  time  service.  She  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Louise  Davis  express- 
ing appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  attend  Scarritt  Summer  School 
last  summer. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten  asked  the  Board  to  endorse  Louisburg  College 
as  a  local  project  in  the  Auxiliaries.    This  endorsement  was  given. 

Mrs.  Hood  renewed  the  request  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage  for 
Octagon  coupons. 

Our  Pledge  to  Council  was  ordered  at  $39,000  Adult,  and  $500 
Babies. 

It  was  voted  to  allow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $50.00  per  year  for 
clerical  assistance  to  the  Superintendent  of  Literature,  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  mailing  entailed  by  that  office. 

A  motion  carried  to  have  a  personnel  committee  to  consider  resig- 
nations with  a  view  to  filling  vacancies. 

Mrs.  Wooten  presented  her  resignation  as  Superintendent  of 
Children's  Work,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  above  committee. 

The  President  appointed  to  the  Conference  Program  Committee 
Mrs.  Roscoe  Foreman,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Bradley,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  and 
Mrs.  Hillman. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Conference  Journal  be  dedicated  to  Mrs. 
Gates. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  1,621  net  increase  in  members. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

April  11,  1939 

The  meeting  opened  with  prayer. 

The  President  read  the  following  recommendations  from  Council, 
and  the  Board  voted  concurrence  in  each  instance:

5.  That  the  Conference  assist  with  the  Negro  Leadership  Training 
school  at  Winston-Salem.  It  was  announced  that  Miss  Viola 
Netherly  will  teach  in  this  school,  and  the  Board  voted  $25.00 
toward  the  expense  of  the  school. 

6.  That  the  Conference  send  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  to  a  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  at  Scarritt,  at  a  cost  of 
$50.00.  Miss  Lamb  stated  that  she  would  be  unable  to  attend,  and 
she  was  instructed  to  send  an  alternate. 

Mrs.  Hillman  stated  that  Miss  Helen  Evans  had  been  recommended 
for  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Seminar  at  Scarritt.  Council  pays 
for  the  Scholarship,  and  Miss  Evans  will  per  her  other  expenses.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  11,  1939 

The  Conference  opened  at  2:00  o'clock  with  the  president,  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  in  the  chair.  The  Conference  Hymn  —  "Awake, 
Awake,  to  Love  and  Work"  was  sung.  The  devotional  was  led  by 
Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  Deaconess  in  charge  of  the  Student  Center 
at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  who  read  Mark  16:7  and  spoke 
on  "Discipleship."  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal"  was  sung  in  closing 
the  worship  service. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  N.  Daniel  delivered  the  address  of  welcome,  which 
was  responded  to  by  Mrs.  Malcolm  Watlington. 

A  roll  call  of  Districts  showed  the  following  number  of  delegates 
registered  at  2:00  o'clock:  Durham  22,  Elizabeth  City  36,  Fayette- 
ville  13,  New  Bern  14,  Raleigh  11,  Rocky  Mount  7,  Wilmington  12. 
There  were  86  delegates  present  who  were  attending  Conference  for 
the  first  time.  52  delegates  were  under  thrity-five  years  of  age, 
counted  as  "Young  Women." 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committees:  To  examine 
the  minutes — Mrs.  John  Covington,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Broom,  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Graham. 

On  Resolutions — Mrs.  R.  W.  Bynum,  Jr.,  Mrs.  J.  G.  White, 
Mrs.  L.  N.  Stephenson. 

Platform  Courtesy — Mrs.  H.  C.  Gravely,  Mrs.  M.  O.  Fletcher, 
Miss  Lizzie  Dell  Sutton,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love. 

The  recording  secretary  gave  her  report,  and  it  was  filed  for 
record. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  vice-president,  presented  the  new  president, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  who  gave  her  annual  message,  which  is  incorpo- 
rated in  this  Journal. 

Mrs.  Faison  gave  her  report,  and  it  was  filed  for  record. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  reported  for  the  Children's  Work  for  the 
last  time,  having  tendered  her  resignation  after  eleven  years  of  tireless 
service.    The  report  was  filed  for  record. 

Miss  Alma  Cade,  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
explained  how  the  Women's  Work  with  children  and  the  Church 
School  program  have  been  coordinated. 

A  solo,  "Alone  With  Thee"  by  Bailey,  was  rendered  by  Mrs. 
Thad  Taylor. 
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The  report  on  Mission  and  Bible  Study  was  given  by  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone,  and  filed  for  record.  The  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee 
Jewel  was  awarded  to  the  New  Bern  District  for  the  greatest  number 
of  Auxiliaries  reporting  three  Study  Classes. 

A  message  of  love  was  read  from  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett, 
Conference  Historian  Emerita,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
send  greeting  from  the  Conference  to  her. 

Miss  Pearl  Young  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the  Methodist  Publish- 
ing House.  The  profits  from  this  business  go  to  the  Superannuate 
Fund. 

Mrs.  Hillman  announced  that  a  book  of  poems  by  Mrs.  Carter, 
hostess  president,  was  available  in  the  book  room. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  D.  E.  Eubanks  of 
Aurora. 

TUESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

The  session  opened  with  the  hymn  "In  Christ  There  Is  No  East 
or  West."  Rev.  L.  B.  Jones  read  the  first  chapter  of  Acts  and  led  in 
prayer.  He  spoke  a  few  well  chosen  words  of  welcome  to  the  Con- 
ference. 

A  solo  "Open  the  Gates  of  the  Temple"  by  Knapp,  was  sung  by 
Mr.   James  Smathers. 

The  president  expressed  regret  that  Miss  Alice  Green,  who  was 
scheduled  to  speak,  was  unable  to  do  so,  on  account  of  illness. 

Miss  Josephine  Dameron  of  our  Conference,  voice  teacher  in 
Ewha  College,  Korea,  spoke  about  Korea.  She  said  that  Korea  is  a 
beautiful  country  with  a  mountain  all  the  way  down  the  middle  of  it, 
covered  with  lovely  flowers.  The  people  are  very  intelligent  and  cul- 
tured, though  they  are  so  poor  that  many  have  never  known  how  it 
feels  to  be  free  from  physical  hunger.  The  building  in  which  she 
teaches,  the  Esther  Case  Music  building,  is  built  of  native  granite  and 
is  very  beautiful.  The  Koreans  are  very  musical,  and  all  the  students 
at  Ewha  College  study  music.  The  missionaries  are  teaching  the 
mothers  how  to  care  for  their  babies,  fifty  per  cent  of  whom  die  for 
lack  of  care.  The  homes  consist  of  two  rooms,  six  feet  square.  The 
people  embrace  Christianity  so  readily  that  often  a  whole  family 
becomes  Christian  from  hearing  a  child  read  from  a  Testament  which 
he  has  been  given  in  school. 

Miss  Clyde  Varn  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  Educational 
Missionary  to  Brazil,  Collegio  Isabella  Hendrix,  spoke  on  the  Metho- 
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dist  Church  in  Brazil.  The  Church  is  independent,  with  its  own 
Bishop,  and  though  only  nine  years  old,  is  becoming  firmly  established. 
The  Brazilian  constitution  guarantees  religious  liberty,  and  Bible  is 
taught  in  all  grades  from  the  first  through  the  tenth.  Many  girls  be- 
come Protestant  from  study  of  the  Bible.  At  the  close  of  this  talk, 
the  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  Rev.  B.  B.  Slaughter, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Jones,  Stevens,  Ashmore,  Robinson  and 
Eubanks. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  morning  worship  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Dear  Lord  and 
Father  of  Mankind,"  the  last  stanza  being  sung  as  a  prayer.  Miss  Zoe 
Anna  Davis,  leading  the  devotionals,  read  the  thirteenth  chapter  of 
Luke,  the  parables  of  the  Lost  Sheep,  the  Lost  Coin,  and  the  Prodigal 
Son.  She  then  spoke  on  "The  Lost  Disciple,"  saying  that  those  of  us 
who  allow  things  other  than  Christ's  Kingdom  to  take  first  place  in 
our  lives,  are  lost  disciples.    She  closed  her  remarks  with  a  prayer. 

A  duet,  "My  Lord  and  I,"  by  Chas.  A.  Gabriel,  was  sung  by  Mrs. 
Snuggs  and  Mrs.  Hackney  of  Washington. 

Opening  the  business  session  Mrs.  Hillman  read  messages  from 
Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  and  Mrs.  George  Hawkins.  Messages  were  ordered 
sent  to  them  and  to  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  district  secretary  absent  on 
account  of  illness;  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  district  secretary;  and  Mrs. 
W.  L.  Knight,  conference  superintendent  of  Supplies,  absent  on 
account  of  illness  in  their  homes,  and  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson. 

The  Secretaries'  Hour  was  prefaced  by  an  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion by  Mrs.  Hillman  for  the  assistance  given  her  in  her  new  work  by 
Mrs.  Chadwick.  The  secretaries  were  then  called  to  the  platform, 
and  the  conference  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  and  the  district 
secretaries  gave  their  reports.  The  Fayetteville  District  made  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lamb  an  Honorary  Life  Patron,  the  first  in  our  Conference. 
The  Secretaries'  Hour  was  closed  with  a  striking  demonstration  of 
work  done  in  1938  and  goals  for  1939  presented  by  Miss  Margaret 
Ann  Stowe  and  Miss  Ruth  Spencer. 

The  Korean  Urn  was  presented  by  Miss  Josephine  Dameron  to 
the  Durham  District  for  the  largest  number  of  Auxiliaries  making 
the  Efficiency  Aim.  Miss  Dameron  announced  that  she  is  giving  to  the 
Conference  a  hammered  brass  candlestick  to  be  awarded  to  the  District 
or  the  Auxiliary  making  the  greatest  increase  during  the  year. 
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Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  treasurer,  gave  the  treasurer's  report.  Some 
of  the  "firsts"  she  mentioned  were:  Durham  District  sent  the  largest 
amount  of  money  to  Council;  Rocky  Mount  District  had  more  Baby 
Life  Memberships,  the  only  Junior  Life  Membership,  the  only  Baby 
on  Memorial  Roll,  and  the  greatest  increase  in  offering;  New  Bern 
District  had  the  largest  Sixtieth  Birthday  offering.  The  report  was 
filed  for  record. 

Mrs.  Hillman  stated  for  the  information  of  the  audience  that 
there  were  last  year  only  seven  Honorary  Life  Patrons  in  Southern 
Methodism,  and  that  it  means  a  gift  to  Council  of  $300.00.  She 
expressed  joy  that  the  Fayetteville  District  had  so  honored  Miss  Lamb. 

The  Conference  Hymn,  "Awake,  Awake  to  Love  and  Work,"  was 
sung. 

Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  conference  vice-president,  paid  special  tribute 
to  Mrs.  J.  L.  Delaney,  district  secretary  of  the  Elizabeth  Citv  District, 
for  the  splendid  work  she  is  doing,  explaining  that  Mrs.  Delaney  often 
has  to  travel  long  distances  by  boat  to  fill  her  appointments. 

Miss  Clyde  Varn,  missionary  to  Brazil,  brought  a  message  from 
that  country.  She  described  the  missionary's  life  there  as  fairly  com- 
fortable, and  said  that  although  the  students  in  the  mission  schoois  are 
white,  and  from  the  the  upper  classes,  the  members  of  the  churches 
are  of  all  colors  and  are  poor  people.  It  is  the  task  of  the  Protestant 
Church  in  Brazil  to  give  to  the  people  higher  education,  the  Bible, 
and  a  true  interpretation  of  Christ. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  came  to  the  plat- 
form and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  read  the  report  for  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rivers, 
chairman.    The  report  was  filed  for  record. 

Mrs.  Hillman  spoke  of  the  Rural  Deaconess  whom  we  hope  to 
get  in  September.  The  necessary  $2,000.00  has  been  appropriated 
and  the  Rural  Church  Commission  is  making  a  survey  to  determine 
where  she  shall  be  placed.  She  named  on  the  Rural  Church  Com- 
mission to  serve  with  her  from  the  Conference:  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rivers 
and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Brooks. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  general  recommendations  from  the  committee 
and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Joseph  White  read  the  recommendation  from  the  depart- 
ment of  Christian  Citizenship  and  Law  Observance,  and  they  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  recommendations  from  the  department  of 
Interracial  Cooperation,  and  they  were  adopted. 
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Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  read  the  recommendations  from  the  depart- 
ment of  Rural  Development,  and  they  adopted. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  recommendations  from  the  department  of 
International  Relations  and  World  Peace,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  read  the  recommendation  from  the  department 
of  Economic  Relations,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  the  Joint  Affirmation  of  the  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Citizenship  and  Law  Observance  and  the  Committee  on  Inter- 
racial Cooperation,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  official  registration  was  announced  at  241.  Announcements 
about  luncheons  were  made  and  invitation  to  a  tea  extended  by  Mrs. 
Carter,  hostess  president.  A  vase  of  beautiful  white  snapdragons  were 
placed  in  the  chancel  in  memory  of  Dr.  D.  H.  Tuttle,  who  died 
recently. 

Miss  Ruth  Carryer,  Deaconess  from  Norfolk,  Va.,  led  the  noon 
devotional,  using  as  her  theme  "With  Jesus  On  the  Mountain."  One 
stanza  of  "Take  Time  To  Be  Holy"  was  sung,  after  which  Miss 
Carryer  led  in  prayer.  She  recalled  that  Jesus  spent  much  time  on  the 
mountain  in  prayer,  and  emphasized  the  necessity  for  Christians  to 
read  their  Bibles  and  pray  often.  She  closed  the  period  of  worship 
with  the  Hymn  "God  of  Grace,  and  God  of  Glory."  The  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Cade,  presiding  elder  of  the  Wilming- 
ton District. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

"Spirit  Of  Faith  Come  Down,"  was  used  as  the  opening  hymn. 
Miss  Lamb  conducted  the  devotional  period,  quoting  the  message  of  the 
resurrection  from  Matthew,  Mark,  and  Luke,  and  several  of  the  last 
messages  that  Jesus  left  for  us,  and  stressing  our  responsibility  to 
remember  His  words  and  live  by  them.    Mrs.  Hillman  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  Wray  White,  and  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis 
gave  some  of  the  High  Lights  of  the  Council  Meeting. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw,  executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  talked  of  the  Youth  Crusade.  He  asked  that  the 
women  of  the  Church  accept  the  responsibility  for  the  success  of  the 
Crusade. 

The  Committee  on  Promotion  of  Work  and  Finance  presented  its 
recommendations,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Adrian  Brown  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Children's  Work,  and  they  were  adopted. 
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Mrs.  W.  A.  Davis  read  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Study, 
and  it  was  adopted. 

The  Pledge  Ser  ice  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  McKinne  and  the 
Districts  pledged  a  total  of  $41,250  including  $500.00  from  the 
Babies. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

The  session  was  opened  with  the  hymn  "Soldiers  of  Christ  Arise." 
"The  Lord  Is  My  Shepherd"  was  sung  by  the  choir. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  chairman  of  the  Candidate  Committee,  read 
selected  passages  from  the  New  Testament,  bearing  upon  the  call  for 
workers  in  the  Kingdom.  She  told  again  of  the  desperate  need  for 
workers  in  both  the  home  and  foreign  fields.  She  asked  that  Sunday 
School  teachers  and  leaders  of  Young  People  in  the  church  present 
the  call  to  the  Young  People  with  whom  they  come  in  contact.  The 
name  of  Miss  Viola  Netherly  was  presented  as  a  candidate  for  a 
Scarritt  scholarship.    Mrs.  Gates  closed  her  talk  with  a  prayer. 

A  pageant,  "The  Challenge,"  by  Mattie  B.  Shannon,  was  presented 
by  young  people  from  Greenville,  directed  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Rose. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  D.  E.  Eubanks. 

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  morning  devotional  was  led  by  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis.  "Holy, 
Holy,  Holy!"  was  sung  at  the  opening,  after  which  Miss  Davis  led 
in  prayer.  The  subject  for  the  morning  worship  was  "The  Task  of 
the  Disciple,"  and  the  Scripture  was  taken  from  the  Twenty-fourth 
Psalm. 

Mrs.  Hillman  called  attention  to  several  books  in  the  book  room. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  Superintendent  of  Supplies, 
Mrs.  Chadwick  read  the  report  of  the  Supply  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Publicity  and  "World  Outlook" 
was  given  by  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson,  superintendent. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Literature  was  given  by  Mrs. 
R.  H.  Broom.  Mrs.  Hillman  called  attention  to  the  vast  amount  of 
work  entailed  in  getting  out  the  literature  for  the  conference. 

Miss  Josephine  Dameron  sang,  "O  Jesus,  I  Have  Promised." 

Miss  Alice  Green,  Missionary  to  China,  was  present  and  spoke 
on  the  situation  in  war-torn  China.  She  described  the  terrible  suffering 
of  the  Chinese  in  the  Japanese  occupied  area,  and  told  how  the  Mis- 
sionaries help  them.    She  called  for  young  people  to  be  in  training  to 
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go  over  and  help,  and  appealed  to  the  women  to  use  their  influence  to 
stop  the  United  States  from  sending  war  materials  to  Japan. 

At  the  close  of  her  talk  Miss  Green  presented  to  the  Conference 
a  carved  ivory  figure  of  the  Goddess  of  Mercy.  Mrs.  Hillman  in 
accepting  it  for  the  Conference,  said  that  the  Executive  Committee 
would  decide  what  disposition  to  make  of  it. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Inman  Town- 
send,  missionaries  to  Africa. 

Miss  Davis  reported  on  her  work  at  the  Student  Center,  telling  of 
some  of  the  ways  in  which  she  touches  the  lives  of  the  Methodist  girls. 
She  requested  that  delegates  make  a  note  of  the  fact  that  money  sent 
to  the  Center,  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten. 

Mrs.  Hillman  announced  that  because  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Wooten,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  and  a  recommendation 
from  Council  that  each  Conference  have  a  Secretary  of  Young 
Women's  Groups,  an  election  would  be  held  to  fill  these  positions.  She 
named  as  tellers  Mrs.  D.  C.  Lawrence,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Baker,  Mrs.  L.  L.

Greene  were  duly  nominated  and  elected. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  presented  Elizabeth  Oden  and  Bettie  Lou 
Pilley,  babies  to  whom  the  Conference  gave  Life  Memberships. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was 
given  by  Miss  Lamb. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate, 
gave  her  report,  which  was  filed  for  record. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Scarritt  Associates  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep,  chairman.  The  recommendations  of  this  committee 
were  adopted,  and  the  report  and  recommendations  filed  for  record. 

Miss  Lamb  gave  the  report  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  The 
recommendations  were  read  and  adopted,  after  which  the  report  and 
recommendations  were  filed  for  record. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Ernest  Simmons.  The  recommendations  were  read  and  adopted, 
and  report  and  recommendations  filed  for  record. 

Mrs.  Wooten  awarded  the  banners  for  the  children.  The  Chinese 
banner  was  awarded  to  the   Rocky   Mount   District   for  the   greatest 
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number  of  reports  and  regularity  and  accuracy  in  reporting.  The 
Korean  Banner  went  to  the  children  at  Conway,  Rocky  Mount  Dis- 
trict, for  the  best  work.  The  African  Banner  was  awarded  to  the 
Elizabeth  City  District  for  the  greatest  number  of  Sunday  Schools 
reporting  fourth  Sunday  offerings  sent  in.  The  Baby  Banner  was 
awarded  to  the  Rocky  Mount  District  for  the  most  money  sent  in 
from  the  Babies. 

Mrs.  E.  G.  Cowan  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  brought 
a  fraternal  message  from  the  women  of  her  church. 

The  Missions  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Conference  by  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass.  She  urged  Auxiliaries 
to  send  their  Study  Leaders. 

Mrs.  Hood  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage, 
asking  that  Octagon  Coupons  be  collected  by  Auxiliaries  and  sent  to 
Rev.  A.  S.  Barnes. 

Invitations  for  the  1940  Conference  were  extended  by  Grace 
Church,  Wilmington,  and  First  Church,  Henderson.  The  invitation 
to  Henderson  was  accepted. 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  was  elected  alternate  for  the  President  to 
Council,  and  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson  was  elected  alternate  for  the 
Conference  Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  given  by  Mrs.  L. 
N.  Stephenson,  and  it  was  adopted.  The  Conference  gave  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  hostess  auxiliary  for  the  many  courtesies  ex- 
tended. 

The  memorial  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  for 
Mrs.  George  Hawkins,  who  was  absent  on  account  of  illness  after 
twenty-seven  years  attendance  at  Conference  Sessions. 

The  noon  worship  was  conducted  by  Miss  Ruth  Carryer,  who  used 
as  her  subject  "With  Jesus  In  the  Valley."  The  Scripture  she  used 
was  "For  whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it;  and  whosoever  will 
lose  his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it."  She  spoke  on  going  the  second 
mile,  which  she  interpreted  as  meaning  giving  to  those  who  ask 
material  things,  spiritual  things  as  well. 

After  the  benediction,  the  President  declared  the  twenty-seventh 
annual  session  of  the  Conference  adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

"BEGINNING  ANEW" 

As  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  we  have  ended  a  year  of  celebration  of 
the  sixtieth  Anniversary  of  our  organization.  This  was  a  very  satisfactory  year 
in  many  respects,  and  as  our  birthday  gift  to  Council  we  gave  $2,050  over  our 
pledge  of  $38,500,  and  an  increase  of  1436  new  members,  with  14  new 
Auxiliaries. 

Sixty  years  of  Missionary  activity  lie  behind  us,  and  we  are  definitely 
beginning  a  new  period,  and  have  our  faces  set  toward  new  goals.  This  year 
as  a  Conference  we  have  set  a  goal  for  ourselves,  and  we  are  asking  that  each 
District,  each  Zone  and  each  Auxiliary  study  its  own  strength  and  weaknesses 
that  it  may  determine  what  its  goal  shall  be.  As  an  organization  we  are  deter- 
mined on  a  policy  of  steady  cultivation  that  we  may  have  an  interested,  informed 
and  consecrated  membership.  We  must  raise  the  standards  in  our  auxiliaries  and 
present  a  challenge,  unrivaled  by  secular  interests,  to  the  most  intelligent,  the 
most  attractive  and  the  most  influential  women  in  the  community.  Surely  there 
can  be  no  greater  challenge  to  women  than  that  of  Christ's  Way  of  Life,  and 
we  must  recognize  and  present  the  challenge. 

UNION  OF  METHODISM 

A  new  responsibility  is  given  to  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
uniting  of  the  three  largest  bodies  of  American  Methodism.  Of  the  nine 
hundred  delegates  who  compose  the  Uniting  Conference  which  meets  in  Kansas 
City  in  April,  approximately  eighty  five  are  women,  and  of  the  seven  lay 
delegates  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference  two  are  women.  Not  only  will 
women  have  a  part  in  shaping  the  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
but  they  will  have  a  far  greater  influence  in  their  local  churches  by  reason  of 
their  knowledge  of  the  work  of  this  Uniting  Conference.  We  must  emphasize 
the  need  of  the  world,  rather  than  the  differences  of  denominations.  World  con- 
ditions are  so  disturbed  and  the  forces  of  evil  are  so  threatening  that  the  churches 
must  present  a  united  front,  and  all  persons  who  worship  God  as  Creator  and 
Redeemer  must  join  hands  to  stem  the  tide  of  evil.  We  believe  that  the  Union 
of  Methodism  is  a  step  in  this  direction,  and  we  ought  to  pray  daily  for  the 
delegates  charged  with  the  mighty  responsbility  of  this  task. 

NEW  COMMISSIONS 

Three  new  Commissions  were  set  up  by  the  last  General  Conference  which 
met  in  Birmingham,  in  which  women  are  vitally  interested  and  to  which  they 
should  give  whole-hearted  cooperation,  (l)  The  Commission  on  Evangelism, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Harry  Denman.  This  commission  is  already  making 
itself   felt   in   the    number   of    revival    meetings   held    and    the    stress   laid    upon 
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evangelism  throughout  the  Southern  Methodist  Church.  Evangelism  is  a  matter 
that  concerns  women  and  men  alike  and  there  is  a  vast  work  that  women  can 
do  in  bringing  people  to  Christ.  (2)  The  Youth  Crusade,  which  is  a  concerted 
effort  to  enlist  the  youth  of  Methodism  in  the  great  cause,  which  the  church 
represents.  Surely  no  field  of  endeavor  makes  more  appeal  to  women  than  that 
of  helping  young  people  to  know  Christ.  (3)  Rural  Church  Commission. 
This  provides  for  a  commission  in  each  conference  to  study  the  needs  of  the 
rural  community  and  to  help  relate  the  church  to  those  needs.  Three  members 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  are  members  of  the  Commission,  and 
through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  various  Boards  of  the  church  a  thorough  study 
of  the  situation  in  the  rural  church  is  being  made.  This  is  an  intelligent  step 
for  the  church  to  take.  The  Government  has  already  recognized  the  problem 
of  the  rural  community  and  has  begun  strategic  readjustment  of  land  use,  and  of 
the  rural  population.  This  is  shown  in  the  reforestation  projects,  rotation  of 
crops,  and  in  many  other  ways,  and  the  church  must  keep  step  with  the  progress 
that  is  being  made.  Our  Southland  is  a  peculiar  economic  problem  today,  and 
as  Christian  women  we  need  to  know  conditions,  to  be  justly  proud  of  her 
cultural  values,  but  not  ashamed  to  face  actual  facts.  It  seems  most  fitting  that 
at  this  particular  time  our  Missionary  Conference  should  have  chosen  to  ask 
Council  for  a  Rural  Deaconess.  The  Rural  Church  Commission  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  is  vitally  interested  in  this  project,  and  is  giving  closest 
cooperation. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  word  "cooperation"  is  being  used  more  widely 
today  and  perhaps  with  greater  significance  than  ever  before — not  only  between 
the  various  boards  of  our  own  church,  but  between  the  church  and  civic  organi- 
zations,   and    between    the    church    and    all    forces    that    make    for    righteousness. 

MADRAS  CONFERENCE 

Recently  Dr.  Georgia  Harkness,  in  speaking  in  this  State,  said:  "The  study 
of  the  Oxford,  Edinburgh  and  Madras  Conferences  has  a  place  in  the  reading 
of  every  educated  woman."  Volumes  on  the  Oxford  and  Edinburgh  Con- 
ferences have  occupied  our  thinking,  and  recently  reports  from  the  Madras 
Conference  have  come  from  the  press.  The  International  Missionary  Council, 
meeting  every  ten  years,  as  it  does,  has  tremendous  force  upon  the  direction  of 
missions,  and  no  person  who  is  interested  in  the  trend  of  missionary  activity 
can  afford  to  miss  the  significance  of  its  reports.  This  meeting  in  Madras  was  a 
truly  ecumenical  gathering,  with  equal  delegations  from  the  young  and  old 
churches.  All  distinctions  of  age,  color,  and  race  were  transcended,  and  is  was 
a  visible  demonstration  of  world  community  in  action.  Dr.  Harkness  says,  "The 
church  continues  to  educate  and  unite  in  the  midst  of  a  world  which  divides 
and  destroys — it  is  supra-national  and  supra-racial." 

CHALLENGES 

As  we  face  this  year  in  our  own  Conference  many  challenges  come  to  us. 
We  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  while  our  membership  is  large,  our  per  capita 
giving  is  small.     Surely  a  per  capita  increase  of  five  cents  a  day,  a  week  or  a

month  is  not  too  great  a  challenge  to  be  met  by  a  Conference  as  richly  blest 
with  material  wealth  as  is  ours. 

We  were  sharply  reminded  at  Council  this  year  of  the  acute  need  for  young 
women  who  are  willing  to  give  full  time  service  to  the  church.  Miss  McKinnon 
spoke  of  the  twelve  missionaries  who  were  retiring  or  asking  for  leave,  and  of 
only  three  who  were  being  consecrated  to  go  out  and  take  their  places.  Young 
people  are  as  willing  to  give  themselves  to  a  Cause  today  as  they  ever  were,  if 
only  it  is  presented  to  them  as  a  Cause  worth  giving  themselves  to.  The  chal- 
lenge comes  to  us  this  year  to  present  the  Cause  of  Christ  in  such  an  attractive 
way  that  young  people  may  be  constrained  to  give  their  service  to  Him. 

In  the  field  of  interracial  cooperation  we  have  just  begun  to  find  our  way. 
It  has  not  seemed  to  disturb  us  that  there  has  been  so  great  a  discrepancy  between 
our  service  to  the  Africans  abroad  and  the  racial  injustice  here  at  home.  But  as 
we  try  to  make  the  religion  of  Jesus  effective  in  personal  and  social  problems 
we  realize  that  we  are  now  doing  social  patch-work,  instead  of  directing  social 
change.  We  must  change  from  the  remedial  to  the  preventive.  Intelligent 
direction  of  emotions  is  needed,  for  where  love  and  good  will  show  the  way,  a 
sane  study  of  the  interracial  problem  will  lead  to  a  Christian  solution  of  it. 
We  have  begun  in  a  small  measure  by  our  scholarships  to  Paine  College  and 
to  the  Leadership  School  in  Winston-Salem,  but  these  efforts  must  be  multiplied, 
and  in  many  ways.  One  of  the  greatest  challenges  that  comes  to  us  in  the 
Twentieth  Century  is  to  learn  how  to  live  together,  and  the  continuance  of 
civilization  depends  upon  it. 

Finally,  there  comes  the  challenge  of  a  new  sort  of  spirituality.  Too  often 
in  the  past  we  have  been  contented  with  a  negative  kind  of  goodness,  choosing 
for  our  leaders  women  whose  highest  recommendation  was  that  they  refrained 
from  certain  things.  "Genuine  spirituality,"  says  Edward  Scribner  Ames,  "is  a 
highly  complex  state,  including  high  purpose,  sensitivity,  intelligence,  aesthetic 
quality,  and  spontaneous,  thoughtful  generosity."  We  covet  this  spirituality  for 
the  women  of  the  Missionary  Conference,  knowing  that  if  we  rest  secure  upon 
the  knowledge  that  we  are  co-workers  with  God,  we  can  go  forth  to  do  His  Will.

I  deem  it  a  great  privilege  that  you  have  permitted  me,  as  your  Vice  President 
to  endeavor  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  assist  in  10  zone  meetings  and  to  attend  3 
district  meetings  and  have  been  present  at  all  Executive  Meetings.  I  have  also 
visited  several  auxiliaries  and  have  taught  some  Mission  and  Bible  Study 
classes.  Wherever  possible  I  have  encouraged  our  rural  auxiliaries  to  unite  in 
our  all  day  charge  study  class.  This  develops  a  charge  spirit  and  is  profitable 
to  our  pastor's  work.  I  am  praying  earnestly  that  more  young  people  will  volun- 
teer for  Christian  Service.  My  heart  has  been  greatly  burdened,  since  learning 
at  Council  that  twelve  missionaries  are  retiring  this  year  and  only  three  more 
sent  to  fill  these  vacancies.  From  every  field  comes  the  call  for  reinforcements. 
The  world  is  wide  open  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ — the  nations  are  wanting 
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and  listening  for  the  messages  of  God's  love  for  them  and  it  is  a  joy  and 
privilege  in  this  day  of  opportunity  and  challenge  to  have  any  part  no  matter 
how  small,  in  carrying  the  name  of  Christ  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

May  we  all  be  "world  travelers"  and  may  we  have  largeness  of  vision  that 
will  enable  us  to  look  out  upon  the  great  sorrowing,  struggling  world  for  which 
Christ  gave  Himself  and  in  this  crisis  hour,  may  each  woman  ask  herself — 
"Who  knoweth  whether  thou  art  not  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as 
this?"

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

In  1938,  there  occurred  two  important  events  in  our  church  life.  One  was 
the  commemoration  of  the  heart-warming  experience  of  John  Wesley  at  Alders- 
gate;   the  other  was  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  work. 

To  some  people,  perhaps  even  to  some  of  our  own  members  these  are  mere 
names,  but  to  most  of  us  they  represent  something  very  deep  and  sacred. 

As  spiritual  experience  cannot  be  measured  in  mathematical  terms  or  even 
expressed  adequately  in  words,  so  the  results  of  these  celebrations  may  not  be 
seen  immediately  in  a  large  increase  in  members  or  funds.  Spiritual  growth  is 
often  slow  and  hardly  discernible.  We  believe,  though,  that  slowly  but  surely 
the  spiritual  life  of  our  women  is  being  deepened,  their  interests  broadened  and 
their  vision  becoming  a  world-wide  one. 

ORGANIZATIONS  AND  MEMBERS 

There  was  a  good,  steady  growth  in  number  of  auxiliaries  and  members  in 
1938.  There  was  a  net  gain  of  14  auxiliaries  and  1436  members.  11  new  Young 
Women's  Circles  were  reported  with  308  members.  Durham  District  has  the 
largest  number  of  auxiliaries  and  largest  membership,  having  68  auxiliaries  with 
2412  members.  Five  new  auxiliaries  and  190  new  members  were  gained  during 
the  year  by  this  district.  Fayetteville  District  led  in  gain  in  membership,  having 
a  net  gain  of  336. 

Last  year  we  reported  no  net  gain  in  auxiliaries  over  1936  and  a  net  gain  of 
only  5 1 3  members,  so  we  are  happy  to  note  the  substantial  increase  in  organi- 
zations and  members  in   193  8. 

It  would  be  well  for  every  auxiliary  president  to  study  the  "Plan  for 
Increasing  the  Membership"  on  page  29  in  the  new  Handbook  for  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies.  In  following  the  Yearly  Work  Calendar  (page  17)  we  find 
that  no  longer  is  the  enlistment  of  new  members  considered  an  event  of  the 
Second  Quarter,  but  that  early  in  the  year  plans  are  made  to  secure  them  and 
these  may  be  continued  on  through  the  year,  with  some  special  meeting  or  social 
occasion  observed  to  honor  the  new  members  enrolled. 

I  believe  that  the  zone  leaders  can  do  more  than  anyone  else  to  reach  the 
women  in  unorganized  churches.  They  have  done  splendid  work  along  this  line 
and  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  continued. 
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YOUNG  WOMEN 

Besides  the  younger  women  who  are  constantly  joining-  the  ranks  of  the 
regular  auxiliaries,  taking  part  in  the  activities  and  many  of  them  becoming 
officers  and  leaders,  we  have  1,955  who  are  in  Young  Women's  Groups.  There 
are  102  groups,  Durham  District  having  the  largest  number,  25;  with  403 
members. 

The  greatest  problem  in  the  organization  of  these  young  women  seems  to 
be  that  they  are  inclined  to  grow  into  an  organization  "unto  themselves"  and 
hesitate  to  merge  into  the  other  groups  of  the  society. 

The  plan  and  recommendation  of  Council  is  that  in  larger  auxiliaries,  if 
desired,  these  young  women  be  banded  together  for  one  year's  study  of  the 
program  "Weaving  Friendships  Around  the  World,"  which  is  a  study  of  the 
history  and  program  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  If  this  plan  is  under- 
stood and  plainly  stated  when  they  are  organized,  there  should  be  no  further 
trouble. 

The  Conference  Secretary  of  the  North  Alabama  Conference  stated  in  her 
1938  report,  "Not  many  years  back  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  an 
organization  for  older  women — today  it  is  radiant  with  youth." 

Let  us  not  forget  in  our  work  with  young  women,  the  need  for  workers, 
both  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields.  There  is  no  challenge  in  all  of  the 
departments  of  our  work  greater  than  that  of  stressing  the  great  opportunities 
for  Christian  service  offered  by  our  Woman's  Missionary  Society.  Some  of  the 
very  finest  and  most  attractive  young  people  in  all  of  our  land  are  working 
under  the  Council  today.  We  are  praying  that  the  lines  may  be  strengthened  by 
some  of  our  North  Carolina  youth  in  the  near  future. 

BABY  SPECIALS 

There  was  a  net  gain  of  only  19  last  year  in  the  number  of  societies  pro- 
moting Baby  Specials.  There  are  144  in  the  Conference,  with  Rocky  Mount 
District  leading  with  29.  If  there  are  some  of  our  members  who  feel  that  this 
is  not  a  very  important  part  of  our  work,  let  me  remind  you  that  $748.80  was 
sent  in  from  our  Conference  last  year  by  the  friends  and  parents  of  babies 
enrolled  and  in  the  Council  there  was  $14,668.40  received  from  all  of  the 
Conferences.  Kindergarten  work  all  around  the  world  is  carried  on  with  these 
funds  and  not  only  little  children  taught  the  Christian  way  of  life,  but  many 
fathers  and  mothers  brought  to  Christ  through  their  children. 

WORLD  OUTLOOK 

Not  only  did  we  fail  to  make  our  goal  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions,  but 
we  had  a  decrease  of  203  (from  district  secretaries'  reports.)  This  is  the  only 
part  of  our  organization  work  that  we  did  not  have  at  least  a  slight  increase 
and  it  grieves  us  greatly  to  have  to  report  it.  When  we  realize  the  importance 
of  this  magazine  and  the  splendid  missionary  material  in  its  contents  we  wonder 
how  any  up-to-date  church  woman  can  get  along  without  it.  It  is  a  very 
necessary  part  of  our  equipment.  Let  each  auxiliary  president  study  her  sub- 
scription list  before  the  next  Executive  Meeting  and  make  plans  with  the 
Superintendent  to  increase  the  number  of  subscriptions  at  an  early  date. 
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CHILDREN'S,  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND 
STUDY  DEPARTMENTS 

These  three  departments  will  be  well  presented  by  the  Secretary  of  Children 
and  Superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Study,  so  it  is  sufficient 
for  me  to  state  that  there  were  substantial  increases  in  all  three. 

The  Co-operative  Plan  for  the  Children's  Work  seems  to  be  growing  in 
favor.  A  new  leaflet  on  this  plan  was  sent  out  several  months  ago  and  all  local 
Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  should   have   it. 

In  Miss  Noreen  Dunn's  report  at  Council,  we  heard  that  the  Fourth  Sunday 
Offerings  in  1938  increased  over  1937  by  $1,379.23.  In  our  own  Conference 
the  increase  was  only  $16.38,  but  the  increase  in  the  number  of  reports,  number 
of  Church  Schools  having  the  missionary  units  and  the  children  attending  is  very 
encouraging. 

The  fact  that  our  Conference  is  "waking  up"  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
makes  us  all  very  happy.  Particularly  in  the  field  of  rural  work  is  this  true. 
The  recommendation  from  the  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  Greenville  is  very  near  relization,  we  believe,  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  September,  when  we  expect  to  have  a  rural  deaconess  in  our 
Conference. 

Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  Council  Superintendent,  says  that  more  and  more 
emphasis  is  being  given  to  legislation,  education,  voting,  health,  public  safety, 
delinquency  and  recreation.  If  that  be  true  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
and  I  believe  it  is,  we  may  confidently  expect  better  towns  and  communities  in 
which  to  live. 

The  Study  Department  continues  to  grow  and  our  "Coaching  Days"  or 
Study  Institutes  in  the  Fall  in  every  district  are  not  only  popular  with  our 
women,  but  instructive  and  inspiring  because  along  with  study  activities,  such  as 
those  arising  in  Christian  Social  Relations  are  presented.  Mrs.  Bourne  tells  us 
that  6,000  more  women  engaged  in  Mission  Study  in  our  church  in  193  8  than 
in   1937. 

EFFICIENCY  AIM 

We  are  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  auxiliaries  meeting  the  Efficiency  Aim 
last  year.  60  reported  that  they  had  reached  this  high  standard,  an  increase  of 
1 6  over  the  year  previous.  There  were  a  few  changes  made  in  the  Efficiency 
Aim  by  Council  in    1938. 

The  Work  Calendar  calls  for  a  checking  of  points  made  and  plans  for 
strengthening  weak  places  at  each  quarterly  Executive  Meeting.  This  is  a  very 
fine  way  of  measuring  the  efficiency  and  growth  of  the  local  auxiliary.  A  list 
of  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim  will  be  found  else  where  in  the  minutes. 

SUPPLIES,  LIFE  MEMBERSHIPS  AND   FINANCES 

We  just  mention  these  subjects,  Mrs.  Knight  and  Mrs.  McKinne  will  present 
full  reports.  Mrs.  Bourne,  Council  Secretary,  says,  "The  increased  value  of  Sup- 
plies given  this  year  attests  the  continued  interest  in  and  support  of  this  com- 
mendable  department   of   work.     The   largest   increase    is   in   supplies   to   foreign 
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fields,  and  that  is  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  tremendous  need  in  China, 
especially." 

In  our  own  Conference  we  have  our  Student  Center,  at  Greenville,  in  which 
we  are  particularly  interested  and  many  of  our  auxiliaries  are  sending  supplies 
and  donations  of  money  there,  but  as  you  will  see,  there  are  other  Council  insti- 
tutions and  causes  represented. 

Seven  Conferences  last  year  honored  outstanding  leaders  by  making  them 
Honorary  Life  Members.  The  New  Bern  District  of  our  Conference  had  the 
privilege  of  thus  honoring  our  retiring  president,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  Greenville.  We  have  a  total  of  43  Adult  Life  Members  and 
3  on  the  Memorial  Roll  and  66  Baby  Life  Members,  1  Baby  and  2  Juniors  on 
the  Memorial  Roll. 

It  was  a  good  year  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  financially.  We  set 
our  goal  for  $2,000,  as  a  financial  increase  and  sent  in  $2,050,  over  and 
above  our  pledge.  All  districts,  except  one,  paid  their  pledge  with  good  in- 
creases over  193  7  offerings.  One  district  made  over  $5  00  increase.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  loyalty  and  love  of  our  women.  Only  a  great  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  Missions  would  make  such  gifts  possible. 

For  this  year  we  have  set  our  goals,  not  for  a  lump  sum,  but  for  per  capita 
increase.  May  our  hearts  be  gladdened  at  the  end  of  1939  by  success  along  this 
line  as  great  as  that  over  which  we  are  rejoicing  now. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

In  our  report  last  year  it  was  mentioned  that  in  our  missionary  organization 
machinery  "continuous  lubrication  with  the  oil  of  spirituality  is  necessary."  Only 
praying  women  could  have  accomplished  the  splendid  achievements  of  193  8. 
I  wish  that  I  might  say  that  every  member  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is 
a  woman  of  prayer.  We  cannot  state  that  as  an  actual  fact,  but  we  do  know 
that  there  are  praying  women  among  us  and  we  believe  that  it  is  because  of  these 
prayers  that  we  are  able  to  do  the  things  that  are  being  done. 

Mrs.  Perry,  in  her  message  to  Council,  speaking  of  the  chaotic  condition 
of  the  world  of  today  said,  "One  must  turn  to  the  realm  of  the  spiritual  to 
find  assurance  and  hope.  It  is  only  as  the  year's  development  in  the  world  of 
religion  is  reviewed  that  'the  atmosphere  changes  to  one  of  hopeful  expectation'." 

We  have  a  total  number  of  193  Spiritual  Life  Groups  in  our  Conference 
now,  an  increase  of  39  over   193  7. 

Numbers  may  not  mean  so  much  in  spiritual  things,  but  when  we  think  of 
nearly  200  bands  of  women  meeting  regularly  to  pray  that  their  own  spiritual 
lives  may  be  deepened  and  then  for  our  work  and  great  church  there  is  a  power 
that  can  be  estimated  only  by  our  Heavenly  Father. 

For  the  first  time  we  went  over  the  300  mark  in  observance  of  the  Week 
of  Prayer,  301  of  our  auxiliaries  reporting  observance.  Durham  District  led 
with  64  of  the  68  auxiliaries  in  that  district  following  the  plan  of  Council  in 
praying  for  and  making   gifts  to  the   work  set   apart   for   the   special   offering. 

For  1939  the  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  will  go  to  the  erection  of  a  Woman's 
College  at  Colegio  Bennett,  Rio  de  Janerio,  Brazil  (Foreign  Department)  and 
to    Amherstdale    Project    in    the    Coal    Fields    of    West    Virginia,    West    Dallas 
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Woman's  City  Board  Work  in  Dallas,  Texas  and  to  the  Retirement  and  Relief 
Fund  for  Missionaries  and  Deaconesses   (Home  Department). 

Many  of  our  North  Carolina  women  have  been  joining  with  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb  in  prayer  that  there  might  be  a  Woman's  College  in  Brazil,  so  we  are 
very  happy  that  a  part  of  our  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  will  help  in  making 
this  dream  a  reality. 

GO  FORWARD 

Mrs.  Helen  Bourne  in  her  report  on  Education  and  Promotion  says  that 
she  feels  no  fear  as  to  Woman's  Work  in  the  new  church.  May  we  feel  the 
same  confidence  as  we  read  the  closing  words  of  her  report: 

"During  this  period  of  transition,  one  might  have  thought  we  would  be 
susceptible  to  a  feeling  of  unrest  or  of  apathetic  waiting;  but  I  have  sensed 
neither  in  my  contacts  with  our  constituency  nor  in  the  correspondence  in  the 
office.  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  have  kept  steady;  they  have  made  normal 
progress  in  every  department;  they  have  been  eager  for  literature  and  for  every 
help  available;  they  have  been  keenly  alive  to  the  unrighteous  situations  around 
the  world,  including  our  own  semipagan  communities,  and  especially  the  tragedy 
in  the  Orient.  A  consecrated  and  determined  purpose  to  help  God  save  His 
world  has  seemed  to  prevail  among  the  membership.  So,  we  renew  our  courage 
and  go  forward,  keeping  our  eyes  fixed  on  Christ  our  intrepid  Leader,  .con- 
fident of  His  victory  in  which  we  shall  share,  if  we  go  the  whole  way  with 
Him."

COUNCIL  REPORT 


How  happy  we  were  to  have  the  twenty-ninth  session  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  in  our  state!  For  a  whole  year  the  missionary  women  of  North 
Carolina  had  been  looking  forward  eagerly  to  March,  1939  when  the  hosts 
of  Methodist  women  from  all  over  our  Southland  would  be  turning  their  faces 
to  the  beautiful  mountain-city  of  Asheville. 

Early  last  Fall  the  officers  and  district  secretaries  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference,  had  received  a  cordial  invitation  to  be  the  guests  of  their  Western 
North  Carolina  sisters  on  this  occasion.  Gratefully  and  joyfully  this  invitation 
was  accepted  and  with  just  a  few  exceptions  our  whole  Executive  Committee  was 
present  during  the  entire  session. 

What  a  warm  welcome  we  received  and  what  splendid  hostesses  our  friends 
were !  The  lovely  homes  of  Asheville  were  thrown  open  to  receive  us  and  what 
jolly  and  wholesome  fellowship  was  enjoyed  each  day  at  luncheon  at  the  North 
Carolina  table !     Truly  it  was  a  week  that  will  be  long  remembered. 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  several  years,  two  days  of  Committee  meetings 
preceded  the  opening  of  the  Council  session.  Your  president  and  secretary  were 
present  in  the  Committee  on  the  Rural  Community  of  which  they  are  both 
members,  the  sessions  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations,  Education  and 
Promotion,  and  Candidates  on  Tuesday  and  on  Wednesday  the  president  was  in 
the  Committee  on  Home  Work  and  the  secretary  the  one  on  Foreign  Work. 
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On  Wednesday  afternoon  an  Executive  Session  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
which  time  the  different  plans  for  Woman's  Work  and  the  Board  of  Missions, 
which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Uniting  Conference  were  presented  by  Mrs. 
Perry  and  Miss  Mabel  K.  Howell.  Questions  were  asked  and  there  was  an  open 
discussion  on  the  merits  of  each  plan. 

At  the  first  evening  service  the  speakers  were  prominent  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  Merle  English,  who  spoke  on,  "Women  in 
the  New  Methodist  Church,"  is  National  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  of  her  church.  Bishop  Charles  Wesley  Flint,  who  is  Superintendent  of  the 
Atlanta  Area  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  had  as  his  subject,  "Serving 
the  Present  Age."  Both  were  able  speakers  and  those  of  us  who  had  attended  the 
Council  meetings  of  the  last  few  years  were  reminded  that  we  had  been  privi- 
leged to  hear  and  to  know  some  of  the  very  fine  leaders  in  our  sister  churches. 
Surely  with  Bishop  Edwin  Hughes,  Bishop  Francis  J.  McConnell,  Bishop  Flint, 
Mrs.  W.  H.  C.  Goode,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Woolever,  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn  and  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Shell  with  us  as  co-workers  in  a  United  Church  we  shall  not  fail  to  go 
forward  and  accomplish  great  things  for  the  Kingdom  in  this  country  and  around 
the  world. 

On  Thursday  morning  the  twenty-ninth  session  was  formally  opened  with 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  president,  in  the  chair.  Also  on  the  rostrum  were  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Mills,  vice-president,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Walker,  new  recording  secretary,  and  our 
own  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  who  at  the  last  session  was  elected  Calendar  Clerk. 

Mrs.  Perry  in  her  Annual  Message  had  this  to  say  in  regard  to  Methodist 
Union : 

"To  united  Methodism,  each  of  the  three  churches  will  have  some  dis- 
tinctive contribution  to  make.  The  programs,  plans  and  policies  of  the  three 
vary  widely,  but  the  purposes  underlying  these  methods  arc  one.  They  are  the 
eternal  purposes  of  God.  We  have  faith  to  believe  that  a  way  can  be  found  for 
the  construction  of  measures  that  will  more  adequately  promote  and  administer 
the  interests  of  the  Methodist  Church  than  any  of  the  groups  now  have  in 
operation. 

"Southern  Methodism  will  put  at  the  disposal  of  Methodist  Union  the 
experience  of  thirty  years  in  a  Unified  Board  of  Missions.  During  these  years 
a  conviction  has  deepened  that  men  and  women  working  together  can  make  a 
far  greater  contribution  to  the  coming  of  His  Kingdom  than  working  apart. 
All  along  provision  has  been  made  whereby  certain  phases  of  the  work  have  been 
committed  to  various  groups  within  the  church,  but  these  have  been  so  related 
as  to  make  for  oneness  in  the  administrative,  educational,  and  promotional  prog- 
ram of  missions." 

Mrs.  Mills,  in  her  report,  stated:  "We  are  planning  for  the  future.  Not 
the  way  that  will  satisfy  us  today.  Not  holding  to  traditions  that  are  dear.  Our 
success  has  been  in  our  freedom  to  move  forward  with  the  times  and  the  new 
needs  and  conditions  that  arise  in  a  changing  civilization.  To  dare  nobly  is  the 
glory  of  life.  Let  us  lay  aside  fear  and  distrust  and  follow  the  call  of  Love 
and  Hope,  and  pray  that  this  great  cause  shall  not  fail  because  we  did  not 
support  it,  and  that  we  may  so  live  that  our  faces  may  reflect  the  face  of  God." 

Interesting  items  taken  from  the  reports  of  officers  include  Treasurer:  Total 
income  for  the  year  from  all  sources,  $1,052,772.71 — an  increase  over  last  year 
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of  $16,000.  Of  the  total  income,  $87  3,849  was  from  Conference  Societies  and 
$19,455  from  the  fourth  Sunday  Offerings  for  Children's  Work.  The  increase 
from  the  Conferences  was  $33,398  and  from  the  fourth  Sunday  Offerings,  $1,379. 
The  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  for  1938  was  $66,359.71,  an  increase  of  $3,761 
over  1937. 

Conferences  leading  in  large  gifts  were:  Virginia  with  $53,870;  Western 
North  Carolina  with  $50,092;  North  Georgia  with  $45,955;  North  Carolina 
with  $40,502;   Baltimore  with  $38,683  and  Florida  with   $38,572. 

Leading  Conferences  in  per  capita  gifts  were:  Los  Angeles  with  $4.80; 
Louisiana  with  $4.26;  Pacific  with  $4.12;  Baltimore  with  $3.94;  South  Caro- 
lina with  $3.43;  and  South  Georgia  with  $3.37. 

Home  Fields:  There  are  167  deaconesses  on  the  active  list  and  forty  young 
women  serving  as  employed  workers  under  the  Council.  Mrs.  Downs  said,  "The 
importance  of  personnel  cannot  easily  be  overestimated.  We  are  not  overesti- 
mating the  deaconess  group  when  we  say  of  them  that  they  are  efficient,  attrac- 
tive and  devoted  to  their  work."  Mrs.  Downs  then  took  up  the  list  of  Home 
Mission  stations  or  institutions  by  states  and  gave  a  short  account  of  the  activities 
of  each.  Among  the  number  was  our  Student  Center  of  which  she  said,  "The 
North  Carolina  missionary  women  have  made  provision  for  a  student  worker 
and  counselor  in  the  East  Carolina  State  Teachers'  College,  at  Greenville.  There 
is  provided  for  the  worker  a  residence  which  is  open  to  the  students  for  social 
contacts,  religious  counsel  and  activities.  This,  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Methodist  Church,  provides  a  religious  atmosphere,  influence,  and  program  for 
the  Methodist  students." 

Foreign  Fields:  Miss  McKinnon,  "My  report  comes  to  you  with  the  usual 
emphasis,  namely  the  need  for  missionaries.  During  the  year  twelve  missionaries 
have  resigned  and  there  are  only  three  candidates  for  the  foreign  field.  With  the 
work  already  suffering  from  lack  of  missionaries,  losses  in  personnel  truly  en- 
danger the  work." 

She  referred  to  the  difficulties  of  the  work  in  the  Orient,  with  the  suffering 
and  hardships  of  war.  Many  of  our  buildings  are  still  occupied  by  Japanese 
soldiers.  The  missionaries  and  nationals  carry  on  bravely  and  are  more  closely 
bound  together  spiritually  than  ever  before.  In  Cuba  there  is  an  emphasis  on 
rural  work  at  present.  The  opportunity  is  great  and  the  workers  enthusiastic. 
In  Brazil  the  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily  but  because  of  a  shortage  of 
workers,  the  strain  on  the  missionaries  is  great.  The  foreign  share  of  our  Week 
of  Prayer  offering  for  1939  will  go  for  the  construction  of  a  Woman's  College 
at  Colegio  Bennett  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  This  will  be  the  first  college  for  women 
in  Brazil  and  it  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  our  Council  in  the  way  of 
service  to  the  womanhood  of  that  great  country. 

Education  and  Promotion:  The  net  increase  of  auxiliaries  in  193  8  was  222; 
in  members,  12,580,  making  the  present  totals  8,678  societies  and  304,771  mem- 
bers. Life  Memberships  brought  in  the  Council  treasury  $39,415;  582  more  so- 
cieties observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  193  8  than  in  the  year  previous. 

Children's  Work:  Missionary  education  of  children  in  the  co-operative  plan 
between  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  was  carried 
on  with  84,567  children  of  Primary  and  Junior  grades  enrolled  in  World  Friend- 
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ship  Units  in  2,204  church  schools.  The  gifts  of  the  children  for  the  Chinese 
children  which  came  as  a  result  of  their  studies  in  the  Spring  of  1937  were 
detained  because  of  the  war  in  China.  Several  attempts  were  made  to  secure 
passage  for  them,  but  they  were  unsuccessful.  Finally  the  American  Red  Cross 
was  appealed  to  and  the  gifts  are  now  on  their  way,  assured  of  free  entry.  Plans 
have  been  made  for  the  re-writing  of  the  Closely  Graded  Courses  for  Primary 
Children  and  this  opened  the  way  for  the  missionary  units  for  the  spring  course 
to  be  included  in  the  regular  Closely  Graded  Church  School  Lessons. 

Report  of  Publications:  Miss  Haskin  in  her  report  mentioned  the  new  program 
material,  "Weaving  Friendships  Around  the  World."  This  was  especially  pre- 
pared for  Young  Woman's  Groups  and  twelve  programs  with  all  necessary 
material  are  contained  in  one  book.  Another  new  book  of  programs  is  "The 
Winsome  Call,"  which  has  twelve  interesting  programs  for  new  societies. 

During  193  8  maps  were  produced  showing  the  work  in  each  of  our  fields, 
except  Cuba  and  Mexico.  Leaflets  are  being  prepared  for  each  map,  thus  making 
this  material  available  for  short  map  talks  in  circle  or  auxiliary  meetings  when 
desirable. 

The  number  of  Yearbooks  distributed  in  1939  has  exceeded  that  of  any  other 
year,  60,000  having  been  printed,   10,300  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  World  Outlook  now  has  53,708  subscribers.  The  list  shows  that  a  num- 
ber of  them  have  come  from  other  sections  than  the  South. 

Christian  Social  Relations:  Miss  Stevens  said,  "Reports  from  hundreds  of 
auxiliaries  throughout  our  church  reveal  two  facts  worthy  of  note.  The  first  deals 
with  the  program  emphases  of  the  auxiliary,  as  they  stress  increased  effort  for 
training  leadership,  co-operation  with  other  agencies  in  local  communities  and  a 
broadening  of  church  function  in  the  rural  areas.  The  second  fact  prefaces  the 
need  for  wider  recognition  of  resources  at  hand  that  might  be  adapted  to  local 
needs,  such  as  State  Welfare  materials,  that  might  provide  basic  facts  for  study 
and  activity."  The  plight  of  the  tenant  farmer,  inadequate  educational  facilities 
for  Negroes  and  white  people  in  most  rural  areas  and  efforts  to  eradicate  venereal 
diseases  are  a  few  of  the  subjects  engaging  the  attention  of  auxiliary  women 
today.  During  one  quarter  in  1938  there  were  reports  from  3,162  auxiliaries 
engaged  in  definite  study  and  activity  along  the  line  of  International  Relations 
and  World  Peace. 

Spiritual  Life  Committee:  Every  report  from  Conference  leaders  carries  evi- 
dence of  increasing  interest,  better  understanding,  and  creative  plans  for  carrying 
on  the  work  of  this  department,  according  to  Miss  Daisy  Davies,  chairman.  Some 
of  the  accomplishments  are  increased  attendance  at  church  services,  increased 
membership  in  societies,  mid-week  prayer  services  begun  in  the  church,  reading 
and  dissemination  of  devotional  literature,  promotion  of  the  use  of  "The  Upper 
Room,"  more  women  leading  in  prayer  and  willing  to  accept  official  responsibili- 
ties, family  altars  established.  Never  since  the  work  of  the  Prayer  Groups  was 
started  has  she  been  so  encouraged  about  its  progress  and  efficiency,  the  chairman 
stated. 

On  the  morning  that  the  report  of  Foreign  Fields  was  given,  Bishop  Arthur 
Moore  was  heard  in  a  message  from  Oriental  Fields.  Since  that  is  a  part  of  his 
episcopal   area   and   he   has   recently   returned   from    the    Orient,   his  address   was 
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most  timely.  He  also  touched  on  conditions  in  some  of  the  European  fields,  especi- 
ally Czechoslovakia. 

Mrs.  B.  W.  Lipscomb,  beloved  by  all  missionary  women,  thrilled  the  hearts 
of  all  who  heard  her  when  she  told  of  two  annual  meetings  of  the  China  Mis- 
sionary Society  that  she  attended.  One  was  before  the  war  and  the  other  just  a 
year  later  was  held  under  great  difficulties.  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  tribute  to  the  mis- 
sionaries and  to  the  Christian  women  of  China  was  a  beautiful  one. 

The  mid-morning  meditations  were  led  by  Dr.  James  H.  Straughn,  president 
of  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  The  beautiful 
simplicity  and  earnestness  of  his  message  as  well  as  his  genial  and  friendly  spirit 
endeared  him  to  his  hearers  in  an  unusual  way.  His  topics  were  "Traveling  with 
Christ,"  "Seeing  His  Face,"  "Singing  His  Song,"  and  "Showing  Your  Hands." 
On  Sunday  morning  Dr.  Straughn  preached  the  Council  sermon,  having  as  his 
subject  "The  Distinctive  Message  of  the  Church." 

The  early  morning  devotional  services  at- 8:40  were  led  by  Miss  Lora  Lee 
Pederson  and  her  talks,  as  well  as  the  prinited  meditations  were  very  helpful 
and  inspiring. 

On  Thursday  night  the  subject  was  the  Madras  Conference.  The  speakers 
were  Miss  Eva  Louise  Hyde,  principal  of  Colegio  Bennett,  Brazil;  Mrs.  Ruby 
Manikam,  of  Nagpur,  India;  and  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  Foreign  Secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Section,  Board  of  Missions  of  our  church.  It  was  a  very  inter- 
esting program.  There  is  only  time  for  one  statement  from  each  speaker.  Miss 
Hyde,  "There  were  present  at  the  International  Missionary  Conference  47 1  dele- 
gates, representing  70  countries.  Of  the  delegates,  82  were  women.  The  largest 
delegation  from  any  one  country  was  that  from  China,  with  50   delegates." 

Mrs.  Manikam :  "I  bring  you  greetings  from  the  church  of  India,  and  especi- 
ally from  the  women  of  India.  I  am  glad  I  can  bring  greetings  from  Madras, 
because  I  belong  to  Madras;  I  was  born  and  reared  there  and  educated  in  the 
Christian  College  of  Madras." 

Miss  McKinnon:  "The  first  day  of  the  conference  was  a  day  of  quiet  worship, 
a  glorious  experience  shared  by  nations  and  denominations  and  races.  At  the 
close  of  that  day  we  were  welded  into  one  through  worship,  so  that  we  never 
lost  the  sense  of  fellowship  throughout  the  conference." 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  Council  meeting  was  the  address 
by  Rabbi  Julius  Mark  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  His  subject  was  "The  Church  in  a 
Bewildered  Generation."  Graphically  and  clearly,  he  stated  why  the  world  was 
in  such  a  chaotic  condition.  "The  foundations  of  civilization  have  been  attacked 
in  recent  years,"  he  said,  "by  the  forces  of  Communism,  Fascism  and  Naziism. 
The  basic  religious  teachings  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of 
Man  are  scoffed  at  and  attacked  in  Germany  and  Italy,  as  well  as  in  Russia." 
He  told  of  the  persecution  of  the  Jews  in  Germany  and  of  Christians  who  were 
suffering  because  they  dared  to  speak  in  defense  of  the  Jews  and  to  remain  true 
to  the  leading  of  their  consciences. 

One  evening  service  was  given  to  a  program  on  Scarritt  College.  All  of  the 
Scarritt  alumnae  sat  together  and  sang  the  Scarritt  song,  "Alma  Mater  Glorious," 
led  by  Dr.  Charles  E.  Washburn,  professor  of  Music  at  Scarritt.  An  address,  "The 
Interpretation  of  Scarritt  College,"  by  the  president,  Dr.  J.  L.   Cuninggim,  was 
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followed  by  moving  pictures  of  the  beautiful  buildings  and  campus  of  the  college. 
An  address  by  the  vice-president,  Mr.  Earl  Moreland,  on  the  next  morning 
followed  Dr.  Cuninggim's  report. 

The  Youth  Crusade,  which  is  being  featured  by  our  church  this  year,  was 
presented  in  a  very  able  way  by  Rev.  Paul  Worley.  In  a  very  earnest  and  appeal- 
ing way  this  young  preacher  told  of  the  eagerness  and  enthusiasm  of  the  young 
leaders  of  this  movement  and  how  they  were  seeking  to  interpret  the  Christian 
message  to  other  young  people  of  the  church. 

The  hours  given  over  to  the  messages  of  the  missionaries  and  deaconesses  each 
day  were,  as  usual,  times  of  especial  interest  to  the  Conference  women,  as  they 
brought  many  items  of  information  about  their  fields  of  work.  Evangelistic 
workers,  teachers,  nurses,  doctors,  social  workers  or  whatever  profession  they 
might  be  following  one  and  all,  they  brought  a  message  of  hope  and  the  chal- 
lenge of  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  service  to  those  who  are  willing  to  give 
their  lives  to  the  Master's  calling. 

The  Consecration  Service  on  Sunday  night,  a  service  very  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  the  Council  women,  was  beautiful  in  its  simplicity.  All  in  white  array,  the 
deaconesses  and  missionaries,  led  by  the  candidates,  marched  into  a  church  audi- 
torium that  was  made  beautiful  also  with  white  spring  flowers  and  a  lighted 
white  cross. 

The  impressive  hymns  of  our  church,  "Heralds  of  Christ,"  as  the  processional, 
and  "Rejoice,  Ye  Pure  in  Heart"  as  the  opening  hymn,  pealed  out  and  then  the 
Scripture  reading  and  prayer  were  given  by  Miss  Leila  Bagley  of  Scarritt  College. 

Then  messages  from  an  emeritus  missionary  (retired)  and  from  one  active 
deaconess  and  one  active  missionary,  welcoming  the  new  workers  into  their  re- 
spective fields  of  work  were  heard.  After  messages  of  the  candidates,  one  from 
the  Home  workers  and  one  from  the  Foreign,  Mrs.  Perry  presented  the  eight 
young  women  to  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  for  consecration  and  he  conducted  that 
impressive  service,  taking  each  by  the  hand  and  commissioning  them  "to  take  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  into  all  the  world." 

One  very  interesting  feature  of  the  Consecration  Service,  in  view  of  the 
union  of  the  three  branches  of  Methodism  soon  to  be  consummated,  was  that  one 
of  the  young  women  who  was  consecrated  for  service  was  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  She  was  Miss  Grace  Armstrong,  of  Maryland,  and 
is  to  go  to  China  as  a  missionary. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  very  inspiring  and  interesting  parts  of  a  Council 
session  that  was  full  of  great  things.  We  do  not  know  what  the  future  holds 
for  us  in  the  way  of  organization,  but  we  are  confident  that  in  our  great  United 
Methodist  Church  there  will  always  be  a  place  for  the  service  of  Christian 
women.  Let  us  not  fear  for  the  future.  We  have  had  a  glorious  past,  for  which 
we  are  very  grateful;  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  present  which  challenges  every 
ounce  of  our  strength  and  ability — as  to  tomorrow,  let  us  say  with  Paul, 

....  "This  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind  and 
reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

An  appreciable  gain  was  made  in  the  Children's  Work  for  1938.  In  1937 
there  were  271  "Friendship  Units"  and  in  1  9 3 S  there  are  +80  units — an  increase 
of  209  units.  With  this  growth  in  units,  other  items  of  the  report  have  taken  a 
higher  place.  The  total  average  attendance  at  Sunday  morning  sessions  and  at 
extra  sessions  was  10,829,  an  increase  of  1,8 SO  over  last  year.  The  number  of 
departments  having  extra  sessions  has  increased  by  44.  The  fourth  Sunday  offering 
has  increased  $471.18,  making  a  total  of  <5,S40.85. 

The  two  units  for  study  this  year  were  the  American  Indian  and  Brazil. 
Because  of  conditions  over  which  we  had  no  control,  the  latter  unit  could  not 
be  put  on  until  January  of   1939,  but  it  was  considered  a    193  8   unit. 

The  quality  of  this  work  continues  to  be  of  a  high  order.  Through  these 
studies  a  fine  spirit  of  brotherliness  is  being  developed  and  we  hope  that  this 
spirit  of  friendliness  toward  children  of  other  races,  classes  and  nations  will 
bear  fruit  in  the  coming  years. 

The  activities  of  this  work  are  varied  and  interesting.  It  seems  that  the  secre- 
taries use  every  means  available  to  make  the  work  appeal  to  the  children  and 
during  the  time  of  this  intensive  study  both  teachers  and  children  are  imbued 
with  the  subject.  They  not  only  play  the  games,  sing  the  songs,  dramatize  the 
stories,  build  the  villages,  make  the  scrap  books,  learn  the  poems,  but  they  even 
eat  the  food  of  the  people  about  whom  they  are  studying.  For  the  time  being 
they  are  little  Indians  or  little  Brazilians  or  whatever  children  may  be  the  subject 
of  the  unit.  Through  it  all  thev  are  taught  that  they  are  children  of  the  Heavenly 
Father  and  are  brothers. 

Much  hand  work  is  done  and  gifts,  made  by  the  children,  are  sent  to  these 
brothers  and  sisters  who  may  be  of  another  race,  color  or  class.  One  enterprising 
secretary  discovered  a  church  for  Croatan  Indians  in  Robeson  County  and  got 
in  touch  with  the  pastor  and  thus  opened  the  wray  for  the  children  of  her  group 
to  send  gifts  and  letters  to  these  Indian  children.  I  think  I  may  say  that  the 
Children's  workers  are  as  resourceful  as  any  officers  we  have  in  our  work. 
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The  Chinese  banner  is  again  awarded  to  the  Rocky  Mount  District.  This  is 
given  for  the  greatest  number  of  reports  and  the  accuracy  and  regularity  of  re- 
porting. 

The  Korean  banner  is  awarded  to  the  children  of  the  Conway  Church  for 
the  emphasis  placed  on  the  work  as  expressed  in  their  activities. 

The  African  banner  is  again  awarded  to  the  Elizabeth  City  District  for  the 
greatest   number   of  churches   reporting  the   fourth   Sunday   offering. 

This  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  Children's  Work  and  I  wish  to  thank 
each  one  who  has  had  a  part  in  making  it  a  successful  one.  I  wish  especially  to 
thank  the  auxiliary  presidents  for  their  fine  co-operation. 

Now,  in  leaving,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Conference  for  per- 
mitting me  to  spend  eleven  years  in  this  work.  You  will  never  know  what  it  has 
meant  to  me  to  be  given  this  opportunity  to  work  with  you  in  the  Master's 
Vineyard.  Good-bye  and  God  bless  you.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

As  a  result  of  missionary  education  the  women  of  our  Conference  are  more 
world-minded  and  community  conscious  today  than  they  have  been  before.  The 
193  8  reports  from  Study  superintendents  show  decided  development  along  these 
lines.  It  is  heartening  to  note  that  more  people  are  thinking  in  terms  of  world 
brotherhood,  universal  good  will  and  spiritual  kinship.  A  shocking  awareness  of 
community  shadows  and  needs  is  felt  and  women  in  missionary  societies  are  more 
uncomfortable  about  unrighteous  conditions  at  our  doors  since  engaging  in  the 
study  of  "The  Church  in  Rural  America"   and  "The   Church  in  the  City." 

The  statistical  report  for  the  year  193  8  shows  substantial  increases  in  the 
number  of  reports  received,  mission  and  Bible  study  classes  held,  class  members, 
missionary  libraries,  the  percentage  of  societies  holding  one  or  more  classes,  the 
percentage  conducting  three  classes  and  the  number  of  societies  achieving  our 
Conference  Study  Efficiency  Aim;  all  of  which  means  normal  growth  and  prog- 
ress in  this  department  of  work. 

Sixty-one  percent  or  247  of  our  405  societies  reported  having  held  one  or 
more  classes  last  year.  Durham  District  had  44  societies  studying;  Elizabeth 
City,  34;  Fayetteville,  26;  New  Bern,  35;  Raleigh,  42;  Rocky  Mount,  40;  and 
Wilmington,  26,  an  increase  in  the  Conference  of  3  9  societies  engaging  in  study. 
Tabulations  from  722  quarterly  reports  received  give  a  total  of  699  study  classes 
conducted:  430  mission  study  classes  with  7,041  members,  and  270  Bible  study 
classes  with  4,122  members,  an  increase  of  26  classes  and    1,012   members. 

In  193  8,  27  societies  made  the  Conference  Study  Efficiency  Aim,  an  increase 
of  10  societies  doing  this  high  type  of  work.  This  means  that  the  entire  study 
program  was  carried  out  and  the  three  study  classes  were  standard  classes.  Fifty- 
four  societies  carried  out  the  full  program  of  study,  conducting  three  Information 
classes  and  will  receive  Study  Honorable  Mention  certificates. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-six  societies  held  three  study  classes,  two  missions 
classes  using  the  spring  and  fall  current  texts  and  one  Bible  study  using  Council 
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approved  texts  as  guides  to  the  study  of  the  Bible.  This  is  also  an  increase  over 
the   149  groups  making  such  reports  in    193  7. 

Eighty-four  Special  Council  classes  were  held  in  1938,  a  decrease  of  31. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  societies  studied  "Out  of  Aldersgate" 
with  the  entire  church  in  the  spring  and  Council  did  not  give  their  certificate  of 
Special  Recognition  for  this  study.  However,  the  certificate  is  being  given  for 
the  church-wide  mission  study  this  spring  for  the  first  time.  A  large  number  of 
groups  are  using  Dr.  Wassan's  book,  "The  Invincible  Advance,"  and  if  Council 
requirements  are  met  will  apply  for  this  special  certificate  which  is  given  for 
mission  study  only.  Out  of  43  Conferences  in  Council,  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference stands  8th  in  mission  study  and  10th  in  Bible  study.  A  review  of  past 
records  showing  progress  and  development  stimulates  new  purposes  in  the  hearts 
of  studious  missionary  women. 

Letters  from  superintendents  of  Study  testify  that  the  fall  topic,  "The  Church 
in  the  City,"  was  the  most  challenging  and  helpful  we  have  had.  Communities 
were  thoroughly  studied,  deplorable  conditions  found,  the  searchlight  was  thrown 
on  black  shadows  and  as  a  result  of  this  study  interest  has  been  awakened  and 
numerous  follow-up  activities  are  being  carried  out  that  these  shadows  may  be 
lifted. 

"The  Radiant  Heart"  by  Dr.  Costen  Harrell  and  Miss  DeBardeleben's  "Songs 
in  the  Night"  were  the  most  widely  used  Bible  study  books.  These  were  studied 
with  the  Bible  and  reported  as  most  helpful. 

The  Study  leaders'  meetings  held  in  each  district  in  September  are  growing 
in  attendance  and  are  proving  to  be  of  great  value.  The  co-operation  of  each 
district  secretary,  the  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  the  Conference 
president,  the  Conference  secretary  and  contributions  of  many  other  key  women 
made  these  training  days  effective  and  worthwhile.

Proctor  of  Fuquay  Springs  and  Mrs.  H.  K.  Sanders  of  Roxboro  who  have  served 
so  splendidly  as  Study  superintendents  for  a  long  period  of  years. 

Very  outstanding  work  was  done  in  a  large  number  of  societies.  They  are  to 
be  commended  for  correct,  prompt  reports  showing  that  excellent  work  was  done. 
Space  will  not  permit  me  to  name  them  all  but  I  feel  that  special  recognition 
should  go  to  Lakewood,  Durham;  Mary  Hambrick,  Roxboro;  First  Church, 
Elizabeth  City;  Willie  Evans,  Tyner;  Belle  Barnes,  Jonesboro;  Jarvis  Memorial, 
Greenville;  Fairmont,  Raleigh;  Fuquay  Springs;  First  Church,  Rocky  Mount; 
Milwaukee;  Norlina,  Rich  Square;  Trinity,  Wilmington  and  Whiteville. 

Last  year  the  Lillie  Moore  Everette  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  was  awarded  to 
Durham  District  for  having  had  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  reporting 
three  study  classes,  which  was  64%.  This  year  the  Jewel  goes  to  New  Bern 
District  for  having  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  three  classes,  two 
mission  study  classes  and  one  Bible  study  class,  using  texts  approved  by  Council. 
The  percentages  are:  New  Bern  District,  52%;  Raleigh  District,  47%;  Durham 
District,  44%;  Elizabeth  City  District,  40%;  Rocky  Mount  District,  39%; 
Wilmington  District,  36%,;  Fayetteville  District,  26%. 

May  we  continue  to  go  forward  in  His  name,  a  great  united  group,  conse- 
crated to  the  task  of  helping  others  to  live  more  abundantly.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLICITY  AND  WORLD  OUTLOOK 

Miss  Haskins  made  the  statement  in  her  report  to  Council  that  Conference 
and  auxiliary  Publicity  superintendents'  reports  show  encouraging  improvement 
in  the  use  of  literature  and  renewed  efforts  to  meet  more  adequately  the  needs 
of  the  auxiliaries. 

There  are  evidences  of  more  careful  preparation  and  more  intelligent  use 
of  the  program  literature. 

This  statement  is  certainly  true  in  our  Conference. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  this  year  in  this  department  and  despite 
the  fact  that  some  auxiliaries  still  do  not  report  and  many  of  the  reports  received 
reach  us  too  late  to  be  included  in  our  report  to  Council,  there  is  a  splendid  gain 
this  year  over  last  year  in  the  number  of  auxiliaries  reporting. 

An  effort  was  made  by  Council  last  year  to  perfect  the  output  of  literature 
rather  than  enlarge  the  variety  published. 

The  amount  of  literature  to  auxiliaries  has  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year, 
due  to  both  the  increase  in  the  number  of  auxiliaries  and  to  the  growing  interest 
in  missions. 

Bulletin:  Many  more  auxiliaries  are  using  the  Bulletin  in  their  auxiliary 
meetings  and  giving  publicity  by  posters  and  church  bulletins  to  news  items  it 
contains. 

World  Outlook:  Although  our  Conference  failed  to  reach  the  goal  set  for  it 
in   1938  there  was  a  net  gain  of  2,393  subscriptions  in  the  Nashville  office. 

Eleven  Conferences  reached  their  goals. 

Our  Conference  had  2,016  subscribers  at  the  close  of  193  8  which  is  six  less 
than  we  had  December  31,  193  7.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  has,  as  you  know,  five  distinct 
divisions  with  a  chairman  for  each.  These  divisions  are:  International  Relations 
and  World  Peace,  Citizenship,  Interracial  Co-operation,  Economic  Relations  and 
Rural  Development. 

In  each  division  of  this  work,  auxiliaries  show  increased  understanding  and 
willingness  to  co-operate  to  the  fullest  extent  with  suggestions  made  by  Council 
or  Conference  officers.  There  is  no  lessening  of  our  care  for  the  sick  and  needy 
nor  of  thoughtfulness  for  strangers  and  those  in  sorrow  but  there  is  evident  a. 
marked  sense  of  responsibility  for  studying  the  underlying  causes  of  povertv,  of 
national  misunderstandings,  of  disease  and  racial  antagonisms,  and  doing  some- 
thing to  correct  them. 

Time  does  not  permit  mention  of  even  the  most  -outstanding  individual 
efforts.  Whenever  an  auxiliary  superintendent  catches  the  true  meaning  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  some  constructive  action  invariably  follows.  More  and  more 
auxiliaries  are  trying  to  bring  their  communities  to  the  standard  of  brotherhood 
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which  Jesus  taught  and  which  our  missionaries  hold  before  their  foreign  follow- 
ers as  truly  Christian. 

There  has  been  splendid  co-operation  with  all  government  agencies.  The 
services  of  free  clinics  have  been  made  available  for  hundreds  of  children  and 
adults  of  both  races,  because  our  women  were  willing  to  take  patients  to  the 
clinics  in  their  cars  or  helped  in  the  clinics  themselves  by  giving  clerical  aid. 
Mothers  who  were  eligible  for  financial  aid  have  been  shown  how  to  secure  it; 
the  blind  and  aged  have  been  guided  to  the  proper  source  for  help;  little  children 
handicapped  by  poor  vision  have  been  fitted  with  glasses,  and  hungry  children 
have  been  fed. 

Through  co-operative  effort  some  big  projects  have  been  accomplished.  In 
one  county  through  the  united  efforts  of  the  Methodist  women  a  full  time  health 
unit  has  been  secured.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  suffering  that  will  be 
relieved  and  the  lives  that  will  be  spared.  Last  year  we  voted  to  ask  that  a  Rural 
Deaconess  be  appointed  to  work  in  some  part  of  our  Conference.  This  year, 
through  the  united  efforts  of  all  our  officers  and  auxiliaries  we  are  nearing 
achievement  of  that  request.  Mrs.  Hillman  will  tell  us  more  about  that  at  the 
end  of  this  report. 

Most  auxiliaries  have  brought  to  the  attention  of  their  Congressmen  their 
sincere  desire  for  peace  and  determination  that  America  shall  not  enter  another 
World  War.  During  the  recent  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Legislature  our 
women  took  an  active  part  in  urging  the  passage  of  health  and  humanitarian 
measures. 

During  193  8  the  auxiliaries  of  our  Conference  gave  help  of  all  kinds  to  the 
Negroes  of  their  communities.  Many  Negro  leaders  were  sent  to  the  Training 
School  at  Winston-Salem  and  on  their  return  were  given  assistance  in  carrying 
out  their  plans. 

Again  this  year,  as  last,  some  of  the  finest  work  is  reported  by  truly  rural 
auxiliaries  and  those  with  very  small  membership.  No  auxiliary  is  too  small  to 
help  in  this  challenging  cause — the  bringing  of  God's  Kingdom  here  on  earth. 

When  certain  conditions  of  study  and  service  are  met,  Council  awards  as 
especial  recognition  a  certificate  of  efficiency.  Certificates  will  be  presented  at 
district  meetings.  There  are  also  certain  auxiliaries  which  have  done  outstanding 
work,  although  failing  in  one  point  to  meet  Council  standards.  To  these  we  give 
Honorable  Mention.

With  this  privilege  come 
opportunities  which,  if  working  together  we  will  grasp,  shall  turn  the  boundless 
potentialities  of  our  Woman's  Page  into  a  mighty,  a  far  reaching  and  a  lasting 
influence  for  good.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  great  one  for  the  women  of  Durham  District; 
greater  than  one  can  say,  for  so  many  things  have  been  done  of  which  no  record 
on  earth  has  been  made.  The  results  are  with  our  Father. 

The  results  we  can  see  are  most  gratifying;  progress  in  the  fundamental 
things  has  been  steady.  Two  societies  ceased  to  function,  Merritt's  and  Andrews 
Chapel;  three  new  ones  leave  a  net  gain  of  one  society:  Longhurst,  Bynum,  and 
Rougemont.  Membership  gain  is  180,  while  young  women's  numbers  increase  48. 

There  is  cause  for  gratification  in  the  fact  that  almost  every  society  had  from 
one  to  three  study  classes,  many  making  Council  credit;  that  with  the  exception 
of  three,  everyone  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  and  sent  in  contributions;  that 
almost  everyone  has  a  C.  S.  R.  superintendent;  many  have  baby  specials  leaders; 
a  large  increase  is  seen  in  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  These  things  are  the  foundation 
of  the  work,  and  the  increase  in  them  denotes  a  growth  in  information,  inspira- 
tion, and  consecration. 

The  pledge  of  $7,800  was  paid,  with  a  margin  of  $548;  baby  gifts  for  the 
year  showed  a  decrease;  but  the  women  paid  more  than  $400  on  the  district 
specials,  and  did  not  concentrate  on  baby  gifts,  as  before.  There  was  a  general 
observance  of  the  60th  Birthday  Anniversary,  with  nice  gifts.  In  other  lines 
similar  interest  was  shown,  and  progress  made. 

Three  whole  days  of  joint  zone  meetings  in  midsummer,  with  Mrs.  Chad- 
wick  and  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle  as  guest  speakers,  proved  seasons  of  wonderful  up- 
lift, good  fellowship,  and  rare  information  and  inspiration  given  out. 

Untiring  efforts  of  the  zone  and  district  leaders  resulted  in  most  of  this 
progress;  they  held  meetings  regularly,  with  well  planned  programs,  and  were 
able  to  reach  even  the  most  remote  of  the  members;  their  programs  show  great 
initiative,  with  an  honest  effort  to  make  clear  the  work  to  the  new  and  weak 
societies,  and  yet  have  it  interesting  to  the  veterans.  The  leaders  who  worked  so 
untiringly  during  the  year  were  as  follows:  Alamance  zone,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Alley; 
Caswell,  Mrs.  Malcolm  Watlington;  Chatham,  Mrs.  J.  Lee  Harmon;  Durham, 
Mrs.  J.  E.  Patrick,  who  resigned  late,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  M.  J.  Carver; 
Orange,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Warren;  and  Person,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox.  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee, 
Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  World  Outlook,  and  Mrs.  W.  W. 
Stedman,  Supplies,  have  passed  along  splendidly  and  cheerfully  the  facts  about 
their  work,  and  have  made  the  district  conscious  of  its  duty. 

Periodic  zone  meetings  have  been  held;  the  district  meeting,  on  a  rainy  day, 
had  306  delegates,  and  was  a  most  inspiring  occasion.  The  women  have  attended 
various  missionary  gatherings  in  district  and  Conference  in  such  numbers  as  to 
show  that  they  are  really  about  "their  Father's  business"  and  want  to  be  identified 
with  it  in  all  its  phases. 

The  three  district  specials  were  well  supported :  the  5  cents  per  member  for 
Paine  College  resulted  in  a  total  of  $72.40;  five  cents  per  member  for  life 
membership    fund   brought   in    $69.46;    the    25    cents    per    member    for   the    new 
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special,  Korean  kindergartens,  resulted  in  a  total  of  $275.82,  and  this  amount 
will  subsidize  eight  kindergartens  a  year  in  Korea. 

Life  memberships  were  given  by  the  district  to  Miss  Lelia  Tuttle,  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Fox,  adults;  and  William  Gunn,  Caswell,  and  Jean  Straughan,  Chatham,  chil- 
dren. Others  were  given  by  societies  and  individuals. 

Other  things  were  done,  denoting  a  deeper  interest  and  a  greater  passion  for 
the  work;  these  are  the  things  that  are  abiding,  more  than  the  various  figures 
that  may  be  given.  Eighteen  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim,  many  others 
missing  it  in  only  one  or  two  phases. 

The  thing  that  delights  a  district  secretary  is  to  see  this  healthy  growth,  under- 
girded  by  this  increase  of  interest  and  passion;  surely  these  stand  for  a  greater 
determination  to  carry  on  in  a  bigger  way  year  by  year.  To  each  woman  of  the 
district,  each  officer  and  each  member,  a  debt  for  co-operation  and  help  is  ac- 
knowledged. And  a  call  to  each  one  is  again  given  to  go  ONWARD  "in  the 
strength  of  the  Lord,  and  the  power  of  His  might."  Only  in  that  way  may  we 
hope  to  reach  our  goals  of  greater  things  for  Him.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT

Again  we  won  the  African  Banner  for  having  the  most  church  schools  sending 
in  the  fourth  Sunday  offering.  We  also  won  the  World  Outlook  subscription  for 
having  the  most  new  societies  organized. 

Three  adults  and  six  babies  were  given  life  memberships. 

Seven  auxiliaries  made  the  Efficiency  Aim,  an  increase  of  three  over  1937. 
These  are:  City  Road,  Elizabeth  City;  Oak  Grove  and  Winfall-Cedar  Grove  on 
Perquimans  Charge;  Englehard  on  Mattamuskeet  Charge;  Plymouth,  Washing- 
ton, and  Williamston. 

We  had  as  our  guest  speaker  for  the  district  meeting  Miss  Euline  Smith, 
missionary  to  Korea,  home  on  a  furlough.  Miss  Smith  won  the  hearts  of  our 
women  with  her  enthusiasm  for  missions.  An  offering  of  $13.00  was  given  to 
Miss  Smith  as  a  love  gift. 

To  our  seven  efficient  zone  leaders  belong  the  honors  for  having  interesting 
zone  programs,  and  well  attended  zone  meetings.  We  had  as  guest  speakers  in 
the   thirteen   zone   meetings   the    following:   Miss   Zoe   Anna   Davis,    Mrs.    F.    B. 
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McKinne,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  and  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Chadwick. 

Three  zones,  Plymouth,  Hertford-Bertie,  and  Hyde-Beaufort,  gave  a  con- 
tribution to  the  building-  fund  of  Frisco  Church  on  the  Hatteras  Charge.  This 
church  was  entirely  destroyed  by  a  storm. 

Four  adult  auxiliaries  and  one  Young  Women's  Circle  have  been  organized. 
These  are  Lewiston  on  the  Aulander  Charge;  Cedar  Grove  on  the  Columbia 
Charge;  Asbury  on  the  Bath  Charge;  and  Kittrell  on  the  North  Gates  Charge. 
The  Young  Woman's  Circle  is  at  Williamston.  We  gladly  welcome  these  new 
auxiliaries. 

Forty-four  auxiliaries  reported  observing  Week  of  Prayer.  Hertford  gave  the 
largest  offering.  Washington  won  the  Korean  dolls  for  giving  the  most  baby 
money. 

First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  had  the  largest  increase  in  new  members. 

Perquimans-Chowan  Zone  won  the  banner  for  the  largest  attendance  at  district 
meeting. 

A  very  fine  study  leaders  meeting  was  held  in  Hertford  on  September  23rd. 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  were  with  us  and  helped  to  conduct 
an  interesting  and  worthwhile  program. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  222  new  members  in  this  district  in  193  8  are  young 
women. 

We  feel  that  as  a  whole  the  district  is  moving  forward  and  we  have  found 
life  more  joyous  because  of  the  co-operative  service  with  Godly  people  who  are 
interested  in  sharing  what  they  have,  much  or  little,  with  others. 

We  pray  for  courage  and  faith  as  we  work  together  to  fulfil  the  vision  and 
task  that  make  up  the  program  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society.

The  district  chose  her  as  our  supply  special  for  193  8  and,  aside  from  personal 
gifts,  presented  her  with  seventy  dollars  ($70.00)  in  cash,  a  part  of  which  she 
thought  would  go  into  an  electric  refrigerator  in  her  far  away  home.

Mary  Linda  Foushee  by  her  grandmother,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Isenhour;  Judith  Cain  by 
Cumberland-Lee  Zone;  Patricia  Gale  Safrit  by  her  mother  and  Georgie  Bruton 
Circle;  Franklin  James  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Wallace  by  Carthage  Auxiliary;  and 
George  Parker  Entwistle  and  Lillian  Anne  Terry  by  Rockingham  Auxiliary. 

Forty  auxiliaries  reported  observance  of  Week  of  Prayer,  five  more  than 
in  1937.  Again  our  thanks  are  due  Mrs.  Faison  for  a  bag  of  pecans,  sold  by  the 
Woman's  Wesley  Bible  Class  of  Steele  Street  Church.  Adding  this  amount  to  the 
district's  gift,  our  offering  was  $448.09,  an  increase  of  $68.00  over  1937.  Hay 
Street  Woman's  led  with  a  gift  of  $74.2  8. 

We  have  adopted  the  plan  of  holding  zone  meetings  only  in  the  spring,  as 
early  as  convenient  after  Conference.  The  five  zones  had  well  attended  meetings. 
Richmond  and  Scotland  held  a  joint  meeting  in  Hamlet  and  again  Mrs.  Hillman 
and  Mrs.  Chadwick  were  present.  All  the  programs  were  excellent  and  large 
crowds  attended.  In  September  we  gathered  in  Sanford  for  a  district  meeting 
and  coaching  day.  Again  we  were  delighted  to  have  Mrs.  Hillman  with  us. 
Mrs.  McKinne  was  present  and  made  it  very  clear  what  our  "Missionary  Dollars" 
become  when  transformed  into  schools,  hospitals,  churches  and  support  of  mis- 
sionaries and  deaconesses.  Mrs.  Boone  and  a  corps  of  able  assistants  outlined  the 
plan  of  fall  study.  Miss  Lamb  conducted  an  inspiring  devotional.  It  was  a  full 
day,  richly  spent. 

An  outstanding  event  was  the  Retreat  for  Spiritual  Life  Groups  held  at  Hay 
Street  Church,  November  4.  Miss  Lamb  was  in  charge  and  the  results  of  this 
day  of  prayer  were  felt  in  a  telling  manner  throughout  the  district.  We  covet 
an  active  Spiritual  Life  Group  in  every  church.

Oh!  for 
the  day  when  we  can  work  for  the  joy  of  working  with  only  the  Master  to 
praise  us. 

Our  hearts  overflow  as  we  are  able  to  announce  to  you  that  our  pledge  was 
paid  in  full.  For  years  we  have  been  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  we  could 
do  honor  to  another  of  our  very  own  daughters.  With  joy  and  grateful  pride 
we  are  today  making  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  an  Honorary  Life  Patron.  Her  life 
has  been  a  benediction  to  our  district  and  to  our  Conference,  and  we  are  so 
thankful  that  we  can  bestow  upon  her  this  distinction.

The  year  193  8  was  another  anniversary  year,  marking  the  sixtieth  birthday 
of  our  Woman's  Missionary  work  and  a  period  of  much  progress,  stimulating 
new  purposes  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  women.  As  a  birthday  gift  to 
Council  the  women  of  the  district  enrolled  22  3  new  members  and  made  an 
offering  of  $139.58. 

The  most  outstanding  accomplishment  of  the  year  was  receiving  the  much 
coveted  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  because  52%  of  our  auxiliaries  held  two  mission 
and  one  Bible  study  classes  and  reported  them  to  Mrs.  Boone.  We  were  very 
happy  to  have  the  jewel  come  back  to  us,  after  three  years. 

Four  new  auxiliaries  were  organized:  at  Bethel,  Beech  Grove,  Webb's,  and 
Woodington.  Four  auxiliaries  failed  to  report  during  the  year,  leaving  5  5  active 
auxiliaries  with  2,092  members.  Fifteen  Young  Women's  Groups  with  280  mem- 
bers were  reported. 

The  following  adults  were  made  life  members:  Mrs.  May  Smith  Early,  Mrs. 
B.  G.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Raymond  Gurley,  Mrs.  Carl  Bunting,  Mrs.  Ray  West, 
Miss  Betty  Warren  and  Mrs.  Elvira  S.  Brown.  Twenty-two  auxiliaries  reported 
promoting  Babv  Specials  with  an  offering  of  $115.00  and  8  Baby  life  members: 
Milton  Edwards  Foley,  Nina  James  Skinner,  Anne  Best  Hamrick,  James  Paul 
Brown,  Martha  Emily  Move  Hadley,  Nancy  Shelton  Newbold,  Johnny  Leroy 
Joyce,  Mary  Kathrine  Johnson. 

Fine  work  was  done  by  our  children,  both  Primaries  and  Juniors  holding  the 
second  largest  number  of  Friendship  Units  in  the  Conference.  We  are  sorry  to 
report  only  330  World  Outlook  subscribers  but  are  expecting  an  increase  this 
year.  Beston  led  in  subscriptions  according  to  membership,  having  8  members  and 
6  subscribers.  Forty-three  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  making  an  offering  of 
$361.00.  Greenville  led  again  in  offering  with  $76.00.  Thirty-five  were  active  in 
Christian  Social  Relations,  an  increase  of  9 ;  reports  show  an  increased  interest  in 
this  department  of  work.  Thirty-seven  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported, 
an  increase  of  8. 

We  are  very  glad  to  report  8  auxiliaries  attained  the  Efficiency  Aim,  an  in- 
crease of  2  over  last  year,  but  we  feel  there  should  have  been  many  more.  They 
are:  Ayden,  Dover,  Yelverton,  Greenville,  Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  Mt.  Olive, 
Morehead  City,  and  Vanceboro. 

Four  zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  and  fall  and  the  auxiliary  reports 
were  most  encouraging,  showing  an  increased  interest  in  all  work.  Our  district 
meeting  was  held  at  St.  Paul  Church,  Goldsboro,  June  1st,  with  a  large  attend- 
ance. Dr.-  Hillman,  our  presiding  elder,  brought  a  fine  spiritual  message  during 
the  opening  worship  which  was  felt  throughout  the  day.  Other  speakers  on  the 
program  were:  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  our  new  Conference  president,  bringing  us 
a  most  inspiring  message;  Miss  Euline  Smith,  missionary  to  Korea,  who  told  of 
her  work  in  the  foreign  fields;  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  student  councilor  of 
E.  C.  T.  C,  Greenville,  our  district  missionary  special,  told  us  of  her  work  in 
the  home  field;  and  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney,  Conference  chairman  of  Rural  De- 
velopment, told  us  of  the  needs  for  personal  work  in  our  own  communities. 
Miss  Elizabeth   Lamb  led  us  in  a  consecration  service  at  the  afternoon   worship 
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period.  We  held  our  Study  Training-  Day  in  Kinston  with  Mrs.  Boone  leading 
the  discussions  of  study,  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Kittrell,  of  Greenville,  presented  Christian 
Social  Relations. 

Our  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  was  held  in  LaGrange  early  in  the  year  with  Miss 
Lamb  guiding-  our  meditations.  We  feel  that  the  spiritual  blessing  which  comes 
to  us  at  this  time  gives  us  strength  and  courage  to  undertake  much  in  the  name 
of  our  Master. 

We  are  glad  to  report  our  pledge  of  $6,400  paid  in  full  with  $323.00  over, 
an  increase  of  $165.00.  The  per  capita  giving-  to  connectional  funds  for  the 
district  was  $3.27.  Sue  D.  Swindell,  Kinston,  led  with  $6.73;  Centenary,  New 
Bern,  was  second  with  $6.40;  and  Ayden,  third,  with  $5.27.  Supplies  sent  amount- 
ed to  $168.00.  Total  sent  Conference  Treasurer,  $6,83  8.50.  Total  raised  during 
the  year,  $12,677.  We  thank  Mrs.  Faison  again  for  pecans  which  added  $10.00 
to  our  Week  of  Prayer  offering.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


In  considering  the  work  of  193  8,  we  realize  that  there  are  many  intangible 
things  that  are  influencing  the  growth  of  our  work,  and  yet  cannot  be  counted. 
Sacrificial  service,  prayers,  personal  growth  and  development  cannot  be  put 
down  in  cold  figures;  but  statistics  do  show  a  general  trend.  The  work  of  the 
district  shows  a  steady  growth;  and  for  the  most  part,  the  women  are  seeking 
the  best  way  to  do  their  work,  and  to  make  their  activities  well  rounded. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  5 1 7  new  members  reported,  giving  us  a 
total  membership  of  2,112;  5  new  societies  organized:  Fairmont,  Salem,  Trinity, 
Tabernacle,  and  Cokesbury,  making  a  total  of  5  7  societies.  Our  life  members 
were  Mrs.  Josephine  Collie;  Baby  life  members:  Milburn  Jackson,  Jr.,  Stella 
Henrietta  Lambuth,  Mary  Marchman  Harmon,  and  Charles  and  Caswell  Riddle, 
twins.  The  Young  Women,  2 1 2  in  number,  are  active  in  eight  circles,  and  they 
show  a  zeal  that  is  very  inspiring  to  the  older  members.  Seventeen  societies  report- 
ed that  they  had  been  active  in  developing  "Baby  Specials";  3  6  in  Christian 
Social  Relations.  We  believe  this  department  of  our  work  is  least  understood 
because  of  its  broad  program ;  however,  there  seems  to  be  a  growth  in  the  grasp 
of  its  meaning.  Too  many  take  purely  local  activities  to  be  Christian  Social 
Relations,  and  we  are  asking  our  members  to  study  and  stress  the  work  in  this 
department  of  Christian  living. 

Reports  show  an  increase  in  mission  study — 85  study  classes  with  a  total  mem- 
bership of  1,002;  and  33  Bible  classes  with  409  membership.  Mission  study  was 
stressed  at  all  our  meetings,  but  special  emphasis  was  given  in  the  fall  zone 
meeting,  and  we  believe  the  quality  of  work  has  improved.

There  are  326  Outlook  subscribers;  11  societies  studied  Stewardship,  and  19 
reported  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  We  have  no  way  of  knowing  just  how  active 
these  groups  are;  but  we  believe  their  influence  has  meant  much,  and  we  strongly 
urge  more  emphasis  on  the  spiritual  side  of  our  work. 

Those  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim  were:  Garner,  Henderson  (First 
Church),  Newton  Grove,  Oxford,  Central,  Mary  Pescud,  Fairmont,  Hayes-Barton, 
Plank  Chapel  (Woman's),  and  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  an  increase  of  5  over  the 
previous  year.  There  were  several  societies  that  did  very  good  work,  and  only 
missed  this  honor  by  a  small  margin. 

During  the  year  we  had  5  zone  meetings,  and  our  district  meeting  was  at 
Clayton  with  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Faison  as  our  speaker. 

We  pledged  $4,700,  but  the  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer 
was  $5,473.88,  making  the  fifth  consecutive  year  we  have  over-paid.  The  local 
work  reported  was  $7,153.48;  supplies,  $219.88,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$12,847.24.  Forty-three  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  giving  $359.44, 
and  of  these,  Mary  Pescud  was  the  largest  per  capita  giver,  averaging  $1.2  7.  The 
Mary  Pescud  Society  continues  to  be  the  largest  per  capita  giver  towards  the 
pledge,  averaging  $11.27.  Central  showed  the  largest  financial  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  and  in  all,  3  1  societies  increased  in  their  financial  giving.  We  are 
grateful  for  meeting  our  pledge  and  having  more  than  $600.00  over-paid; 
besides  the  Baby  fund  of  $80.30.  This  shows  a  serious  effort  on  the  part  of  our 
women  to  meet  their  financial  obligations,  and  we  believe  the  large  increase  in 
giving  is  in  a  measure  indicative  of  our  increase  in  interest  and  spirituality. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  have  been  made  possible  by  the  concert- 
ed effort  of  all  the  women.  We  appreciate  their  loyalty  and  zeal,  and  trust  that 
in  1939  the  weak  points  may  be  fewer  in  number,  and  that  we  may  reach  new 
levels  of  efficiency  because  of  our  devotion  to  our  Master's  cause.

ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


As  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  year,  naturally  our  attention  is  turned 
toward  the  accomplishments  of  the  same.  When  reviewed  in  retrospect  it  doesn't 
seem  so  long,  only  a  short  while  ago  this  same  report  was  being  compiled,  but 
many  have  been  the  happenings  in  the  district  during  the  period. 

I  am  deeply  conscious  of  the  many  happy  faces  that  have  greeted  me  as  the 
smallest  advance  was  being  made,  and  it  is  to  these  women  that  I  am  giving  the 
full  credit  for  all  that  has  been  done. 

As  indicated  before,  Rocky  Mount  District  has  made  a  wonderful  report  for 
the  year  1938.  We  gained  274  members,  making  a  total  of  2,090  loyal  women 
supporting  the  missionary  cause  in  this  area. 

One  auxiliary  and  five  Young  Women's  Circles  were  organized,  making  a 
total  of  sixty  auxiliaries  and  fifteen  Y.  W.  Circles. 

We  excelled  our  goal  for  World  Outlook  subscriptions,  so  now  we  are  happy 
to  report  3  1 0  subscribers  and  about  twice  as  many  readers. 

Our  Spiritual   Life   Groups,  mission   and   Bible   study   classes   all   made   small 
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increases  while  our  interest  and  reports  of  Christian  Social  Relations  work  grew 
by  leaps  and  bounds.  Of  the  latter  we  are  becoming  more  conscious  because  the 
projects  have  been  simplified  by  both  our  Council  and  Conference  superintendents. 
To  them  we  are  most  grateful. 

Ten  zone  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  the  district  secretary  attending 
each.  At  the  fall  meetings,  along  with  her  other  work,  she  conducted  a  brief 
60th  anniversary  celebration.  One  hundred  eighty-eight  dollars  was  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer  for  the  same. 

The  amount  reported  for  all  Supply  projects  was  $338.37,  this  being  the 
largest  of  any  of  the  seven  districts. 

Now  for  our  finances  (and  who  can  say  that  figures  are  dull  when  they  spell 
Christianity  for  the  world?)  We  sent  $6,893.91  to  our  Conference  treasurer, 
this  being  $52  3.00  over  and  above  our  pledge.  Such  a  report  entitles  us  to  the 
largest  increase  in  the  Conference.  May  every  district  woman  who  reads  these 
lines  pledge  within  herself  that  we  shall  maintain  our  standard  through  the 
coming  years.  $8,803.46  was  raised  and  spent  locally,  making  a  grand  total  of 
expenditures  of  $16,035.94.  Every  one  who  is  affiliated  with  the  organization 
has  a  reason  to  be  proud  and  justly  so. 

Seven  of  our  auxiliaries  achieved  the  Efficiency  Standard,  which  is  a  rather 
small  per  cent,  but  when  judged  by  the  good  work  that  is  being  done,  the  fore- 
going number  could  be  multiplied  by  itself. 

Our  program  presented  by  a  number  of  ladies  at  the  Minister's  District  Con- 
ference, in  Bethel;  two  Officers'  Training  Days,  held  in  Roanoke  Rapids  and 
Rocky  Mount,  respectively;  our  own  district  meeting,  held  in  Spring  Hope,  and 
our  Study  Dav,  held  in  Tarboro,  were  the  outstanding  features  of  our  vear's 
work  and  the  district  secretary  feels  that  each  was  unique  within  itself,  yet  far- 
reaching. 

Lastly  (and  perhaps  the  greatest),  increase  made  in  our  line  of  endeavors 
was  our  life  membership  accomplishments.  We  made  eleven  (ll)  adults  life 
members,  two  (2)  juniors,  twenty-three  (2  3)  babies,  and  placed  one  name  on 
the  Memorial  Roll.  Our  book,  which  contains  a  picture  of  each,  is  swelling  but 
still  there  is  room  for  more. 

The  foregoing  lines  have  told  you  WHAT  we  HAVE  done;  it  would  take 
the  same  space  multiplied  by  three  to  tell  what  we  ARE  GOING  to  do  in  the 
year  1939.  We  are  pregnant  with  new  hopes  and  aspirations  for  His  cause.

The  women  of  the  Wilmington  District  are  grateful  for  the  measure  of 
success  that  has  been  ours  during  193  8.  There  was  an  increase  in  almost  every 
phase  of  the  work. 

Perhaps  our  most  outstanding  achievement  was  in  finances.  We  sent  to  Con- 
ference treasurer  $4,544 — $143.00  more  than  our  pledge  and  the  largest  amount 
sent  in  the  past  five  years.  The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  3  3  auxiliaries, 
making  an  offering  of  $371.00,  which  is  a  small  increase  over  the  previous  year. 
Lumberton  (Woman's)  and  Fairmont  continue  to  lead  in  this  work.  Eighteen 
auxiliaries  promoted  Baby  Specials  with  an  offering  of  $101.00.  Grace,  Richlands, 
and  Roseboro  gave  this  work  best  support.  The  birthday  offering  was  $67.61. 
Life  memberships  were  presented  to  ten  adults  and  four  babies — more  than  in 
any  previous  year.  They  were  as  follows:  Mrs.  W.  F.  Murphy,  Wallace,  by 
Duplin  Zone;  Mrs.  S.  B.  Culbreth,  St.  Pauls,  by  Lumberton  Zone ;  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Thompson,  Hallsboro,  by  Columbus  Zone;  Mrs.  G.  H.  Cannon,  Bolivia,  by  New 
Hanover  Zone;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jones,  Swansboro,  by  Onslow-Jones  Zone;  Mrs. 
Lizzie  Howell,  Wilmington,  by  Fifth  Avenue  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  Rosa  Martin, 
Roseboro,  by  Roseboro  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  H.  A.  Humble  and  Mrs.  Lillian  Blue, 
Wilmington,  by  Grace  Auxiliary;  Mrs.  D.  C.  Herring,  Roseboro,  by  D.  C. 
Herring;  Babies — Anne  Marie  Edens  by  Roseboro  Auxiliary,  Alice  Vivian  Savage 
by  Mesdames  Savage  and  Edens,  Robert  Lyles  Jerome  by  Circle  7 — Trinity 
Auxiliary,  Ervin  Oliver  Floyd  by  Fairmont  Auxiliary.  One  name,  Mrs.  Maggie 
Ashley  Floyd,  was  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  Fairmont.  An  increase  in 
connectional  funds  was  made  by  22  auxiliaries — Roseboro  making  the  greatest. 
Leaders  in  per  capita  giving  were:  Fairmont,  $7.77;  Faison,  $6.40;  Richlands, 
$5.33;  and  Roseboro,  $6.40.  This  is  the  sixth  consecutive  year  that  Fairmont 
has  led. 

Roseboro  made  greater  advancement  last  year  than  any  other  auxiliary  in  the 
district.  They  were  not  only  active  in  every  department  for  the  first  time  in  past 
few  years,  but  they  also  showed  substantial  increases. 

Reports  show  that  we  had  29  Spiritual  Life  Groups — an  increase  of  11; 
229  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook — an  increase  of  19.  Richlands  is  best  sup- 
plied, averaging  a  little  less  than  one  subscription  for  every  two  members.  Gifts 
to  the  Supply  department  amount  to  $158.00,  which  was  almost  a  100%  in- 
crease. 

There  has  been  much  activity  in  Christian  Social  Relations.  Our  women  are 
ever  alert  to  needs,  both  great  and  small.  Thirty-four  auxiliaries  participated  in 
holding  mission  and  Bible  study  classes. 

Our  district  meeting  in  Whiteville  in  October  was  well  attended.  Mrs.  Hill- 
man,  Mrs.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  Boone,  and  Mrs.  Matthews  were  guest  speakers. 

Fairmont,  Richlands,  Lumberton  (Woman's),  Roseboro,  Fifth  Avenue,  and 
Grace  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim.  Lumberton  and  New  Hanover  Zones  tied  in 
winning  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy" — each  having  two  auxiliaries  achieving  the 
Efficiency  Aim. 

We  closed  the  year  with  an  increase  of  126  members.  During  the  year  Young 
Women's  Circles  were  organized  at  Ep worth   (Wilmington),  Burgaw,  and  Beth- 
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lehem,  giving  us   1+  circles  with  a  membership  of  215.  Three  auxiliaries  failed 
to  report  and  Kenansville  disbanded,  reducing  our  number  to  5  3   for  the  year. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  zone  leaders: 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Council,  Columbus;  Mrs.  W.  F.  Murphy,  Duplin;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Ward, 
Lumberton ;  Mrs.  R.  G.  White,  New  Hanover;  Mrs.  A.  H.  Farnell,  Onslow- 
Jones;  and  Mrs.  Irvin  McLamb,  Union.  Our  debt  to  every  officer  and  member 
for  her  fine  contribution  in  making  this  report  possible  is  hereby  acknowledged, 
and  our  gratitude  expressed. 

It  is  evident  that  we  need  to  grow  along  all  lines.  Let  us  work  and  pray  that 
we  shall  grow  in  membership,  in  service,  in  knowledge,  in  spirit,  and  in  favor 
with  God.

5.  That  Young  Women's  Groups,  after  one  year  of  study  of  the  special 
programs,  "Weaving  Friendships  Around  the  World,"  be  transferred  to  the  adult 
groups  for  full  participation  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

6.  That  auxiliaries  supply  business  and  professional  women's  groups  with 
regular  program  material  and  provide  every  possible  means  for  their  cultivation 
and  full  participation  in  the  activities  of  the  society. 

II.  Finances. 

1.  That  auxiliary  presidents  and  treasurers,  with  the  assistance  of  the  finance 
committee,  seek  to  secure  a  larger  offering  to  missions  from  each  member,  thereby 
increasing  the  per  capita  giving  of  their  auxiliary. 

2.  That  each  member  be  urged  to  use  the  pledge  card  and  that  membership 
offerings  be  paid  monthly. 

3.  That  our  Conference  Scholarship  Fund  be  emphasized. 

4.  That   our   pledge    to    Council    for    1939    be — For   Adults,    $39,000;    for

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHILDREN'S  WORK 

We,  the  committee,  recommend: 

1.  That,  if  possible,  a  teacher  or  officer  of  the  primary  or  junior  depart- 
ments of  the  church  school  be  elected  as  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the 
auxiliary,  and  that  because  of  the  difficulty  of  promoting  the  co-operative  plan 
she  be  elected  with  the  view  of  retaining  office  longer  than  one  year. 

2.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  district  meetings  and 
training  schools  and  all  meetings  of  the  children's  workers  in  the  local  church. 
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3.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  request  the  pastor  to  appoint  the 
secretary  of  Children's  Work  as  one  of  the  members  at  large  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  so  that  she  may  aid  the  regular  representative  of  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society  on  the  board  in  keeping  the  board  informed  about  the 
missionary  units  so  that  provision  for  their  study  may  be  made. 

4.  That,  wherever  possible,  coaching  days  for  children's  workers  be  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  study  leaders'  meeting  in  the  fall.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 

STUDY 

The  committee  recommends: 

I.  That  renewed  emphasis  be  placed  upon  missionary  education,  realizing 
that  we  must  keep  informed  if  we  would  meet  the  great  challenge  and  enlarged 
opportunities  which  are  ours  in  the  new  church. 

II.  That  the  real  purpose  and  objectives  of  study  be  clearly  set  forth  and 
stressed,  as  auxiliary  presidents  and  study  superintendents  plan  together  the  pro- 
motion of  this  important  department  of  missionary  work. 

III.  That  each  auxiliary  strive  to  carry  out  the  five-point  program  of  study, 
namely: 

( 1 )  Two  mission  study  classes,  using  the  spring  and  fall  topics  approved  by 
Council. 

(2)  One  Bible  study  class,  using  a  Council-approved  book  as  a  guide  to 
the  study  of  the  Bible. 

(3)  A  reading  circle  (the  continuous  circulation  of  missionary  books  and 
materials  definitely  making  any  church  more  missionary  minded). 

(4)  A  missionary  library  (which  is  an  important  factor  in  a  good  study 
class  or  reading  circle). 

(5)  Four  quarterly  reports  sent  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study 
(urging  accuracy  and  promptness,  realizing  that  full,  clear  reports  are  necessary 
for  the  tabulation  of  accurate  records). 

IV.  That  efforts  be  made  by  auxiliaries  and  districts  to  send  a  representa- 
tive to  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  in  June  or  to  the  Missionary  Con- 
ference and  Leadership  School  at  Lake  Junaluska,  August  1-8,  where  missions 
courses  are  available. 

V.  That  study  leaders'  meetings  be  held  in  each  district  in  September,  as 
an  aid  in  missionary  education. 

VI.  (l)  That  we  accept  for  1939-40  mission  study,  the  topic  approved  by 
Council:  "Christ  and  the  World  Community  at  Home  and  Abroad." 
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(2)  That  study  by  special  Council  classes  be  based  on: 

a.  "Homeland  and  Harvest"  by  Arthur  Limouse; 

b.  "Through  Tragedy  to  Triumph"  by  Basil  Matthews. 

(3)  That  the  following  mission  studies  from  which  societies  may  make 
choice  be  continued: 

a.  "The  Church  Takes  Root  in  India"  by  Basil  Matthews; 

b.  "The  American  City  and  Its  Church,"  by  Samuel  Kincheloe; 

c.  "The  Invincible  Advance,"  by  A.  W.  Wasson ; 

d.  "Highways  to  International  Goodwill,"  by  Van  Kirk. 

(4)  That  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  co-operate  definitely  with  pastors 
and  missionary  committees  in  all  plans  for  missionary  education  in  the  church, 
especially  in  the  churchwide  mission  study  classes,  schools  of  missions  and  in  the 
fourth  Sunday  programs  of  the  church  school. 

VII.  ( 1 )  That  societies  use  the  new  Bible  study :  Songs  of  Zion,  Studies  in 
the  Psalms,  by  Mary  De  Bardeleben. 

(2)      That  the  following  Bible  studies  be  continued: 

a.  "The  Radiant  Heart,"  by  Costen  J.  Harrell; 

b.  "Songs  in  the  Night,"  by  Mary  De  Bardeleben ; 

c.  "Exploring  the  Bible,"  by  Hoff.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICITY  AND 
"WORLD  OUTLOOK" 

Realizing  the  importance  of  our  women  becoming  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  character  of  our  leaflet  literature  and  its  suitability  to  the  need  of  the 
auxiliary,  the  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Program  Committee  be  encouraged  to  give  first  place  to  the 
leaflet  material  when  arranging  programs  for  the  monthly  meetings. 

2.  That  more  publicity  be  given  the  latest  news  from  the  mission  fields 
as  soon  as  the  Bulletins  are  received.  The  use  of  bulletin  boards,  blackboards, 
posters,  daily  and  weekly  papers  and  our  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  are  effective  ways  of  giving  this  information. 

3.  That  for  the  widest  and  most  varied  missionary  information  we  suggest 
reading  the  World  Outlook,  Missionary  Review  of  the  World,  and  our  general 
missionary  publications. 

4.  That  the  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Publicity  be  made  a  member  of 
the  Program  Committee  and  that  she  own  and  encourage  each  member  of  her 
committee  to  possess  a  copy  of  the  Yearbook. 

5.  That  inasmuch  as  a  growing  interest  and  appreciation  of  World  Outlook 
is  evident  among  the  laymen  and  young  people  in  the  church,  it  is  suggested  that 
on  World  Outlook  Day  the  presentation  be  made  by  a  layman.  And  further,  that 
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auxiliaries  be   asked  to   provide   a  subscription   for  the   Young   People's   Depart- 
ment to  give  new  interest  to  this  missionary  program. 

6.  That  the  goal  of  increase  in  the  World  Outlook  subscriptions  for  1939 
be  154.  Each  district  secretary  pledging  herself  to  secure  new  subscribers  in  her 
district.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 


GENERAL  RECOMMENDATION 

1.  That  our  growing  knowledge  and  insights  into  the  ever  enduring  out- 
reaches  of  social  endeavor  promoted  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  be  lifted  into  the  realm  of  worship,  that  we  may  have  the  sense  of  being 
co-workers  with  God  in  the  establishment  of  His  Kingdom. 

2.  Since  the  principles  upon  which  democracy  is  founded  are  flouted  and 
despised  in  many  parts  of  the  world  today,  and  since  the  infringement  of  the 
liberties  of  any  group  is  a  violation  of  democracy  itself,  and  since  religious  free- 
dom in  America  means  that  men  are  free  to  express  their  faith  in  any  terms 
they  desire  without  suffering  penalties  in  the  social  or  economic  order,  we  recom- 
mend to  our  constituency  that: 

(a)  They  inform  themselves  through  reading  and  personal  contacts  in 
the  special  problems  of  minority  groups  in  their  midst  seeking  to  understand  them 
and  to  work  with  them  on  common  community  problems.  Among  these  groups 
we  make  special  reference  to  the  Jewish  people  living  in  our  communities  and 
those  refugees  who  may  become  citizens,  realizing  that  "He  who  looks  up  to  Jesus 
cannot  be  anti-Semitic" — Masarak. 

(b)  We  endorse  for  reading  and  study  "The  Jew  and  the  World  Ferment," 
by  Basil  Matthews  and  a  packet  or  pamphlet  on  the  Jewish  Situation. 

(c)  We  commend  the  work  of  the  National  Council  of  Jews  and  Christians 
and  urge  our  missionary  women  to  unite  in  this  movement  wherever  it  may  be 
possible,  seeking  to  create  right  attitudes  especially  among  the  youth  and  adults 
of  our  local  churches. 

3.  We  recommend  that  our  members  keep  in  touch  with  the  newly  organized 
Southern  Conference  for  Human  Welfare  which  provides  opportunity  for  stimulat- 
ing conferences  on  the  part  of  Southern  leaders  in  the  fields  of  Agriculture,  In- 
dustry, Education,  Health  and  Public  Welfare,  looking  toward  the  solution  of 
the  major  economic  problems  of  the  South. 
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COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 
We  recommend  : 

1.  That  a  study  be  made  of  juvenile  needs  in  each  community  with  a  view 
toward  prevention  of  delinquency,  seeking  the  observance  of  laws  dealing  with 
compulsory  school  attendance,  child  labor,  and  juvenile  delinquents. 

2.  Believing  that  a  knowledge  of  prison  conditions  in  our  country  would 
tend  toward  their  improvement,  we  recommend : 

(a)  That  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies  make  a  study  of  conditions 
in  local  jails,  state  and  county  prisons  and  penitentiaries. 

(b)  That  through  the  knowledge  gained  they  help  to  arouse  a  public  con- 
science which  will  bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  public  officials  who  have  the 
appointing  power  of  wardens  and  keepers  of  these  institutions  that  they  choose 
men  who  will  be  just  and  humane  in  their  treatment  of  criminals. 

3.  That  a  study  be  made  of  the  migrant  situation  in  each  community  in 
order  that  the  attention  of  the  auxiliaries  be  turned  toward  this  area  of  need} 
that  ways  be  found  whereby  the  health,  housing  and  sanitation  of  these  groups 
be  improved,  and  that  the  recreational  and  religious  needs  of  these  people  be  met 
through  the  personal  attention  of  the  auxiliary  women. 

4.  That  influence  be  brought  to  bear  in  every  way  possible  to  prevent  the 
untruthful  and  pernicious  advertising  of  liquor  so  insiduously  used  in  publica- 
tions, on  the  screen  and  over  the  radio. 

5.  That  a  study  be  made  of  the  Harrison  Thomas-Fletcher  Bill  for  Federal 
aid  to  the  states  for  education  of  all  races  whereby  aid  is  provided  for  adult  and 
workers'  education,  teachers'  training,  rural  libraries  and  public  schools,  and  that 
we  support  its  passage. 

6.  That  auxiliary  members  take  note  of  the  elective  course  on  the  evils  of 
gambling  in  the  April  issue  of  the  Adult  Student,  entitled  "The  False  Road  to 
Fortune"  (by  Deets  Pickett). 

7.  That  auxiliary  superintendents  secure  the  new  Citizenship  Packet  and 
promote  its  circulation  among  the  auxiliary  members.  Order  from  Literature 
Headquarters,   710  Church  Street,  Citizenship  Packet.  Price,   30   cents. 

INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

1.  That  conferences,  districts,  zones,  and  auxiliaries  co-operate  with  the 
C.  M.  E.  Church  in  their  program  of  leadership  training,  especially  by  assisting 
delegates  to  attend  their  training  schools,  and  by  providing,  when  requested, 
instructors  accredited  by  the  C.  M.  E.  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

2.  That  in  order  to  nourish  our  Christian  faith  in  God  the  Father  of  all 
and  to  enrich  our  spiritual  life  by  a  wider  fellowship  of  worship  we  seek  to  pro- 
mote on  special  occasions,  such  as  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  Brotherhood 
Week,  community-wide  services  of  worship  including  all  faiths  and  all  races. 
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3.  As  Christians  and  members  of  a  democracy  we  recognize  the  seriousness 
of  discrimination  against  any  group  in  limitation  of  educational  opportunity,  and 
we  call  upon  our  auxiliaries  to  study  the  situation  within  the  state,  giving  serious 
thought  to  means  of  rectifying  the  inadequacy  of  our  present  provision  for 
Negro  citizens  in  field  of  higher  education. 

RURAL  COMMUNITY 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  a  demonstration  study  of  the  guide  on  "The  Problems  of  Youth 
in  the  Rural  Community"  be  made  at  one  of  the  zone  meetings  during  the  year. 

2.  That  rural  missionary  societies  seek  in  every  way  possible  to  relate  the 
church  to  the  community  needs  and  make  a  study  of  all  community  organizations 
and  seek  to  find  helpful  ways  to  co-operate  with  them. 

3.  That  rural  missionary  societies  avail  themselves  of  the  free  publications 
of  the  Federal  and  State  Departments  of  Public  Health,  Welfare,  Education  and 
Agriculture  that  bear  particularly  on  their  community  life. 

4.  That  the  three  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Joint 
Annual  Conference  Rural  Work  Commission  shall  be  a  nucleus  for  a  standing 
committee  on  rural  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 

INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD  PEACE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  during  the  year  1939  we  lay  major  emphasis  on  the  necessity  of 
co-operation  of  the  United  States  with  other  nations  to  eliminate  war  and  to 
establish  and  maintain  peace  with  justice. 

2.  That  as  an  important  step  in  co-operation  we  urge  our  government  to  take 
the  initiative  in  calling  a  World  Conference  for  Peace. 

3.  That  auxiliaries  make  a  study  of  various  bills  coming  before  Congress 
relative  to  International  Relations,  and  register  their  convictions  with  their  Con- 
gressmen. That  we  recommend  for  immediate  study  the  questions  of  neutrality 
and  war  referendum. 

4.  That  auxiliary  women  take  the  initiative  in  forming  Peace  Councils  in 
their  communities.  Such  councils  to  be  non-denominational.  That  they  in  every 
possible  way  combine  their  efforts  with  those  of  existing  peace  agencies. 

5.  That  women  of  the  auxiliaries  seek  to  secure  more  effective  peace  educa- 
tion for  young  people  and  children  through  the  home,  church  and  school. 

ECONOMIC  RELATIONS 

1.  We  recommend  to  auxiliary  superintendents  and  committees  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  an  investigation  of  family  income  and  living  conditions  among 
the  lower  income  groups  of  their  communities. 

2.  We  recommend  that  Auxiliary  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees  make 
contacts  with  the  heads  of  relief  organizations  in  their  communities  and  seek 
from  them  direction  and  assignment  of  definite  service. 
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3.  We  recommend  that  auxiliaries  in  rural  districts  seek  the  advice  of 
Federal  and  State  Agencies  in  charge  of  Farm  Relief  and  Loans  in  order  to  render 
definite  service  where  needed.  In  order  to  aid  them  in  this  work  they  read  and 
study  the  following  three  pamphlets:  "Your  Income  and  Mine,"  "How  We  Spend 
Our  Money,"  "The  Negro  Woman  Worker."  (These  may  be  secured  from 
Literature  Headquarters.   10  cents  each.) 

4.  We  recommend  a  study  of  the  need  of  raising  the  standards  of  wages, 
hours  and  living  conditions  for  domestic  employees  and  co-operation  with  other 
agencies  that  are  working  toward  the  same  end. 

5.  We  recommend  the  support  of  Senator  Arthur  Vandenberg's  Bill  for  a 
Child  Labor  Amendment: 

The  Amendment  is:  "The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  limit  and  prohibit 
the  employment  for  hire  of  persons  under  sixteen  years  of  age." 

6.  That  missionary  women  work  for  the  improvement  of  conditions  of 
household  employment  and  that  they  co-operate  with  other  groups  engaged  in 
this  effort — Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Junior  Leagues,  and  Women's  Clubs. 

JOINT  AFFIRMATION  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW 
OBSERVANCE  AND  COMMITTEE  ON  INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 

We  recommend: 

I.  A  continued  effort  to  eradicate  the  evils  of  lynching  through  a  program 
of  education  in  our  local  communities.  We  call  especial  attention  to — 

(a)  The  powers  and  functions  of  the  state  radio  police  control  as  an  instru- 
ment for  maintaining  law  and  order  and  giving  greater  security  to  life  arid 
property. 

(b)  The  need  as  citizens  of  the  nation  for  making  an  impartial  study  of 
any  proposed  federal  legislation  seeking  to  evaluate  it  as  a  means  toward' 'eradi- 
cating lynching. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SPIRITUAL  LIFE     -

Your  committee  reports: 

That  the  year  has  brought  many  evidences  of  deepened  interest  in  the  service 
of  the  prayer  groups. 

That  Conference  officers  and  district  secretaries  have  stressed  Spiritual  Life, 
and  have  co-operated  in  many  ways.  .... 

That  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  held  a  Spiritual  Life  meeting  for  her  district. 
It  was  the  sixth  year  for  the  New  Bern  District. 

That  Mrs.  Dan  Lawrence  held  a  Spiritual  Life  meeting  for  the  Fayetteville 
District.  It  was  the  first,  but  plans  are  being  made  for  one  this  year. 

That  276  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported  to  Council,  and  that  some 
have  registered  since  the  first  of  January. 

That  Spiritual  Life  has  been  presented  at  district,  zone,  and  auxiliary  meetings. 
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That  five  district  secretaries  have  secured  leaders  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups  for 
their  districts,  and  we  hope  to  hear  from  the  other  two  districts  soon. 

That  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  continues  to  prepare  and  mail  suggestive  helps  for 
leaders  of  auxiliary  prayer  groups.

(2)  The  Wesley  Fellowship  Groups. 

(3)  The  Commission  on  Evangelism.

8.  That  we  learn  both  the  words  and  the  power  of  II  Peter  3:18.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  CANDIDATE  COMMITTEE 

Throughout  the  year  your  Candidate  Committee  has  been  in  close  touch  with 
the  Council  Committee  on  Candidates  and  its  personnel  worker,  Miss  Winnie 
Lee  Davis. 

In  May  we  arranged  a  schedule  for  Miss  Davis  to  visit  the  East  Carolina 
Teachers  College  and  Duke  University.  Several  days  were  spent  on  each  of  these 
campuses  during  which  time  Miss  Davis  had  personal  interviews  with  interested 
young  women  as  well  as  talking  to  groups  of  students  on  various  organization 
programs,  as  guest  speaker. 

In  the  fall,  the  Candidate  Committee  met  with  the  Executive  Committee  and 
listened  to  an  appeal  by  Miss  Davis  for  added  workers  in  every  field  of  service. 

Following  this  meeting,  the  Conference  Candidate  Committee  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  list  of  young  women  who  were  interviewed  by  Miss  Davis.  We  have 
contacted  each  person  who  seemed  to  us  to  give  promise  of  qualifying  for  service. 

As  a  result  of  this  study  and  cultivation  your  committee  is  bringing  to  you 
two  recommendations  at  this  Conference: 

1.  We  are  recommending  Miss  Elizabeth  Stubbs,  of  Grimesland,  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  Council  Scholarship  for  the  Summer  Term  at  Scarritt  College. 

2.  We  are  recommending  Miss  Viola  Nethery,  of  Halifax,  for  a  Scholarship 
at  Scarritt  College  for  the  school  year  of   1939-40. 

We  are  in  touch  with  two  other  young  women  who  are  interested  in  fitting 
themselves  for  full  time  service  under  the  Council  and  we  shall  look  forward 
to  the  opportunity  of  recommending  them  for  scholarships  at  a  future  date. 

In  view  of  the  desperate  need  for  workers  your  committee  urges  that  Con- 
ference officers,  district  secretaries,  Sunday  school  teachers,  and  all  auxiliary 
women  acquaint  themselves  with  the  requirements  for  service  and  then  search 
out  capable,  trained  young  women  who  are  interested  in  entering  this  field  of 
service,  and  send  the  names  to  your  Candidate  Committee.  We  will  give  every 
name  careful  consideration,  and  endeavor  to  encourage  and  guide  them  to  the 
best  of  our  ability.  Let  us  continue  to  work  and  pray  for  at  least  five  volunteers 
from  the  North  Carolina  Conference.

REPORT  NO.  1— COMMITTEE  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  was  re-organized  for  the  current  quad- 
rennium  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  at  Tulsa, 
Oklahoma,  in   193  8. 

By  vote  of  the  Council,  Mrs.  Fred  A.  Lamb  had  been  elected  chairman.  Mrs. 
N.  R.  Buckley  was  elected  secretary. 

At  the  mid-year  executive  meeting  of  the  Council,  Mrs.  T.  I.  Charles  was 
placed  on  the  committee  to  succeed  Mrs.  E.  A.  Kitchell,  Mrs.  Marvin  Eblen  was 
named  to  succeed  Mrs.  Nat  G.  Rollins  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Van  Winkle  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  Miss  Elsie  Wright,  a  beloved  and  valuable  member. 
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The  committee  is  unanimous  in  its  conviction  that,  although  the  church  has 
granted  laity  rights  to  women,  but  few  women  have  been  placed  on  boards  and 
committees  and  there  are  places  of  recognition  that  should  be  theirs.  In  view  of 
this :  conviction  a  letter  was  sent  out  in  July  to  Conference  presidents  and  chair- 
man of  Status  Committees  urging  that  they  be  more  zealous  in  securing  equitable 
representation  on  boards  and  committees.  The  letter  also  suggested  plans  by 
which  woman's  work  might  be  presented  at  annual  Conferences. 

'Because  the  committee  feels  that  women  should  have  an  opportunity  to  make 
their  contribution  to  every  area  of  service,  the  women  were  urged  to  give  prayer- 
ful consideration  and  earnest  effort  that  representative  women  be  elected  from 
every  Conference  as  delegates  to  the  Uniting  Conference. 

As  a  result  of  this  effort  reports  were  received  showing  that  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  presented  in  twenty-one  annual  Conferences. 
'Further  evidence  of  the  efficacy  of  this  effort  was  shown  in  the  election  of  fifty- 
four  women  delegates  to  the  Uniting  Conference. 

'  "  The  Status  Committee  believes  that  it  is  vital  to  the  great  missionary  interests 
as  well  as  the  program  of  the  entire  church  that  the  constituency  have  an  increas- 
ing .  awareness  of  the  importance  of  being  informed  on  all  subjects  that  pertain 
to  woman's  place  in  the  church,  the  state  and  the  changing  social  order. 

.  The  committee  sent  packets  of  material  for  study  and  information  to  each 
Conference.  Many  requests  have  come  from  the  various  Conferences  for  addi- 
tional supplies  of  the  packets.  This  we  think  is  indicative  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  women  in  this  field  of  study  and  effort. 

Altogether  the  committee  feels  that  advancement  has  been  made,  and  that  the 
Council  is  justified  in  promoting  this  department  of  work.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  PLAN 

Again  we  present  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  for  your  consideration.  Basic 
facts  about  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Workers  that  every  friend  of  the  in- 
stitution should  know  and  share  with  others. 

Scarritt  College  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Methodist  Church,  South. 
It  is  inter-denominational  in  that  it  trains  workers  from  other  churches  and 
organizations. 

Scarritt  College  was  established  by  women  of  the  Missionary  Society  and  has 
been  loyally  supported  by  them.  In  1926  it  was  given  to  the  church  at  large  and 
every  individual  has  the  privilege  of  helping  in  the  training  of  future  leaders  for 
the  community  and  church  through  the  support  of  Scarritt  College. 

SCOPE  OF  WORK— AT  SCARRITT 

Scarritt  College  trains  social  workers,  professors  of  Bible  and  religious  educa- 
tion, directors  of  recreation,  of  church  music,  of  Christian  Education,  pastors' 
assistants,  boy  workers  and  many  other  types  of  Christian  service. 

SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  PLAN 

Scarritt  College  depends  upon  a  group  of  consecrated  and  well  informed 
friends  who  know  the  deep  and  abiding  significance  of  its  work  and  who  appre- 
ciate the  immediate  necessity  for  strengthening  its  means  of  service  to  the  world. 
Once  our  friends  know  of  this  important  issue  concerning  Scarritt  it  follows  that 
they  will  desire  to  become  Scarritt  Associate  Members  and  by  a  gift  of  money 
given  annually,  great  or  small  as  this  gift  may  be,  it  will  help  in  a  definite  way 
to  become  a  link  in  a  continuing  process  of  achievement  for  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Even  one  dollar  contributed  through  an  Associate  membership  is  worth  $5.00 
in  personality  production  and  Christian  service. 

FACING  THE  FUTURE 

Scarritt  College  is  usually  thought  of  as  our  Methodist  training  school  for 
missionaries,  home  and  foreign.  It  is  more:  it  is  rendering  effective  service  as  a 
college  for  training  lay  workers.   Dr.  John   R.   Mott  stated   recently:   "Scarritt 
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College  is  destined  to  be  the  very  heart  and  center  of  the  missionary  educational 
interests  in  the  entire  United  States."  So  Scarritt  is  now  facing  the  greatest  chal- 
lenge for  Christian  service  in  history.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  and  Methodist 
Protestant  Churches  under  unification  are  already  making  requests  for  a  larger 
number  of  places  for  students  on  our  campus. 

If  Christian  friends  will  rally  to  our  support  with  consecrated  gifts  at  this 
.time  we  shall  be  able  to  multiply  many  times  over  the  scope  of  our  service.  A 
greater  Scarritt  there  should  be,  and  will  be  as  the  church  awakes  to  the  unique 
opportunities  it  offers  for  Christian  investment. 

Concerning  Scarritt  College  and  the  Youth  Crusade,  Scarritt  calls  to  youth 
of  the  church : 

To  help  solve  the  social  problems  of  this  era. 

To  be  messengers  of  international  good  will. 

To  help  promote  inter-racial  understanding. 

To  be  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad. 

To  help  interpret  spiritual  longings. 

To  found  Christian  homes. 

WHAT  WE  CAN  DO? 

In  December,  as  Conference  chairman  of  Scarritt  Associate  Plan,  I  sent  letters 
to  offices  of  our  Conference  asking  that  as  many  names  as  could  be  secured  by 
January  1,  1939,  be  sent  to  Nashville  office.  But  just  since  Council  met  in  Ashe- 
ville  I  have  received  our  rating  compared  with  other  Conferences.  We  are  at  the 
bottom  of  the  list!  This  is  not  as  North  Carolina  likes  to  do  things.  This  is  not 
the  North  Carolina  way!  Let  us  change  and  face  facts:  Our  quota  for  1939  is 
540  Associates,  77  for  each  district.  Council  challenges  our  Conference  session  to 
secure  as  many  as  possible  by  a  brief,  definite  invitation  to  have  a  definite  part 
by  contributing  a  definite  amount.  This  will  assist  many  worthy  students  to  enter 
full-time  Christian  service. 

SECURE  MEMBERS  JUST  HERE 
We,  as  your  committee,  recommend: 

1.  That  each  district  secretary  appoint  a  capable  woman  as  district  Scarritt 
Associate  representative  to  develop  the  plan  throughout  the  district. 

2.  That  at  district  meetings  the  secretary  and  representative  plan  a  Scarritt 
display  using  posters,  leaflets,  etc. 

3.  That  zone  leaders  appoint  a  Scarritt  Associate  representative  to  do  similar 
work  at  zone  meetings  so  that  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  will  reach  the  largest 
possible  number. 

4.  That  every  local  auxiliary -appoint  a  Scarritt  Associate  representative  to 
present  to  various  groups  in  the  church  the  plan  for  endearing  Scarritt  College 
to  the  entire  church,  working  with  the  local  Board  of  Christian  Education — pre- 
senting the  "Plan"  to  groups  of  young  people,  striving  to  interest  them  to  con- 
sider the  great  opportunity  offered  at  Scarritt  for  serving  as  Christian  workers. 

5.  That  where  possible,  honorary  $5.00  membership  for  presidents  of  aux- 
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iliaries,  zone  leaders  or  any  group  or  officer  be  secured  in  appreciation  of  service 
rendered  to  the  cause  of  missions. 

6.  That  we  suggest  that  every  Scarritt  Associate  invite  "three  close  friends" 
to  send  in  membership  contributions — $1.00,  $5.00,  $10.00  a  year — sending  all 
membership  names  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Crawford,  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

7.  That  Scarritt  representatives  check  carefully  for  identification  the  name 
of  the  church,  zone,  and  district  of  each  Scarritt  Associate;  do  this  when  name 
is  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Crawford.  Also  request  Mrs.  Crawford  to  send  list  to  Con- 
ference chairman  that  we  may  classify  according  to  locations. 

May  every  Conference  officer  become  a  Scarritt  Associate — every  district 
honor  some  one — every  zone  enroll  as  a  Scarritt  zone. 

Again  a  picture  of  Scarritt  College  will  be  given  to  local  auxiliary  or  dis- 
trict secretary  or  zone  leader  securing  most  Scarritt  Associates.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS  RECEIVING 
CERTIFICATES  FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY   COUNCIL 

1 .  Text; — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the   required  standard. 
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A  STANDARD  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small 
group,  with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding 
daily  or  weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion 
group  and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch. so 
that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to  express 
her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point  for 
discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the  current 
press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures,  and 
curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents  of 
the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

INTERPRETATIONS  OF  SOME  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CLASSES. 
APPLYING  FOR  COUNCIL  RECOGNITION 

The  current  book  is  one  on  the  approved  list  for  this  year:  October  I,  1 938- 
October  1,   1939. 

Seven  weeks  are  allowed  to  meet  emergencies,  such  as  a  monthly  meeting  br- 
other circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  leader. 

Owe  teacher,  or  leader,  must  have  charge  of  the  class.  She  may  use  others  for 
participation  at  her  discretion,  but  unity  of  purpose  and  plans  depend'  on  one 
person's  guidance.  ■    '    ' 

Each  member  of  the  enrolled  class  must  read  the  text  and  do  additional  work 
assigned  by  the  leader. 

Seventy-five  percent  attendance  means  an  average  of  6  out  of  8,  18  out  of 
24,  or  45  out  of  60,  etc.,  enrolled  members  of  a  class  present  at  each,  session. 

Council  classes  shall  hold  the  four  or  six  sessions  all  together.  Extra  meetings 
may  be  held  in  groups  if  desired  as  outside  work. 
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Interesting  outside  work  may  be  explained  on  extra  sheets.  This  will  often 
make  the  report  more  accurate,  and  clear  up  misunderstandings. 

Teachers  who  have  taught  in  Sunday  school  for  eighteen  or  twenty  years 
and  have  not  been  interested  in  attending  district  training  days  for  leaders  of 
study  groups  or  in  taking  one  or  more  mission  courses  in  training  schools  (if 
there  has  been  opportunity),  may  not  be  qualified  to  teach  a  mission  study  class 
applying  for  Council  recognition. 

Mission  courses  taken  in  standard  training  schools  which  may  receive  Council 
recognition  are : 

1.  Missionary  Education  in  the  Local  Church. 

2.  Missionary  Education  of  Children. 

3.  The  World  Mission  of  the   Christian  Religion. 

4.  A  Survey  of  Methodist  Missions. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  the  members  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  must 
take  such  a  course  before  applying  for  Council  recognition. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several 
years  of  experience  in  study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks  than  if 
it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to  the 
Conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  missionary 
education. 


MISSION  AND  BIBLE  STUDY  FACTS  MADE  PLAIN 

1.  What  is  the  work  of  the  auxiliary  Study  superintendent? 

Ans.  The  superintendent  of  Study  should  promote  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment by  carrying  out  the  Conference  Study  Program.  Upon  her  rests  the  respon- 
sibility of  arranging  for  three  courses  of  study  during  the  year.  Two  of  these 
should  be  Mission  courses  and  one  a  Bible  Study  course.  The  order  in  which 
these  courses  are  taken  depends  upon  the  local  situation  but  frequently  a  Bible 
Study  is  taken  early  in  the  year,  followed  by  a  Mission  Study  in  the  spring.  In 
the  fall  societies  have  the  second  Mission  Study,  following  Coaching  Days  held 
in  each  district  in  September.  Other  duties  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  will 
be  found  in  the  answers  to  other  questions  which  follow. 

2.  What  is  the  yearly  Study  Program? 

Ans.     a.     Two  Mission  Study  classes. 
b.     One  Bible  Studv  class. 
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c.  A  Reading  Circle. 

d.  A  Missionary  Library. 

e.  Four  quarterly  reports  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

Current  books  from  the  approved  list  must  be  used  for  all  study  classes. 

3.  State  briefly  the  difference  between  the  two  types  of  classes  called  a 
Council  class  and  an  Information  class. 

a.  The  Council  class:  This  is  the  advanced  type  of  study  and  is  a  pattern 
class  for  which  a  special  Council  certificate  is  given.  This  certificate  means  "work, 
well  done."  For  this  type  of  class  a  well  qualified  leader  is  needed,  one  who 
will  guide  a  discussion  of  vital  topics  previously  assigned  and  which  will  enable 
all  the  class  from  time  to  time  to  have  a  part,  so  that  some  problems  will  be 
solved.  This  is  creative  teaching.  Requirements  for  this  class  can  be  found  on 
page  12  of  the  Study  Handbook  and  also  on  the  back  of  the  application  blank 
for  a  Council  certificate.  Write  your  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  for 
this  special  Council  blank,  but  do  not  confuse  it  with  your  quarterly  report  blanks. 
One  does  not  take  the  place  of  the  other. 

b.  The  Information  class:  Many  auxiliaries  are  not  so  situated  as  to  under- 
take Council  classes.  Where  this  is  true  a  class  of  two  or  three  sessions  or  perhaps 
a  one-day  class  may  be  conducted.  Circuit  classes  are  sometimes  held.  This  may  be 
planned  to  suit  your  particular  group.  The  same  methods  may  be  used  for  Mission 
and  Bible  Study  classes.  Both  the  Council  and  Information  types  are  of  equal 
value  to  their  respective  groups,  provided  a  sincere  effort  is  made  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  of  the  study  program.  Thirty  minutes  is  the  shortest  class  session 
accepted  in  an  Information  class  in  Mission  or  Bible  Study. 

4.  How  often  should  a  book  on  Stewardship  be  used  for  Bible  Study? 
Ans.     This  is  left  with  the  auxiliary.  Stewardship  is  only  one  of  many  Bible 

Study  topics  and  may  be  used  as  often  as  the  group  feels  the  need  of  such  a 
study.  Auxiliaries  are  not  required  to  use  this  topic  for  Bible  Study  every  year; 
use  any  current  book  on  approved  list. 

5.  Are  elective  courses  still  accepted  for  Bible  Study  classes? 

Ans.  No.  The  elective  courses  are  no  longer  approved  by  Council  for  Bible 
Study,  but  are  to  be  used  as  studies  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

6.  Is  there  any  literature  on  Reading  Circles  and  Missionary  Libraries? 
Ans.     There    is   none.    A   Missionary    Library   may   be    assembled    under    the 

leadership  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Study.  Individuals  usually  respond 
to  a  "Missionary  Book  Shower."  Used  study  books,  World  Outlooks  and  other 
missionary  magazines  and  leaflets  may  be  added  each  year  and  if  there  are  funds, 
the  auxiliary  might  buy  books  each  year,  suggested  on  the  approved  list,  for 
the  library.  A  librarian  should  be  appointed  and  prominence  given  to  the  library. 
Every  society  can  have  a  small  one.  A  Reading  Circle  is  the  circulation  of 
missionary  books.  Use  the  Missionary  Libraries  by  forming  Reading  Circles. 

7.  How  many  reports  should  be  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study 
during  a  year  and  where  are  these  blanks  found? 

Ans.  Four  quarterly  reports  should  be  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  in  the   calendar  year,   describing  classes  clearly.   Never  fail   to   give   the 
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number  of  members  attending  the  class.  (Do  not  say  "the  entire  auxiliary"  but 
give  the  class  enrollment  in  numbers).  Classes  should  be  reported  only  once. 
Always  give  the  name  of  your  church  and  district.  These  blanks  are  found  in 
the  back  of  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary's  Record  and  Report  Book. 

8.  What  are  our  Conference  Study  Honors? 

Ans.  There  are  three  Conference  Study  Honors,  the  "Study  Honorable 
Mention  Certificate,"  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim  Certificate,"  and  the  "Lillie 
Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel." 

9.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  Study  Honorable  Mention  Certificate? 
Ans.     To    earn    this   an    auxiliary    must    conduct    two    Mission    Study    classes 

during  the  calendar  year  using  current  spring  and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council ; 
one  Bible  Study  using  approved  current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary 
must  have  a  Missionary  Library,  a  Reading  Circle  and  four  quarterly  reports 
must  be  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

10.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim"  certificate? 
Ans.  To  earn  this  highest  study  honor,  an  auxiliary  must  conduct  two 
standard  Mission  Study  classes  during  the  calendar  year,  using  current  spring 
and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council;  one  standard  Bible  Study  using  an  approved 
current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary  must  have  a  Missionary  Library, 
a  Reading  Circle  and  four  prompt  quarterly  reports  must  be  sent  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

1  1 .  Since  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  is  a  district  honor, 
explain  how  an  auxiliary  can  help  win  this  for  its  district? 

Ans.  Each  year  the  district  having  the  highest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
reporting  three  study  classes  during  the  year,  two  Mission  Study  classes,  using 
current,  spring  and  fall  texts  from  our  approved  list  and  one  Bible  Study  class, 
using  a  current  text  from  our  approved  list  is  awarded  this  lovely  jewel.  It  is 
not  required  that  the  classes  be  standard.  Any  good  bona  fidd  class  is  accepted. 
These  classes  must  be  properly  reported  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

12.  What  is  a  Council  Certificate  of  Special  Recognition  and  what  are  the 
requirements  for  this? 

Ans.  It  is  the  certificate  given  by  Council  for  what  is  called  standard  or 
Council  Mission  Study  classes  when  certain  text  books  from  the  approved  list  are 
used.  This  certificate  is  not  given  for  Bible  Study  classes  nor  is  it  given  for  all 
the  texts  on  our  approved  list.  (These  are  always  indicated).  Write  the  Confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Study  for  this  special  report  blank  before  beginning  your 
Council  class  in  order  to  study  carefully  the  requirements  on  the  other  side  of 
the  blank.  Don't  fail  to  fill  in  each  blank  fully  and  completely,  leaving  no  ques- 
tions unanswered.  Always  describe  class  very  clearly. 

A  Council  class  must  have  75%  of  the  enrolled  study  class  members  present 
at  every  session;  there  must  be  four  sessions  of  \l/2  hours  or  six  sessions  of  1  hour; 
each  enrolled  member  of  the  class  must  read  the  text  and  additional  work  must 
be  assigned  by  the  leader;  one  qualified  teacher  must  have  charge  of  the  class, 
using  others  for  participation  in  class  sessions;  other  supplementary  books  and 
materials  in  addition  to  the  text  should  be   used;   a  variety  of  methods  may  be 
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used  as  the  aims,  problems  and  materials  may  require  but  assignments  and  dis- 
cussions are  recommended;  the  class  must  be  conducted  within  the  period  of  six 
weeks;  only  one  class  session  may  be  held  in  a  day.  (See  answer  to  question  3 
on  types  of  classes) . 

13.     Explain  the  Mission  Study  year  and  when  is  a  book  current? 

Ans.  The  Study  year  is  from  October  1st  of  one  year  to  October  1st  of  the 
next  year,  because  that  conforms  to  the  school  year  and  also  because  we  are  sure 
of  our  new  current  books  by  then.  Another  reason  is  that  the  summer  missionary 
conferences  and  other  summer  opportunities  are  used  to  prepare  for  the  new 
fall  studies.  The  fiscal  year  or  calendar  year  is  from  January  to  January  and 
quarterly  reports  and  annual  reports  conform  to  that.  But  current  means,  "on 
the  approved  list  and  studied  between  October  of  one  year  to  October  of  the 
next." 

14-.  Where  may  Study  leaders  secure  Study  Handbooks  and  the  approved  book 
lists? 

Ans.  The  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  sends  a  new  approved  book 
list  to  each  auxiliary  Study  superintendent  in  September  each  year.  These  are  to 
be  used  until  a  list  is  sent  the  next  September.  There  are  no  lists  to  be  sent  in 
January.  Newly  elected  superintendents  of  Study  should  ask  the  former  super- 
intendent for  the  Study  Handbook  and  approved  list  of  books,  or  send  five  cents 
in  coin,  for  a  Study  Handbook,  to  Literature  Headquarters,  706  Church  Street, 
Nashville,  Tenn.  Newly  organized  auxiliaries  are  entitled  to  this  literature  free 
and  it  will  be  sent  from  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  upon  request. 

15.  Where  may  study  books,  supplementary  books,  maps  and  other  materials 
be  secured? 

Ans.  Order  all  these  books  and  materials  from  The  Methodist  Publishing 
House,  Richmond,  Va. 

1 6.  Are  the  mission  books,  from  the  General  Section  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, which  are  taught  by  the  pastors  each  spring  as  church-wide  Mission  Study 
classes,  accepted  as  "Mission  Study"  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society? 

Ans.  Yes.  If  a  missionary  society  is  not  especially  anxious  to  do  Council 
Recognition  work,  they  may  co-operate  with  the  pastor  in  a  church-wide  class 
if  a  representative  number  of  women  read  the  books  and  participate  in  the  dis- 
cussion and  the  activities,  reporting  this  as  the  spring  Mission  Study  class.  When 
this  is  done,  the  fall  book  must  be  studied  for  your  second  Mission  Study  class 
in  order  to  earn  any  of  our  three  Conference  honors.  The  church-wide  class  with 
the  pastor  in  the  spring  and  another  class  using  our  spring  topic  from  the 
Council  approved  list  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  year.  Two  Mission  Study 
classes  means  that  one  spring  topic  and  one  fall  topic  must  be  studied. 

17.  Suggest  ways  for  becoming  a  better  qualified  Study  superintendent. 
Ans.  By  attending  Officers'  Training  Days,  zone,  district,  and  annual  mis- 
sionary meetings  in  the  spring,  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University 
in  June,  Leadership  Schools  and  Missionary  Conferences  at  Lake  Junaluska  in 
August,  District  Coaching  Days  in  September  and  by  using  other  opportunities 
for  special   preparation,    Study   superintendents   will   be   better   prepared   to    direct 
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one  of  the  most  fundamental  parts  of  our  woman's  missionary  work  which  is  a 
tremendous  responsibility  but  a  high  privilege. 

Please  file  this  for  future  reference.  (This  questionnaire,  giving  detailed  in- 
formation about  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Bible  Study,  is  meant  to  clear 
any  doubtful  points  for  new  auxiliary  Study  superintendents.  Copies  will  be 
sent  Study  superintendents,  auxiliary  presidents  and  any  others  interested  in  Study 
who  would  like  to  have  a  copy  to  file.  Many  of  the  facts  have  been  repeated 
several  times  but  details  are  easy  to  forget  and  often  need  double  emphasis) .

STANDARDS  FOR  EFFICIENT  RECOGNITION  IN 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Those  auxiliaries  are  entitled  to  especial  Council  recognition  whose  commit- 
tees have  given  evidence  of  marked  progress  in  study  and  service.  This  depart- 
ment can  be  effective  only  when  those  responsible  for  it  in  the  auxiliary  are  both 
faithful  and  alert  in  the  study  of  social  conditions  in  the  community  and  in 
general. 

( 1 )  Study  of  this  "Handbook"  by  superintendents  and  committees  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Study  of  a  "packet"  or  pamphlet  on  some  phases  of  social  relations  or 
social  welfare. 

(3)  Definite  service  activity  engaged  in. 

(4)  Four  consecutive  reports  sent  Conference  superintendent. 


DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  membership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  formerly 
designated  as  dues,  pledge,  retirement  and  relief,  and  Conference  expense  fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials  which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  women, 
and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be  itemized  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be  included  in 
the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  must  be  in  addition  to  the  pledge 
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made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other  obligations  already- 
assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must  also  be  designated 
in  the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the  person  thus  honored 
from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership  in  the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  auxiliaries, 
Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Education  and  Promotion 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  Conferences  and  credit- 
ed to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
when  the  pledge  is  made  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  Conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the 
auxiliary.  Such  money  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  SUPPLIES 


QUOTATION  FROM  THE  "COUNCIL  BULLETIN,"   1936 
"In  order  not  to  dissipate  our  missionary  funds  and  that  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  keep  within   the  law,  we   recommend  the   following  definite  in- 
terpretation of  the  By-Law  governing  Supplies: 

(1)  'Boxes  of  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  may  include  cash  and  supplies  sent  to  needy  ministers;  but  they 
must  be  recommended  by  their  presiding  elders.  The  law  does  not  include  dona- 
tions to  ministerial  students,  but  may  include  needy  widows  of  preachers. 

(2)  'Boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  institutions  in  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council'  may  also  include  cash,  provided  this  is  to  be  spent 
for  supplies  needed  in  the  work  of  the  institutions;  but  (a)  not  for  building 
enterprises;  (b)  not  to  pay  off  debts;  (c)  not  for  personal  gifts  to  missionaries, 
deaconesses,  and  Scarritt  scholarship  students;  (d)  not  for  college  education  of 
prospective  candidates." 


PER  CAPITA  BASIS  FOR  EFFICIENCY  AIM,  ITEM  3 

The  auxiliary  per  capita  increase  shall  be  based  upon  all  money  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer. 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1 .  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  adult 
auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates, 
together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  and 
the  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting  body 
of  the  conference. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to  con- 
ference, which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from   the  body. 

7.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

8.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at 
the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one 
year  to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected 
to  do  so. 
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Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference  Societies 
and  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  In  each  annual  conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Society- 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  woman's  missionary 
work  of  the  conference. 

3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of: 

( 1 )  Auxiliary  delegates  representing  one  or  more  societies,  the  number  to 
be  determined  by  each  conference,  according  to  its  requirements. 

(2)  A  district  secretary  from  each  district. 

(3)  All  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees. 

(4)  Any  officer  or  member  at  large  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(5)  Any  editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  church  paper  residing 
within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(6)  The  ranking  woman  officer  of  any  Mission  Board  which  includes  wo- 
man's work  located  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference. 

(7)  And  the  following  officers:  A  president,  a  vice-president,  conference 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups;  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work;  and  superintendents  of  Study,  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publicity,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  of  Supplies. 

BY-LAWS  FOR  CONFERENCE  SOCIETIES 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  transact  business  in  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting. 
The  election  shall  take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially  as  the  confer- 
ence shall  decide.  The  officers  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
president  and  conference  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected 
to  conference  offices.  If  after  such  election  an  officer  moves  outside  the  confer- 
ence bounds,  such  removal  shall  be  considered  her  resignation  from  her  conference 
office. 

3.  Two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  from  among  the  district 
secretaries  of  the  conference  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  session  as  alternates  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Alternates  from  missionary  societies  in  foreign 
fields  may  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  missionary  society  at  that 
time  in  the  United  States. 
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4.  The  district  secretaries  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of 
the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  conference  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

5.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  and 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the  work. 
She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

6.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her 
absence  and  shall  assist  in  actively  promoting  the  interests  of  the  conference. 

7.  The  conference  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information.  She  shall  promote  Christian  steward- 
ship, shall  use  all  possible  means  for  the  organization  of  Adult  auxiliaries  in  every 
charge  of  the  conference,  and  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  work  to  the 
conference  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and  January  to  the 
Organization  secretary  of  the  Council.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  shall  be  responsible  for  a  report  of  the  preceding  session 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 

8.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same  on 
record. 

9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  an  account  of 
each  auxiliary  and  submitting  the  same  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  handle 
only  such  funds  as  are  used  for  programs  of  work  authorized  by  the  Council. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  on  the  written  order  of  the  president  and  the  conference 
secretary.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  shall 
send  itemized  reports  promptly,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  July,  October,  and 
January,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  therewith  trans- 
mitting such  funds  as  are  collected  for  the  general  treasury.  She  shall  also  send 
an  itemized  statement  to  the  conference  secretary  and  to  the  president. 

10.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups,  in  co-operation  with  district 
secretaries,  shall  through  the  auxiliary  presidents  or  the  chairmen  of  the  Young 
Women's  Groups  actively  cultivate  young  women  in  the  conference  for  member- 
ship in  the  Adult  auxiliaries.  She  shall  report  quarterly  the  status  and  progress  of 
the  work  to  the  Organization  secretary  of  the  Council. 

1 1.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  quarterly 
to  the  Council  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  Conference  secretary. 

12.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  promote  Mission  Study  and  Bible 
Study.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Education  and  Promotion  secretary  in 
charge  of  Organization. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  make  a  careful  study 
of  the  literature  published  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  Woman's  Work,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  conference,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  secretary  in 
charge  of  Literature.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  the  literature 
throughout  the  conference  and  shall  promote  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news 
through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion 
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of  the   World  Outlook.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the   Education  and 
Promotion  secretary  in  charge  of  Literature. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and  direct 
the  study  and  investigation  of  social  questions.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  civic 
and  social  agencies  for  reform  and  shall  seek  to  bring  the  women  of  the  confer- 
ence into  relations  with  them.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Council  superin- 
tendent of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

15.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintendent  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and 
to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  secretary  in  charge  of  Organization. 

1 6.  The  district  secretaries  shall  organize  Adult  auxiliaries  and  use  every 
available  means  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their 
districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of  their  work  at  the  district  conference  and 
may  hold  annual  meetings  in  the  district.  Districts  may  be  divided  into  zones 
according  to  their  size,  and  leaders  provided  for  each  zone.  The  districts  secre- 
taries shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  the  auxiliaries  and  send  a  quarterly 
report  to  the  conference  secretary  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  president  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

17.  Conference  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work  nor  respond  to  special 
calls  for  aid  unless  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  The  membership  funds  of  all  Adult  auxiliary  societies,  funds  contributed 
to  make  life  members,  honorary  life  members,  and  honorary  life  patrons  are  a 
part  of  the  general  fund,  which  cannot  be  directed  by  the  conference. 

19.  Provisions  for  a  conference  expense  fund  shall  be  made  by  each  confer- 
ence according  to  the  requirements.  No  part  of  directed  missionary  offerings  shall 
be  used  for  conference  expense. 

20.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied  to  specific 
objects  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual 
session. 

2 1 .  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work  demands, 
provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

22.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Candidate  Work  composed  of  the 
conference  president,  conference  secretary,  and  conference  secretary  of  Young 
Women's  Groups,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  search  for  consecrated  young  women 
of  training  and  experience,  who  may  be  available  for  missionary  service. 

(a)  The  executive  secretary  or  director  of  Young  People  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  of  the  conference  shall  be  invited  as  an  associate  or  co-opted 
member  of  the  committee. 

(b)  The  committee  shall  be  called  together  once  a  year  to  consider  candidate 
cultivation  in  the  conference  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Council  Com- 
mittee on  Candidate  Work  concerning  those  seeking  work  under  the  Council. 
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STANDING  RULES 

1.  The  Woman's  Department  in  each  church  paper  shall  be  edited  by  one 
woman  only.  She  shall  be  selected  by  the  president  and  corresponding  secretary 
of  the  patronizing  conference. 

2.  In  each  Conference  Society  a  committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  conference  secretary,  shall  be  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within  its 
boundary  and  co-operate  with  them  for  the  advancement  of  their  work. 

3.  One  handbook  and  one  yearbook  shall  be  furnished  free  to  the  president 
of  each  auxiliary. 

4.  The  week  beginning  with  the  first  Sunday  in  November  shall  be  observed 
as  a  Week  of  Prayer. 

5.  The  standard  of  efficiency  in  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  be:  (a)  The 
sending  of  four  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference  superintendent;  (b)  a  study  of 
the  handbook  for  Superintendents  and  Committees  of  Christian  Social  Relations; 
(c)  definite  service  performed;  (d)  regular  representation  from  the  committee  in 
a  Mission  Study  class;  (e)  the  study  of  one  of  the  special  packets  of  literature 
recommended  by  the  Bureau;    (f)   regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 
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Adult  Auxiliaries 


CONSTITUTION 

Any  number  of  women  may  form  an  Adult  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  herein  provided : 

1.     This    society    shall    be    called    the    Woman's    Missionary    Society    of    the 
Church,   auxiliary  to  Conference    Society   of 


the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  auxiliary  is  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  throughout  the  world  by  enlisting  the  women  and  children  in  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  world,  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for  the  evangel- 
ization of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  for  the  betterment  of 
civic  and  social  conditions. 

3.  Any  woman,  twenty-four  years  of  age  and  over,  or  one  under  twenty- 
four  years  of  age  who  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  adult  life  through 
marriage  or  vocation  may  become  a  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

4.  The  auxiliary  shall  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  a  definite 
pledge  to  the  conference  which  shall  include  membership  offerings,  covering 
relief  and  retirement  and  conference  expense  funds,  free  will  offerings,  and  Scar- 
ritt  maintenance.  Scholarships  for  Scarritt  College  shall  be  raised  as  auxiliary  or 
conference  specials.  An  offering  shall  be  taken  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  for 
special  objects  designated  by  the  Council.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  offer- 
ings to  be  directed  by  the  auxiliary  and  individuals  for  the  support  of  special 
work  approved  by  the  Council. 

5.  Anyone  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  auxiliary  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  member  by  payment  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  an  honorary  life  patron  by  the  payment  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
provided  the  money  is  paid  for  this  special  purpose.  Such  membership  is  an  honor 
and  does  not  release  the  holder  from  the  obligations  of  active  membership. 

6.  A  name  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  the  gift  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

7.  The  auxiliary  shall  carry  on  local  work.  This  work  may  be  done  through 
a  committee,  the  funds  to  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  directs. 

8.  The  auxiliary  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Church 
Board  of  Christian  Education   (1934  Discipline  1  421    (l)    ). 

9.  The  officers  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  cor- 
responding secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Groups,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  treasurer,  an  assistant  treasurer,  and 
superintendents  of  Baby  Specials,  of  Study,  of  Literature  and  Publicity,  of  the 
World  Outlook,  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  of  Supplies,  and  of  Local  Work. 
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10.  The  auxiliary  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  the  month  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work.  The  first  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  plans  and  financial 
pledges  for  the  year.  At  the  November  business  meeting,  either  annually  or  bi- 
ennially, the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held.  Officers  shall  be  installed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  new  year. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  auxiliary  and  shall 
actively  advance  its  interests.  By  virtue  of  her  office,  the  president  is  a  member 
of  the  Quarterly  Conference.  When  there  is  more  than  one  Adult  auxiliary  in  a 
church,  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  first  organized  shall  be  the  member  of  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

The  vice-president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  her  absence. 

2.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  aux- 
iliary. She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  full  reports  the  first  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October.  She  shall  send  to  the  district  secretary  and  conference 
secretary  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  newly  elected  officers  of  the  auxiliary. 
She  shall  also  send  to  the  conference  superintendents  the  names  and  addresses  of 
their  corresponding  auxiliary  superintendents. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and  called 
meetings  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

4.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  missionary  money  of  the  auxiliary,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  make  an  itemized  report  monthly  to  the  auxiliary.  She 
shall  remit  to  the  conference  treasurer  on  the  first  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount,  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to 
be  furnished  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary.  The  books  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  audited  annually. 

5.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  local  funds.  She  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  auxiliary,  and  she  shall  furnish  the  treasurer  a  quarterly 
statement  to  be  included  in  her  report.  She  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  local 
treasury  upon  an  order  signed  by  both  the  president  of  the  auxiliary  and  the 
chairman  of  the  local  committee. 

The  auxiliary  as  a  society  shall  not  assume  obligations  for  the  assistance  or 
support  of  outside  organizations,  such  as  orphanages,  hospitals,  travelers'  aids, 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Groups  shall  actively  cultivate  the 
young  women  of  the  church  for  membership  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society. 
She  shall  seek  to  stimulate  their  interest  in  the  total  program  and  to  include  them 
in  all  the  activities  of  the  society.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  the 
status  and  progress  of  the  work  to  the  society. 

7.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  actively  promote  and  interpret  the 
co-operative  plan  for  missionary  education  of  children,  and  shall  report  monthly 
and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary  and  shall  send  a  written  report  semi-annually 
to  the  conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
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8.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Baby  Specials  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
cultivation  of  the  parents  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  for  interest  in  and 
contributions  to  the  Kindergarten  and  Child  Welfare  Work  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council.  She  shall  report  monthly  and  quarterly  to  the  Adult  auxiliary. 

(2)  Names  of  children  under  six  years  of  age  may  be  enrolled  as  life 
members  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars;  older  children  may  be  made  life  mem- 
bers by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars.  Names  of  children  under  six  years  of  age 
may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  for  five  dollars,  and  the  names  of  older 
children  for  ten  dollars.  These  funds  shall  be  sent  by  the  auxiliary  treasurer  with 
her  quarterly  report  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  Study  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of 
Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study  classes.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  conference 
superintendent  of  Study. 

10.  The  superintendent  of  Literature  and  Publicity  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  throughout  the  church  and  community.  She  shall 
present  the  Missionary  Bulletin  in  the  auxiliary  meetings  and  send  items  to  the 
church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  conference 
superintendents  of  Literature  and  Publicity. 

11.  The  superintendent  of  the  World  Outlook  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
circulation  of  the  World  Outlook  throughout  the  local  church.  She  shall,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  re- 
newals and  subscriptions.  In  co-operation  with  the  pastor,  she  shall  seek  to  present 
the  magazine  in  attractive  ways  to  the  Sunday  school,  the  prayer  meeting,  the 
missionary  society,  and  the  congregation.  She  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Publicity. 

12.  (l)  The  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations  shall  stimulate  and 
direct  the  study  of  social  questions.  She  shall  work  for  social  reforms  by  securing 
the  participation  of  auxiliary  members  in  civic  and  social  welfare  movements  of 
community  and  state.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  studies  and  programs  com- 
mitted to  the  auxiliary  through  the  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations.  She  shall  re- 
port quarterly  to  the  conference  superintendent  of   Christian  Social  Relations. 

(2)  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  in 
constructive  relief  work  and  social  reform  may  be  drawn  from  the  local  treasury, 
provided  the  use  of  the  funds  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
By-Law  5. 

13.  The  superintendent  of  Supplies  shall  superintendent  the  sending  of  boxes 
and  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council.  She  shall  report  each  box  sent  and  its  value  to  the  conference  superin- 
tendent of  Supplies. 

14.  The  superintendent  of  Local  Work  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  features 
of  the  auxiliary.  She  shall  supervise  whatever  share  the  auxiliary  may  have  in  the 
care  of  the  church  and  parsonage.  The  assistant  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Local  Work.

A   BRIEF   SKETCH   OF    THE   CONFERENCE   WORK,    1929-1939 

The  history  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  written  by 
Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  includes  1878-1928.  In  the  Report  of  the  Conference  in 
193  3  Mrs.  Everett  gives  a  summary  of  facts  up  to  date.  From  1938  Report  the 
following  item  is  clipped: 

"Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  made  reports  as  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  as  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee.  She 
read  a  report  from  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  former  chairman  of  the  Historical 
Committee,  describing  the  historical  material  of  the  Conference  now  stored  in 
the  Greensboro  College  Library,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

"Mrs.  Plyler  spoke  words  of  appreciation  of  the  wonderful  work  that  Mrs. 
Everett  had  done  through  the  years  in  collecting  historical  data  for  the  archives 
of  our  missionary  conference." 
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Mrs.  Everett  stated  that  the  Historical  Library  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference is  packed  in  five  large  boxes,  the  material  is  arranged  "by  subjects,  in 
yearly  sequence,"  and  plainly  listed  on  each  box  is  the  contents  of  that  box. 
This  valuable  information  is  available  to  any  interested  person  presenting  per- 
mission from  the  president  of  the  Conference  (or  the  executive  head  of  the 
Woman's  Work  of  The  Methodist  Church). 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Conference  meeting  there  are  detailed  reports 
of  the  departments  of  work. 

Because  this  year,  19+0,  closes  the  report  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Society,  we  call  attention  to  a  few  of  the  "high  lights"  of  the  past 
ten  years: 

In   1928  there  were  319  auxiliaries 
In    1939    there   are   431    auxiliaries.

In    1939    there    are    15,431    members.

Offerings  from  all  auxiliaries  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  1878-1939, 
amounted  to  $1,582,843.36  for  home  and  foreign  work,  and  $1,100,311.31  for 
local  work.  The  1,819  Young  Women,  in  84  circles,  and  Babies  in  173  of  the 
auxiliaries,  are  included  in  the   15,341   members  recorded.

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Eighteen  scholarships,  most  of  them  at  Scarritt  College,  have  been  given, 
1929-1939.  One,  for  three  years  at  Scarritt,  to  a  student  from  Ewha  College, 
Korea,  and  to  three  students  from  North  Carolina  at  Paine  College,  Augusta,  Ga. 

The  Conference  has  contributed  to  and  co-operated  with  the  Negro  Leader- 
ship Training  School   at  Winston-Salem,   N.    C. 

The  Conference  co-operates  with  the  Legislative  Council. 

A  Student  Center  at  East  Carolina  Teachers'  College,  Greenville,  N.  C,  was 
opened  in  1937,  with  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna  Davis  in  charge.  The  Center  is,  as 
Miss  Davis  says:  "A  home  away  from  home"  for  our  students. 

The  long  desired  Deaconess  for  Rural  Work  was  assigned  to  our  Confer- 
ence in  1939,  and,  in  June,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  opened  work  on  the  Person  Cir- 
cuit. Miss  Brooks  is  doing  a  fine  piece  of  work. 

Council  has  promised  another  deaconess  to  the  Conference.  She  will  probably 
begin  work  this  fall. 

Our  Conference  supports  five  foreign  missionaries,  as  specials,  three  workers 
in  the  home  field,  and  nine  Bible  women  in  foreign  lands,  besides  six  budget 
specials  in  China  and  Korea. 

At  the  Conference  meeting  in  1932,  in  Wilson,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  president 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  told  of  the  appointment  of  Miss  Sallie  Lou 
MacKinnon  as  Administrative  Secretary,  Foreign  Fields,  Woman's  Section,  Board 
of  Missions.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  found  joy  in  "our  own  Sallie 
Lou's"  record  of  service  in  China,  and  her  effective,  loyal  service  as  secretary  is 
an  inspiration  to  finer  service. 

At  the  1938  session  of  Conference,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  for  twelve  years  the 
beloved  president,  refused  to  stand  for  re-election.  She  had  been  appointed 
calendar  clerk  of  the  Council.  So,  two  Conference  members  are  serving  in  Coun- 
cil, and  the  Conference  is  pleased  to  have  such  representatives. 

Of  the  seven  lay  delegates  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference  to  the  Uniting 
Conference  in  Kansas  City  in  April,  193  8,  two  were  women,  and  both  of  them 
are  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon, 
and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Missionary  Society.  Miss  Sallie  Lou  MacKinnon  was  a  delegate  to  the  General 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  held  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  in  1940,  and 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  was  an  alternate. 

The  Annual  Conference,  in  session  at  Henderson  in  May,  1940,  voted  to 
defer  elections  and  request  all  officers  to  serve  until  September  when  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society,  in  its  present  form,  will  be  dissolved  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be  organized. 

This  brief  resume  of  the  192  9-1939  period  of  our  Conference  history  is 
written  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Much  more  could  be  written, 
if  space  permitted. 

There  are  devoted,  efficient  members  in  every  auxiliary,  zone,  and  district. 
As  they  pray,  and  serve,  and  give,  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  extended. 

As  we  go  forward  in  service  may  we  "grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ."  So  shall  we  help  Him  to  "seek  and  save 
the  lost,"  and  continue  in  the  way  in  which  He  is  guiding.

Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh 

September  14-15,  1939 

At  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  devotionals  were 
led  by  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter. 

The  president,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  presided  at  the  sessions  and 
first  called  for  reports  from  the  several  superintendents. 

Among  the  important  matters  discussed  were  these: 

The  value  to  the  Conference  of  renaming  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  of  North  Carolina.  It  was  voted  to  leave  this  decision 
to  Mrs.  Rivers  and  her  committee. 

The  election  of  a  member  of  the  Board  as  a  trustee  of  Louisburg 
College,  as  requested  by  Dr.  Walter  Patten.  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  an 
alumna  of  the  college,  was  appointed. 

A  greater  use  of  the  Conference  "Minutes."  The  recording  secre- 
tary was  instructed  not  to  wait  more  than  three  days  after  the  annual 
Conference  for  reports  before  preparing  them  for  the  Conference 
Tournal. 

The  presentation  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  of  a  Life  Patron  Mem- 
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bership,  the  money  for  this  purpose  to  be  taken  from  the  surplus  of  the 
Baby  funds. 

Plans  for  district  and  zone  meetings. 

The  announcement  of  the  appointment  of  Miss  Susie  Peach  Foster 
as  Council  Candidate  Committee  member.  Board  members  were  urged 
to  contact  young  women  who  might  be  interested  in  full-time  Chris- 
tian service. 

The  guests  for  the  annual  Conference  were  selected  as  Mrs.  Ina 
Davis  Fulton  and  Bishop  W.  W.  Peele. 

The  presentation  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  work  by  Mrs.  Hill- 
man  to  the  church  annual  Conference  scheduled  for  meeting  at  Fay- 
etteville  in  November,  in  case  an  invitation  were  given  to  have  such  a 
report  made. 

Miss  Ruth  Brooks  talked  about  her  work  as  rural  deaconess  on  the 
Person  Circuit  in  the  Durham  District. 

The  Board  enjoved  to  the  full  the  stay  at  the  Orphanage. 


Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 
January  31,  1940 

With  the  president,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  in  the  chair,  and  thirteen 
members  present,  the  devotional  was  led  by  Mrs.  Fred  Johnson. 

Because  of  the  illness  of  the  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Temple,  Miss  Mary  Gardner  acted  as  secretary  fro  tern. 

There  were  enlightening  discussions  about  the  Methodist  Advance, 
the  new  set-up  of  Board  of  Missions,  and  plans  were  made  to  send 
delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

The  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  reported  an  increase  in  giving, 
and  announced  that  money  was  in  hand  to  make  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten 
a  Life  Patron.  Plans  were  made  to  complete  a  fund  to  also  present 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  with  a  Life  Patron  Membership,  to  supplement  the 
amount  already  raised  by  the  Durham  District. 

Upon  Mrs.  McKinne's  presentation  of  the  matter  of  a  marker  for 
the  grave  of  Mrs.  Sue  D.  Swindell  in  New  Bern,  it  was  voted  that 
the  money  which  had  been  raised  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Swindell  some 
years  ago,  supplemented  by  a  contribution  of  $25.00  which  had  been 
offered  by  Mrs.  Fred  Swindell,  be  used  for  a  suitable  marker. 

The  tentative  district  pledges  were  made  and  the  date  of  the  annual 
Conference  in  Henderson  was  announced  as  of  April  1,  2,  and  3, 
after  which  a  delicious  luncheon  was  enjoyed  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  L. 
C.  Larkin,  with  Mrs.  Larkin  and  Mrs.  Hillman  as  hostesses. 
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The  afternoon  session  was  given  over  to  reports  of  superintendents 
and  officers.  Several  decisions  were  reached:  that  the  superintendent  of 
Study  recommend  that  Conference  certificates  of  credit  be  discon- 
tinued; that  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions secure  similar  district  superintendents;  that  1,000  copies  of  the 
Conference  "Minutes"  be  printed  and  distributed;  that  the  Spiritual 
Life  Retreat  held  at  Louisburg  College  last  summer  was  of  great 
value;  that  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate  be  brought  more  seri- 
ously to  the  attention  of  the  local  auxiliaries;  that  two  committees  be 
appointed,  one  of  five  women,  on  Deaconess  Work  at  E.  C.  T.  C. 
Student  Center,  and  the  other  on  Rural  Deaconess  Work;  that  con- 
tributions of  money,  as  well  as  coupons,  be  made  to  purchase  an  electric 
range  at  the  Orphanage;  and  that  a  gift  of  $35.00  be  sent  to  Miss 
Viola  Nethery  at  Scarritt  College. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  as  vice-president  was  heard 
with  regret,  and  the  Board  voted  to  dedicate  the  1940  "Minutes"  to 
Mrs.  Faison.  Because  of  the  illness  of  the  recording  secretary,  Mrs. 
Walter  Patten  was  asked  to  act  as  secretary  until  such  time  as  Mrs. 
Temple  would  be  able  to  resume  her  duties. 

After  a  closing  prayer  by  Miss  Gardner,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Henderson,  N.  C. 
April  1,  1940 

The  Executive  Board  met  in  the  parlor  of  the  First  Church, 
Henderson,  at  10  o'clock  on  April  1st,  1940,  with  Mrs.  Hillman 
presiding,  all  but  two  members  of  the  Board  present,  and  with  21 
zone  leaders  also  attending. 

After  a  brief  devotional  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  many  matters  of  im- 
portance were  discussed,  and  two  recommendations  to  Conference 
noted:  ( 1)  that  no  officers  be  elected  at  this  Conference,  and,  (2)  that 
an  election  be  held  after  the  reorganization  of  the  woman's  work  in 
the  fall,  when  a  two-day  session  would  probably  be  held. 

Also  recommendations  of  a  financial  nature  were  adopted  as  fol- 
lows: 

A  minimum  of  $50.00,  as  asked  for  by  Council,  for  delegates  to 
the  Missionary  Training  School  at  Lake  Junaluska  next  summer.  The 
Executive  Committee  was  given  authority  to  choose  potential  depart- 
mental leaders  to  be  sent  as  delegates. 
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Upon  recommendation  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  $50.00  was  appropri- 
ated for  a  young  lady  to  use  as  a  scholarship  at  the  Scarritt  College 
Summer  School  in  Christian  Social  Relations  course. 

Two  other  young  ladies  were  recommended  to  use  two  of  the 
Council  Scholarships  at  Scarritt  in  the  Summer  School. 

Two  scholarships  of  $300  each  for  study  next  year  at  Scarritt  of 
two  young  ladies,  to  be  given  to  Miss  Viola  Nethery  (continued),  and 
Miss  Vera  Falls. 

$20.00  toward  the  expenses  of  a  teacher,  Mrs.  Cram,  at  the  Duke 
Pastors'  School  for  a  Mission  Study  course. 

$1,200  to  be  raised  as  salary  for  an  industrial  deaconess,  and  that 
the  president  place  a  request  with  Council  for  such  a  deaconess,  and 
also  appoint  a  committee  to  select  a  place  at  which  the  deaconess  should 
work. 

$39,500  to  constitute  our  Conference  pledge  to  Council  for  1940. 

The  matter  of  having  a  Retreat  at  Louisburg  College  was  left  for 
decision  to  the  president,  secretary,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Spiritual 
Life  Committee. 

Mrs.  Hillman  suggested  that  the  "Guide  to  the  Study  of  Rural 
Youth"  be  used  for  a  community  study  in  the  fall  of  1940. 

The  session  adjourned  to  have  luncheon  as  a  group.

Foreword

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Official  Proceedings 


MONDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  1,  1940 

The  28th  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Society  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  on  April  1st,  1940,  at  2:00  o'clock  in  the  First  Church, 
Henderson,  N.  C. 

The  worship  service  was  impressively  conducted  by  Mrs.  Paul  N. 
Garber  of  Durham,  and  began  with  the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  re- 
sponsive reading,  after  which  Mrs.  Garber  read  as  the  scripture  lesson 
a  series  of  verses  scattered  through  the  New  Testament. 

She  developed  a  thought-provoking  meditation  around  the  theme, 
"I  have  seen  an  altar,"  centering  her  talk  in  the  fact  that  "God  is 
love"  and  "he  who  does  not  understand  love  cannot  understand  God." 

The  Lord's  prayer  was  repeated  together  in  conclusion. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  president  of  the  Lucy  Closs  Parker  auxiliary  of 
the  Henderson  Church,  extended  most  cordial  greetings  to  the  assembled 
Conference,  to  which  Mrs.  Ira  Gunn  graciously  responded. 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Hillman,  after  a  few  pre- 
liminary words,  appointed  the  following  committees: 

Resolutions:  Mrs.  H.  M.  Lynch,  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  and  Mrs. 
Marvin  Aldridge. 

Platform  Introductions:  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Greene,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates, 
and  Mrs.  O.  W.  Dowd. 

To  read  the  "Minutes":  Mrs.  E.  B.  Ward,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Davis,  and 
Miss  Eleanor  Lamm. 

When  Mrs.  Hillman  asked  for  a  showing  of  the  number  of  women 
who  were  attending  an  annual  Conference  for  the  first  time,  82 
women  rose.  Another  question  showed  25  members  of  Young  Wo- 
men's Circles. 

The  report  of  the  recording  secretary,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple,  was 
made  verbally  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  who  instructed  greetings  to  be  sent 
to  Mrs.  Temple  in  her  illness. 

*Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  vice-president,  read  her  report,  which  was 
supplemented  by  remarks  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  who  told  of  the  honor 
accorded  Mrs.  Faison  in  the  dedication  of  the  1940  "Minutes"  to  her. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Gobbel,  president  of  Greensboro  College,  was  intro-- 
duced,  and  spoke  about  his  college.

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A  collection  was  taken  at  this  point  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  three  delegates  to  the  Provisional  Conference. 

The  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  Frank  Green,  made  her 
report,  and  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department,  which  were 
adopted.  The  Children's  banners  were  awarded  as  follows:  the  Chinese 
banner  to  the  Rocky  Mount  District;  the  Korean  banner  to  the  children 
of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Duke  Memorial  Church, 
Durham;  the  African  banner  to  the  Elizabeth  City  District. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  was  presented  as  chairman  of  the  Candidate 
Committee,  and  made  the  report  of  that  committee.  She  stated  that 
one  Scarritt  Scholarship,  now  held  by  Miss  Viola  Nethery,  of  Halifax, 
would  be  continued,  and  reported  the  following  recommendations:  that 
$300  be  appropriated  for  a  full  year's  scholarship  at  Scarritt  for  Miss 
Vera  Falls,  of  Red  Springs;  and  three  summer  scholarships  at  Scarritt 
be  awarded  as  follows:  the  Council  Christian  Social  Relations  Depart- 
ment Scholarship  to  Miss  Mary  Noble,  of  Smithfield;  the  Conference 
similar  scholarship  to  Miss  Elva  Norton,  of  Laurinburg;  and  the 
Council  Study  scholarship  to  Miss  Virginia  White,  of  Hobgood. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  recommendation  approved. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  Study,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  was 
made  in  the  form  of  a  general  statement  by  Mrs.  Boone  and  particular 
features  by  four  leaders  of  Study  in  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Julian 
Midyette  spoke  on  the  purpose  of  mission  study. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Buchanan,  of  Fairmont  Church,  Raleigh,  told  of  what 
study  has  meant  to  her  and  her  society.  Mrs.  S.  A.  Dunn,  of  Enfield, 
added  her  appreciation  of  the  value  of  study  classes.  Mrs.  George  L. 
Clendenin,  of  Wilmington,  told  of  ways  of  conducting  an  all-day 
study  class,  and  of  the  inspiration  to  be  found  at  Lake  Junaluska  each 
summer. 

The  Recommendations  for  the  Department  of  Study  were  read 
by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  and  were  accepted  as  a  whole  with  the  excep- 
tion of  number  IV.  A  substitute  to  number  IV  was  offered  by  adding 
the  word  "separate"  to  the  present  form,  and  was  voted  accepted. 

The  Study  Jewel  was  announced  by  Mrs.  Boone  to  be  awarded  to 
the  Raleigh  District,  which  had  5  1  %  of  its  auxiliaries  reporting  classes 
in  1939.  It  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood  as  district  secretary 
of  Raleigh,  who  accepted  it  with  happy  words  of  appreciation. 

The  registration  of  voting  delegates,  including  officers,  was  an- 
nounced as  199.

The  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  who  were  pres- 
ent were  introduced  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  and  Bishop  Peele  was  presented 
to  the  Conference,  and  pronounced  the  benediction. 

MONDAY  EVENING  SESSION,  APRIL  1ST 

The  Monday  evening  session  of  the  Conference  was  preceded  by 
an  organ  prelude  and  opened  with  the  hymn,  "Be  Still  My  Soul." 

The  Rev.  B.  C.  Reavis,  pastor  of  the  Henderson  Church,  read 
from  Colossians,  the  1st  chapter  and  the  7th  to  20th  verses,  as  scrip- 
ture, and  offered  prayer. 

The  church  choir  rendered  a  beautiful  anthem,  "Open  Our  Eyes" 
by  MacFarlane. 

The  sermon  for  the  evening  was  preached  by  Bishop  W.  W.  Peele, 
who  used  as  his  subject,  "Christ,  the  Center  of  All  Things."  He  held 
out  a  hope  for  the  world  because  God,  through  His  manifestation  in 
Jesus  the  Christ,  continuously  is  at  the  heart  of  the  life  of  the  world. 

As  a  close  for  the  evening  service,  the  Rev.  H.  I.  Glass,  district 
superintendent  of  the  Raleigh  District,  assisted  by  Bishop  Peele  and 
several  ministers  of  the  District,  celebrated  the  sacrament  of  the  Holy 
Communion. 

TUESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  2ND 

The  second  day's  sessions  began  at  9:00  o'clock  with  a  devotional 
period  again  conducted  by  Mrs.  Paul  N.  Garber.  The  hvmns  and  re- 
sponsive reading  reflected  the  keynote  of  "faith"  which  Mrs.  Garber 
developed  into  a  most  searching  meditation. 

After  reading  as  a  scriptural  background  Paul's  statement,  "I  have 
not  been  disobedient,"  she  challenged  a  weak  and  flabby  faith  as  not 
fulfilling  the  standards  of  Christ. 

Mrs.  Hillman,  in  presiding,  opened  the  business  session  and  called 
for  a  report  on  the  "Minutes"  of  the  first  day's  meetings.  These  were 
found  correct  by  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  them,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Conference. 

The  Secretaries'  Hour  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad- 
wick,  Conference  secretary,  and  consisted  of  a  presentation  of  high- 
lights of  district  work  by  the  seven  district  secretaries.  Miss  Florine 
Robertson  reported  for  the  Durham  District;  Mrs.  J.  L.  Delaney  for 
the  Elizabeth  City  District;  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  for  New  Bern 
District;  Mrs.  Gumey  P.  Hood  for  Raleigh  District;  Mrs.  Fred  L. 
Johnson  for  Rocky  Mount  District;  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  for  the 
Wilmington  District. 
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Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  the  Korean  urn,  awarded  each 
year  to  the  district  with  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries  making  the 
Efficiency  Aim,  was  won  by  the  Durham  District,  and  presented  to 
Miss  Robertson  as  secretary. 

At  this  point,  Mrs.  Hillman  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Miss  Flor- 
ine  Robertson  and  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison.  Mrs.  Faison  made  a  facetious 
speech  in  presentation  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  of  an  Honorary  Life 
Patron  badge. 

Miss  Robertson  followed  with  a  graceful  presentation  to  Mrs. 
A.  M.  Gates  of  a  badge  representing  an  Honorary  Life  Patron  mem- 
bership. 

Both  ladies  expressed  feeling  thanks. 

Mrs.  Hillman  then  introduced  the  Council  representative  to  the 
Conference,  Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  the  Council  treasurer. 

The  Conference  treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  made  an  in- 
formal report,  pointing  out  significant  facts  in  the  financial  reports  of 
the  Conference. 

The  president's  annual  message  was  read  by  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman. 

Two  recommendations  from  the  Executive  Board  were  read  and 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  delegates.  The  first  of  these  was  that  the 
election  of  officers  be  postponed  until  a  later  date.  The  second  recom- 
mendation was  that  a  Conference  be  held  in  September,  in  a  possible 
two-day  session  at  some  college. 

A  Korean  candlestick  was  presented  by  Miss  Josephine  Dameron 
to  the  Durham  District  for  making  the  largest  contribution  from  any 
district. 

With  gracious  introduction,  Mrs.  Hillman  presented  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  McKinnon  as  "our  own  missionary  daughter,"  although  now  sec- 
retary of  Foreign  Work  on  the  Council.  Miss  Sallie  Lou  reviewed  the 
present  situation  in  each  of  the  foreign  countries  in  which  the  former 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  has  been  carrying  on  missionary 
work.  Her  conclusion  was  that  the  last  twenty-five  years,  of  great 
difficulty  in  these  countries,  have  meant  opportunity  for  Christianity, 
and  show  that  the  church  in  those  countries  has  vitality  and  a  real  sense 
of  unity. 

Introductions  were  dispensed  with,  and  two  deaconesses  were  called 
to  the  platform,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  and  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis. 

Miss  Brooks  told  briefly  of  her  work  as  a  rural  deaconess  on  the 
Person  Circuit,  showing  the  manifold  duties  to  be  carried  on  in  such 
a  position. 

Miss  Davis  graphically  showed  the  life  and  opportunities  which  she

meets  as  the  head  of  the  Methodist  Student  Centre  at  East  Carolina 
Teachers'  College  in  Greenville. 

After  singing  "A  Charge  to  Keep  I  Have,"  the  Conference  listen- 
ed to  Miss  Elizabeth  Claiborne,  a  retired  missionary  from  China,  in 
the  period  of  worship  and  meditation.  She  based  her  thoughts  upon 
the  beliefs  as  expressed  in  the  Apostles'  Creed.  A  repetition  of  the 
Creed  in  unison  concluded  the  morning  session. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON,  APRIL  2ND 

At  the  opening  of  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb  read  the  scripture  and  spoke  briefly  of  the  great  need  for  Chris- 
tian workers  in  both  foreign  and  home  fields,  and  prayed  fervently 
that  the  55  needed  at  the  present  time  might  be  found.  The  hymn, 
"Above  the  Hills  of  Time  the  Cross  is  Gleaming,"  was  sung. 

A  beautiful  duet,  Gounod's  "O  Divine  Redeemer,"  was  sung  by 
Mrs.  N.  D.  Holloway  and  Mrs.  Frank  Barnhardt. 

Telegrams  of  love  were  ordered  sent  to  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple,  Miss  Sarah  McCracken, 
Mrs.  May  Edla  Smith  Early,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rivers,  and  Mrs.  J.  Le- 
Grand  Everett. 

The  Christian  Social  Relations  hour  was  entered  into  with  Mrs.  A. 
M.  Gates  acting  in  the  place  of  the  superintendent  of  the  department, 
Mrs.  Rivers,  who  was  unable  to  be  present.  Mrs.  Gates  read  Mrs. 
Rivers'  report. 

The  recommendations  of  this  department  were  read,  interspersed 
with  remarks  by  the  chairmen  of  the  department  committees. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren,  of  Chapel  Hill,  described  the  Welfare  Coun- 
cil of  that  town  and  its  many  activities. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committees  on  Economic  Relations 
and  Rural  Community  were  read  by  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  in  the  absence 
of  Miss  Elva  Norton. 

Mrs.  Gates  continued  with  other  committee  recommendations. 
These  departmental  recommendations  were  accepted  as  a  whole. 

From  the  Executive  Board  came  a  recommendation  that  we  raise, 
in  1940,  $1,200  over  the  amount  pledged  to  Council,  the  same  to  be 
used  as  salary  for  a  deaconess  for  work  in  an  industrial  center.  This 
was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Fulton  then  told  of  the  finances  of  the  Council,  and  an- 
nounced the  following  figures:  that  the  total  from  all  sources  in  1939 
was  $1,143,000,  a  $90,641  increase  over  1938;  that  the  Retirement 
Fund  has  now  reached  the  total  of  $800,000. 

She   told   of   the   cost  of   overhead   expense  at  the   Central    Office 
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being  about  10%  of  all  pledge  money  sent  in  bv  the  missionary  soci- 
eties. At  least  two-thirds  of  all  the  money  spent  from  the  headquarters 
stays  in  the  United  States. 

An  announcement  was  made  by  Miss  Vara  Herring  that  Littleton 
College  Memorial  Association  has  established  a  $500  loan  fund  to  be 
used  at  Scarritt  College,  to  be  called  the  Littleton  College  Fund. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight  reported  as  superintendent  of  Supplies  and 
read  recommendations  from  her  department.  These  were  approved. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Kittrell  reported  for  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  for  the  Standing 
Committee  of  Scarritt  Associates. 

The  hour  for  the  pledge  service  having  come,  Mrs.  McKinne  called 
the  district  secretaries,  one  by  one,  to  place  in  the  Korean  urn  their 
district  pledges  as  follows:

A  prayer  of  consecration  of  these  pledges  was  made  bv  Mrs.  Ful- 
ton, and  closed  the  afternoon  session. 

TUESDAY  EVENING,  APRIL  2ND 

The  Tuesday  night  service  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Glorious  Things  of  Thee  Are  Spoken,"  after  which  the  Rev.  I.  J. 
Whitehead  read  verses  from  the  ninth  chapter  of  Matthew's  gospel  and 
led  in  prayer. 

An  anthem,  "I  Do  Not  Ask,  O  Lord"  (Spross),  was  sung  most 
effectively  by  the  choir  of  the  church. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Mrs.  Ina  Davis  Fulton,  Council 
treasurer,  addressing  the  Conference  on  "The  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service."  From  her  tremendous  fund  of  knowledge  because 
of  her  long  years  of  service  and  her  membership  on  important  ad 
interim  committees,  Mrs.  Fulton  explained  manv  details  of  the  plans 
of  the  new  Methodist  Church  organization. 

Mrs.  Fulton  continued  the  note  of  hope  fullness  for  the  future  that 
had  been  expressed  by  all  the  speakers  to  the  Conference. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  bv  the  Rev.  L.  C.  Larkin. 
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WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  APRIL  3RD 

The  Wednesday  morning  devotional  was  conducted  by  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Claiborne,  and  opened  with  a  verse  of  "There's  a  Story  to  Tell 
to  the  Nations."  She  then  concluded  her  challenging  remarks  upon 
the  latter  half  of  the  "believes"  expressed  in  the  Apostles'  Creed. 

The  fourth  verse  of  the  opening  hymn  made  a  fitting  conclusion 
to  her  thoughts — "We've  a  Saviour  to  Show  to  the  Nations." 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Hillman  called  upon  Mrs. 
Chadwick  to  present  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Pro- 
motion of  Work  and  Finance.  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  read  these  recom- 
mendations and  they  were  approved. 

Mrs.  Fulton  explained  about  a  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  Fund  being 
now  raised,  the  interest  from  which  will  help  negro  women  to  attend 
camps  or  training  schools  for  better  development.  She  also  announced 
that  the  Week  of  Prayer  Fund  will  be  used  to  establish  a  Clara  Perry 
chair  at  Scarritt  College. 

Mrs.  Hillman  recommended  that  every  person  subscribe  for  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  of  the  first  General  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  to  meet  late  in  April. 

Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  made  her  report  as  superintendent  of  Pub- 
licity and  World  Outlook. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  Broome  reported  as  Superintendent  of  Literature. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner,  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  read  her  report. 

The  Orphanage  project  was  presented  bv  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood, 
who  asked  for  help  in  equipping  the  kitchen  there. 

At  this  time,  Mrs.  Mary  Greene  presented  ladies  of  the  local 
Hospitality  Committee  and  they  introduced  Mrs.  W.  T.  Cheatham, 
Mrs.  M.  B.  Thomas,  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Carter,  the  oldest  members  of 
the  Henderson  Missionary  Society. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  president  of  the  Henderson  Society,  presented 
a  Life  Membership  to  Mrs.  Cheatham,  given  by  her  children.  Mrs. 
Cheatham  accepted  with  gracious  words  of  pleasure. 

Miss  Julia  Thomas  Gary  was  called  forward,  and  presented,  by 
Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  a  Life  Membership  in  the  Junior  Division,  from 
the  Conference. 

Another  Life  Membership  was  presented  from  the  Conference, 
by  Mrs.  Gates,  to  Mrs.  Fulton,  the  Council  treasurer. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten  was  introduced  and  spoke  briefly  of  Louisburg 
College  and  presented  three  of  the  students  who  told  of  facts  about 
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the  life  and  activities  of  the  college.  Mr.  Richard  Norvell,  Mr.  Clyde 
Stallings,  and  Miss  Juanita  Hurley  spoke. 

Mrs.  Fulton  came  to  the  platform  to  answer  any  questions  about 
the  proposed  set-up  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Mrs. 
Hillman  explained  what  comprised  our  Jurisdiction — the  Southeast — 
in  the  new  church. 

Mrs.  Clyde  L.  Finch  was  introduced  as  a  member  of  the  former 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  spoke  feelingly  on  woman's  op- 
portunity in  a  United  Methodism. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  made  a  report  as  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Spiritual  Life,  and  told  of  338  groups  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  made  the  report  from  the  Council  meeting 
held  in  March  at  New  Orleans,  and  presented  several  ladies  who  had 
attended  as  visitors.  These  told  of  some  of  the  most  impressive  mo- 
ments at  the  Council. 

The  Rev.  Floyd  Patterson  graphically  described  possibilities  of 
information  about  missions  if  Church  schools  will  make  use  of  the 
material  provided  for  the  the  4th  Sunday. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  made  its  report,  read  by  Mrs.  H. 
M.  Lynch.  This  was  unanimously  accepted  with  a  rising  vote. 

A  solo  was  delightfully  sung  by  Miss  Gertrude  Draper. 

Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts  led  the  Memorial  Service,  beginning  with  a 
responsive  reading.  She  then  called  the  roll  of  the  members  who  had 
passed  away  during  the  past  year,  which  included  two  former  Con- 
ference officers,  Miss  Helen  White,  and  Mrs.  George  Hawkins,  who 
for  many  years  had  served  faithfully.  As  a  fitting  sequence  to  the 
Memorial  Service  and  a  conclusion  of  the  Conference,  Mrs.  Paul  N. 
Garber  conducted  the  noon  period  of  worship. 

"Love  Divine,  All  Loves  Excelling"  was  sung  and  the  13th  chap- 
ter of  1st  Corinthians  read  responsively.  Mrs.  Garber  then  read  familiar 
verses  from  the  40th  chapter  of  Isaiah  and  spoke  on  "Wings  to  Fol- 
low Christ."  She  pointed  out  that  it  takes  a  special  kind  of  courage  to 
follow  Christ,  necessitating  wings  of  kindness,  willingness,  gratitude, 
purity  and  love,  and  that  weights  of  pride  and  sin  must  be  dropped. 

The  Lord's  prayer  was  repeated,  and  the  benediction  pronounced 
by  the  Rev.  Floyd  Patterson. 

The  president  pronounced  the  28th  Annual  Conference  of  the 
North  Carolina  Woman's  Missionary  Society  adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

THE  PAST  YEAR 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  activity  and  advancement  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference.  Nothing  spectacular  nor  startling  was  achieved  but  a  quiet 
steady  progress  was  made  along  many  lines,  in  finances,  in  membership,  and  in 
organizing  new  auxiliaries. 

Of  primary  importance  is  the  new  work  begun  in  June,  1939.  Miss  Ruth 
Brooks,  a  rural  deaconess,  was  oppointed  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
assigned  to  the  Person  Circuit  on  the  Durham  District.  She  was  given  a  new 
Chevrolet  car  with  maintenance  for  the  year,  and  she  will  tell  vou  of  her  work 
later  today.  We  rejoice  that  this  rural  work,  so  long  contemplated,  is  actually 
underway  in  our  Conference. 

Of  deep  and  lasting  significance  was  the  Retreat  held  at  Louisburg  College 
in  May,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Lamb.  Those  privileged  to  attend  received 
a  spiritual  enrichment  that  has  been  felt  in  the  Conference  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  greater  number  of  women  attended  the  Mis- 
sions Conference,  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Seminar  and  the  Seminar  on 
Missionary  Education  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Some  of  these  women  were  sent  by 
their  districts,  but  many  attended  at  their  own  expense. 

The  action  of  the  Uniting  Conference  last  May  in  Kansas  City  when  nine 
hundred  delegates  stood  with  uplifted  hands  and  declared  "The  Methodists  are 
one  people,"  was  the  outstanding  event  of  Methodism  of  our  generation.  The 
women  have  watched  with  eager  expectation  the  developments  within  the  new 
church,  and  have  participated  in  Methodist  Advance  meetings  wherever  they 
have  been  held. 

OUR  GOALS 

Last  year  we,  as  a  Conference,  set  for  ourselves  two  goals:  an  interested, 
informed,  consecrated  membership,  and  a  per  capita  increase  of  five  cents  a  day> 
a  week  or  a  month.  Of  course  we  did  not  expect  to  achieve  these  goals  in  one 
short  year,  and  while  we  have  made  progress,  we  are  still  far  short  of  attaining 
the  goal  of  having  the  last  member  of  the  last  auxiliary  interested,  informed 
and  consecrated.  We  must  keep  these  goals  before  us.  Any  program  is  successful 
only  as  it  leads  its  members  to  have  a  broader  vision  of  the  world's  needs  and 
of  Jesus'  way  of  meeting  them. 

We  must  strive  constantly  to  lift  the  level  of  our  auxiliaries.  Too  much  time 
and  thought  are  taken  by  matters  that  are  wholly  local,  and  too  little  time  is 
given  to  interesting  missionary  programs.  Local  work  is  important  but  we  need 
to  take  care  lest  it  should  be  our  chief  concern  and  we  become  narrowed  in- 
stead of  broadened  by  our  organization. 

A  better  understanding  of  the  finances  is  needed  in  many  auxiliaries.  Too 
often  there  is  not  a  stated  financial  plan  and  members  do  ot  know  to  what  cause 
they  give. 
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At  Council  this  year,  Miss  McKinnon  told  us  that  while  five  young  women 
were  being  consecrated  as  missionaries,  fifty-five  were  needed  in  the  fields  to 
which  they  were  going.  We  have  one  young  woman  now  in  training  at  Scarritt 
College,  and  another  to  enter  this  fall.  We  need  to  be  alert  to  the  young  women 
of  our  churches  who  might  become  interested  in  life  service  under  the  direction 
of  the  church.  Too  often  they  lack  the  information  or  the  encouragement  that 
we  could  give  them. 

Women  have  been  given  a  larger  place  in  the  new  Methodist  Church,  and 
with  it  comes  greater  responsibility.  By  reason  of  our  knowledge  and  our  back- 
ground of  experience  we  are  prepared  to  help  in  the  total  missionary  program 
of  the  church,  and  yet  too  many  women  confine  their  missionary  interest  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society.  As  we  are  all  members  of  the  church,  so  a  large 
share  of  the  responsibility  for  the  Council  of  Missions,  and  for  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Enterprise,  rests  upon  our  shoulders. 

THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

If  the  tentative  plans  drawn  up  by  the  committees  are  approved  by  the 
General  Conference  meeting  in  Atlantic  City  in  April,  the  new  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  will  be  organized  in  September  of  this  year.  Many  of  you 
have  wondered  why  this  was  not  done  immediately  after  the  union  of  Method- 
ism, but  it  has  been  necessary  to  work  slowly  in  order  that  no  group  should 
suffer  losses  from  too  sudden  change.  For  us  the  changes  will  be  comparatively 
easy,  but  we  should  not  deceive  ourselves  that  it  will  be  the  same  organization 
under  a  different  name.  It  will  be  an  entirely  new  organization.  The  tentative 
plans  call  for  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  be  organized  in  every 
church  possible,  early  in  September.  This  should  include  churches  that  now  have 
only  a  Ladies'  Aid  as  well  as  those  that  have  Missionary  Societies.  The  impera- 
tive is  laid  upon  us  to  enlist  every  Methodist  woman  as  a  charter  member  of  the 
new  organization.  We  know  that  too  many  capable  women  have  failed  to  belong 
to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  and  we  want  to  make  every  effort  to  enlist 
them  in  the  very  beginning  of  this  new  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
To  do  this  will  require  information  and  enthusiastic  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
present  members  of  the  women's  organizations.  It  cannot  be  done  without  careful 
planning  and  continuous  effort. 

After  the  local  Societies  of  Christian  Service  have  been  set  up,  the  Confer- 
ence Society  of  Christian  Service  must  be  organized.  Our  tentative  plans  call  for 
this  to  be  done  as  early  in  September  as  is  feasible,  and  after  officers  are  elected 
to  make  the  remainder  of  the  two-day  conference  an  institute,  with  every  dele- 
gate studying  the  handbooks,  in  order  that  we  may  become  familiar  with  the 
plans  of  the  new  organization.  What  a  thrilling  thing  to  be  a  member  of  a  new 
church,  a  new  Woman's  organization,  and  to  have  a  part  in  molding  and  fash- 
ioning it!  Much  depends  upon  our  attitude  toward  this  new  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service — upon  our  willingness  to  take  hold  of  the  new  plans  and 
try  them  in  our  Societies. 

"WE  ADVANCE" 

As  we  come  to  this,  the  final  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Missionary  Society,  we  look  back  upon  her  sixty-two  years  of  history 
with  pride  and  thanksgiving  for  her  achievements.  Time  does  not  permit  us  to 
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mention  in  detail  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  that  have  channeled 
through  our  Council  treasurer  into  distant  lands,  and  there  have  healed  the 
diseased  bodies,  enlightened  the  groping  minds,  and  freed  the  trammeled  spirits 
of  men,  women  and  children.  Neither  can  we  recount  the  miracle  of  lives  trans- 
formed here  at  home  through  the  ministry  of  deaconesses  in  settlement  houses, 
Bethlehem  centers  or  in  rural  fields. 

One  of  the  greatest  contributions  has  been  in  the  lives  of  the  young  women 
who  have  gone  out  to  serve  as  missionaries,  either  abroad  or  here  at  home.  There 
is  no  way  to  estimate  the  value  of  their  influence  now  or  in  the  ages  to  come. 

Not  the  least  achievement  has  been  the  development  of  the  auxiliary  mem- 
bers themselves.  Through  membership  in  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  the 
lesson  of  sacrificial  giving  has  been  learned,  a  new  level  of  spirituality  has  been 
attained,  and  there  has  been  developed  a  sense  of  responsibilitv  for  bringing 
about  the  Kingdom  of  God  here  on  earth. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has  been  dear  to  our  hearts,  but  we  enter 
just  as  whole-heartedly  into  the  program  of  the  new  organization.  We  rejoice 
in  the  new  fellowship  of  a  united  Methodism  and  in  the  enlarged  missionary 
enterprise  that  will  be  ours — new  fields  for  us,  new  nations  to  know  and  love, 
and  share  our  spiritual  heritage.  God  grant  to  us  vision,  courage  and  love  suf- 
ficient for  our  task.

How  incomplete  all  that  we  have  done.  How  fragmentary  have  been  our 
best  ministries. 

How  unsatisfying  our  attempts  at  service.  How  much  we  have  to  accomplish 
for  our  Lord. 

Was  there  ever  such  an  age?  Were  there  ever  so  many  opportunities  for 
service? 

How  the  open  door  beckons  us  in  this  homeland,  in  Africa,  India,  China  and 
in  the  islands  of  the  seas. 

Was  there  ever  such  an  organized  group  of  women  with  such  a  calling 
and  such  possibilities? 

Surely  the  watchword  that  stirred  the  soul  of  Dwight  L.  Moody  should  be 
ours.  "The  Lord  has  yet  to  show  how  much  He  can  accomplish  through  an 
organization  of  believing,  consecrated  women  of  united   Methodism." 

We  stand  today  face  to  face  with  a  new  field  of  fertile  soil,  a  new  land 
of  promise  such  as  we  have  never  known  before.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

As  I  make  this  last  report  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  under  the  regime  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
it  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  service  in  an 
organization  with  such  a  glorious  history. 

It  cannot  be  expressed  in  mere  words  what  their  missionary  societies  have 
meant  to  Methodist  women  for  the  past  sixty  years  nor  can  the  spiritual  in- 
fluence of  these  societies  on  the  life  of  nations  and  individuals  touched  by  their 
work  be  properly  estimated.  God  has  been  with  us  and  has  blessed  our  efforts 
in  a  wonderful  way. 

Mrs.  Perry  said  in  her  annual  message  to  Council  several  years  ago,  "We 
look  back  to  give  thanks,  we  look  forward  to  take  courage."  We  stand  on  the 
threshold  of  a  new  era  in  our  church  life  today,  and  we  give  thanks  for  our 
great  and  glorious  past  and  turn,  not  sadly,  but  with  great  expectation,  to  a 
future  that  is  to  be,  with  God's  help,  still  more  glorious  than  our  past. 

North  Carolina  Conference  has  had  a  part  in  the  splendid  work  of  the  past. 
The  connectional  nature  of  our  work  has  helped  to  make  it  a  success.  As  we 
enter  into  a  larger  sphere  of  labor,  these  efforts  must  be  continued  and  our 
Conference  must  make  an  even  greater  contribution.  In  the  larger  group  of  the 
new  united  work,  there  might  be  a  tendency  for  some  members  to  feel  that 
their  efforts  are  not  as  necessary  as  in  the  smaller.  This  must  not  happen.  "A 
chain  is  only  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link."  Each  individual,  each  small  group 
is  an  important  part  of  the  whole.  In  our  organization  work,  therefore,  we  must 
keep  on  with  our  plan  of  work  as  if  we  never  expected  any  change  and  yet 
we  should  be  studying  and  preparing  for  our  part  in  the  organization  of  the 
new  Methodist  Church. 

AUXILIARIES  AND  MEMBERS 

North  Carolina  Conference  now  has  431  auxiliaries,  with  a  membership  of 
15,341.  Durham  District  leads  the  seven  districts  with  70  auxiliaries  and  2,635 
members.  Rocky  Mount  District  is  second  in  number  of  auxiliaries,  having  65, 
and  New  Bern  in  number  of  members,  2,3  32.  There  was  a  net  gain  in  the 
Conference  of  2  2  auxiliaries  over  the  previous  year  and  a  net  gain  of  861 
members. 

YOUNG  WOMEN 

There  were  84  Young  Women's  Circles  reported  at  the  end  of  1939,  with 
a  membership  of  1,819.  While  this  is  a  smaller  number  than  in  1938,  we  believe 
that  it  is  because  our  auxiliaries  understand  now  that  a  circle  may  be  called  a 
Young  Woman's  Circle  only  for  one  year  and  that  the  younger  women  are 
being  more  rapidly  absorbed  into  the  membership  of  the  auxiliary.  Certainly  it 
is  true  that  we  see  more  young  faces  in  our  zone  and  district  meetings  than  w;e 
did  several  years  ago  and  we  find  many  officers  of  our  societies  from  among  these

younger  women.  We  rejoice  that  this  is  true.  Durham  District  again  leads  with 
21  circles  and  5 11  members,  with  Fayetteville  second  with  1+  circles  and  3+1. 
members. 

BABY  SPECIALS 

Last  year  we  reported  only  1+4  auxiliaries  promoting  Baby  Specials.  In 
1939  there  was  an  increase  of  29,  making  the  total  at  the  end  of  the  year,  17  3. 
In  our  treasurer's  report  we  find  that  $859.0  3  was  the  amount  of  the  offering 
from  our  baby  work  during  the  past  year.  Let  us  continue  this  important  work. 

WORLD  OUTLOOK 

How  happy  we  all  were  when  the  announcement  appeared  that  our  World 
Outlook  had  been  made  the  official  missionary  publication  of  the  new  Methodist 
Church!  We  were  not  surprised,  for  those  of  our  members  who  have  been 
reading  it  through  the  years  are  sure  of  its  high  quality  and  excellence.  In  the 
new  church,  the  World  Outlook  will  bear  its  same  name  and  be  sold  at  the  same 
price.  Miss  Haskin,  in  her  report  at  Council,  said,  "We  hope  that  our  branch 
of  the  church  will  lead  the  way  in  the  number  of  subscriptions  so  that  we  may 
enter  new  sections  of  Methodism  with  a  bigger  and  better  World  Outlook." 

We  now  have  (or  had  at  the  end  of  the  year),  by  reports  from  district 
secretaries,  2,2  8+  subscribers.  This  shows  an  increase  of  133  over  1938.  Only 
about  one-sixth  of  our  members  are  subscribers,  however,  and  we  should  have 
many  more.  Several  districts  made  a  good  increase  in  subscriptions,  Durham 
with  510  subscribers  made  an  increase  of  41,  and  New  Bern  with  372  subscrib- 
ers made  an  increase  of  +2.  Elizabeth  City  District  made  the  largest  increase 
though,  going  from   158  in   193  8  to  2  70  in   19  39,  an  increase  of   112. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

The  reports  from  the  districts  show  a  total  of  231  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  a 
gain  of  3  8  over  the  previous  year.  Probably  a  larger  number  has  been  reported 
to  the  Conference  chairman.  Interest  in  the  groups  is  growing  and  district  and 
auxiliary  Spiritual  Life  Meetings  or  Retreats  are  being  held.  The  first  Confer- 
ence Retreat,  held  at  Louisburg  College  last  June,  was  a  time  of  great  spiritual 
refreshment  for  all  who  were  present.  Mav  we  follow  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee  at  Conference  last  year  and  "continue  to  pray  for  a  Prayer  Group 
in  each  auxiliary." 

In  our  report  last  year  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time 
we  went  over  the  300  mark  in  Week  of  Praver  observance.  This  year  we  went 
a  step  further,  as  there  was  a  gain  of  2  1  in  auxiliaries  observing  this  week  over 
1938.  Durham  District  led  in  the  number  observing,  but  Wilmington  District 
made  the  largest  increase. 

STUDY,  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND   CHILDREN'S  WORK 

I  shall  not  give  figures  or  gains  in  these  departments  as  they  may  be  found 
in  the  regular  reports,  but  no  organization  report  would  be  complete  without 
referring  to  them.  The  high  standard  of  our  Study  Department  and  the  in- 
creased interest  in  Christian  Social  Relations  activities  have  caused  great  re- 
joicing to  those  who  have  watched  the  rising  enthusiasm  of  our  members  in 
these  subjects. 
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The  statement  by  the  Council  secretary  of  Children's  Work  that  during  1939, 
through  the  Co-operative  Plan,  missionary  education  was  carried  on  with  86,127 
children  in  2,598  church  schools  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the  chil- 
dren's work  is  growing  in  interest  and  in  numbers. 

EFFICIENCY  AIM 

In  1938  we  reported  a  total  of  60  auxiliaries  meeting  the  Efficiency  Aim, 
a  gain  of  16  over  the  previous  year.  In  1939,  71  auxiliaries  reached  this  high 
standard,  an  increase  of   11   over  1938. 

We  have  heard  in  recent  zone  meetings  many  auxiliaries  report  that  they 
expect  to  attain  this  goal  in  1940.  Thus  we  realize  that  our  auxiliaries  are  using 
this  method  of  checking  their  efficiency  and  are  growing  in  efficiency  from  year 
to  year.  Durham  District  for  several  years  has  received  the  Korean  urn  for 
having  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries  reaching  this  goal.  This  year  Durham 
leads  again  with  21.  New  Bern  and  Rocky  Mount  are  next  with  13.  Rocky 
Mount  made  the  greatest  increase,  having  8  more  auxiliaries  on  the  Efficiency 
Aim  than  in    1938. 

SUPPLIES— FINANCES 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies  shows  the  sending  of  boxes  or 
donations  to  Vashti  School,  Paine  and  Scarritt  Colleges,  Bethlehem  Houses  and 
to  our  own  Student  Center  and  Rural  Work  in  the  Home  Field,  to  Chinese 
Work  and  missionaries  in  the  foreign  field  and  also  to  ministers,  recommended 
by  their  district  superintendents  in   our  own  Conference. 

We  pledged  to  Council  for  1939,  $39,000  for  Adults,  $500  for  Babies,  a 
total  of  $39,500,  which  was  an  increase  over  1938  of  $1,000.  We  paid  $41,350, 
an  increase  of  $1,850  over  the  pledge  and  $800  above  what  was  paid  in  1939 
to  Council.  The  offerings  from  the  Babies  amounted  to  $859.03,  thus  making 
the  increase  from  this  source  $359.03.  Life  membership  offerings  totaled  $1,405 
in   1939. 

CONCLUSION 

Thus  we  report  our  figures,  our  totals,  and  our  increases  for  the  year  1939. 
How  eagerly  and  enthusiastically  we  have  watched  our  Conference  go  forward 
through  the  past  years.  Although  we  have  never  reached  100%  in  reporting,  it 
is  marvelous  how  loyal  and  faithful  our  societies  have  been  in  this  regard,  in 
comparison  with  other  organizations. 

Best  of  all,  when  we  look  back  of  the  figures  and  reports,  we  find  a  con- 
stituency devoted  to  the  missionary  cause  and  to  the  great  Leader,  whom  they 
serve. 

Four  years  ago  we  initiated  plans  for  our  Student  Work  at  Greenville  and 
in  September  of  that  year,  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  our  student  counselor,  was 
sent  to  us.  That  work  has  grown  under  her  capable  leadership  and  we  now  have 
a  Student  Center  of  which  we  may  be  proud.  At  the  Council  meeting  in  1939 
our  Conference  requested  that  a  Deaconess  of  Rural  Work  be  alloted  to  us  and 
last  summer  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  came  to  work  in  that  very  important  field.  We 
are  pleased  with  the  work  that  she  is  doing  on  the  Person  Circuit.  Once  again 
Council  has  given  us  permission  to  add  another  worker  to  our  list  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  the  opening  of  industrial  work  in  one  of  our  mill  centers 
in  the  near  future.

us.  As  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills  said  at  the  recent  Council  meeting,  "We  will  not  fail, 
for  the  unity  of  the  church  comes  from  the  thought  and  purpose  of  God,  and 
toward  His  divine  goal  for  His  Church,  we  work  and  pray,  knowing  that  His 
purpose  cannot  fail."

COUNCIL  REPORT 


The  thirtieth  and  last  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  met  in  the 
lovely,  old,  historic  city  of  New  Orleans,   March   6-11,    1940. 

Although  the  coldest  winter  in  over  sixty  years  in  that  southern  city  had  left 
its  mark  on  the  stately  palm  trees  and  shrubbery  and  had  delayed  the  blooming 
of  the  azaleas  and  camellias,  the  latter  opened  up  their  blossoms  to  greet  the 
visitors  and  warm  sunshine  and  gentle  spring  breezes  prevailed  through  the  days 
of  the  Council  meeting.  The  warm  welcome  and  splendid  courtesy  of  the  pastor 
and  members  of  First  Methodist  Church  made  all  who  were  present  feel  at 
home  and  a  fine  fellowship  prevailed  throughout  the  meeting. 

The  two  days  of  committee  meetings  which  preceded  the  business  sessions 
were  busy,  fruitful  days  of  planning  for  the  on-going  of  the  different  depart- 
ments of  work.  They  passed  quickly  and  after  a  beautiful  vesper  memorial 
service,  which  closed  with  the  Holy  Communion  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
an  evening  service  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Paul  Quillian  on  "The  Methodist 
Church,  Its  Mission  in  Day  of  Opportunity,"  the  Council  was  ready  for  the 
opening  of  its  business  session  on  Thursday  morning,  March   7,  at  nine  o'clock. 

The  strains  of  the  beloved  old  hymn,  "Jesus,  Keep  Me  Near  the  Cross,"  led, 
without  accompaniment,  by  our  president,  Mrs.  Perry,  opened  the  Council,  and 
hearts  were  touched  and  eyes  moist  as  the  members  realized  that  this  would  be 
the  last  session  of  the  Council.  It  was  not  sadness,  though,  that  was  in  the  hearts 
of  the  women — it  was  more  a  deep  feeling  of  thankfulness  for  what  the  Council 
has  meant  to  them  and  for  the  fine  Christian  fellowship  that  had  drawn  them 
close  together  through  the  years. 

As  Mrs.  Turpin  says  in  the  Council  Bulletin,  "One  sitting  through  the  daily 
sessions  got  the  impression  that  the  thirtieth  annual  meeting  was  but  the  fore- 
runner of  a  bigger  and  better  thirtv-first,  for  all  the  plans  made  were  based  on 
an  expanded  program  when  Methodist  women  of  the  South  join  with  the  mis- 
sionary women  of  the  other  branches  of  American  Methodism  in  a  Society  of 
Christian  Service  which  will  set  a  new-  standard  of  missionary  work  in  the  new 
United  Church." 

Mrs.  Perry's  message,  the  reports  of  the  recording  secretary,  of  the  vice- 
president,  of  the  treasurer  and  of  the  secretary  of  Foreign  Work  and  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Work  made  up  the  business  of  the  first  morning.  There 
were  messages  from  three  missionaries  from  Mexico,  Korea  and  China  and  then 
came  the  noon-day  period  of  worship  and  meditation,  led  by  Dr.  Lynn  Harold 
Hough,  dean  of  Drew  Theological  Seminary. 
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Mrs.  Perry  stated  in  her  message  that  the  tenth  of  May,  19  39,  would  go 
down  in  Methodist  history  as  a  memorable  date.  On  that  evening-  in  the  Municipal 
Auditorium  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  the  "Declaration  of  Union"  took  place.  Of 
the  process  of  union,  she  said,  "To  some  it  may  seem  a  slow  and  unnecessarily 
prolonged  process,  but  when  one  is  reminded  of  all  that  is  involved  in  the  merg- 
ing of  three  large  churches  with  widely  varying  methods  of  operation,  different 
types  of  organization,  different  terminology  and  varied  techniques,  the  necessity 
for  and  the  wisdom  of  giving  adequate  time  to  work  out  new  legislation  must 
commend  itself. 

"The  general  outline  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  with 
three  fairly  autonomous  divisions  and  a  joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion has  become  familiar  to  you.  The  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
is  a  term  which  will  soon  be  as  easy  to  use  as  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
The  provision  made  for  Woman's  Work  and  woman's  participation  in  the 
Divisions  of  the  Board  are  of  no  small  moment.  Other  boards  of  the  church 
have  also  specified  that  women  are  to  be  included  in  their  membership.  Perhaps 
in  no  other  denomination  has  so  large  a  recognition  been  given  to  woman's 
ability  to  participate  in  the  administrative  and  legislation  work. 

"A  year  ago  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  necessitv  of  going  steadily  for- 
ward under  present  plans,  even  though  there  might  be  uncertainty  and  anxiety 
as  to  the  future.  We  are  confident  that  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies 
have  never  been  finer  nor  more  loval  than  during  1939.  This  bespeaks  an  inter- 
est deeper  than  loyalty  to  an  organization.  It  testifies  to  an  allegiance  to  a  cause 
born  in  the  heart  of  God.  It  will  stand  as  a  pledge  of  fidelity  to  that  cause 
though   future   methods   may  sometimes  seem   strange   and  uninviting." 

Mrs.  Fulton,  treasurer,  said  in  making  her  report,  "As  we  go  into  the  union, 
the  Woman's  Work  goes  free  of  any  financial  obligation  other  than  its  mission- 
ary program  and  with  a  record  of  never  having  been  in  debt.  Even  during  the 
depression,  we  were  able  to  send  new  workers  every  year;  and  as  we  go  into 
the  new  work,  we  are  prepared  to  send  many  new  ones  if  we  can  find  well- 
trained,  consecrated  young  women." 

Merged  finances  will  not  go  into  effect  until  1941.  Our  slogan  for  the  year 
is  "Increased  gifts  for  our  regular  work  and  $100,000  for  our  Week  of 
Prayer." 

The  total  income  for  the  year  from  all  sources,  $1,143,414,  as  compared  to 
$1,052,772  the  previous  year.  From  the  Conference  societies  came  $893,726,  an 
increase  of  $19,830  over  the  offerings  of  1938.  The  Week  of  Prayer  Offering 
was  $70,292,  an  increase  of  $6,93  3  and  receipts  from  life  memberships  were 
$48,273,  an  increase  of  $8,858. 

The  secretary  of  Foreign  Work,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  made  a  state- 
ment of  the  foreign  work  as  it  stands  in  each  field  now  rather  than  a  detailed 
account  of  the  past  year's  work.  Her  report  gives  a  list  of  all  of  our  Council 
institutions  in  the  eight  countries  in  which  we  have  work  and  a  short  account  of 
the  present  work  of  each  one.  It  is  an  interesting  and  valuable  statement  and 
may  be  found  in  the  next  copy  of  the  Council  Minutes,  which  will  be  off  of 
the  press  very  soon. 

Miss  McKinnon  concludes  her  report  by  stating  the  urgent  need  for  mission- 
ary re-enforcements  in  all  of  the  fields.  She  says,  "The  vounger  churches,  sur- 
rounded  by    the   old   and    new   evils    of   a    non-Christian    civilization,    are    urging 
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that  more  missionaries  be  sent  to  work  along-side  the  native  Christians.  Through 
the  depression  practically  every  board  decreased  its  missionary  force  to  the  place 
where  the  work  of  the  church  was  jeopardized.  The  present  world  situation 
has  made  it  practicallv  impossible  for  the  Protestant  churches  in  Europe  to  keep 
on  the  field  the  number  of  missionaries  they  had  at  the  beginning'  of  the  war. 
On  our  church  in  America  lies  a  peculiar  responsibility  to  meet  the  present 
emergency  and  to  advance  the  work  of  the  Church  Universal  bv  sending  a 
larger  number  of  missionaries  and  by  providing  a  more  adequate  support." 

The  establishment  of  a  new  chair  at  Scarritt  College  to  be  named  the  Clara 
Tucker  Perry  Chair  of  Christian  Life  and  Thought  will  be  of  interest  to  our 
Conference.  This  was  done  by  vote  of  the  Council  body  on  the  first  morning 
when  a  resolution  came  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Fields  recommending  that  the  1940  Week  of  Prayer  offering  be  used  for 
this  purpose  and  that  the  chair  be  named  for  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  beloved  presi- 
dent of  the  Council. 

It  was  also  decided  to  establish  a  Memorial  Fund  to  be  called  the  Carrie 
Parkes  Johnson  Fund,  honoring  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson,  to  be  used 
for  the  special  training  of  rural  Negro  women  for  an  enlarged  program  of 
Church  and  Community  Service.  Dr.  Luke  Johnson,  husband  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Johnson,  now  a  superannuated  Methodist  minister,  made  a  gift  of  $300  as  the 
initial  gift  of  the  Memorial. 

On  Thursday  night  the  Council  had  as  its  honored  guest  speaker,  Dr.  John 
R.  Mott,  president  of  the  International  Missionarv  Council  and  a  great  world- 
wide Christian  layman.  His  subject  was,  "Missions  in  an  Hour  of  Destiny."  In 
his  very  fine  address,  Dr.  Mott  said  that  the  Christian  Church  faces  its  most 
decisive  hour.  He  was  not  unmindful  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  world — 
but  insisted  that  there  is  a  rising  tide  of  interest  in  spiritual  things.  Much  de- 
pends on  the  decisions  and  plans  of  the  church  in  the  near  future.  There  was 
a  note  of  urgencv  in  his  message  and  again  and  again  he  emphasized  the  un- 
paralleled opportunity  for  the  cause  of  missions. 

On  the  second  day  Home  Missions  was  featured,  with  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions reports  in  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  V.  F.  DeVinny,  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societv  of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  told  in  an  interesting  way  of  the  beginning  of  home  mission  work  in 
her  branch  of  the  church — and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Downs  made  her  report  as  secretary' 
of  Home  Mission  Fields  of  the  Council.  After  a  short  account  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Home  Work  through  the  various  phases  of  its  organization  in  our 
church — under  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  as  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and 
Home  Mission  Society  and  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  finally 
under  the  unified  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  she 
said,  "As  we  go  again  into  a  new  way  or  organization,  we  go  with  greater 
confidence  and  higher  hope  than  ever  before,  knowing  that  the  world  needs  a 
Christianity,  a  church  emanated,  cemented  and  propelled  by  a  membership  united 
in  purpose  and  constrained  by  the  same  great  spirit  that  has  led  all  forward 
movements  toward  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  world." 

Mrs.  Downs  also  stated  that  the  changes  that  will  come  to  us  in  the  uniting 
of  the  churches  will  probably  be  no  greater  than  changes  we  have  made  in  our 
own  organizations  through  the  years.  A  detailed  statement  of  our  Home  Mission 
Work  was  appended  to  her  report. 
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Messages  from  deaconesses  were  heard  during  the  morning  and  an  address 
on  "Living  and  Working  Together"  opened  the  afternoon  program.  The  latter 
was.  delivered  by  Dr.  M.  S.  Davage,  president  of  Clark  University  of  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  superintendent  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  the 
Bureau  chairmen  were  on  the  platform  and  the  report  of  that  department  was 
given.  Miss  Stevens  said  that  women  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  day 
when  the  church  will  be  one  in  "program  and  activity  as  well  as  in  purpose 
and  spirit."  She  spoke  of  the  plan  of  having  as  many  Conference  and  district 
leaders  of  Christian  Social  Relations  as  possible  studv  for  ten  days  at  Lake 
Junaluska  or  Mount  Sequoyah  in  the  summer  of  1 940  and  also  of  the  six  weeks' 
course  in  specialized  study  to  be  given  at  Scarritt  for  outstanding  leaders. 

Dr.  Umphrey  Lee,  president  of  Southern  Methodist  University,  gave  the 
address  of  the  evening  on  "The  Church — Its  Mission  in  an  Hour  of  Crisis," 
and  on  the  next  day  the  secretaries  of  Education  and  Promotion  made  their 
reports.  Mrs.  Bourne  reviewed  briefly  in  her  report  the  development  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  "as  cultivated  by  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Promotion  and  functioning  through  Council,  Conference  and  district  organiza- 
tions into  societies  of  the  local  churches."  She  quoted  from  Mrs.  Lipscomb's  first 
report  as  secretary  in  1913  as  follows:  "Many  women  are  studying  systematically 
in  Mission  and  Bible  study  classes,  the  spiritual  life  is  being  intensified  and  the 
per  capita  giving  of  missionary  women  is  far  above  that  of  the  church  mem- 
bership." Mrs.  Lipscomb  also  refers  to  union  as  being  "desirable  and  practicable." 
So  back  in  1913  when  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  in  our  own  church  had  just 
been  united,  there  was  evidently  a  prophetic  look  toward  the  day  that  we  are 
just  coming  into. 

The  number  of  societies  reported  in  1939  was  8,912  and  the  number  of 
members,  312,976.  This  was  a  net  increase  of  234  societies  and  8,205  members 
over  193  8. 

Miss  Dunn,  reporting  for  Children's  Work,  said  that  a  larger  number  of 
churches  reported  doing  co-operative  work  than  ever  before  since  this  plan  has 
been  used.  However,  she  pointed  out  the  fact  that  many  of  the  churches,  which 
use  closely  graded  lessons,  have  not  been  using  the  enrichment  material  which 
has  been  provided  for  them.  She  emphasized  again  the  importance  of  having  a 
secretary  of  Children's  Work  who  is  closely  related  to  the  church  school. 

The  report  of  the  secretary  of  Publications  has  already  been  referred  to  in 
the  Conference  secretary's  report  and  the  fact  that  the  World  Outlook  will  be  the 
magazine  of  the  new  church.  There  will  also  be  a  smaller  publication  called 
The  Methodist  Woman,  which  will  carry  organization  material  and  fresh  news 
from  the  field. 

The  early  morning  worship  services  were  led  by  Miss  Estelle  Haskin  at  8:30 
each  morning,  and  were  conducted  in  a  smaller  auditorium.  A  quiet  time  of 
meditation  with  soft  music  and  a  program  with  Scripture  and  spiritual  quota- 
tions to  guide  the  thoughts  and  only  a  short  spoken  meditation  or  responsive 
reading  and  one  or  two  hymns  sung  together  made  up  the  thirty  minute  service. 
To  those  who  made  the  effort  to  be  at  the  church  for  this  worship  period  it 
was  indeed  a  time  of  spiritual  refreshment. 

The  noon-day  worship  hour  was  also  a  time  of  soul  searching  and  the 
thoughts  brought  to  the  women  and  many  visitors,  who  came  in  especially  for 
that  hour,  made   impressions  that  will  be  remembered.   Dr.   Hough's  sermon   on 
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Sunday  on  "The  Signs  of  the  Times"  was  a  masterly  address  and  as  so  many 
of  the  messages  brought  to  the  Council  members,  it  held  a  note  of  hope  and 
encouragement,  in  spite  of  world  conditions. 

Then  came  the  hour  most  sacred  of  all  to  missionary  women,  the  Consecra- 
tion Service  on  Sunday  night.  Ten  young  women  were  commissioned  by  Bishop 
A.  Frank  Smith ;  five  as  deaconesses  and  five  as  foreign  missionaries.  Leading 
the  procession  of  white-robed  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  the  workers  already 
on  the  field,  who  were  present  that  night,  came  the  happy  young  candidates  and 
once  again  our  hearts  were  stirred  with  the  answer  to  our  dreams  before  our 
very  eyes — these  missionary  daughters  of  ours  going  forth  to  the  far-flung 
battle-lines.  Surely,  as  Mrs.  Fulton  said  on  the  first  morning  of  Council,  we 
should  raise  a  "Hallelujah  Chorus  and  not  a  Swan  Song"  in  this,  the  last  session 
of  the  Council! 

On  Monday,  after  the  close  of  the  business  session,  many  of  the  members 
had  the  privilege  of  taking  a  trip  to  Houma,  La.,  some  sixty  miles  from  New 
Orleans  down  in  the  "bayou  country,"  to  the  McDonnell  School  in  the  French 
Arcadian  section.  The  trip  was  made  in  cars  and  buses  and  was  a  most  interesting 
and  enjoyable  one.  Deaconess  Ella  K.  Hooper  and  her  corps  of  teachers  gave  a 
hearty  welcome  to  the  visitors  and  the  white,  home-like  buildings  surrounded 
by  ancient  moss-festooned  oak  trees,  made  a  most  attractive  setting  for  the  lovely 
Evangeline  luncheon  served  in  Downs  Hall,  the  new  building  built  with  Week 
of  Prayer  money  and  named  for  the  secretary  of  Home  Work.  A  number  of 
the  older  girls  of  the  school,  dressed  in  Evangeline  costumes,  served  the  luncheon. 

On  one  afternoon  during  the  week,  a  number  of  women  visited  St.  Mark's 
Hall  in  the  French  center  of  New  Orleans,  one  of  our  largest  Community 
Houses.  Here  Miss  Mary  Lou  Barnwell,  deaconess  in  charge  of  the  work,  showed 
us  the  whole  plant,  which  is  a  very  valuable  asset  of  the  Council. 

Thus  the  thirtieth  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  came  to  a 
close  and  with  it  ended  a  period  in  Methodist  history.  With  thanks  in  our  hearts 
for  all  that  God  has  meant  to  us  in  the  past,  we  turn  to  the  future  with  joyous 
hearts,  knowing  that  He  goes  with  us  into  the  new  and  untried  ways  of  a  great 
united  work.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  work  in  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  is 
steadily  growing.  Since  only  about  fifty  per  cent  of  the  report  blanks  were 
returned,  no  gain  was  made  in  the  statistical  report  but  other  evidences  of 
increased  interest  in  the  work  are  most  gratifying.  There  were  346  Friendship 
Units  in  1939.  The  total  average  attendance  at  Sunday  morning  sessions  was 
4,803.  No  record  was  made  of  average  attendance  at  extra  sessions.  The  total 
fourth  Sunday  offering  for   1939  was  $5,854.68. 
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The  two  units  for  study  this  year  were  for  primaries  using  closely  graded 
courses:  "Children  of  One  Father"  and  "Friends  Around  the  World."  For  jun- 
iors: "Working  with  God  to  Make  the  World  a  Better  Place,"  "Making  the 
World  a  Neighborhood,"  "Spreading  the  Good  News,"  "Carrying  on  the  Work 
of  Jesus,"  and  "Friends  in  Many  Lands."  For  primaries  using  group  lessons: 
"Out-of -Doors  in  Palestine."  For  juniors:  "How  Churches  Work  Together," 
were  the  emphases. 

The  fall  unit  for  primaries  was  on  "Christmas  Here  and  Everywhere,"  and 
juniors,  "Christmas  Around  the  World." 

For  the  smaller  churches,  "Christmas  Time,"  found  in  "Our  Little  People," 
and  "The  Gift  That  Belongs  to  All,"  found  in  "Junior  Lessons,"  were  studied. 

The  timeliness  of  the  Christmas  units,  their  importance  to  the  development 
of  both  children  and  teachers,  is  shown  by  such  quotations  from  reports  as  the 
following: 

"I  am  sure  that  we  were  able  to  change  some  opinions  about  children  in 
other  lands.  We  noticed  a  decided  change  in  the  attitudes  of  some  children 
toward  particular  foreign  countries  at  this  time.  We  all,  as  well  as  the  children, 
enjoyed  the  units.  I  think  all  in  all  we  had  a  very  worth  while  study  and  it 
seemed  especially  appropriate  and  timely  just  now." 

"I  think  that  our  missionary  study  gives  the  children  a  better  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  other  people  and  other  customs  and  they  realize  more  fully 
that  Christ  is  the  Savior  of  all  mankind  and  not  just  of  Americans;  that  he  is 
Father  to  us  all." 

"I  especially  liked  the  missionary  unit.  It  gave  the  children  a  sense  of  de- 
pendence on  other  nations  for  our  own  Christmas  celebration  and  a  feeling  of 
unity." 

In  many  of  the  churches  extra  sessions  were  held.  At  this  time  gifts  were 
made  and  sent  to  children  in  homes,  hospitals,  clinics  and  many  other  places. 
One  group  made  a  Palestinean  village. 

Boxes  were  sent  to  migrant  children.  Boys  and  girls  enjoyed  playing  the 
games,  singing  the  Christmas  Carols  and  preparing  the  food  children  of  other 
lands  enjoy. 

I  think  I  may  say  the  children  discovered  the  joy  of  sharing  experiences, 
the  joy  of  sharing  gifts  which  they  made  with  a  special  person  or  group  in 
mind,  gifts  weighted  with  love. 

The  Chinese  banner  is  again  awarded  to  the  Rocky  Mount  District.  This  is 
given  for  the  greatest  number  of  reports,  accuracy,  and  regularity  of  reporting. 

The  Korean  banner  is  awarded  to  the  children  of  Edenton  Street  Church, 
Raleigh,  and  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  for  the  emphasis  placed  on  the 
work  as  expressed  in  their  activities. 

The  African  banner  is  again  awarded  to  the  Elizabeth  City  District  for  the 
greatest  number  of  churches  reporting  the  fourth  Sunday  offering. 

In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
those  who  have  helped  to  make  possible  the  achievements  of  the  past  year.  For 
their  help  I  am  more  than  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STUDY 

From  its  beginning  as  an  organization,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  has 
placed  great  emphasis  on  Missionary  Education  as  the  only  foundation  for  per- 
manent missionary  interest  and  service.  The  present-day  leaders  of  the  new 
Methodist  Church,  united  for  action,  must  keep  themselves  informed,  they  must 
have  an  understanding  of  changing  world  conditions  if  the  summons  to  a  great 
advance  is  heeded.  There  must  continue  to  be  growth  in  knowledge  as  we  work 
at  the  task  of  making  the  whole  world  a  Christian  community. 

In  1939  more  missionary  books  and  periodicals  were  read  than  in  previous 
years  which  is  shown  by  the  132  Reading  Circles,  an  increase  of  16,  and  160 
Missionary  Libraries,  an  increase  of  15.  There  were  259  societies  reporting  one 
or  more  study  classes  during  1939,  an  increase  of  12  societies  studying.  It  is 
encouraging  to  note  that  the  quality  of  study  work  is  being  raised  each  year. 
This  is  shown  in  the  122  Special  Council  Certificates  awarded,  an  increase  of 
3  8  over  the  year  before  and  also  the  41  Study  Efficiency  Aim  Certificates  awarded, 
an  increase  of  14,  and  the  62  Study  Honorable  Mention  Certificates  awarded,  an 
increase  of  8.  These  records  show  that  women  are  giving  their  best  efforts  and 
much  time  to  the  outlined  study  program  of  the  Missionary  Society,  satisfied  only 
with  their  finest  work. 

There  was  a  total  of  419  mission  study  classes  held  with  a  class  membership 
of  6,641  and  253  Bible  study  classes  with  3,473  members.  The  most  popular 
Bible  studies,  from  the  approved  list,  were  "The  Radiant  Heart"  by  Harrell  and 
"Exploring  the  Bible"  by  Hoff.  The  missions  classes  were  on  "The  Church  Takes 
Root  in  India"  and  "Through  Tragedy  to  Triumph,"  both  by  Matthews.  These 
were  reported  as  the  most  interesting,  challenging  and  helpful  studies  we  have 
ever  had. 

The  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  is  awarded  each  year  to  the 
district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  three  study  classes 
to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study,  using  books  from  the  approved  study 
lists,  one  Bible  study  and  two  mission  studies.  (The  required  spring  and  fall 
missions  topics  being  used.)  This  year  the  Jewel  goes  to  the  Raleigh  District 
with  5 1  per  cent  of  its  societies  meeting  this  requirement,  coming  from  the 
New  Bern  District  which  was,  this  year,  second  high,  with  43  per  cent. 

A  large  number  of  study  leaders  took  missions  and  Bible  courses  at  the  Lake 
Junaluska  Leadership  School  and  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  last 
summer.  Many  of  these  keywomen  were  sent  as  representatives  from  their  society, 
district,  or  the  Conference.  This  special  study  and  training  is  proving  one  of 
our  finest  investments.  Much  of  our  growth  and  progress  is  due  to  the  work  of 
these  women  as  they  have  taught  study  classes  and  promoted  the  work  through- 
out their  districts. 

The  Fall  Study  Leaders'  Meetings,  held  in  each  District  in  September,  con- 
tinue to  be  valuable  as  an  aid  in  missionary  education.  Last  fall,  the  team  of 
workers  included  the  Conference  president,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman;  the  Confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Children's  Work,  Mrs.  Frank  M.  Greene ;  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Qrmond,  Mrs.  W.  W.  H.  Proctor,  and  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study, 
together  with  the  district  secretary  of  their  respective  districts,  district  Study 
leaders,  district  Christian  Social  Relations  superintendents,  and  many  others  in 
each  district.  We  are  very  grateful   for  this  co-operation  and  splendid   help.  To 
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each  of  these  women  and  to  the  other  Study  leaders  throughout  the  Conference 
who  have  so  faithfully  promoted  Study,  we  give  our  sincere  thanks.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LITERATURE 

Since  earliest  history  mankind  has  blazed  trails  into  jungles,  forests,  moun- 
tains, and  plains  on  land  and  over  seas.  These  paths  at  first  were  faint  and  were 
followed  by  signs  on  trees.  Where  there  were  no  trees,  various  monuments  were 
made.  Great  honor  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  trail-blazers  who  faced  hard- 
ship and  difficulties  in  penetrating  into  the  unknown. 

We  have  studied  with  much  interest  the  trail-blazers  of  Methodism,  who 
have  left  monuments  of  mission  stations,  churches  and  Christian  schools.  Meth- 
odism is  so  thoroughly  established  in  our  own  territory  there  is  little  need  or 
opportunity  for  making  new  trails,  but  there  is  great  need  for  us  to  keep  the 
trails  already  made  from  being  lost.  In  order  to  help  us,  we  are  given  splendid 
literature. 

As  your  superintendent  of  Literature  it  is  my  pleasure  and  duty,  with  the 
help  and  co-operation  of  the  department  of  our  Missionary  work,  to  participate 
in  keeping  the  road  open  by  dispersing  the  literature.  One  person  alone  could 
make  hardly  a  beginning  in  keeping  open  this  trail  which  we  will  name  "The 
Trail  of  Information."  It  is  the  duty  of  your  superintendent  to  send  over  The 
Trail  of  Information,  the  bulletins,  yearbooks,  program  material,  handbooks, 
Week  of  Prayer  and  various  other  material.  Each  piece  of  this  information  is 
vital  to  the  development  of  our  work.  The  manner  of  its  distribution  is  directed 
from  headquarters.  The  amount  furnished  is  determined  by  the  numbers  of 
officers  and  auxiliaries.  This  literature  is  prepared  to  inform  and  enlighten  us, 
so  that  we  may  keep  the  missionary  roads  open  and  known  to  others. 

The  Trail  of  Information  is  not  a  one-way  trail  but  a  two-way  trail,  one 
as  important  as  the  other.  If  the  return  road  is  not  used,  there  is  danger  that 
this  splendid  information  may  lose  the  way,  or  go  on  by-paths.  There  are 
10,000  or  more  pieces  of  literature  that  travel  out  on  these  roads  to  your 
auxiliaries  each  year.  You  are  urged  to  co-operate  with  your  superintendent,  so 
that  she  may  be  enabled  to  render  the  service  you  desire.  You  may  help  her  by 
sending  in  names  of  officers  immediately  after  they  are  elected  in  November. 
Inform  her  if  the  right  person  in  your  auxiliary  is  not  getting  the  literature. 
When  you  write,  give  all  information  necessary. 
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The  best  kind  of  a  trail,  though  established  at  the  greatest  sacrifice  and 
expense,  will  become  beclouded  and  darkened  unless  it  is  kept  bright  and  well 
lighted  by  intelligent  use. 

May  we  each  do  her  part  to  use  The  Trail   of  Information   intelligently.

REPORT  OF  PUBLICITY  AND  WORLD  OUTLOOK 

In  the  promotion  and  extension  of  work  through  the  Department  of  Pub- 
licity, local  dailv  and  weekly  newspapers  have  carried  announcements  and  reports 
of  both  regular  and  special  meetings. 

They  have  also  given  publicity  to  articles  of  missionary  interest  and  informa- 
tion, some  of  which   had  material   of  inspirational   value. 

Our  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  which  is  being 
so  ably  edited  by  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  has  been  a  vital  medium  through  which 
the  work  in  general  of  the  Conference,  districts  and  zones  has  been  carefully 
given  to  our  readers. 

Special  commendation  is  due  Miss  Gardner  for  the  very  fine  service  she  has 
rendered. 

Reporting  in  each  of  these  departments  has  improved  but  with  this  improve- 
ment less  than  two  hundred  of  the  more  than  four  hundred  auxiliaries  report. 

The  Bulletin  of  Missionary  News  has  been  widely  used  by  the  leaders  of 
auxiliaries. 

The  latest  missionary  news  items  from  both  the  home  and  foreign  fields 
have  been  most  valuable  in  creating  interest  and  quickening  the  zeal  of  our 
women. 

Many  auxiliaries  have  given  to  the  whole  church,  by  posters  and  church 
bulletins,  the  news  items  it  contained. 

World,  OiUlook:  Always  when  there  is  a  goal  to  reach  or  any  fixed  standard 
of  achievement,  there  is  a  triumphant  note  in  the  voice  when  we  can  say,  "We 
made  it!" 

We  fell  short  of  last  year's  record  and  also  failed  our  goal,  but  our  women 
have  been  faithful  and  our  record  would  have  been  far  worse  than  it  is,  with- 
out their  continual   pushing,   and   never-ceasing  efforts. 

Miss  Dunn,  our  circulation  manager,  says:  "These  are  uncertain  and  difficult 
times  and  we  must  not  be  disheartened  or  discouraged.  The  same  thing  has 
happened  with  other  magazines  of  the  uniting  churches."  Miss  Dunn  also  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  no  Conference  will  lower  its  goal  for  we  face  no  un- 
certainty as  to  the  World  Outlook's  future.  It  will  be  the  general  missionary 
magazine  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  price  will  still  be  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  year  just  ended  has  marked  another  forward  step  in  Christian  Social 
Relations.  With  increased  interest  and  understanding,  more  auxiliaries  are  par- 
ticipating in  the  program  and  are  engaging  in  constructive  efforts  for  social 
welfare. 

Each  division  of  the  work  is  being  emphasized.  Some  of  the  large  auxiliaries 
find  it  possible  to  engage  in  activities  along  all  lines,  while  even  those  with  the 
smallest  membership  are  taking  up  some  part  of  the  program. 

Much  effective  work  is  being  done  in  co-operation  with  other  organizations 
of  the  community  and  with  Federal  and  State  agencies.  An  outstanding  example 
is  the  work  of  the  Wilmington  auxiliaries  in  sponsoring  Nursery  Schools  for 
both  white  and  colored  children.  Many  projects  have  been  worked  out  with 
N.  Y.  A.  officials  to  provide  training  for  young  people  and  to  help  them  be- 
come self-supporting.  Almost  all  auxiliaries  report  co-operation  with  the  health 
department,  assisting  in  clinics,  providing  places  for  clinics  to  be  held,  taking 
patients  to  them  and  teaching  the  importance  of  observing  State  laws  for  control 
of  disease. 

Methodist  women  feel  keenly  their  responsibility  as  good  citizens  and  through 
reports  we  find  that  as  individuals  and  in  groups  they  are  engaging  in  efforts 
to  rid  their  communities  of  undesirable  features  and  to  establish  those  which  are 
wholesome.  Slot  machines  have  been  abolished,  centers  of  evil  and  disease  have 
been  cleaned  up,  votes  cast  against  A.B.C.  stores,  and  in  their  places  we  find 
programs  of  health  and  recreation,  and  of  temperance  education. 

In  the  field  of  Interracial  Co-operation  our  Conference  and  our  auxiliaries 
are  active.  Miss  Viola  Nethery,  of  Halifax,  representing  our  Conference,  taught 
a  course  in  the  Negro  Leadership  School  at  Winston-Salem.  Many  Negro  workers 
were  sent  to  the  school  by  our  auxiliaries  and  these  workers  on  their  return 
conducted  a  large  number  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  for  Negro  children.  Most 
of  the  auxiliaries  give  assistance  to  Negro  churches  and  missionary  societies  by- 
helping  with   programs,    furnishing   literature   or   organizing  new   groups. 

In  a  world  so  troubled  as  this,  the  responsibility  of  Christian  women  to 
pray  and  work  for  World  Peace  is  deeply  felt.  We  believe  every  woman  in 
Methodism  is  praying  that  some  means  may  be  found  to  avert  utter  chaos.  Our 
women  realize,  too,  that  problems  as  big  as  this  require  study  and  are  reading 
widely  in  an  effort  to  understand  world  conditions.  The  Executive  Board,  through 
this  department,  local  auxiliaries  and  individuals  have  all  written  to  their  Con- 
gressmen urging  that  America  not  only  keep  the  boys  out  of  the  war  but  that 
we  do  not  profit  from  the  suffering  of  others. 

We  realize  that  problems  of  social  welfare  are  community  problems  and 
must  be  met  by  united  effort.  To  this  end  our  auxiliaries,  as  stated  before,  are 
joining  with  other  churches  and  other  agencies  of  their  communities.  Our  Con- 
ference, too,  is  co-operating  with  other  state-wide  organizations  in  the  work 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  a  group  which  seeks  to  have  laws  passed  which  will 
help  those  who  are  sick,  defeated  and  without  friends  or  influence. 

The  Bureau  of  Christian  Social  Relations  looks  forward  to  a  year  of  wide 
opportunities  for  service  as  we  pray  that  all  of  us  may  realize,  as  never  before, 
the   full   measure  of  our  responsibility   to   those   less   fortunate   than   ourselves.

This  year  the  Council  approves  the  same  channels  for  our  gifts:  Helping 
needy  preachers;  helping  Council-owned  institutions;  helping  our  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  in  their  work. 

This  year  we  are  asked  to  help  in  furnishing  refrigeration  in  China.  All 
funds  for  this  work  in  China  to  be  sent  to  your  Conference  superintendent  of 
Supplies  to  be  sent  to  the  Council  treasurer  by  her. 

We  are  urged  to  help  with  supplies  in  our  own  and  near-by  Conferences. 
We  have  in  our  Conference  our  Methodist  Center  in  Greenville,  N.  C,  Bethlehem 
House  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  and  our  rural  worker,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks, 
deaconess,  Woodsdale,  N.  C,  Route   1. 

We  have  recently  received  from  Vashti  School,  Thomasville,  Ga.,  a  letter 
with  a  list  of  its  especial  needs  as  follows:  Spreads  for  single  beds;  sheets, 
72x99;  quilts  for  single  beds;  pillow  cases;  thread;  dresser  scarfs  to  be  em- 
broidered;   toilet  articles.  They  do   not  need  towels  and  wash  cloths.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  and  increasing  enthusiasm 
for  the  Master's  work  were  shown  by  women  of  Durham  District  in  19  39,  as 
a  comparison  of  results  of  1938  and  1939  will  show.  But  greater  than  these 
is  the  increased  missionary-consciousness  everywhere. 

The  following  consecrated  and  able  zone  and  district  leaders  assisted  in 
various  programs  and  meetings  and  projects,  and  helped  achieve  the  gratifying 
results  shown:  Mrs.  B.  O.  Merritt,  Alamance;  Mrs.  Malcolm  Watlington,  Cas- 
well; Mrs.  J.  Lee  Harmon,  Chatham;  Mrs.  M.  J.  Carver,  Durham;  Mrs.  R.  E. 
Warren,  Orange;  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox,  Person;  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee,  Christian  Social 
Relations;  Mrs.  W.  W.  Stedman,  Supplies;  and  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks,  Outlook.  Zone 
meetings  were  held  regularly  and  well  attended.  In  mid-summer  three  entire  days 
of  joint  meetings  proved  most  beneficial  and  profitable.  Misses  Elizabeth  Lamb 
and  Mary  Gardner  were  guest  speakers. 

The  women  of  the  district  are  grateful  to  have  had  the  Conference  rural 
deaconess,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  for  splendid  work  during  the  year.  She  attended 
many  meetings,  and  always  had  messages  of   inspiration. 

The  annual  district  meeting  at  Prospect  was  probably  the  best  ever  held, 
with  a  registration  of  374.  Mrs.  Hillman  was  the  morning  speaker,  with  Mrs. 
Boone  and  Mrs.  Greene,  Conference  officers,  bringing  messages.  Two  zone  lead- 
ers and  four  babies  were  given  life  memberships,  and  other  events  of  interest 
made  the  day  one  of  enthusiasm  and  good  fellowship. 

Four  new  societies  are  listed:  Ca-Vel,  Lea's  Chapel,  Palmer's  Grove,  and 
Trinity;  a  total  increase  of  members  was  2  3  3.  Larger  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  young  women  was  shown  in  five  new  circles,  and  108  new  members.  The 
Outlook  subscription  list  increased  69;  five  new  Spiritual  Life  groups  are  shown. 
Mission  and  Bible  study  classes  were  held  in  almost  every  society;  Christian 
Social  Relations  work  went  forward  with  renewed  interest. 

The  women  of  the  district  were  glad  to  have  the  Korean  urn  for  the  Effici- 
ency Aim  trophy  during  the  year.  To  us  it  stands  for  achievements  and  progress 
in  the  Master's  work.  During  1939  21  societies  made  this  Aim  and  are  happy 
in  their  success. 

Several  new  superintendents  of  Baby  Specials  succeeded  in  having  new 
babies  enrolled,  and  the  offering  for  the  year  was  $141,  a  nice  increase.  Week 
of  Prayer  was  observed  by  almost  every  society,  the  offerings  for  this  amounting 
to  $521,  which  is  $53  less  than  for  1938.  This  loss  was  probably  caused  by 
the  short  pecan  crop,  and  the  failure  to  receive  Mrs.  Faison's  annual  gift  of 
pecans  for  this  special  purpose. 

The  pledge  of  $8,000  was  overpaid  by  $307,  and  is  a  matter  of  much 
gratification  to  everyone,  since  this  is  a  real  index  of  increased  interest.  The 
district  rallied  in  a  wonderful  way  to  the  District  Specials,  Korean  kindergartens, 
Paine  College,  and  a  district  life  membership  fund,  the  totals  for  these  amount- 
ing to   $307. 

Local  work  was  carried  on  in  a  big  way,  aggregating  $9,915,  and  the  grand 
total  for  the  year  was  $18,222.  While  monev  is  not  the  chief  aim  of  the  work, 
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we  feel  that  it  is  a  very  necessary  part  of  it.  And  the  eager  response  of  the 
women  to  the  various  calls  is  definite  evidence  that  their  hearts  are  attuned  to 
the  Master's  work,  and  they  are  glad  to  help. 

The  secretary  acknowledges  her  debt  of  gratitude  for  assistance  through  the 
year  to  every  president,  every  officer,  and  every  woman  in  the  ranks.  They  have 
stood  by  in  a  most  glorious  way,  and  have  held  up  the  hands  of  the  missionaries 
abroad  and  the  workers  at  home  in  a  way  that  must  be  a  joy  to  the  Lord.  Their 
love  and  prayers  have  gone  with  their  activities  and  their  money  into  the  work 
and  have  made  possible  this  wonderful  year,  whose  results  have  been  laid  on 
His  altar. 

We  feel  a  genuine  distress  that  Chatham  Zone  has  been  transferred  to  other 
districts.  Those  women  were  a  power  in  our  work.  May  they  be  just  as  much 
inspiration  and  help  in  their  new  fields. 

We  are  moving  on  toward  the  new  set-up  with  faith  and  determination  and 
renewed  efforts.

Each  year  as  we  write  the  record  of  our  missionary  achievements  we  realize 
there  are  many  acts  of  faith  and  sacrifice  that  we  are  unable  to  put  into  words. 

We  had  the  honor  of  having  the  Annual  Conference  in  our  district  at  Wash- 
ington in  April. 

1  1 9  new  members  have  been  added  to  our  roll.  3  new  societies,  Bethany  on 
the  Chowan  Circuit,  Newbegun  and  Halls  Creek  on  the  Pasquotank  Circuit, 
were  organized.  Union  on  the  Pasquotank  Circuit  was  reorganized;  this  society, 
with   First  Church  and  City  Road,  made  the  Efficiency  Aim. 

One  zone  has  a  missionary  society  organized  in  every  church  in  its  territory; 
another  zone  has  only  one  unorganized  church. 

Miss  Helen  Evans,  from  our  district,  was  given  one  of  the  few  scholarships 
for  the  Christian  Social  Relations  seminar  at  Scarritt  College.  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter  also  attended  Scarritt,  representing  our  Conference  at  the  Spiritual 
Life  Retreat. 

We  had  4  women  from  our  district  to  attend  the  Conference  Spiritual  Life 
Retreat  at  Louisburg.  These  were:  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Thompson, 
Mrs.  Earl  Meekins,  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Payne.  As  an  outgrowth  from  this  meeting 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Thompson,  Spiritual  Life  Leader  of  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  and 
also  of  the  Pascurcam  Zone,  had  an  all-day  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  at  First  Church. 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Eggleston,  Spiritual  Life  superintendent  of  the  Virginia  Conference, 
was  the  leader  for  the  day.  This  we  feel  was  a  red  letter  day  in  our  district. 

Our  1 3  zone  meetings  with  good  programs  were  well  attended.  The  district 
meeting  was  held  in  Williamston  in  May.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick,  and  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  were  our  guest  speakers. 

In  September,  at  Hertford,  we  had  a  most  helpful  Study  Leaders'  Day  with 
Mrs.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  Boone  conducting  the  program.  As  a  result  of  this  meet- 
ing,   Gates   County   Zone    had    an   all-day   study   class    for   the   zone.    The   book, 
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"Through  Tragedy  to  Triumph,"  was  used  and  each  society  participated.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  and  every  one  voted  a  day  well  spent.

Mrs.  Stokes  is  an  interesting  speaker,  therefore  she  was 
able  to  bring  to  our  zone  meetings  a  most  helpful  message. 

The  district  secretary  had  the  pleasure  and  very  great  privilege  of  attending 
Council  at  Asheville.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  women  of  the  district 
for  making  this  possible  . 

We  have  in  our  district  the  only  society  in  the  Conference  that  has  100% 
subscribers  to  World  Outlook.  This  is  Colerain. 

Three  Adult  life  memberships  were  given  by  the  Washington  society — 4  Baby 
life  memberships  were  given  in  the  district. 

Total  amount  of  money  raised  in  the  district  for  all  purposes  in  1939  is 
$10,074.59. 

I  appreciate  very  much  the  faithful  and  splendid  work  of  our  missionary 
women  and  the  7  capable  zone  leaders.  It  is  because  of  their  untiring  interest 
that  we  are  able  to  bring  you  this  report. 

We  are  told  that  life  is  made  up  mostly  of  ifs.  There  are  many  ifs  we  would 
like  to  have  gotten  rid  of  in  1939,  but  the  records  were  closed  before  we  did. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  mark  out  a  great  many  of  these  in  1940  so  that  we  can 
show  a  substantial  gain  in  every  phase  of  our  missionary  work. 

We  pray  that  our  Heavenly  Father  will  so  direct  our  steps  and  guide  our 
ways  and  fill  us  so  full  of  His  Spirit  that  this  great  advance  movement  will  not 
fail  because  of  us.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  tell  in  this  report  of  all  the  fine  work  done 
by  the  women  throughout  the  New  Bern  District,  but  their  daring  courage,  belief 
in  prayer,  willingness  to  sacrifice  and  lovely  devotion,  which  has  given  us  cause 
to  rejoice  over  what  has  been  accomplished,  can  not  be  expressed  in  mere  words. 

We  have  already  felt  new  life  and  strength  which  has  come  to  us  through  the 
United  Church,  since  seven  former  M.  E.  Churches  which  were  in  our  district 
have  joined  forces  and  are  working  with  us.  Three  of  these  have  organized  new 
missionary  societies  and  have  been  an  inspiration  to  Carteret  Zone  of  which  they 
are  members.  These  are  Ocracoke,  Marshallburg,  and  Franklin  Memorial  (More- 
head  City).  Five  other  new  auxiliaries  were  organized  during  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  eight.  These  were  Atlantic,  Providence  (Mt.  Olive  Charge),  Noble's 
Chapel,  Seven  Springs  and  Chapman.  Tuttle's  Grove  and  Providence  (Grimes- 
land  Charge)  failed  to  report  during  the  year,  leaving  sixty-one  active  auxiliar- 
ies with  2,332  members,  an  increase  of  2+0,  while  372  new  members  were  re- 
ported. There  were  fifteen  Young  Women's  Circles  with  268  members. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  fourteen  auxiliaries  attained  the  Efficiency  Aim, 
an  increase  of  six.  They  are:  Ayden,  Aurora,  Beaufort,  Yelverton,  Greenville, 
Wharton,  Mamie  Webb  (Kinston),  Mt.  Olive,  First  Church — Morehead  City, 
Newport,  Mt.  Hermon,  Tabernacle  (Snow  Hill  Charge),  Beston,  and  Seven 
Springs,  which  was  organized  in  January,    1939,  just  one  year  old. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  47  auxiliaries  with  an  offering  of  $406.87, 
an  increase  of  $45.00.  Greenville  led  again  with   $82.65   offering. 

We  are  sorry  to  have  missed  our  goal  in  World  Outlook  subscribers  by  six, 
having  321.  Beston  again  led  according  to  membership,  with  eleven  members  and 
seven  subscribers. 

Interest  and  activities  have  increased  in  Christian  Social  Relations  more  than 
any  other  department.  Our  women  have  reallv  studied  the  work  and  broadened 
their  activities.  Friendship  Units  were  held  in  22  groups  of  Primaries  and 
Juniors  each.  Thirty-four  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported. 

Spring  Zone  meetings  were  held  two  together  featuring  Officers'  Institutes. 
Four  meetings  were  held  in  the  fall.  All  were  well  attended  and  reports  were 
most  encouraging,  showing  increased  interest  in  all  departments  of  work.  Our 
District  meeting  was  held  in  Kinston,  May  25th,  with  a  very  large  attendance. 
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Dr.  E.  L.  Hillman,  district  superintendent,  brought  the  opening-  message  which 
helped  to  keep  our  minds  and  hearts  fixed  on  our  great  Leader,  Jesus  Christ, 
throughout  the  dav.  Mrs.  Hillman,  Conference  president,  spoke  to  us  of  "Our 
United  Church,"  gleanings  from  the  Uniting  Conference.  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna 
Davis  spoke  on  the"Youth's  Crusade."  Interesting  reports  were  given  by  the  four 
zone  leaders.  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  us  in  our  noon  worship.  After  lunch  we 
met  in  separate  groups  for  30  minutes  to  discuss  the  committee  recommenda- 
tions of  each  department  of  work  as  passed  by  Conference. 

"Study  Training  Dav"  was  held  in  Greenville  with  a  very  large  attendance. 
To  Mrs.  Boone  and  others  on  the  program  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  a  day 
filled  with  inspiration  and  helpful  information. 

Two  Spiritual  Life  Retreats  were  held  during  the  year,  at  Vanceboro  in  the 
spring  and  at  Eureka  in  the  fall;  both  were  led  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  and 
again  we  felt  our  spirits  refreshed  and  that  we  were  better  fitted  to  go  forward 
to  do  our  Master's  bidding. 

Again  we  were  happy  to  have  met  our  pledge  of  $6,450  in  full  with  $220 
over.  Total  spent  for  connectional  work,  $6,777.  Total  raised  for  all  purposes, 
$12,249.95. 

Sue  D.  Swindell  auxiliary  (Kinston)  again  led  in  per  capita  giving  to 
connectional  funds  with  $7.25,  Centenary  (New  Bern)  was  second  with  $5.94, 
and  Ayden  third  with  $5.10.  Twenty-eight  auxiliaries  promoted  Baby  Specials: 
offering,  $107.  Seven  Baby  life  memberships  were  given  to:  Kenneth  R.  Jones, 
Helen  White  Haws,  Florence  Nelson  Blount,  Frances  Louise  Ricks,  Alice  Lou 
Bailey,  Arch  Darden  Bynum,  and  Anna  Virginia  Herring.  Seven  adults  were 
made  life  members:  Mrs.  Milton  White,  Mrs.  Fred  Smith,  Mrs.  Milford  Hol- 
lowell,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Parker,  Mrs.  R.  W.  Bynum,  Jr.,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Hosea,  and 
Mrs.  Ida  Harvey. 

We  are  happy  over  the  fine  things  accomplished  and  regret  each  failure  to 
measure  up  in  1939,  but  knowing  that  we  are  co-workers  with  God  we  can  go 
forth  in   1940  to  do  His  will.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 

It  is  difficult  to  write  the  history  of  a  year's  work  for  5  9  societies,  for  we 
always  feel  that  important  facts  never  come  to  us  on  reports.  The  statistics  are 
easy  to  give,  and  judging  from  them  and  our  contacts,  the  work  in  the  Raleigh 
District  had  a  normal,  healthy  growth  during  1939.  For  the  most  part,  the 
women  had  an  expanding  view  of  the  work,  and  as  far  as  they  could,  we 
believe  most  of  the  societies  had  a  well  rounded  program.  The  6  zone  meetings 
and  the  District  meeting  were  well  attended,  and  the  women  evidenced  a  real 
interest  in  what  we  were  trying  to  do. 

During  the  year  we  added  35  8  new  members,  and  Edenton  Street  Woman's 
led  with  92,  making  our  total  membership  2,254.  Three  new  societies  were  added: 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Sims,  and  Mt.  Ariel.  Our  Baby  life  members  were:  Bettie  Blanche 
Baum,  Karen  Elizabeth  Prince,  Mamie  Martin  Davis,  Martha  Jeanette  Fuller, 
Frances  Rowland,  and  Patricia  Ann  Lewis.  The  name  of  Miss  Helen  White,  a 
former  beloved  district  secretary,  was  put  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  her  own 
society  at  Oxford.  The  Young  Women,  148  in  number,  are  active  in  8  circles, 
and   their  interest  and  zeal  show   many  potential   leaders. 

Twenty-two  societies  reported  that  they  had  been  active  in  developing  "Baby 
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Specials,"  but  we  do  not  believe  this  department  is  understood  or  worked  as  it 
should  be.  Thirty-eight  societies  reported  active  Christian  Social  Relations  Com- 
mittees. We  think  this  department  is  growing  in  interest  and  activity;  but  the 
breadth  of  the  work  is  not  fully  understood,  and  its  varied  program  should  be 
studied  and  stressed  more  this  year.  A  fine  spirit  of  interracial  co-operation  was 
shown  at  our  spring  Central  Zone  meeting  when  $25.00  was  contributed  to 
Dorothv  Thompson  at  Paine  College  in  order  to  help  her  meet  a  financial  need. 
Hayes-Barton  and  Mary  Pescud  societies  sent  2  negro  preachers  to  the  Winston- 
Salem  Institute.  There  have  been  many  other  fine  examples  of  interracial  co- 
operation, and  some  of  the  societies  are  doing  good  C.  S.  R.  work. 

There  were  reported  334  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook,  and  27  Spiritual 
Life  Groups  have  been  reported  during  the  year.  We  do  not  know  how  active 
these  have  been,  but  it  seems  to  indicate  that  there  is  a  growing  sense  of  the 
need  of  spiritual  growth  and  development.  We  hope  that  during  the  coming 
year  each  society  will  stress  this  phase  of  the  work. 

There  seems  to  be  a  sustained  interest  in  mission  and  Bible  study,  and  we 
were  pleased  at  the  number  of  societies  reporting  one  Bible  study  and  two  mission 
study  classes  during  the  year.  There  were  84  mission  study  classes  with  979 
members  and  3  7  Bible  study  classes  with  346  members,  making  a  total  of  121 
classes  with  1,325  enrollment.  In  early  summer  the  women  of  the  district  con- 
tributed $41.00  to  send  representatives  to  Junaluska  to  take  the  study  courses, 
and  they  in  turn  consented  to  promote  mission  study  in  the  fall  zone  meetings. 
Mrs.  A.  A.  Hicks,  of  Oxford,  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  H.  Proctor,  of  Varina,  were  our 
representatives. 

The  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim  were:  Cary,  Dunn,  Fuquay 
Springs,  Garner,  Central,  Fairmont,  Hayes-Barton,  and  Plank  Chapel  Woman's. 
Several  other  societies  did  very  good  work,  and  missed  this  achievement  by  only 
a  small  margin.  At  our  District  meeting  in  Fuquay  Springs,  we  were  pleased 
to  have  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  and  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  as  our  guest  speakers. 

We  pledged  $4,800,  but  the  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer  was 
$5,756.67,  making  the  sixth  consecutive  year  we  have  overpaid.  The  local  work 
reported  was  $6,829.18;  supplies,  $85.65;  making  a  grand  total  of  $12,671.50. 
Thirty-seven  societies  observed  the  Week  of  Praver,  giving  $323.18,  and  of  these 
Mary  Pescud  was  the  largest  per  capita  giver,  averaging  $1.31.  This  society  is 
also  the  largest  per  capita  giver  on  the  pledge,  averaging  $10.76  per  member. 
Twenty-six  societies  showed  a  financial  increase  over  the  previous  year,  and  of 
these  Dunn  led  with  an  increase  of  $62.00.  Contributions  to  the  Children's  work 
totaled  $101.06,  and  in  all,  we  overpaid  our  pledge  by  $532.43.  We  are  grateful 
for  this  effort  on  the  part  of  our  women  to  meet  their  financial  obligations,  and 
in  a  measure,  we  believe  it  is  indicative  of  growth  in  interest  and  spiritual  out- 
look. 

The  success  of  the  work  has  been  made  possible  by  the  concerted  action  of 
all  the  women  in  the  district.  We  have  enjoyed  our  contacts,  and  are  looking 
forward  to  new  associations  with  the  societies  that  have  recently  come  to  us  by 
the  changing  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district.  Among  them  are  several  from 
the  former  Methodist  Protestant  churches;  but  we  rejoice  that  we  are  now  one 
in  name  as  well  as  spirit  and  purpose.  We  trust  that  our  work  will  go  forward 
this  year  to  new  levels  of  efficiency  because  of  our  devotion  to  the  Master's  cause.

Another  year  with  its  privileges  and  opportunities  has  gone.  One  wonders 
how  many  failures  would  have  been  successes  had  we  let  the  Master  take  full 
control  of  affairs. 

District  officers  and  leaders  have  worked  together  in  a  fine  spirit  of  co- 
operation, which  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  be  very  happy  in  performing 
our  tasks.  If  space  would  permit  I  should  like  to  tabulate  right  here  every  one 
who  has  been  instrumental  in  making  our  report  stand  just  as  it  is.  To  all  I 
feel   deeply   indebted. 

For  three  consecutive  years  this  report  has  said  or  signified  that  this  has  been 
the  best  year  ever.  19  39  ended  just  another  such  milestone.  Every  phase  of  the 
work  advanced  with  the  exception  of  our  World  Outlook,  but  with  increased 
emphasis  along  this  line  we  are  feeling  that  another  year  will  carry  this  goal 
over  the  top. 

Twelve  auxiliaries  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim,  almost  twice  the  number  of 
last  vear.  Thev  were:  Zion — Conway,  Zion — Norlina,  Pleasant  Grove,  Weldon, 
Lucama,  Norlina,  Farmville,  McTyeir,  Bethel,  Kenly,  Jackson,  and  First  Church, 
Rocky  Mount.  Others  who  deserve  special  mention  for  their  fine  work,  are: 
Wilson,  Marvin,  Milwaukee,  Providence,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Whitakers,  Conway, 
and  others. 

With  the  help  of  our  zone  leaders,  ministers'  wives,  and  interested  local 
women,  we  organized  FIVE  new  auxiliaries,  namely:  McTyeir,  New  Hope, 
Battleboro,  Pierce's,  and  Rehobeth.  With  the  2 1  1  new  members  added  to  other 
auxiliaries  we  are  much   happier  and   more  able   than   when  the   year   dawned. 

Fifty-six  of  our  auxiliaries  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  sending  a  $5  70 
offering  for  the  same.  Of  these  figures  we  are  deeply  grateful.  Perhaps  our  inter- 
est is  especially  centered  in  Brazil,  since  our  District  Special  is  in  Santa  Maria — 
Miss  Gertrude  Kennedy. 

We  were  happy  to  have  one  of  our  native  girls  to  enter  Scarritt  in  the  fall — 
Miss  Viola  Neathery,  of  Halifax. 

Another  item  worthy  of  mention  is  that  we  sponsored  a  trip  to  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  for  our  District  Study  superintendent.  In  such  a  project  we  were  greatly 
interested  and  we  feel  that  it  meant  much  to  our  fall  study  course. 

We  promote  Baby  Specials  with  keen  interest.  Twenty-one  Life  Membership 
certificates  were  given  during  the  year. 

Our  mission  study,  Christian  Social  Relations,  and  Spiritual  Life  departments 
are  steadily  on  the  increase,  both  in  number  and  interest  manifested. 

Our  pledge  was  increased  $150  and  we  more  than  raised  it.  (See  district 
tabulation).  For  all  these  things  we  give  thanks. 

Our  District  meeting,  held  in  Enfield,  Study  Leader's  meeting  in  Seaboard, 
Officers'  Training  Days  in  Weldon  and  Farmville,  respectively,  and  eleven  zone 
meetings  have  all  been  well  attended,  and  a  striking  increase  of  Young  Women 
in  attendance  has  done  us  all  good.  A  contest  between  the  zones  for  more  new 
people  present  has  numbered  103  during  the  year.  Forbid  us  from  enjoying  all 
the  pleasures  of  ALL  the  meetings  without  taking  thought  of  those  nearest  us, 
perhaps. 

Our  District  Executive  meeting  in  the  fall,  which  was  one  hundred  per  cent 
attended,  drew  us,  as  leaders,  closer  together  in  spirit  as  well  as  plans,  as  any- 
thing that  happened  during  the  year.  We  all  in   departing   for  our  homes   felt 
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that  we  had  been  richly  rewarded  for  the  time  and  miles  spent  for  this  gathering. 
As  we  face  1940  our  one  prayer  is  that  we  maintain  our  present  standing  and 
MORE.  Manv  are  our  encouraging  outlooks;  namely:  that  we  now  have  within 
our  boundaries  our  Conference  president,  whose  "Candle  cannot  be  hidden  be- 
neath a  bushel."

Four  new  societies  were  added :  Zion,  Federal  Point,  Ruth  Walters,  and 
Barkers;  two  were  reorganized:  Live  Oak  and  Windsor;  and  a  Y.  W.  Circle 
was  organized  at  Wesley  Memorial.  One  society,  Smiths,  ceased  to  function. 
Membership  gain  was  235.  The  changing  of  the  district  boundary  line  gave  us 
Rowland,  Purvis,  and  Centenary.  These  three  societies  added  gave  us  a  total  of 
61,  but  since  they  have  not  yet  reported  to  this  district  we  can  count  only  58  for 
the  year. 

The  pledge  of  $4,300  was  paid,  with  a  margin  of  $295.  Our  gift  of  $154 
to  Baby  Specials  was  the  second  largest  in  the  Conference;  Week  of  Prayer 
offerings,  $448  from  41  societies,  was  the  third  largest  and  was  perhaps  the 
largest  Week  of  Prayer  offering  ever  given  by  this  district.  Total  sent  Confer- 
ence treasurer,  $4,749,  gave  the  district  second  place  in  financial  increase  over 
the  previous  year. 

Six  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim :  Rocky  Point,  Cerro  Gordo,  Fair- 
mont, Richlands,  Swansboro,  and  Fifth  Avenue. 

Spiritual  Life  Groups  increased  from  18  to  20;  more  societies  reported 
having  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees,  but  only  29  sent  reports;  the 
reports  for  the  last  half  of  the  year  in  the  Children's  work  showed  a  large 
increase,  both  in  number  of  units  and  in  enrollment,  over  that  of  the  first  half 
of  the  year.  We  regret  to  report  that  a  decrease  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions 
caused  us  to  fall  short  of  our  goal.  Supply  work  also  showed  a  decrease,  with 
only   1  1    societies  reporting  donations.

Auxiliary  superlatives  were:  Fairmont,  largest  Week  of  Prayer  offering, 
$80.00,  also  largest  per  capita  gift,  $2.50;  Lumberton,  second,  with  $76.40  and 
$1.52;  Johnson's  Chapel  averaged  $1.11;  largest  per  capita  gifts  sent  to  Con- 
ference treasurer  were:  Fairmont,  $9.31;  Lumberton,  $6.51;  Richlands,  $5.96; 
and  Faison,  $5.83.  Average  for  the  district  was  $2.54.  Cerro  Gordo  and  Seagate 
made  the  largest  per  cent  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  amount  sent  the 
Conference  treasurer;  St.  Pauls  has  the  highest  average  in  number  of  World 
Outlook  subscriptions. 

The  district  contributed  $33.30  to  the  Junaluska  study  fund  and  sent  the 
District  Study  leader,  Mrs.  G.  L.  Clendenin,  to  the  Missionary  Conference  at 
Lake  Junaluska;  also  $4.00  was  added  to  the  World.  Outlook  fund,  from  which 
the  district  gives  a  one  year  subscription  to  each  new  society. 

Three  zones  held  a  joint  meeting  in  Wilmington  in  May  with  Miss  Daisy 
Davies  as  speaker.  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  and  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison  were  guest  speakers  at  other  zone  meetings.  We  gratefully  acknowledge 
their  help,  also  that  of  Mrs.  Clendenin,  who  has  taught  study  classes  in  the  zones. 

The  District  meeting  in  Jacksonville  in  October  was  inspiring.  Mrs.  Boone 
and  Mrs.  Hillman  contributed  much  to  the  program  for  the  day.  The  "Ida 
Hankins  Trophy"  was  awarded  to  the  New  Hanover  and  the  Onslow-Jones 
Zones — each  having  two  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim. 

Summing  it  all  up,  it  has  been  a  good  year  and  we  wTish  to  thank  all  who 
have  so  kindly  co-operated  and  helped  with  this  great  work.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PROMO- 
TION OF  WORK  AND  FINANCE 

The  committee  recommends:

5.  That  the  cultivation  of  parents  and  children  under  six  be  continued  and 
that  they  be  furnished  with  missionary  literature  and  with  gift  boxes,  for  offer- 
ings to  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  children. 

6.  That  by  definite  plans  and  intense  cultivation,  each  auxiliary  seek  to 
increase  missionary  offerings  this  year,  by  increase  of  pledge  or  life  memberships. 

7.  That  the  pledge  to  Council  for  1940  be:  for  Adults,  $39,000;  for 
Babies,   $500. 

II.  As  this  will  be  undoubtedly  a  great  year  in  the  history  of  Methodism,  mark- 
ing the  consummation  of  the  union  of  the  three  branches  of  the  church,  and  as 
it  is  a  time  when  strong  leadership,  deep  spiritual  insight  and  wise  planning  for 
the  future  are  greatly  needed,  the  committee  also  recommends: 

1.  Unceasing  cultivation  by  every  officer  for  larger  vision,  more  definite 
co-operation  with  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  greater  faithfulness  and 
loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  members.

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(b)  That  she  be  elected  with  the  view  of  retaining  office  longer  than 
one  year  because  of  the  importance  of  promoting  the  co-operative  plan  and 
guiding  children's  work  during  this  ad  interim  period. 

3.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  district  and  zone  meetings, 
training  schools,  and  all  meetings  of  children's  workers  in   the  local   church. 

4.  That  the  pastor  be  requested  to  appoint  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work 
as  one  of  the  members  at  large  of  the  Church  Board  of  Education,  in  order 
that  she  may  keep  the  Board  informed  concerning  Missionary  Units  and  that 
provision  may  be  made  for  their  study. 

5.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  urged  to  use  the  current  re- 
port blanks  provided  for  their  use. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  loss  in  the  fourth  Sunday  offering  during  the  past 
year,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  members  of  the  society  be  asked  to 
re-emphasize  the  importance  of  these  offerings  and  to  secure  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  channeling  them   in  the  proper  way.

V.  That  we  accept  for  1940-+1  the  study  courses  outlined  by  Council, 
which  are  as  follows : 

1.  Bible— 

(a)  Using  as   the   new  Bible  study,   "Jesus  and   Social   Redemption,"  by 
John  W.  Shackford. 

(b)  Also  making  use  of  any  other  Bible  studies  approved  by  Council. 

2.  Mission — 

(a)  The    new    Home    Mission    topic,    "The    Church    Serving    Shifting 
Populations." 

(b)  The  new  Foreign   Mission  topic,   "The  Christian   Mission  in   China 
Today." 

(c)  Also  listing  for  study,  "Methodists  United  for  Action,"  by  John  R. 
Mott. 

(d)  Again  listing  the  approved   1939-40  studies.

GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS

gird  the  program  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  we  recommend  its  use  as  a  Bible 
study  by  the  auxiliaries  and  the  promotion  of  its  circulation  throughout  the 
church. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATIONS 


CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  Citizenship  Committees  familiarize  themselves  with  their  respective 
State  laws  covering:  Health;  Traffic  in  Narcotics;  Liquor  Control;  and  Gambling 
and  Lotteries. 

2.  That  a  studv  be  made  of  juvenile  needs  in  each  community  with  a  view 
toward  preventing  delinquency  by:  Enforcing  school  attendance  laws;  providing 
improved  recreational  facilities;  and  improving  svstems  for  dealing  with  juvenile 
offenders. 

3.  That  we  co-operate  with  other  interested  groups  and  agencies  in  giving 
assistance  to  the   rehabilitation   of   released  and   paroled   prisoners. 

INTERRACIAL  CO-OPERATION 
We  recommend : 

1.  That  auxiliaries  co-operate  in  the  leadership  training  program  of  the 
Colored  M.  E.  Church  by  assisting  delegates  to  attend  the  training  school  at 
Winston-Salem. 

2.  That  auxiliaries  promote  the  observance  of  Race  Relations  Sunday  in  all 
departments  of  the  local  church. 

3.  That  we  study  the  health  of  negroes  in  our  communities  and  seek  meth- 
ods of  improving  their  condition. 

RURAL  COMMUNITY 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliaries  put  their  emphasis  this  year  on  the  study  of  the  new 
guide   (No.   3)    in  the  series  of  rural  community  studies,  bearing  on   "youth." 

2.  That  a  demonstration  study  of  guide  No.  3  on  youth  be  made  at  one  of 
the  zone  meetings  during  the  year. 

3.  That  rural  missionary  societies  seek  in  every  way  possible  to  relate  the 
church  to  the  community  needs  and  that  they  make  a  studv  of  all  community 
and  governmental  organizations  and  seek  to  find  helpful  wavs  to  co-operate 
with  them. 

4.  That  rural  missionary  societies  avail  themselves  of  the  free  publications 
of  Federal  and  State  Departments  of  Public  Health,  Welfare,  Education  and 
Agriculture  by  having  their  names  placed  on  the  mailing  lists  of  these  depart- 
ments. 
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INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  AND  WORLD  PEACE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  auxiliary  women  make  a  careful  study  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
standing-  committee  on  International  Relations  and  World  Peace  found  in  the 
1940   Council  Minutes,   using  the  same  as  a  basis   for  discussion  and  activity. 

2.  That  auxiliary  women  keep  informed  as  to  the  important  bills  before 
Congress  relative  to  International  Relations,  and  register  their  convictions  with 
their  Congressmen. 

3.  That  auxiliary  women  support  those  policies  of  our  government  which 
seem  most  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of  Jesus  Christ;  and  which  will  enable 
the  United  States  to  play  her  full  part  in  the  task  of  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing a  permanent  peace  throughout  the  world. 

4.  That  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees  seek  to  have  appointed  in 
each  local  congregation  a  Peace  Committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  on 
a  continuous  program  of  peace  education,  making  every  possible  use  of  sermons, 
worship  services,  drama,  posters,  etc.;  in  keeping  peace  objectives  before  the 
various  age  groups  in  the  local  church. 

ECONOMIC  RELATIONS 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  we  seek  to  co-operate  more  intelligently  with  local  welfare  agencies. 

2.  That  a  survey  of  the  needs  for  better  housing  in  local  communities  be 
made  and  a  report  of  same  be  given  to  the  Federal  Housing  Authority  or  an 
authorized  local  agent. 

3.  That  the  report  of  the  recent  White  House  Conferences  as  outlined  in 
the  packet,   "Children  in  Democracy,"  be  studied. 

JOINT  RECOMMENDATIONS 


COMMITTEE  ON   CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  AND  LAW  OBSERVANCE 
AND   COMMITTEE  ON   INTERRACIAL   CO-OPERATION 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  a  continued  effort  be  made  to  eradicate  the  evils  of  lynching  through 
a  program  of  education  dealing  with  the  causes  and  effects  of  lvnching  in  our 
local  communities.

That  in  the  local 
communities  where  the  refugees  may  be  distributed,  the  auxiliary  women  inform 
themselves  through  reading  and  personal  contacts  as  to  the  problems  of  these 
people,  and  provide  a  program  of  Christian  service  that  will  be  for  the  mutual 
benefit  and  enrichment  of  all.

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REPORT  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS 

Miss  Davies,  in  her  report  to  Council,  said:  "The  progress  at  first  was  slow, 
because  the  work  was  vague  and  difficult  to  present  through  the  written  or 
printed  message." 

That  is  still  true.  There  are  no  blanks  for  reports — and  there  is  no  sure  way 
of  getting  definite  information  to  the  members  of  the  groups.  A  piece  of  litera- 
ture sent  to  the  chairman  of  a  group  may  be  read  to  the  group,  but  for  study 
and  reference  it  is  the  chairman's,  and  seldom  are  literature  and  letters  turned 
over  to  a  new  chairman. 

There  are  other  difficulties,  but  they  have  been  overcome  to  a  great  extent, 
and  our  groups  report  increased  interest,  more  requests  for  prayer,  and  many  more 
expressions  of  gratitude  for  answers  to  prayer. 

Last  year  we  had  276  groups — last  week  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  reported  that 
she  sent  out  suggestive  programs  to  3  38.  She  also  sent  programs  for  services  each 
day  of  Easter  week.  Several  cards  and  letters  have  expressed  appreciation  and 
told  how  effectively  the  material  had  been  used  to  help  plan  for  the  services. 

For  leaflets  and  helps  for  group  meetings  it  is  necessary  for  each  group  leader 
to  write  to  Literature  Headquarters,  7 1 2  Church  Street,  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
but  for  suggestions  for  programs  write  to  Mrs.  J.  CT"  Burwell,  Warrenton,  N.  C. 

Last  year  we  reported  five  district  leaders  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups — this 
year  there  are  seven. 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  held  an  all-day  Spiritual  Life  meeting  on  her  district. 
And  one  of  the  auxiliaries  on  her  district  held  an  all-day  meeting. 

Mrs.  Dan  C.  Lawrence  called  an  all-day  Spiritual  Life  meeting  at  Hay  Street 
Church,  Fayetteville,  for  the  district.  The  Executive  Committee,  district  secre- 
taries, and  district  group  leaders  were  invited  to  attend  a  Retreat  at  Louisburg 
College  last  June. 

The  Executive  Committee  realized  that  many  had  made  their  plans  before 
it  was  decided  to  hold  the  Retreat — even  so,  there  was  a  goodly  number  present. 

More  auxiliaries  held  all-day  meetings  during  the  Week  of  Prayer.  The 
Elizabeth  City  group  invited  several  other  auxiliaries  and  secured  Mrs.  Eggleston, 
the  Virginia  Conference  chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  to  lead  their  Retreat. 

Reports  evidence  deepened  interest  in  prayer  and  Bible  study — in  gratitude 
for  answers  to  prayer — in  church  and  auxiliary  activities  quickened  through 
prayer. 

Conference  officers,  district  secretaries,  and  zone  leaders  have  co-operated 
with  your  committee  and  have  helped  in  many  ways  for  which  we  are  grateful.

Recognizing  the  great  unmet  human  needs  challenging  Christianity,  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  the  Committee  on  Candidate  Work  register  the  following 
convictions : 

1.  That  youth  must  be  instructed  regarding  the  needs  for  Christian  service. 

2.  That  youth  must  be  challenged  and  given  continued  cultivation,  even 
into  post  college  years. 

3.  That  since  ignorance  of  the  existence  of  the  need  for  missionaries  has 
been  recognized  in  both  young  people  and  adults,  it  becomes  the  deep  responsi- 
bility of  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
give  publicity  to  the  needs  as  listed  by  the  secretaries  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Departments. 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  personnel  needs  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  be  published  in 
the  Conference  "Minutes,"  and  that  auxiliary  women  be  requested  to  give  wide 
circulation  in  the  entire  church  to  these  needs.

♦REPORT  NO.  1— COMMITTEE  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  has  been  actively  engaged  in  promot- 
ing the  various  phases  of  the  work.  Paramount  has  been  the  educational  work, 
special  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  changes  in  the  laws  of  the  church  that 
concern  women.  Copies  of  the  Central  Advocate,  beginning  February,  1939,  and 
continuing  six  months,  were  sent  to  members  of  the  Committee. 

Although  the  Committee  feels  that  advancement  has  been  made,  women  have 
not  yet  been  given  equitable  representation  on  Conference  Boards  and  Commis- 
sions. Hence  this  Committee  urges  the  women  to  give  prayerful  consideration 
and  earnest  effort  that  women  be  given  fair  representation. 

That  in  many  cases  the  report  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  is  overlooked  in  the  program  of  the  annual  Conference  sessions  has  long 
been  a  matter  of  concern  to  this  Committee,  and   through   its  efforts  this  over-

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sight  is  being  corrected.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Status  Committee  that  the  report 
should  be  given  on  the  occasion  of  the  Anniversary  Program  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Missions. 

A  memorial,  authorized  by  the  1939  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  concerning  full  clergy  rights  for  women,  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the 
Committee  on   Ministry  of  the  Uniting  Conference. 

Acting  upon  the  instructions  of  the  Council  Executive  Committee  in  mid-year 
session,  the  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  has  prepared  a  letter  to  be  sent  to 
each  delegate  to  the  General  Conference  meeting  in  Atlantic  City  relative  to  a 
memorial  to  go  from  this  Committee.  A  copy  of  the  memorial  will  also  be  sent 
to  Conference  chairmen  of  Committee  on  Status,  urging  them  to  send  a  like 
memorial  to  General  Conference. 

Our  prayer  is  that  God  will  give  to  the  womanhood  of  the  church,  strength 
and  grace  for  every  call  from  Him,  and  that  she  might  make  the  world  better 
by  having  lived  in  it  and  do  her  part  to  make  it  Christian. 


REPORT  NO.  2— COMMITTEE  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  we  continue  the  presentation  of  the  Status  of  Women  in  annual, 
district,  zone,  and  auxiliary  meetings. 

2.  That  the  women  keep  themselves  informed  on  the  program  of  the 
church  by  the  use  of  packets  and  other  materials  on  the  status  of  women,  the 
World  Outlook,  the  Nashville  Advocate,  and  other  periodicals. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  women  compose  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  church,  yet  have  very  limited  representation  on  Conference  Boards 
and  Commissions  we  recommend  that  this  discrimination  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  church. 

4.  We  recommend  that  a  memorial  be  sent  from  this  Committee  to  the 
General  Conference  at  Atlantic  City  concerning  full  clergv  rights  for  women. 


REPORT  NO.  3— COMMITTEE  ON  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 


MEMORIAL  FROM  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
FORMER  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  SOUTH 

We  believe  that  in  this  day  of  turmoil  and  distress,  the  church,  above  every 
other  institution,  needs  to  employ  all  her  forces  in  order  to  establish  the  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth,  and  to  conserve  to  the  church  the  genius,  power  and  inspiration 
of  faithful  called  and  prepared  women,  and  since  women  are  accepted  on  an 
equal  basis  with  men  in  every  area  of  life,  and  the  Methodist  Church  is  barring 
women  from  full  participation  in  the  ministry,  discriminating  against  a  majority 
group  in  the  church,  therefore  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church 
is  hereby  memorialized  to  delete  from  paragraph  292,  article  12,  page  89,  the 
following  clause — "except  insofar  as  they  apply  to  candidates  for  the  traveling 
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ministry,"  so  that  the  article  will  read — "Women  are  included  in  the  foregoing 

provisions."

Standing  beside  the  grave  of  the  unknown  soldier,  former  President  Coolidge 
said :  "We  do  not  need  more  knowledge  alone,  we  need  more  character."  There 
is  a  growing  demand  among  the  young  people  to  have  some  definite  way  in 
which  to  invest  life.  Scarritt  College  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  offers  these  young 
people  guidance  in  making  life  plans. 

The  church  and  its  numerous  social  agencies  need  trained  lay  workers;  young 
people  are  asking  for  specific  Christian  tasks;  Scarritt  provides  the  necessary 
specialized  training. 

Interested  individuals  everywhere  may  help  train  social-religious  workers  by 
providing  financial  aid  for  deserving  students.  Financial  gifts  made  for  students 
aid  in  accordance  with  our  ability  will  prove  to  be  our  best  investment  in  living 
and  growing  values. 

The  service  Scarritt  has  rendered  the  church  goes  back  fifty  years. 

All  courses  of  instruction  at  Scarritt  revolve  about  the  center  of  religion. 

In  the  United  Church  Scarritt  will  have  increased  opportunities  for  leader- 
ship training.  But  if  Scarritt  is  to  realize  its  future  usefulness  to  the  church,  it 
must  be  undergirded  by  its  Associate  members.  Scarritt  is  not  a  wealthy  college; 
it  does  not  have  a  large  endowment;  it  has  always  been  dependent  upon  the 
church,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  its  good  friends  across  the  country. 

As  many  of  us  know  the  Associate  Membership  plan  opens  the  way  for  many 
friends  to  make  gifts  to  take  the  place  of  the  large  gifts  to  other  institutions. 
These  gifts  help  finance  those  volunteers  who  cannot  pay  for  their  training,  nor 
secure  aid  allowance. 

One  becomes  a  Scarritt  Associate  by  making  a  gift  of  any  amount  to  show 
interest  in  the  great  work  of  the  college. 

There  is  no  obligation;  it  is  hoped  that  the  gift  will  be  renewed  each  year, 
thus  becoming  a  part  of  the  living  Scarritt  Endowment. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  our  district  secretaries  in  February,  I  requested  names  of 
District  Scarritt  Representatives  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Crawford  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  care  of  Scarritt  College,  so  that  literature  might  be  sent  to  them.

Our  quota  for  1 940  is  540 — this  is  per  district.  We  did  not  have  gratifying  gifts 
last  year.  Are  we  satisfied  to  be  the  lowest  on  the  list  of  Conferences?   Dr.  and 
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Mrs.  Cunninggim  are  from  our  Conference.  I  feel  sure  they  deplore  our  lack 
of  appreciation. 

It  is  hoped  that  another  effort  will  be  made  to  justify  our  position  as  part  of 
the  group  who  love  and  sponsor  Scarritt  through  our  gifts.  This  is  quite  a  part 
of  our  business  for  our  Master.  Let's  do  something  this  year  for  Scarritt  College. 

Submitted  are  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  district  secretaries  work  with  the  District  Scarritt  Representative 
to  promote  throughout  the  churches  in  the  district  a  Scarritt  loyalty. 

2.  That  Scarritt  College  paragraphs  be  run  at  intervals  in  Sunday  bulletins 
of  local  churches.  Secure  pastor's  co-operation  in  this.  This  alone  may  interest 
some  young  people. 

3.  That  every  local  Missionary  Society  present  Scarritt  and  its  work  to  the 
church  memberships,  interpreting  the  Scarritt  Associate  Plan  to  those  outside  the 
Missionary  Society  as  well  as  in. 

4.  That  district  and  zone  leaders  present  at  their  meetings  the  Scarritt 
Associate  Plan  in  such  a  way  as  to  stimulate  interest  and  the  securing  of  mem- 
bership. 

5.  That  Conference  officers,  district  secretaries,  superintendents  of  various 
departments  become  Scarritt  Associate  conscious,  promoting  whenever  possible 
this  great  movement;  always  searching  for  suitable  voung  people  who  may 
deserve  a  place  in  Christian  service. 

6.  That  name  of  church,  zone,  and  district  as  well  as  address  of  each 
Scarritt  Associate  be  sent  to  Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep,  40  3  West  Main  Street,  Eliza- 
beth City — Conference  Representative  of  Scarritt  Associate  Membership.  This 
is  instructions  from  headquarters.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  STANDARD  MISSION  STUDY  CLASS  RECEIVING 
CERTIFICATES  FROM  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL 

1.  Text — The  textbook  shall  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Class  Sessions — The  class  should  meet  for  six  periods  of  one  hour  each 
within  six  consecutive  weeks.  However,  four  class  sessions  of  one  and  one-half 
hours  each  may  be  held.  Only  one  recitation  can  be  held  on  one  day.  In  case  the 
class  plans  a  study  of  six  sessions  and  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
prevents  one  session,  the  class  may  extend  its  time  to  seven  weeks. 

3.  Leader — The  leader  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  either  by  college, 
or  by  special  teacher  training  courses,  or  by  experience  in  teaching. 

4.  Assignments — Assignments  for  class  preparation  such  as  reading  other 
than  the  text,  written  papers,  research,  posters  and  pageants  shall  be  made  to  the 
members  of  the  class  and  checked  up  by  the  teachers. 

5.  Attendance,  Preparation,  and  Participation  of  Members — An  average  of 
75%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  class  sessions.  Students  must  make 
outside  preparation  on  assignment  of  teacher.  Students  must  participate  in  class 
work  as  called  on  by  teacher. 

6.  Report  and  Certificate — A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Con- 
ference superintendent  of  Mission  Study  on  a  special  blank  furnished  by  her. 
She  shall  send  the  report  to  the  Council  officer  in  charge  of  Mission  Study  who 
will  issue  a  certificate  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 
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A  STANDARD  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASS 

A  Standard  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  may  be  defined  as  follows:  A  small 
group,  with  a  leader,  making  a  systematic  study  of  a  book  or  problem  holding 
daily  or  weekly  meetings  until  the  study  is  finished.  A  standard  class  is  a  discussion 
group  and  not  a  lecture. 

The  leader  and  the  members  of  the  class  should  be  in  close  personal  touch  so 
that  the  discussion  may  be  informal  and  each  individual  may  feel  free  to  express 
her  impressions  and  opinions  and  to  discuss  the  questions  and  problems  which  have 
arisen  in  her  mind. 

The  most  successful  classes  number  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

The  class  should  meet  daily  or  weekly  for  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  sessions, 
each  session  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length.  The  meeting  should  begin 
and  close  on  time. 

There  should  be  one  leader  in  charge  throughout  the  entire  course.  Viewing 
the  course  as  a  whole,  she  is  in  position  to  develop  a  plan  and  lead  to  a  definite 
objective,  thus  giving  unity  and  a  sense  of  progress  to  the  work. 

Each  member  of  the  class  should  have  a  textbook.  The  book  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  The  facts  presented  in  the  book  afford  a  basis  or  starting  point  for 
discussion.  There  should  be  free  use  of  reference  books,  articles  in  the  current 
press,  missionary  periodicals,  and  other  magazines.  Maps,  charts,  pictures,  and 
curios  add  to  the  interest  of  a  study  class.  A  blackboard  is  almost  a  necessity. 

Each  member  should  have  a  notebook.  The  leader  may  cultivate  the  habit  of 
note  taking  by  calling  for  summaries  which  require  a  review  of  the  contents  of 
the  notebooks. 

The  standard  class  is  a  discussion  group  and  not  a  lecture.  Give  time  for 
informal  discussion.  Skilful  use  of  questions  is  essential  to  the  proper  guidance 
of  discussion.  Strive  to  get  the  members  of  the  class  to  ask  questions.  Keep  the 
discussion  to  the  point. 

The  best  leader  is  the  one  who  says  least  and  makes  the  class  do  most. 

INTERPRETATIONS  OF  SOME  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CLASSES 
APPLYING  FOR  COUNCIL  RECOGNITION 

The  current  book  is  on  the  approved  list  for  this  year:  October  1,  1939- 
October,   1940. 

Seven  weeks  are  allowed  to  meet  emergencies,  such  as  a  monthly  meeting  or 
other  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  leader. 

One  teacher,  or  leader,  must  have  charge  of  the  class.  She  may  use  others  for 
participation  at  her  discretion,  but  unity  of  purpose  and  plans  depend  on  one 
■persons  guidance. 

Each  member  of  the  enrolled  class  must  read  the  text  and  do  additional  work 
assigned  by  the  leader. 

Seventy-five  percent  attendance  means  an  average  of  6  out  of  8,  18  out  of 
24,  or  45  out  of  60,  etc.,  enrolled  members  of  a  class  present  at  each  session. 

Council  classes  shall  hold  the  four  or  six  sessions  all  together.  Extra  meetings 
may  be  held  in  groups  if  desired  as  outside  work. 
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Interesting  outside  work  may  be  explained  on  extra  sheets.  This  will  often 
make  the  report  more  accurate,  and  clear  up  misunderstandings. 

Teachers  who  have  taught  in  Sunday  school  for  eighteen  or  twenty  years 
and  have  not  been  interested  in  attending  district  training  days  for  leaders  of 
study  groups  or  in  taking  one  or  more  mission  courses  in  training  schools  (if 
there  has  been  opportunity),  may  not  be  qualified  to  teach  a  mission  study  class 
applying  for  Council  recognition. 

Mission  courses  taken  in  standard  training  schools  which  may  receive  Council 
recognition  are: 

1.  Missionary  Education  in  the  Local  Church. 

2.  Missionary  Education  of  Children. 

3.  The  World  Mission   of  the   Christian   Religion. 
4-.     A  Survey  of  Methodist  Missions. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  the  members  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  must 
take  such  a  course  before  applying  for  Council  recognition. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  MISSION  OR  BIBLE  STUDY  CLASSES 

A  Mission  or  Bible  Study  class  must  fit  its  environment.  Women  with  several 
years  of  experience  in  study  should  endeavor  to  form  standard  classes. 

If  it  is  not  practicable  for  each  woman  to  buy  a  book,  the  books  should  be 
passed  to  the  different  women,  so  they  may  be  studied  by  each  member  of  the 
class. 

Plan,  if  possible,  to  finish  the  book  in  a  short  period.  It  is  far  easier  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  the  book  if  the  study  covers  a  week  or  six  or  eight  weeks  than  if 
it  covers  so  many  months. 

Each  small  group  with  a  leader  may  be  counted  as  a  class  and  reported  to  the 
Conference  superintendent  and  to  the  cultivation  secretary  in  charge  of  missionary 
education. 


MISSION  AND  BIBLE  STUDY  FACTS  MADE  PLAIN 

1.  What  is  the  work  of  the  auxiliary  Study  superintendent? 

Ans.  The  superintendent  of  Study  should  promote  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment by  carrying  out  the  Conference  Study  Program.  Upon  her  rests  the  respon- 
sibility of  arranging  for  three  courses  of  study  during  the  year.  Two  of  these 
should  be  Mission  courses  and  one  a  Bible  Study  course.  The  order  in  which 
these  courses  are  taken  depends  upon  the  local  situation  but  frequently  a  Bible 
Study  is  taken  early  in  the  year,  followed  by  a  Mission  Study  in  the  spring.  In 
the  fall  societies  have  the  second  Mission  Study,  following  Coaching  Days  held 
in  each  district  in  September.  Other  duties  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  will 
be  found  in  the  answers  to  other  questions  which  follow. 

2.  What  is  the  yearly  Study  Program? 

Ans.     a.     Two  Mission  Study  classes. 

b.     One  Bible  Study  class.  -  • 
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c.  A  Reading  Circle. 

d.  A   Missionary  Library. 

e.  Four  quarterly  reports  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

Current  books  from  the  approved  list  must  be  used  for  all  study  classes. 

3.  State  briefly  the  difference  between  the  two  types  of  classes  called  a 
Council  class  and  an  Information  class. 

a.  The  Council  class:  This  is  the  advanced  type  of  study  and  is  a  pattern 
class  for  which  a  special  Council  certificate  is  given.  This  certificate  means  "work 
well  done."  For  this  type  of  class  a  well  qualified  leader  is  needed,  one  who 
will  guide  a  discussion  of  vital  topics  previously  assigned  and  which  will  enable 
all  the  class  from  time  to  time  to  have  a  part,  so  that  some  problems  will  be 
solved.  This  is  creative  teaching.  Requirements  for  this  class  can  be  found  on 
page  12  of  the  Study  Handbook  and  also  on  the  back  of  the  application  blank 
for  a  Council  certificate.  Write  your  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  for 
this  special  Council  blank,  but  do  not  confuse  it  with  your  quarterly  report  blanks. 
One  does  not  take  the  place  of  the  other. 

b.  The  Information  class:  Many  auxiliaries  are  not  so  situated  as  to  under- 
take Council  classes.  Where  this  is  true  a  class  of  two  or  three  sessions  or  perhaps 
a  one-day  class  may  be  conducted.  Circuit  classes  are  sometimes  held.  This  may  be 
planned  to  suit  your  particular  group.  The  same  methods  may  be  used  for  Mission 
and  Bible  Study  classes.  Both  the  Council  and  Information  types  are  of  equal 
value  to  their  respective  groups,  provided  a  sincere  effort  is  made  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  of  the  study  program.  Thirty  minutes  is  the  shortest  class  session 
accepted  in  an  Information  class  in  Mission  or  Bible  Study. 

4.  How  often  should  a  book  on  Stewardship  be  used  for  Bible  Study? 
Ans.     This  is  left  with  the  auxiliary.  Stewardship  is  only  one  of  many  Bible 

Study  topics  and  may  be  used  as  often  as  the  group  feels  the  need  of  such  a 
study.  Auxiliaries  are  not  required  to  use  this  topic  for  Bible  Study  every  year; 
use  any  current  book  on  approved  list. 

5.  Are  elective  courses  still  accepted  for  Bible  Study  classes? 

Ans.  No.  The  elective  courses  are  no  longer  approved  by  Council  for  Bible 
Study,  but  are  to  be  used  as  studies  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

6.  Is  there  any  literature  on  Reading  Circles  and    Missionary   Libraries? 
Ans.     There    is    none.    A    Missionary    Library    may    be    assembled    under    the 

leadership  of  the  auxiliary  superintendent  of  Study.  Individuals  usually  respond 
to  a  "Missionary  Book  Shower."  Used  study  books,  World  Outlooks  and  other 
missionary  magazines  and  leaflets  may  be  added  each  year  and  if  there  are  funds, 
the  auxiliary  might  buy  books  each  year,  suggested  on  the  approved  list,  for 
the  library.  A  librarian  should  be  appointed  and  prominence  given  to  the  library. 
Every  society  can  have  a  small  one.  A  Reading  Circle  is  the  circulation  of 
missionary  books.  Use  the  Missionary  Libraries  by  forming  Reading  Circles. 

7.  How  many  reports  should  be  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study 
during  a  year  and  where  are  these  blanks  found? 

Ans.  Four  quarterly  reports  should  be  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  in  the  calendar  year,  describing  classes  clearly.  Never  fail  to  give  the 
number  of  members  attending  the  class.   (Do  not  say  "the  entire  auxiliary"  but 
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give  the  class  enrollment  in  numbers) .  Classes  should  be  reported  only  once. 
Always  give  the  name  of  your  church  and  district.  These  blanks  are  found  in 
the  back  of  the  auxiliary  corresponding  secretary's  Record  and  Report  Book. 

8.  What  are  our  Conference  Study  Honors? 

Ans.  There  are  three  Conference  Study  Honors,  the  "Study  Honorable 
Mention  Certificate,"  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim  Certificate,"  and  the  "Lillie 
Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel." 

9.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  Study  Honorable  Mention  Certificate? 
Ans.     To    earn    this   an    auxiliary    must    conduct    two    Mission    Study    classes 

during  the  calendar  year  using  current  spring  and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council ; 
one  Bible  Study  using  approved  current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary 
must  have  a  Missionary  Library,  a  Reading  Circle  and  four  quarterly  reports 
must  be  sent  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

10.  What  are  the  requirements  for  the  "Study  Efficiency  Aim"  certificate? 
Ans.     To    earn    this    highest    study    honor,    an    auxiliary    must    conduct    two 

standard  Mission  Study  classes  during  the  calendar  year,  using  current  spring 
and  fall  texts  approved  by  Council;  one  standard  Bible  Study  using  an  approved 
current  text  with  the  Bible  itself;  the  auxiliary  must  have  a  Missionary  Library, 
a  Reading  Circle  and  four  prompt  quarterly  reports  must  be  sent  the  Conference 
superintendent  of  Study  using  the  proper  blanks. 

11.  Since  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  is  a  district  honor, 
explain  how  an  auxiliary  can  help  win  this  for  its  district? 

Ans.  Each  year  the  district  having  the  highest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
reporting  three  study  classes  during  the  year,  two  Mission  Study  classes,  using 
current,  spring  and  fall  texts  from  our  approved  list  and  one  Bible  Study  class, 
using  a  current  text  from  our  approved  list  is  awarded  this  lovely  jewel.  It  is 
not  required  that  the  classes  be  standard.  Any  good  bona  fidd  class  is  accepted. 
These  classes  must  be  properly  reported  to  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study. 

12.  What  is  a  Council  Certificate  of  Special  Recognition  and  what  are  the 
requirements  for  this? 

Ans.  It  is  the  certificate  given  by  Council  for  what  is  called  standard  or 
Council  Mission  Study  classes  when  certain  text  books  from  the  approved  list  are 
used.  This  certificate  is  not  given  for  Bible  Study  classes  nor  is  it  given  for  all 
the  texts  on  our  approved  list.  (These  are  always  indicated) .  Write  the  Confer- 
ence superintendent  of  Study  for  this  special  report  blank  before  beginning  your 
Council  class  in  order  to  study  carefully  the  requirements  on  the  other  side  of 
the  blank.  Don't  fail  to  fill  in  each  blank  fully  and  completely,  leaving  no  ques- 
tions unanswered.  Always  describe  class  very  clearly. 

A  Council  class  must  have  75%  of  the  enrolled  study  class  members  present 
at  every  session;  there  must  be  four  sessions  of  \]/2  hours  or  six  sessions  of  1  hour; 
each  enrolled  member  of  the  class  must  read  the  text  and  additional  work  must 
be  assigned  by  the  leader;  one  qualified  teacher  must  have  charge  of  the  class, 
using  others  for  participation  in  class  sessions;  other  supplementary  books  and 
materials  in  addition  to  the  text  should  be  used;  a  variety  of  methods  may  be 
used  as  the  aims,  problems  and  materials  may  require  but  assignments  and  dis- 
cussions are  recommended;  the  class  must  be  conducted  within  the  period  of  six 
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weeks;   only  one  class  session  may  be  held  in  a  day.   (See  answer  to  question   3 
on  types  of  classes). 

13.  Explain  the  Mission  Study  year  and  when  is  a  book  current? 

Ans.  The  Study  year  is  from  October  1st  of  one  year  to  October  1st  of  the 
next  year,  because  that  conforms  to  the  school  year  and  also  because  we  are  sure 
of  our  new  current  books  by  then.  Another  reason  is  that  the  summer  missionary 
conferences  and  other  summer  opportunities  are  used  to  prepare  for  the  new 
fall  studies.  The  fiscal  year  or  calendar  year  is  from  January  to  January  and 
quarterly  reports  and  annual  reports  conform  to  that.  But  current  means,  "on 
the  approved  list  and  studied  between  October  of  one  year  to  October  of  the 
next." 

14.  Where  may  Study  leaders  secure  Study  Handbooks  and  the  approved  book 
lists? 

Ans.  The  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  sends  a  new  approved  book 
list  to  each  auxiliary  Study  superintendent  in  September  each  year.  These  are  to 
be  used  until  a  list  is  sent  the  next  September.  There  are  no  lists  to  be  sent  in 
January.  Newly  elected  superintendents  of  Study  should  ask  the  former  super- 
intendent for  the  Study  Handbook  and  approved  list  of  books,  or  send  five  cents 
in  coin,  for  a  Study  Handbook,  to  Literature  Headquarters,  706  Church  Street, 
Nashville,  Tenn.  Newly  organized  auxiliaries  are  entitled  to  this  literature  free 
and  it  will  be  sent  from  the  Conference  superintendent  of  Study  upon  request. 

15.  Where  may  study  books,  supplementary  books,  maps  and  other  materials 
be  secured? 

Ans.  Order  all  these  books  and  materials  from  The  Methodist  Publishing- 
House,  Richmond,  Va. 

1 6.  Are  the  mission  books,  from  the  General  Section  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, which  are  taught  by  the  pastors  each  spring  as  church-wide  Mission  Study 
classes,  accepted  as  "Mission  Study"  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society? 

Ans.  Yes.  If  a  missionary  societv  is  not  especially  anxious  to  do  Council 
Recognition  work,  they  may  co-operate  with  the  pastor  in  a  church-wide  class 
if  a  representative  number  of  women  read  the  books  and  participate  in  the  dis- 
cussion and  the  activities,  reporting  this  as  the  spring  Mission  Study  class.  When 
this  is  done,  the  fall  book  must  be  studied  for  your  second  Mission  Study  class 
in  order  to  earn  any  of  our  three  Conference  honors.  The  church-wide  class  with 
the  pastor  in  the  spring  and  another  class  using  our  spring  topic  from  the 
Council  approved  list  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  year.  Two  Mission  Study 
classes  means  that  one  spring  topic  and  one  fall  topic  must  be  studied. 

17.  Suggest  ways  for  becoming  a  better  qualified  Study  superintendent. 

Ans.  By  attending  Officers'  Training  Days,  zone,  district,  and  annual  mis- 
sionary meetings  in  the  spring,  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University 
in  June,  Leadership  Schools  and  Missionary  Conferences  at  Lake  Junaluska  in 
August,  District  Coaching  Days  in  September  and  by  using  other  opportunities 
for  special  preparation,  Study  superintendents  will  be  better  prepared  to  direct 
one  of  the  most  fundamental  parts  of  our  woman's  missionary  work  which  is  a 
tremendous  responsibility  but  a  high  privilege. 
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Please  file  this  for  future  reference.  (This  questionnaire,  giving  detailed  in- 
formation about  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Bible  Study,  is  meant  to  clear 
any  doubtful  points  for  new  auxiliary  Study  superintendents.  Copies  will  be 
sent  Study  superintendents,  auxiliary  presidents  and  any  others  interested  in  Study 
who  would  like  to  have  a  copy  to  file.  Many  of  the  facts  have  been  repeated 
several  times  but  details  are  easy  to  forget  and  often  need  double  emphasis) .

STANDARDS  FOR  EFFICIENT  RECOGNITION  IN 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

Those  auxiliaries  are  entitled  to  especial  Council  recognition  whose  commit- 
tees have  given  evidence  of  marked  progress  in  study  and  service.  This  depart- 
ment can  be  effective  only  when  those  responsible  for  it  in  the  auxiliary  are  both 
faithful  and  alert  in  the  study  of  social  conditions  in  the  community  and  in 
general. 

(1)  Study  of  this  "Handbook"  by  superintendents  and  committees  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

(2)  Study  of  a  "packet"  or  pamphlet  on  some  phases  of  social  relations  or 
social  welfare. 

(3)  Definite  service  activity  engaged  in. 

(4)  Four  consecutive  reports  sent  Conference  superintendent. 


DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  FUNDS 

In  order  to  meet  its  obligation  to  the  Conference  Missionary  Society,  the 
auxiliary  at  the  January  meeting  shall  carefully  consider  and  shall  assume  an 
annual  budget.  A  clear  statement  should  be  made  to  the  auxiliary  concerning  the 
needs  and  the  items  included  in  the  budget  for  connectional  purposes. 

At  this  meeting  each  member  shall  be  asked  to  make  a  pledge  toward  the 
budget  which  shall  be  her  membership  offering.  It  shall  include  what  was  formerly 
designated  as  dues,  pledge,  retirement  and  relief,  and  Conference  expense  fund. 

If  any  members  are  absent  or  fail  to  make  a  pledge  at  the  January  meeting, 
their  pledges  should  be  obtained  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

In  counting  new  members  only  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  to  the 
auxiliary  budget  should  be  reported. 

The  auxiliary  may  include  in  its  budget  those  specials  which  are  included  in 
the  Council's  appropriation,  such  as  scholarships  (home  and  foreign),  Bible  women, 
and  Scarritt  maintenance  ($4.00  per  auxiliary).  The  specials  must  be  itemized  in 
the  treasurer's  report.  Special  offerings  for  life  memberships  may  be  included  in 
the  auxiliary  budget,  but  money  for  this  purpose  must  be  in  addition  to  the  pledge 
made  by  the  members  for  their  membership  offering  and  other  obligations  already 
assumed  by  the  auxiliary.  Money  raised  for  this  purpose  must  also  be  designated 
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in  the  treasurer's  report.  Life  membership  does  not  release  the  person  thus  honored 
from  the  regular  obligations  of  membership  in  the  auxiliary. 

For  Life  Memberships  and  Memorial  Funds  see  Constitution  for  auxiliaries, 
Sections  5  and  6.  Certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  Education  and  Promotion 
secretary. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer,  which  follows  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  an 
offering  is  made  for  specific  objects  designated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

Each  auxiliary  is  asked  to  pay  a  minimum  of  $4.00  per  year  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Scarritt  College. 

Scholarships  for  accepted  candidates  may  be  raised  by  Conferences  and  credit- 
ed to  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  provided  it  is  included 
ivhen  the  fledge  is  ?rwde  at  the  Council  meeting.  All  such  enterprises  planned  later 
must  be  undertaken  as  specials. 

Funds  contributed  for  community  enterprises  conducted  by  City  Boards  of 
Missions,  which  are  not  remitted  to  the  Conference  and  Council  treasurers,  and 
funds  for  local  work  should  not  be  a  part  of  the  missionary  budget  of  the 
auxiliary.  Such  money  may  be  raised  as  the  auxiliary  desires. 

For  annuities,  consult  the  treasurer  of  the  Council.

DIRECTIONS  CONCERNING  SUPPLIES 


QUOTATION  FROM  THE  "COUNCIL  BULLETIN,"  1936 

"In  order  not  to  dissipate  our  missionary  funds  and  that  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  keep  within  the  law,  we  recommend  the  following  definite  in- 
terpretation of  the  By-Law  governing  Supplies: 

(1)  'Boxes  of  necessary  supplies  to  ministers  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  may  include  cash  and  supplies  sent  to  needy  ministers;  but  they 
must  be  recommended  by  their  presiding  elders.  The  law  does  not  include  dona- 
tions to  ministerial  students,  but  may  include  needy  widows  of  preachers. 

(2)  'Boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  institutions  in  home  and  foreign  fields  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council'  may  also  include  cash,  provided  this  is  to  be  spent 
for  supplies  needed  in  the  work  of  the  institutions;  but  (a)  not  for  building 
enterprises;  (b)  not  to  pay  off  debts;  (c)  not  for  personal  gifts  to  missionaries, 
deaconesses,  and  Scarritt  scholarship  students;  (d)  not  for  college  education  of 
prospective  candidates." 


PER  CAPITA  BASIS  FOR  EFFICIENCY  AIM,  ITEM  3 

The  auxiliary  per  capita  increase  shall  be  based  upon  all  money  sent  to  the 
Conference  treasurer. 
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By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  Our  conference  body  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  adult 
auxiliary  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less,  with  an  additional  delegate  for  each 
additional  100  members  or  part  thereof;  these,  or  their  officially  elected  alternates, 
together  with  the  Executive  Committee,  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  and 
the  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  shall  constitute  the  voting  body 
of  the  conference. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  registration  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  delegate  sent  to  con- 
ference, which  amount  shall  be  applied  on  her  luncheons. 

3.  The  annual  conference  shall  include  three  days  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

4.  That  officers  shall  be  elected  biennially. 

5.  That  each  auxiliary  president  shall  urge  the  quarterly  payment  of  all 
funds.  Failure  to  do  this  forces  the  Council  to  borrow  money  on  which  interest 
must  be  paid. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president, 
corresponding  secretary,  recording  secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body. 

7.  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year; 
during  the  first  quarter,  at  the  conference  meeting,  and  late  in  the  third  or  early 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

8.  That  scholarships  be  granted  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Scholarships  are  granted  as  loans,  to  be  cancelled  without  payment  at 
the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

b.  With  each  scholarship  of  $300.00  the  young  woman  is  to  give  one 
year  to  mission  work  or  refund  the  money  without  interest. 

c.  In  case  of  marriage,  provided  she  does  mission  work  with  her  husband, 
she  will  not  be  required  to  make  the  refund,  otherwise  she  is  expected 
to  do  so.
